Section 1. Sec. (5312), Vol. III, Code, 1922, Amended— 
Priority of Instruments from Time of Filing for Record— 
Indexes—Effect.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 


4—-A.& J. R. 
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the State of South Carolina: That Section 5312, Volume 3, of 
the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be and the same is 
hereby amended by striking out the words in line twenty-one “within 
ten days from the time of such delivery or execution’; also by 
striking out the words in lines 16 and 17, “May, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand nine hundred and nine” and substituting in lieu 
thereof the words, “July, in the year of our Lord one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-five”; and further, by striking out the proviso 
at the end of the Section and adding in lieu thereof the following: 
Provided, That a deed ‘of conveyance, mortgage or other written 
instrument shall rank as to the priority thereof from the time of 
the filing of the same for record; and to that end the Register of 
Mesne Conveyance or Clerk of Court shall keep two books, to be 
known as the direct and indirect file indexes, in which there shall 
be made an entry of the filing of such deed, mortgage, or other writ- 
ten instrument immediately upon the lodgment thereof for record, 
and which, ‘together with any copy thereof made subsequently by 
the Register of Mesne Conveyance or Clerk of Court or the Deputy 
’ of the same or by authority thereof for the purpose of its replacing 
an original made at the time of the filing, shall constitute an integral, 
necessary and inseparable part of the recordation of such deed, 
mortgage or other written instrument for any and all purposes 
whatsoever ; the entry of the filing hereby required to be made shall 
show the names of the parties, and when there is more than one 
grantor or grantee, mortgagor or mortgagee, lessor or ‘lessee, lienor 
or lienee, assignor or assignee, obligor or obligee the name of each 
of such parties shall be indexed as herein ‘required, the nature of the 
instrument, when filed, when and where recorded, together with a 
brief summary of the description of the property affected thereby ; 
one of the said books shall be known as the direct file index and each 
page thereof shall be divided into seven columns, the same to be 
headed as follows: “By whom Executed,” “To whom Executed,” 
“Nature of Instrument,” “When Filed,” “When Recorded,” “Where 
Recorded,” and “Brief Description of Property,” or by words of 
like meaning; the other of said books shall be known as the indirect 
file index, the arrangement to be the same as that of the direct file 
index except that the columns headed, “To Whom Executed” and 
“By Whom Executed” shall therein be reversed in the order of 
arrangement; the names shall be arranged thereon alphabetically 
according to the family or surname system of indexing; at the time 
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of the filing of a deed, mortgage, or other written instrument for 
record there shall be entered thereon the date and hour of such 
filing, and when the same has been recorded the time and place 
thereof shall be endorsed thereon and such entry and endorsement 
shall be signed by the Register of Mesne Conveyance, Clerk of Court, 
or the Deputy thereof ; until actually recorded the deed, except when 
in the Auditor’s office for entry of record therein as required by law, 
for which purpose it shall not be held or retained longer in such 
office than twenty-four hours, and the mortgage or other written 
instrument filed for record shall always be kept in a convenient and 
accessible place for ready inspection and examination by the public: 
Provided, further, That the entries in the file indexes hereby re- 
quired to be made shall be notice to all persons sufficient to put 
them upon inquiry as to the purport and effect of the deed, mort- 
gage, or other written intsrument so filed for record and entered 
therein, but the recordation of a deed, mortgage, or other written 
instrument shall not be notice as to the purport and effect thereof 
unless the filing of the same for record be entered as required hereby 
in the file indexes. This Act shall not apply to papers filed for 
recordation before it goes into effect. The file indexes herein pro- 
vided for shall be in lieu of all other indexes and file book now 
required by law to be kept, so that said section when thus amended 
shall read as follows: 


Section 5312. What Instruments are to be Recorded,—When, 
Where, and Effect: All deeds of conveyance of lands, tenements 
or hereditaments, either in fee simple or for life; all deeds or trusts 
or instruments in writing, conveying either real or personal estate, 
and creating a trust or trusts in regard to such property, or charging 
or encumbering the same; all mortgages or instruments in writing 
in the nature of a mortgage of any property, real or personal; all 
marriage settlements or instruments in the nature of a settlement 
of marriage; all leases or contracts in writing made between land- 
lord and tenant for a longer period than twelve months; all statu- 
tory liens on buildings and lands for materials or labor furnished 
on them; all statutory liens on ships and vessels; all certificates of 
renunciation of dower; and, generally, all instruments in writing 
now required by law to be recorded in the office of Register of Mesne 
Conveyance or Clerk of Court in those Counties where the office of 
Register of Mesne Conveyance has been abolished, or in the office 
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of the Secretary of State, delivered or executed on and after the 
first day of July, in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-five, shall be valid, so as to affect from the time of such 
delivery or execution the rights of subsequent creditors, whether 
lien creditors or simple contract creditors, or purchasers for valuable 
consideration without notice, only when recorded in the office of 
the Register of Mesne Conveyance or Clerk of Court of the County 
where the property affected thereby is situated in the case of real 
estate, and, in the case of personal property, of the County where 
the owner of said property resides if he resides within the State, or, 
if he resides without the State, of the County where such personal 
property is situated at the time of the delivery or execution of said 
deeds or instruments; Provided, That a deed of conveyance, mort- 
gage or other written instrument shall rank as to the priority there- 
of from the time of the filing of the same for record; and to that 
end the Register of Mesne Conveyance or Clerk of Court shall keep 
two books, to be known as the direct and indirect file indexes, in 
which there shall be made an entry of the filing of such deed, mort- 
gage, or other written instrument immediately upon the lodgment 
thereof for record, and which, together with any copy thereof made 
subsequently by the Register of Mesne Conveyance or Clerk of 
Court or the Deputy of the same or by authority thereof for the 
purpose of its replacing an original made at the time of the filing, 
shall constitute an integral, necessary and inseparable part of the 
recordation of such deed, mortgage or other written instrument for 
any and all purposes whatsoever; the entry of the filing hereby re- 
quired to be made shall show the names of the parties, and when 
there is more than one grantor or grantee, mortgagor or mortgagee, 
lessor or lessee, lienor or lienee, assignor or assignee, obligor or 
obligee the name of each of such parties shall be indexed as herein 
required, the nature of the instrument, when filed, when and where 
recorded, together with a brief summary of the description of the 
property affected thereby; one of the said books shall be known as 
the direct file index and each page thereof shall be divided into 
seven columns, the same to be headed as follows: “By Whom 
Executed,” “To Whom Executed,” “Nature of Instrument,” “When 
Filed,” ‘““When Recorded,” “Where Recorded,” and “Brief Descrip- 
tion of Property,” or by words of like meaning; the other of said 
books shall be known as the indirect file index, the arrangement to 
be the same as that of the direct file index except that the columns

therein be reversed in the order of arrangement; the names shall be

Portion of Lee County Annexed to Kershaw 
County—Dividing Line.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That -Whereas an election as 
provided by law has been held upon the question of the annexation 
of a small portion of Lee County to Kershaw County, containing 
one thousand and seventeen (1017) acres, or one and 58/100 (1.58) 
square miles, which election resulted unanimously in favor of such 
annexation, Now, Therefore, the said portion of Lee County as 
shown by plat thereof on file in the office of the Secretary of State, 
executed by H. W. Shaw, and A. B. Boykin, Surveyors, dated June 
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25 and 26, 1924, that is to say, that body of land which lies between 
the lines heretofore dividing the said two counties, and the line rep- 
resented on said plat as beginning at Harbord Branch where the 
line between the said two counties crosses said Branch running 
thence south forty-one (41) degrees, east three thousand three 
hundred and nineteen (3319) feet; thence twenty-seven (27) de- 
grees, thirty (30) minutes east, one thousand and twenty-five (1025) 
feet; thence south seventy-nine (79) degrees west, two thousand 
five hundred and thirty (2530) feet; thence south one (1) degree 
west five thousand one hundred and forty-seven and nine hundredths 
(5,147.09) feet; thence south eight (8) degrees fifteen (15) minutes 
east, three thousand two hundred and eighty-eight (3,288) feet; 
thence south thirty-three (33) degrees west, eight thousand two 
hundred and twenty-five (8,225) feet; thence north seventy-eight 
(78) degrees thirty (30) minutes west, to the Three Notch Road, 
be and the same is hereby annexed to Kershaw County, and the

AN ACT Directing the Transfer of School Children and 
Territory in One School District to an Adjoining School 
and District, Under Certain Conditions in Aiken County. 


Section 1. Transfer of Pupils and Area in School Districts 
of Aiken County—Petition.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: In the event that there 
should reside in any school district in Aiken County at least ten 
children eligible for attendance upon a school in an adjoining dis- 
trict, and the distance from the residence of such children to the 
school house in the adjoining district is less than the distance from 
their residence to the school house of the district in which they live, 
and at least seventy-five (75%) per cent of the parents or guard- 
ians of such children should petition the County Superintendent of 
Education for the transfer of such children to the adjoining school, 
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as well as the transfer of the area in which they reside to the ad- 
joining district, then in that case, it shall be the duty of the Superin- 
tendent of Education and the County Board of Education, to cause 
to be transferred and annexed the children and the area in which 
they reside to the school and to the school district nearest them. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT Creating Police Commissions for Cities of Sixty 
Thousand Inhabitants, or More; Prescribing Manner of 
Selection of Police Commissioners; Tenure of Office; 
Filling of Vacancies; Powers; Hearings and Witnesses 
Thereat and Penality for Non Appearance. 


Section 1. Police Commissions in Counties Containing 
Cities of over Sixty Thousand Inhabitants.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That in all 
Counties in this State having Cities of a population of sixty thou- 
sand inhabitants or more, the Police Department of said City or 
Cities shall be managed, directed and controlled by a Commission 
which shall be known as the Police Commission of (naming the 
City) and there is hereby created for every such City for the pur- 
pose of exercising such power and authority a Commission which 
shall be known as the Police Commission of (naming the City). 


§ 2. Selection of Members — Terms. — This Commission 
shall be composed of five members and their successors in office, the 
members to be chosen as follows: One Commissioner shall be 
selected by the State Senator from the County containing said City 
and one by the members of the House of Representatives from the 
County in which any such City is situated. The one selected by the 
said Representatives of the said County shall serve for a period of 
six years beginning January Ist, 1925, his successor to be elected as 
hereinafter provided, shall serve for six years and so with each 
successor to this term thereafter. The one selected by the State 
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Senator shall serve for a period of four years beginning January 
Ist, 1925, his successor to be elected as hereinafter provided, shall 
serve for six years, and so with each successor to this term there- 
after. Two of the Commissioners of such Police Commission shall 
be ex officio, the Mayor of such City and ex officio, the Chairman 
of the Committee on Public Safety of City Council of such City. 
Immediately after the selection of a Commissioner by the State 
Senator and of one by the members of the House of Representa- 
tives from such County as aforesaid, the two so selected shall, to- 
gether with the Mayor and the Chairman of the Committee on Pub- 
lic Safety of City Council of such City, select a fifth Commissioner 
whose term shall run for a period of two years beginning January 
Ist, 1925, whose successor to be elected as hereinafter provided, shall 
serve for six years and_so with each successor to this term thereafter. 


§ 3. Election of Successors—Vacancies—Oath—Organi- 
zation.—In the regular general election held in any such County 
in the year before the expiration of any term or terms of Commis- 
sioners as aforesaid, except those of the two Commissioners who 
hold their places ex officio, each vacancy that is about to occur in the 
said Police Commission shall be filled by the vote of the qualified 
electors of the City for which the Police Commission has been 
created. The Mayor and Alderman of such City shall fill any va- 
cancy occurring in the Commission by reason of death, resignation 
or otherwise by appointment for the unexpired term. Persons 
elected, designated or appointed as such Commissioners shall qualify 
by taking the oath taken by the elective officers of the City for which 
they are chosen. The Mayor of the City shall notify the persons 
elected as members of such Commission within five days after the 
result of any election is declared, and shall promptly call a meeting 
for the purpose of organizing the Commission, at which meeting the 
Commission shall organize by electing from the Commissioners one 
to act as Chairman of the Commission, one to act as Vice Chairman 
and one to act as Secretary. 


§ 4. Meetings—Quorum.—The Police Commission shall hold 
a stated meeting each month, and such other meetings as' the public 
interest may from time to time require. A majority of the Com- 
mission shall be a quorum for the transaction of business, except 
that a quorum for the dismissal of any member of the Police Depart- 
ment shall be not less than four members of the Commission. , 
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§ 5. Powers and Duties—Reports.—The Police Commis- 
sion of such Cities as hereinabove provided for is hereby vested with 
full and exclusive power and authority over the Police Department 
of the City for which it is created, including the power to appoint, 
discipline and dismiss a Chief of Police and all other officers, privates 
and employees of every grade and kind whatsoever of the said De- 
partment, for whom provision may be made by the City Government 
by ordinance or appropriation or who may be deemed necessary to 
public safety in an emergency ; to adopt reasonable rules and regula- 
tions for the conduct of the affairs of the department, and other- 
wise to manage, direct, operate, control and discipline the said 
Police Department or provide for the same. The said Police Com- 
mission shall report at least once annually to the City Council of 
its City. 

§ 6. Attendance of Witnesses at Hearings—Subpoenas— 
Penalty for Failure to Attend.—When any person, resident of 
any such City shall be required to attend as a witness at a trial of 
any member of the Police Department before such Commission, it 
’ shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Commission, upon applica- 
tion, to issue a subpoena directed to such person, stating the time 
and place of such trial, and if any witness subpoenaed fails to appear, 
he or she may be attached by the Commission for contempt. The 
attachment shall be directed to some one of the Police Force of the 
City and made returnable to said Commission at some stated time 
and the said Commission may punish said witness by fine not exceed- 
ing Ten ($10.00) Dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding thirty 
(30) days, unless he or she shows good cause for not obeying said 
subpoena. 


§ 7. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 521 of the Code of Laws, 1922, 
Volume 3, Relating to Fees and Charges, so as to Fur- 
ther Fix and Define the Fees for the Treasurer of Mar- 
ion County. 


Section 1. Sec. (521), Vol. III, Code, 1922, Amended— 
Limit of Compensation of County Treasurer of Marion 
County—Disposition of Surplus.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Section 521, 
Code of Laws, 1922, Volume 3, by adding at the end.of said section 
the following proviso: “Provided, That the Treasurer of Marion 
County shall not receive from salary, fees or other compensation 
any amount above Twenty-four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars an- 
nually and that all fees, costs and salary in excess of Twenty-four 
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Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars per year shall be turned into the 
General Fund of the County.” So that said section as amended 
shall read as follows: 


Section 521. The Treasurer for every such warrant issued shall 
have from such defaulter $1.00; and the Sheriff shall take from 
such defaulter the following fees in the execution of his office, to 
wit: For serving each warrant, $1.00, besides mileage at the rate 
of 5 cents for each mile actually traveled in executing the warrant; 
for advertising sale, 25 cents; for making sale and executing deed 
of conveyance, and putting purchaser in possession, $3.00; and for 
all sums levied as aforesaid, five per cent., and the Sheriff is pro- 
hibited from demanding or collecting any greater sum therefor than 
is hereby allowed; and neither the Sheriff nor County Treasurer 
shall receive fees upon nulla bona returns: Provided, That the 
Treasurer of Marion County shall not receive from salary, fees or 
other compensation any amount above Twenty-four Hundred ($2,- 
400.00) Dollars annually, and that all fees, costs and salary in excess 
of Twenty-four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars per year shall be 
turned into the General Fund of the County. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


’§ 3. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Fix the Time for the Holding of the Circuit 
Courts of the Fourteenth Judicial Circuit. 


_ Section 1. Terms of Circuit Courts in Fourteenth Circuit. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: ‘That the Circuit Courts of the Fourteenth Judicial Cir- 
cuit shall be held as follows: 


CoLLETON County: The Courts of General Sessions for the 
County of Colleton, at Walterboro, on the second Monday in March, 
for one week; on the second Monday in June, for one week, and the 
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fourth Monday in September, for one week. The Courts of Com- 
mon Pleas for said County of Colleton, at Walterboro, on the first 
Monday in April, for two weeks, and on the fourth Monday in Oc- 
tober, for two weeks. 


Hampton County: The Courts of General Sessions for the 
County of Hampton, at Hampton, on the first Monday in Febru- 
ary for not longer than one week, on the first Monday in June for 
not longer than one week, and on the third Monday in September 
for not longer than one week. The Courts of Common Pleas for 
said County of Hampton, at Hampton, on the Wednesday follow- 
ing the first Monday in February, the Wednesday following the first 
Monday in June, and on the first Monday in October. The Febru- 
ary term shall not continue longer than three weeks, the June term 
longer than one week, and the October term longer than two weeks. 


BeauFrort County: The Courts of General Sessions for the 
County of Beaufort, at Beaufort, on the third Monday in March 
for not longer than one week, on the fourth Monday in June for not 
longer than one week, and on the fourth Monday in November for 
not longer than one week. The Courts of Common Pleas for said 
County of Beaufort, at Beaufort, shall convene during the week of 
the third Monday in March and the fourth Monday in June as soon 
as the Court of General Sessions shall have concluded, and shall 
continue during the remainder of the week and not longer than one 
week thereafter, and on the second Monday in December one week. 


Jasper County: The Courts of General Sessions for the County 
of Jasper at Ridgeland, on the fourth Monday in February, one 
week, the third Monday in June, one week, and the third Monday 
in November, one week. The Courts of Common Pleas for said 
County shall convene as soon as the Courts of General Sessions shall 
have concluded, except that during the week commencing the third 
’ Monday in November, there shall be no regular term of the Court 
of Common Pleas, but the same shall be open under the provision of 
Section 2 hereof. There shall also be terms of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas for said County on the second Monday in May, one 
week and the first Monday in December, one week. 


ALLENDALE County: The Courts of General Sessions for the 
County of Allendale, at Allendale, on the third Monday in April, for 
one week; on the first Monday in July, for one week, and on the 
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second Monday in November, for one week. The Court of Com- 
mon Pleas for said County of Allendale, at Allendale, on the fourth 
Monday in April, for two weeks, and on the third Monday in Oc- 
tober for one week. 


§ 2. Common Pleas at General Sessions Terms.—That at 
the terms of the Courts of General Sessions provided for in Section 
1 of this Act, the Court of Common Pleas shall be open for the 
taking of any verdict or judgment by default or consent, for the 
hearing of motions, for the passing of orders, and for the transac- 
tion of equity business, when the same does not conflict with the 
business of the Courts of the General Sessions. 


_ § 3. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
be, and the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

139 of Volume 2 of the Code of Laws of 1922, so as 
to Include Unincorporated Associations Under the Pro- 
visions Thereof. 


Section 1. Sec. (139), Vol. IH, Criminal Laws, Code, 1922, 
Amended—Use of Names or Emblems of Unincorporated 
Associations.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Subdivision 1, Paragraph 17, Sec- 
tion 139 of Volume 2 of the Code of Laws of 1922, be and the same 
is: hereby amended by striking out all after the word “State” on 
line 5, through the words “United States” on line 7, to wit: “and 
which has been incorporated under the laws of this or any other 
State, or of the United States,” so that said Subdivision when so 
amended shall read as follows: 


(139) Section 17. No person, society, or organization shall as- 
sume, use, or adopt, or become incorporated under, or continue to 
use the name and style or emblems of any benevolent, fraternal, 
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social, humane or charitable organization previously existing in this 
State, or a name and style or emblems, so nearly resembling the name 
and style of incorporated organization as to be colorable imitation 
thereof. In all cases where two or more of such societies, associa- 
tions or corporations claim the right to the same name, or to name 
substantially similar as above provided, the organization which was 
first organized and used the name, and first became incorporated in 
this State or not, shall be entitled in this State to the prior and ex- 
clusive use of such name, and the rights of such societies, associa- 
tions or corporation and of their individual members shall be fixed 
_ and determined accordingly. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Apportionment of Tax Assess- 
ments and the Payment of Same by the County Auditor 
and Treasurer of the Respective Counties of this State 
on Real and Personal Property Which May Have Been 
Transferred Subsequent to the Assessment of said Real 
or Personal Property by the County Auditor. 


Section 1. County Auditor to Apportion Tax upon Prop- 
erty Transferred After Assessment—County Treasurer to 
Accept Payment—Receipt—Mortgaged Property—Munici- 
pal Taxes.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: When the title or an interest in real or personal 
property, or any part thereof, shall have become transferred to or 
vested in any person not the owner at the time said property was 
assessed for taxation, it shall be the duty of the County Auditor, 
upon the application of the person acquiring such title or interest 
subsequent to assessment to apportion the share of taxes due by the 
original owner upon that portion of or interest in the property ac- 
quired subsequent to assessment by the party so applying, and there- 
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upon it shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to receive from 
the party so applying the proportionate share of taxes upon such 
part of or interest so acquired since assessment as estimated by the 
Auditor, and give receipt for same, which receipt shall discharge 
such portion or interest from the taxes so assessed. Upon applica- 
tion of any person holding a mortgage upon any real or personal 
property which is assessed for taxation it shall be the duty of the 
County Auditor to apportion the share of taxes due by the owner 
thereof upon that portion of or interest in the property mortgaged 
and thereupon it shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to re- 
ceive from the mortgagee the proportionate share of the taxes upon 
such part of or interest mortgaged as estimated by the County Audi- 
tor and give receipt for same, which receipt shall discharge such por- 
tion or interest mortgaged from all taxes assessed against the owner. 
And whenever any property shall be discharged in the manner pro- 
vided in this section, from taxes assessed against it, it shall likewise, 
upon payment of a like proportionate share of any taxes assessed 
by any city or town be discharged from all other municipal taxes 
assessed against the owner. 


§ 2. Powers Applicable to Taxes for Electors 1922-1924. 
—tThe powers above conferred shall also apply to taxes paid or due 
and unpaid for years 1922, 1923 and 1924. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide a System of County Government for 
Marion County. 


Section 1. Board of County Commissioners Created— 
Personnel—Appointment.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: A Board of County Com- 
missioners of Marion County is hereby created, consisting of a 
Chairman of the Board and three (3) Commissioners, the Chair- 
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man of the Board and each Commissioner to be appointed by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the members 
of the General Assembly from Marion County. 


§ 2. Term—Vacancies.—The Chairman of the Board and 
each Commissioner shall hold office for the period of two (2) years, 
and until a successor is appointed and qualified, unless sooner, re- 
moved by competent authority. In case .of a vacancy by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment 
for the unexpired term. 


‘'§ 3. Bonds.—The Chairman of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners and the Commissioners before entering upon the performance 
of their official duties; shall enter into separate bonds, with some 
responsible surety company as surety, in the usual form, conditioned 
upon the faithful performance of their duties in the following sums: 
The Chairman of the Board Ten thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, 
and each Commissioner Two thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars. The 
premium upon each of. said bonds shall be paid by the County of 
Marion... 


§ 4. Clerk—Seal.—The Board of County Commissioners is 
authorized to elect a Clerk, at such salary as may be provided an- 
nually in the County Supply Bill. It is authorized, if it deem it 
advisable, to require the Clerk to enter into bond as above provided 
‘for bonds of Commissioners in such amount as may appear to the 
Board necessary, not exceeding the sum of Five thousand ($5,- 
000.00) Dollars, the premium on said bond to be paid by the County 
of Marion. The Board shall also have a seal which shall be im- 
pressed upon its official documents. 7 


§ 5. Compensation.—The Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners shall receive a salary of Three thousand Two hun- 
dred and eighty ($3,280.00) Dollars per annum, payable monthly, 
and each of the other Commissioners shall be paid the sum of Ten 
($10.00) Dollars for each day in attendance upon meetings of the 
Board, not exceeding Twelve (12) meetings per annum, 


§ 6. Duties of Chairman—Powers.—All of the duties, obli- 
gations and functions now imposed by law upon the County Com- 
missioners of Marion County are hereby devolved upon and vested 
in the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners created by 
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‘this Act, except such duties, obligations, and functions as are herein 
specifically devolved upon and vested in the entire Board of County 
Commissioners. The Chairman of the Board shall be the executive 
head and the general manager of the business affairs of the County 
of Marion and he shall give his entire time and attention to the ad- 
ministration of the duties of his office. He shall have jurisdiction 
and supervision of all of the property either real or personal of 
the County, its roads, bridges and ferries, the convicts, chain gangs, 
implements and machinery of the County, over all matters pertaining 
to the fiscal affairs of the County and the distribution of its public 
funds for public purposes as provided by law, and over all other 
matters pertaining to the efficient administration of the business af- 
fairs of the County of Marion. He shall give his special attention 
to and make frequent and regular inspections of the roads of the 
County, particularly those cross county roads leading into main 
roads, and he shall be responsible for the condition of the same. 


§ 7. County Contracts—Purchases.—No contract, either ex- 
press or implied, whereby any financial obligation may be incurred 
by Marion County for any supplies, goods, material, tools, imple- 
ments, machinery, labor, services, or otherwise, shall be entered into 
without the written consent of the Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners after written requisition therefor. All supplies, 
equipment, material, or service of every description whatever, to be 
used by the County of Marion or any officer or department thereof 
arid paid for out of the public funds of the County, except such 
expenditures as are otherwise expressly authorized in the annual 
supply bill, shall be contracted for only by the Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners, and any officer or any department 
of the County needing supplies, equipment, material, or service shall 
first file a written requisition therefor with the Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners, giving in detail a full description 
of what is required, together with such other information as may be 
required, and no article, equipment, material, or service of any de- 
scription shall be purchased or contracted for to be paid for out of 
the public funds of the County of Marion, except by the Chairman 
of the Board of County Commissioners after requisition filed as 
herein provided. 


§ 8. Inventory—“Property Book.”—The Chairman of the 
Commissioners, as soon as practicable after his appointment and 
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qualification, is hereby required to make an inventory of all personal 
property owned by the County of Marion, such as teams, machinery, 
tools, supplies, and other property, and to this shall be added from 
time to time such articles as may be purchased, all of which shall be 
entered on a book to be known as the “Property Book,” which shall 
be kept as a permanent record of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, and which shall at all times by appropriate entries show the 
custody and the location of such property and any disposition that 
may have been made of the same. 


§ 9. Meetings of Board—Duties of Members—Warrants 
—Condemnation.—The Board of County Commissioners shall 
meet on the first Tuesday of each month in the Courthouse in the 
Town of Marion for the purpose of transacting business, and it may 
-meet at such other time and place as the public interest may require. 
The members of the Board of County Commissioners exclusive of the 
Chairman shall act in an advisory capacity to the Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners and each of them shall acquaint 
himself with the affairs of Marion County and at all times aid the 
Chairman of the Board in the performance of his duties with advice 
and counsel. All warrants issued in payment of ‘accounts, or other 
debts, of the County of Marion shall be signed by the Chairman of 
the Board of County Commissioners and at least two other members 
of the Board of County Commissioners, but it shall be the duty of 
the Board to thoroughly audit and investigate every claim presented 
for payment against the County of Marion, and no warrant for pay- 
ment of the same shall be issued without thorough audit and investi- 
gation, and satisfactory proof of the justice of the claim and that the 
same has been incurred pursuant to and under authority of law. The 
right of condemnation for public purposes shall only be exercised by 
the entire Board as now provided by law. 


§ 10. Outstanding Claims — Advertisement — Proof — 
Effect of Failure to File—Payment.—The Board of County 
Commissioners is also authorized and directed to investigate all 
claims now outstanding against the County of Marion, and imme- 
diately upon appointment and qualification, it is required to give 
public notice in a newspaper published in the Town of Marion and 
in a newspaper published in the’ Town of Mullins, once a week for 
three consecutive weeks, requiring all persons, firms, associations, 
or corporations, having claims against the County of Marion to file 
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the same with the Board of County Commissioners at its office, 
whether heretofore filed or not, and each of such claimants is re- 
quired to produce such proof in substantiation of the claim as may 
be reasonably required by the Board of County Commissioners. 
Fach of such claims shall be thoroughly investigated by the Board, 
and if a majority of the Board is satisfied that the claim is not just 
or that there has been any unjust or unreasonable discrimination in 
charges or otherwise against the County of Marion, the claim shall 
be either rejected or allowed only for the amount considered just, 
provided, however, that any claimant aggrieved by the action of the 
Board in this regard shall have the right to prosecute his claim in 
any court of competent jurisdiction against the County of Marion 
subject to all limitations or restrictions imposed under the law. 
Should any holder .of existing indebtedness against the County of 
Marion fail to file his. claim against the County pursuant to the 
notice above provided for within six months after the first publica- 
tion of the same, the Board shall not. consider his claim, but the 
claim may be prosecuted against the County of Marion in any court 
of competent jurisdiction, subject to all legal limitations and re- 
strictions now existing. In the performance of its duties under this 
Section the Board of County Commissioners is given authority to re- 
quire the attendance of witnesses and to demand the production of 
books and papers, except such books and papers as are exempt from 
such requirement under the law. All claims approved for payment 
under this Section shall be paid on the warrant of the Board of 
County Commissioners signed by the Chairman and at least two 
members of the Board, drawn against the special fund created for 
the purpose of liquidating the past indebtedness of Marion County. 


§ 11. Minutes—Record of Claims Filed.—The Board of 
County Commissioners shall keep accurate minutes of its proceed- ° 
ings under the next preceding Section, and there shall be entered in 
a book kept for that purpose a brief description of all claims filed 
against the County for such past indebtedness, together with an 
entry showing the disposition made of the same by the Board, which 
book shall be open to public inspection at all times when the office 
of the Board is open. 


§ 12. Payment of Claims not Authorized by Law, Pro- 
hibited.—No person, firm, association or corporation shall be per- 
mitted under any circumstances to recover any amount against the 
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County of Marion for any debt or obligation, either express or im- 
plied, hereafter arising, unless it has been contracted pursuant to 
and by authority of law, nor shall any warrant be approved for pay- 
ment of the same, nor shall any recovery hereafter be had against 
the County of Marion upon the theory of money, goods or labor had 
and received for the benefit of the County, nor shall any warrant be 
approved for payment of the same, and no debt or other obligation, 
either express or.implied shall be incurred in behalf of the County 
of Marion, nor shall any warrant be approved for the payment of 
the same, unless such debt or obligation has been incurred pursuant 
to and by authority of law, but nothing herein contained shall be so 
construed as to prevent the owner or holder of such debt or obliga- 
tion from maintaining suit against the officer responsible for the 
creation of the same or upon his official bond. 


§ 13. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
expressly repealed. 


§ 14. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

No. 23. 
AN ACT to Authorize the Use of Any Recorded Trademark 


as a Brand for Timber, Give the Purchaser of Timber a 
Lien Thereon, and Punish Interference With Brand 
and Timber. 


Section 1. Use of Registered Trademark as “Brand’’ for 
Timber—Notice of Ownership.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Any persons, firm, as- 
sociation or corporation that has heretofore adopted or used or shall 
hereafter adopt or use a label, trademark, term, design or device, and 
that has heretofore filed or shall hereafter file the same for record 
in the office of the Secretary of State of South Carolina, as provided 
in Sections 140 to 144, inclusive, of Volume 2 of the Code of Laws 
of South Carolina of 1922, is hereby authorized to use the same to 
mark and identify timber, and when such label, trademark, term, 
design or device shall be stamped, impressed or indented on timber, 
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it shall constitute a “brand” within the meaning of this Act, and 
shall be notice to the world that the owner of such brand is the owner 
‘of or some property right or interest in said timber or lien thereon, 
as hereinafter set forth. | 


§ 2. Lien on Branded Timber—Proviso.—When any owner 
of timber shall agree to sell the same, receive any portion of the 
purchase price therefor and consent to the purchaser’s brand being 
placed thereon, then such purchaser shall have a lien on such timber 
to secure him-in the amount of the purchase price paid to such 
owner, which shall exist so long as such purchaser is not in default 
under the contract of purchase ; Provided, That this shall not prevent 
the title to said timber passing to the purchaser either by agreement 
of the parties or operation of law, and the provisions of this Act 
shall apply also to such cases in which the title has passed to the 
purchaser. 


§ 3. Destruction of Brand or Removal, etc., of Timber a 
Misdemeanor—Penalty.—The owner of said timber or any other 
person or persons who shall cut out or off, obliterate, or in any man- 
ner deface or destroy the brand of the purchaser or owner upon such 
timber, or who shall injure, remove, secrete, take, receive, or attempt 
to sell or purchase such timber so long as such brand lawfully re- 
mains thereon shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction 
thereof, shall be imprisoned for a term of not less than thirty days 
nor more than three years, and be fined not less than One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars, nor more than Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dol- 
lars, either or both. 


§ 4. Loss of Lien of Purchaser by Default in Payments.— 
Removal of Brand.—The lien of the purchaser over such timber, 
in cases where the title had not passed to such purchaser, shall cease 
to exist immediately upon his becoming in default under the contract 
of purchase, and it shall then be lawful for the owner of such timber 
to deface, destroy or otherwise remove the brand of the purchaser 
therefrom and resume full possession and control thereover. 


§ 5. Terms Defined.—The terms “owner” and “purchaser” 
as used in this Act shall be held to include any person or persons, 
firm, association or corporation acting either in his, their, or its own 
behalf, or as an employee, agent or representative of any other per- 
son, persons, firm, association or corporation. The term “timber” 
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as used in this Act shall be held to include trees, lying or prepared 
for sale, sawlogs and all other logs, cross ties, boards, plans, staves 
and headings, and all other timber cut or prepared for use or sale. 


§ 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Regulate Tuition Fees in Certain Public Institu- 
tions of Learning in This State. 


Section 1. Non-resident Students in State Colleges to Pay 
Double Tuition—Fees—Exceptions.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the tuition 
fees for non-resident students shall be twice the amount charged 
students of this State in the following higher institutions of learning 
of this State: All the Institutions of Higher Learning; Provided, 
That the provisions of this Act shall not apply to any student who 
matriculated prior to the passage of this Act, and who has remained 
continuously since matriculation a student of any one of the said 
institutions. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Abolish the February Term of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas for York County. 


Section 1. February Term of Common Pleas for York 
County Abolished.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the terms of Court of General 
Sessions and of Common Pleas for York County shall be as now 
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provided by law, except that the term of the Court of Common 
-Pleas fixed for the Wednesday first following the first Monday in 
February, be, and the same is hereby, abolished. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for 
a State System of Hard Surface, Top Soil and Other 
Dependable Types of Highways,” etc., Known as Act 
No. 731 of the Acts of 1924, so as to Further Define the 
Soft Surface Roads in Aiken County. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 1193), as to State 
Highway System Amended—Roads in Aiken County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Amend the subdivision relating to Aiken County in an Act entitled 
“An Act to Provide for a State System of Hard Surface, Top Soil 
and other Dependable Types of Highways,” etc., known as Act No. 
731 of the Acts of 1924, by adding at the end of the subdivision the 
following: ‘From Wagener in the most direct route to where Route 
No. 121 crosses the North Edisto River at or near Horsey Bridge: 
Provided, That section of road, Route 121, from or near Horsey 
Bridge extending southwardly to Perry is hereby discontinued as a 
part of the State Highway System of roads.” So that said sub- 
division shall read as follows: 


Soft Surface. From Sand Bar Ferry Bridge near Augusta 
southeasterly to the Barnwell County line by way of route No. 28 
and passing through Beech Island, Kathwood, Jackson and Ellenton. 
From point on Aiken-Barnwell road between Montmorenci and 
Windsor and following route 4 easterly toward Springfield to the 
Orangeburg County line. From intersection ‘with Washington- 
Atlanta Highway near Monetta southeasterly on route No. 39 to 
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the end of the Federal Aid Project No. 182-B from Augusta, Ga., 
to Edgefield County line on route No. 21. Soft surface road from 
Aiken via Wagener and Perry to the Aiken, Lexington and Orange- 
burg line. From Wagener in the most direct route to where Route 
No. 121 crosses the North Edisto River at or near Horsey Bridge: 
Provided, That section of Route No. 121 from or near Horsey 
Bridge extending southwardly to Perry is hereby discontinued as a 
part of the State Highway System of Roads. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Exempt all Men in the Transportation Service 
of Railroads from Jury Duty. 


Section 1. Men in Transportation Service of Railroads 
Exempt from Jury Duty.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That in addition to those 
now exempt from jury duty by the laws of the State of South Caro- 
lina, all persons in actual transportation service of any railroad in 
this State are hereby exempt from jury duty in all of the Courts of 
this State. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for a Board of Pharmaceutical Ev-. 


aminers in This State; to Prescribe Their Powers, 
Duties and Liabilities; to Provide for the Examination 


-and Licensing of and Renewing Licenses for, Drug- 


gists or Pharmacists in This State; to Provide for the 
Examination and Licensing of Assistant Druggists or 
Pharmacists in This State; to Fix the Fees for Examina- 
tion of and for Licensing and Renewing Licenses of 
Pharmacists and Assistant Pharmacists; to Fix Penal- 
ties for Not Procuring Licenses as Pharmacists and 
Assistant Pharmacists Within the Stipulated Time; to 
Regulate the Sale and Dispensing of Poisons or Poison- 
ous Drugs; to Allow the Sale of Prepared Medicines 
by Certain Persons; to Provide for the Registration of 
Druggists or Pharmacists, or Assistant Pharmacists, in 
This State; to Require a Fee for the Registration of all 
Druggists or Pharmacists or Assistant Pharmacists in 
This State; to Provide for an Inspector, and Prescrib- 
ing His Duties, Powers and Authority, and Fixing and 
Providing for His Compensation; to Require an Annual 
Report to the Governor; to Require the Prosecution of 
Persons Violating This Act; to Repeal Certain Laws or 
Acts Now and Heretofore in Force Relating to Licenses 
Upon Twenty Years Experience; to Make it a Misde- 
meanor and to Prescribe Punishment for Violations of 
This Act; and Other Matters Connected With the Said 
Board, and Relating to Druggists, Pharmacists, As- 
sistant Pharmacists and Drug Stores in This State. 


Section 1. Board of Pharmaceutical Examiners—Election 


— Terms — Vacancies — Meetings — Quorum — Organ- 
ization—Rules.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Pharmaceutical Association of the 
State of South Carolina shall elect six pharmacists doing business 
within this State who shall be commissioned by the Governor, who 
shall constitute the Board of Pharmaceutical Examiners of the State 
of South Carolina, and shall hold office as follows: One of them 
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for the term of one year; another of them for two years; another 
for three years ; another for four years; another for five years; and 
another for six years; each, however, to hold further until his suc- 
cessor shall have been duly elected and qualified, and the said associa- 
tion shall, at each election, indicate the person chosen for each of 
said terms respectively. Annually thereafter the said Association 
shall elect one member of said Board to fill vacancy annually recur- 
ring, such members so elected to hold office respectively for the 
term of six years, and until his successor shall be elected, qualified 
and commissioned. In the case of the death, resignation or removal 
from the State of any member of the Board, the President of the 
Association shall appoint in his place a pharmacist, who shall be 
commissioned by the Governor, to serve for the remainder of his 
unexpired term. ‘The said Board shall be styled: “The Board of 
Pharmaceutical Examiners,” and shall meet in the City of Charles- 
ton, or any other place in this State which may be designated by said 
Association, once every four months, and keep in session until appli- 
cants who have previously made application to the Secretary of 
said Board shall have been examined. Four members of said 
Board shall constitute the quorum for the transaction of business 
and granting licenses. .The said Board may elect a Chairman and a 
Secretary ; and may also adopt any rules or regulations for the con- 
duct of their business and needful for the proper discharge for the 
business of the Board: Provided, Such rules and regulations shall 
not conflict with any of the provisions of this Act. 


§ 2. Power to License.—The Board of Pharmaceutical Ex- 
aminers shall alone possess and exercise all the powers heretofore 
given and now possessed by the Medical College of the State of 
South Carolina and the Medical Faculty of the University of South 
Carolina, in respect to the licenses of Pharmacists, apothecaries and 
druggists. 


§ 3. License Required.—That every pharmacist, apothecary 
and retail druggist, who has not been previously licensed according 
to law, who carries on and conducts the business of such occupation 
in this State, must have a license therefor from the above named 
Board. 


§ 4. Sales of Poisons, etc., Regulated—Special License 
for Physicians—Powers of Physicians and Dentists.—That 
it shall not be lawful for the proprietor of any pharmacy or drug 
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store to allow any person not qualified in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act to dispense poisons or compounds of physicians, 
except under the personal supervision of a licensed pharmacist: 
Provided, however, That outside of cities, towns and villages, and in 
the towns and villages of three hundred inhabitants or less, where 
there is no regular pharmacist, practicing physicians shall have the 
right to compound and sell medicines, upon their obtaining a special 
license from said Board, and paying therefor a fee of ten dollars. 
Nothing in this Act, however, shall be construed as intending to 
hinder or prohibit any physician or dentist lawfully engaged in the 
practice of his profession anywhere within this State from putting 
up his own prescriptions or dispensing his own medicines. 


§ 5. Qualifications of Applicants for License.—That on or 
after July 1st, 1918, an applicant for examination as registered 
pharmacist must be twenty one years of age, of good moral character 
‘and temperate habits, a graduate from a school of pharmacy or de- 
partment of pharmacy of a university, which is recognized by said 
Board, such recognition to be established by the Board of 
Pharmaceutical Examiners on the basis of uniform and reasonable 
standards of educational requirements to be observed by 
school of pharmacy, college of pharmacy, or departments of phar- 
macy of universities. The said educational requirements being at 
least a two years’ course in a recognized high school as a matricula- 
tion requirement, and the said Board may determine their reputability 
by reference to their compliance with such standards, and shall, 
further, furnish proofs of a three years’ experience. Actual time 
of attendance at the school or college of pharmacy from which the 
applicant is a graduate, but not to exceed two years, shall be ac- 
credited upon the required experience of three years. The remain- 
der of the experience required must have been in compounding and 
dispensing drugs, medicines and poisons under the supervision of 
a registered pharmacist in a drug store or pharmacy, where the 
prescriptions of medical practitioners are compounded. An appli- 
cant for examination as an assistant pharmacist must be eighteen 
years of age, of good moral character and temperate habits, and 
furnish proof of three years’ experience. Actual time of attendance 
at a recognized college of pharmacy, school of pharmacy, or depart- 
ment of pharmacy of a university, but not to exceed one year, shall 
be accredited upon the required experience of three years: Pro- 
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vided, That the applicant must show, by proper certificate from the 
college or school of pharmacy he attended, that his school work was 
satisfactory. The remainder of the experience required must have 
been under the supervision of a registered pharmacist in compound- 
ing drugs, medicines and poisons in a drug store or pharmacy where 
the prescriptions of medical practitioners are compounded: Pro- 
vided, That a graduate of a reputable college of pharmacy shall be 
entitled to examination upon graduation and on afterwards produc- 
ing proof of three years’ experience may be licensed if otherwise 
qualified: Provided, further, That any petson who has had ten 
years’ practical, experience in a drug store shall be allowed to take 
the examination herein provided: and, Provided stil further, That 
any physician, licensed to practice medicine in this State, shall also 
be allowed to take the examination for the pisces of pharmacy, as 
provided in this Act. 


§ 6. Assistant Pharmacists — ‘Temporary Absence.’”’— 
That an assistant pharmacist may lawfully take charge of a drug 
store or pharmacy during the temporary absence of the registered 
pharmacist, but cannot own, conduct or operate a drug store or 
pharmacy, unless he employs a registered pharmacist, .and places 
him in active charge of all professional duties connected with the 
proper and lawful conduct of the business. The said Board shall 
make rules and regulations clearly defining temporary absence. 


§ 7. Fees for Examination—for License—Revocation of 
License.—That the fees for examining applicants shall be as fol- 
lows: for a pharmacist ten dollars; and for an assistant pharmacist 
five dollars; and for licensing a pharmacist ten dollars, and for 
licensing an assistant pharmacist five dollars. The said Board may 
revoke in their discretion any license or renewal thereof upon proof 
of fraud or misrepresentation. 


§ 8. Labels for Poisons.—That all persons in this State en- 
gaged in business as pharmacists, apothecaries, or druggists, either 
in the wholesale or retail of drugs, shall, to every bottle, vial, box 
or other package containing any poison or any one of the following 
named articles, viz.: Oxalic acid, chloroform, belladonna and its 
preparations, henbane and its preparations, hemlock or conium, or 
any other articles that may be’added to this list by the said Board, 
securely attach a label, whereupon shall be either printed or legibly 
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written, with red ink, the name of the poison and the name of at 
least one antidote, with brief directions as to the mode of using the 
same: Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to apply to the filling of prescriptions made by regular physicians; 
and, Provided, further, That it shall be the duty of the said Board, 
on application at the time of registration, to furnish to the party 
registering a form of label for poisons. 


§ 9. Sales of Poisons—Records.—That every pharmacist or 
other person selling any poison shall be satisfied that the purchase 
is made for legitimate purposes and shall keep a book on file in 
which shall be recorded every sale of the following articles, viz.: 
Arsenic and its preparations, all metallic cyanides and cyanides of 
potassium, tartar emetic, corrosive sublimate, aconite and its prep- 
arations, strychnine and all other poisonous alkaloids, and their salts, 
cantharides, ergot, hydrocyanic acid; and the said record to also 
exhibit the name of the person to whom sold, place of residence and 
the purpose of purchase as stated, which book or file shall be kept 
at all times subject to inspection of the Coroner of the county and 
the solicitor or inspector of said Association, or such other persons 
as either of them may designate. 


§ 10. Sales in Original Packages.——That this Act shall not 
be construed to prevent merchants or shopkeepers from vending or 
exposing for sale in original packages medicines already prepared 
for use. 


§ 11. Renewal of Registration—Fees—Penalty for De- 
fault.—That every person, actively engaged in the retail drug busi- 
ness holding a certificate of registration from the said Board, shall 
renew annually his registration with said Board as provided by this 
Act. Every person holding a license as pharmacist or assistant phar- 
macist shall pay to the Secretary or Inspector on or before the first 
' day of July in each year a renewal fee of four dollars for which a 
renewal certificate for one year shall be issued. In case any person 
defaults for more than sixty days after the first day of July in each 
year in paying such renewal fee and securing a renewal license certi- 
ficate a penalty of twenty-five dollars must be paid for such default; 
and in case such default shall continue for one year or more then a 
penalty of fifty dollars must be paid and collected in addition to the 
renewal fee before issuing a renewal license. If delinquency con- 
tinue for more than two years then the original license shall be can- 
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celled: Provided, however, ‘That upon payment of a penalty of 
seventy-five dollars and the renewal fees due, the said Board may 
restore such defaulting member if otherwise in good standing. 


§ 12. Reciprocal Registration—Fee.—That the State Board 
of Pharmacy, in its discretion, may grant certificates of registration 
as pharmacists to such persons as shall furnish with their applica- 
tions satisfactory proof that they have been registered by examina- 
tion in some other State requiring a degree of competency equal to 
that required of an applicant in this State: Provided, however, 
That existing requirements in this State shall not prevent the said 
Board from granting reciprocal registration to applicants whose 
experience and results of examination, together with the proofs of 
qualifications upon which they were permitted to take examination 
at the time of registration in the States from which they apply, 
would have entitled them to registration as a registered pharmacist 
in this State at that time; the fee for granting a reciprocal license 
shall be twenty dollars. 


§ 13. File of Registrations.—That it shall be the duty of the 
said Board to establish, carry and preserve, in a book or file, kept 
for that purpose a register of all pharmacists, apothecaries and retail 
druggists in the State, and also all assistant pharmacists, including 
the names of persons registered, place of business, the fact whether 
the person registered be a graduate of medicine or pharmacy, or 
under license granted under examination, and any other matter of 
information the said Association may see fit to add. 


§ 14. Inspector—Appointment—Term.—That commencing 
on January first, 1925, and every two years thereafter, the Governor, 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the State Board of 
Pharmaceutical Examiners, shall appoint and commission an In- 
spector, who shall qualify by taking the usual oath of office, and who 
shall continue in office until his successor shall be appointed, a 
fied and commissioned. 


§ 15. Duties.—That the Inspector shall from time to time visit 
all of the drug stores in this State and inspect the same to see that 
the law relating to the licensing of pharmacists and assistant: 
pharmacists is obeyed, and to see that all of the provisions of this 
Act are obeyed and carried out by the drug stores and druggists of 
this State. In case of any violation of this Act or the law is dis- 
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‘covered the Inspector shall either require the druggist or proprie- 
tor of the drug store -in default to forthwith correct such delinquen- 
cy or shall prosecute such offender under the law, using his discre- 
tion in relation thereto after consulting the Board of Pharmaceuti- 
cal Examiners if deemed necessary. The Inspector may swear out 
warrants for offenders against the provisions of this Act. 


§ 16. Compensation.—That the Inspector shall be paid by the 
State Pharmaceutical Association out of the fees collected under the 
provisions of this Act- 


§ 17. Annual Registration—Reports.—That it shall be the 
duty of all active pharmacists, assistant pharmacists, apothecaries, 
and retail druggists to register annually, paying the renewal fees 
herein required ; and at the same time to report what changes, if any, 
have been made in their respective businesses since their preceding 
annual registration: Provided, ‘That inactive or retired druggists or 
traveling men holding licenses shall not be required to register an- 
nually. ‘ 


§ 18. Meaning of Terms.—That the terms pharmacist, drug- 
gist and apothecary, shall be construed as being correlative, inter- 
changeable and meaning the same thing under the provisions of this 
Act. . 


§ 19. Annual Report.—That the Pharmaceutical Association 
of South Carolina shall make an annual report to the Governor of 
the work done in accordance with the provisions of this Act during 
the preceding year, which report shall be filed with the aevcenor on 
or before December first in each year. 


§ 20. Suspension of Licensee upon Indictment—Cancela- 
tion of License upon Conviction—Restoration—Conviction 
in Municipal Court.—That whenever any druggist or apothecary 
shall be indicted in any State or Federal Court for any 
violation of the laws relating to intoxicating liquors, or the unlaw- 
ful sale of extracts, upon true bill found, it shall be the duty of 
the Inspector to obtain a certified copy of such  indict- 
ment ‘and deliver same to the Secretary of the State Board of 
Pharmaceutical Examiners, who shall suspend such delinquent 
druggist or apothecary, and upon proof of conviction therefor shall 
cancel his license ; but the Board may, in their discretion, afterwards 
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restore the same upon proper showing made; and likewise if any 
druggist shall plead guilty or be convicted in any municipal court of 
a like violation, his license shall be revoked, and shall continue to 
stand revoked unless restored as hereinbefore provided. 


§ 21. Violation of Act a Misdemeanor—Penalties.—T hat 
any person violating any provision of this Act shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined twenty- 
five dollars or imprisoned for thirty days for the first offense, and 
upon a second conviction shall be punished by a fine of one hundred 
dollars or imprisonment for sixty days, or both, in the discretion of 
the Court. 


§ 22. Operation of Drug Store Without Licensed Phar- 
macist.—That any person who shall procure a license for or 
operate a store, calling or advertising it as a drug store, not having 
in charge thereof a licensed druggist, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be punished under the provisions of this Act. 


§ 23. Prosecutions.—That the said Board of Pharmacy is au- 
thorized, through its Solicitor or Inspector, or otherwise, as it may 
deem most expedient, to prosecute all persons violating the provi- 
sions of this Act or any of them. 


§ 24. Act (1923, XXXIII, Stats. 149), Repealed.—That 
the Act of 1924, being Act Number 105, appearing at page 149 of 
Volume XXXIII of the Statutes at Large of the State of South 
Carolina, relating to licensing persons who have had twenty years’ 
experience as pharmacists or retail druggists, be and the said Act and 
the whole thereof is hereby repealed. 


§ 25. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act be and are hereby repealed. 


§ 26. Exemption from Act of Country Merchants.—That 
this Act shall not prohibit country merchants from handling lye 
canned goods and drugs as they now handle. 


§ 27. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT Relating to the Granting of Licenses to Fish to 
Non-residents of this State. 


Section 1. Sec. (742), Vol. II, (Criminal Laws), Code, 
1922, Amended—Non-resident Fishing License.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Amend Section 742, Volume II, of the Criminal Code of South 
Carolina, 1922, by striking out the following words on the second 
and third lines of said Section, “inland streams or waters,” and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the words “fresh waters,” so that when so 
amended the said Section 742, and being Section 11 of Chapter 
XVIII, of said Code, shall read as follows: 


Section 742. Non-resident Fishing License. All non-residents of 
this State, before fishing for game or other fish in any manner in the 
fresh waters of this State, shall first procure a non-resident 
fishing license, the fee for which shall be three and 25/100 ($3.25) 

dollars. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

Provisions of Code, 1922, Vol. III, as to 
Teachers’ Employment Bureau, Repealed.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Sec- 
tions 2753, 2754, 2755 and 2756 of the Civil Code of Laws, 1922, 
Volume 3, be and the same is hereby repealed. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by | 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide a System of County Government for 
Williamsburg County. 


Section 1. County Supervisor, Williamsburg County— 
Jurisdiction and Powers.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: ‘That the office of Supervisor of 
Williamsburg County is hereby created, and that the said Supervisor 
shall be Chairman'of the Board of Commissioners for said County 
and shall, in conjunction with the Commissioners for said County, 
as hereinafter designated, have general jurisdiction over the public 
highways, roads, bridges and ferries, and over the paupers and all 
other matters relating to the disbursements of public funds for 
cotinty purposes in said County, and in any other case that may be 
necessary for the internal improvement and local concerns of said 
County ; said Supervisor shall have power and authority to adminis- 
ter oaths to any person in reference to matters appertaining to the 
office. 


§ 2. Appointment—Election of Successor-——-Term.—The 
Governor, upon the recommendation of the members of the House 
of Representatives and the Senator from Williamsburg County, shall 
appoint a County Supervisor for said County to hold office until 
the next general election for State and County officers in South Caro- 
lina, and at said general election for State and County officers, a 
County Supervisor shall be elected, whose term of office shall be 
four (4) years, and until his successor shall have been elected and 
qualified, and at such general elections thereafter as will conform 
to the holding of said office by the successively elected Supervisors 
for the several periods of four (4) years, there shall be elected a 
Supervisor for said County. ; 


§ 3. Bond.—That the County Supervisor so appointed and 
elected shall before entering upon the duties of his office execute a 
bond for the faithful performance of his duties in the sum of Five 
Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, in some bonding company authorized 
to do business in this State, and the premiums on said bond shall be 
paid by the County of Williamsburg. 


§ 4. Compensation—Clerk—Duties and Compensation. 
—The salary of said Supervisor shall be the sum of Twenty-four 
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Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars per year, and there shall be no other 
or further compensation whatsoever. There shall be appointed by 
said County Supervisor a Clerk, whose duty it shall be to keep the 
books and records of said office. The Clerk shall make an official 
record and report of the Supervisor’s office, showing the financial 
condition of the said County at the end of each quarter. The salary 
of the Clerk shall be One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars per year 
and no more. 


§ 5. Commissioners—Jurisdiction.—There shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, upon the recommendation of the members 
of the House of Representatives and the Senator from Williamsburg 
County, five (5) Commissioners who, in conjunction with said 
Supervisor, shall have general jurisdiction over the public highways, 
roads, bridges and ferries, and over the paupers and all other matters 
relating to disbursements of public funds from County purposes and 
any other case that may be necessary for the internal improvement 
and local concerns of said County. 


§ 6. County Contracts—‘Purchasing Committee”—Bids. 
—tThat neither the County Supervisor nor any of said Commis- 
sioners shall individually have the right or authority to let any con- 
tract or make any purchases for said County or in anywise obligate 
the said County by way of contract; but said Commissioners shall 
appoint two (2) of their members, who with the said County Super- 
visor, shall constitute a purchasing committee, clothed with the ex- 
clusive power and authority to purchase for the said County all 
supplies, equipment, appliances, utensils, live stock, machinery, ma- 
terials, accessories or other things required; that said purchasing 
committee shall, on or before the first of each month, ascertain all 
such purchases as will be required during the succeeding month and 
shall advertise at a time and place fixed, for bids; and shall receive 
bids and purchase the same from the lowest responsible bidder or 
bidders, and there shall be no purchases for said County in any other 
manner ; except in cases of emergencies, said purchasing committee 
may, when such unforeseen circumstances arise as will require the 
same, make such minor purchases as may be necessary until the next 
regular purchasing date, and in case of emergencies where it will not 
be expedient to wait until the next regular meeting of the County 
Commissioners, the County Supervisor and the two (2) Commis- 
sioners nearest the place where the work is to be done, may let such 
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contract or contracts for work as may be necessary to relieve the 
emergency: Provided, however, The members of the County Board 
of Commissioners and the Supervisor shall be ineligible to either file 
or submit bids of any kind whatsoever, either in emergencies or 
otherwise. 


§ 7. Compensation of Commissioners.—That said Commis- 
sioners shall be paid Five ($5.00) Dollars per day and ten cents 
per mile one way from their respective residences to the Court House 
in Kingstree, for the time they are engaged in the performance of 
their duties, not exceeding, in the case of the two (2) Commissioners 
on the purchasing committee, thirty-six (36) days, and in case of the 
other three (3) Commissioners, twenty-four (24) days, per year, 
except such additional days as they may be employed in letting the 
emergency contracts above referred to; and in such cases the mileage 
of said Commissioners shall be paid from their respective homes to 
the place where the contract is let. 


§ 8. Payment of Claims — Records — Warrants. — No 
claim against the County of Williamsburg, for work done or pur- 
chases made or other things within the jurisdiction of said Board 
of County Commissioners, shall be paid until after it has been ap- 
proved by a majority of said Board of Commissioners. All such 
claims shall be made out on a form prescribed and furnished by said 
Board of County Commissioners, duly itemized and attested by the 
claimant or his, her or its agent or officer. The approval of the 
Board of County Commissioners shall be evidenced by the signature 
of a majority of them on the back of such claim. The Clerk of 
said Board of County Commissioners shall file all claims in an 
orderly manner, those passed upon by said Board being kept separate 
from those pending for disposition by the said Board. Claims that 
have been paid shall be kept separate from the unpaid claims. Each 
claim filed in the office of the County Supervisor shall be entered in 
a book kept for that purpose, containing the name of the claimant, 
the amount of the claim, the date of the filing, the disposition made by 
the Board, and the date of its payment, if approved. After such 
claims are approved by said Board of County Commissioners, there 
shall be issued a warrant directed to the Treasurer of Williamsburg 
County authorizing him to pay the claimant the amount for which 
his, her or its claim was approved, which warrant shall be signed by 
the County Supervisor and attested by the Clerk of the Board, 
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such warrant to contain upon its face all the information respecting 
said claim now required by law and customary in such cases; 
and there shall be kept in said office of the County Supervisor, 
a book containing such warrants, which book shall be prepared 
so that there shall be, corresponding to each warrant issued to 
claimant, a stub which shall remain in said book after the warrant 
is detached, which stub shall show all the information appearing 
upon the face of the warrant. 


§ 9. Inventory of County Property.—The Supervisor im- 
mediately upon his appointment and qualification shall make a com- 
plete and full inventory of all of the personal property belonging 
to the County of Williamsburg, and file the same with the Clerk of 
the County Board of Commissioners. 


§ 10. Penalty for Violation of Act.—Any violation of the 
provisions of this Act shall be punishable by a fine of not over Two 
Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars or imprisonment not over two years 
or by both fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 11. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Amend 
Section 527 of the Code of Laws of 1922, Volume 3, 
Relating to Duties of Sheriffs and Treasurers as to Tax 
Executions, so as to Extend the Time for Making Re- 
port on Same and Providing a Penalty Therefor” 
Known as Law 541 of the Acts of 1922 and Approved 
March 21, 1924, so as to Abolish the Publication of Tax 
Delinquents. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 925), Amended— 
Publication of Lists of Tax Delinquents Discontinued.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Amend an Act entitled “An Act to amend Section 527 Code of Laws, 
1922, Volume 3, relating to duties of Sheriffs and Treasurers as to 
tax executions, etc.,” known as 541 of Acts 1924, approved March

21, 1924, by striking out all after the word “return” on line 34 of 
said section down to the word “provided” on line 41 of said section, 
so that said section when so amended shall read as follows, to wit: 


Section 527. The Sheriffs in the several counties in the State, in 
making levies and sales, in making returns, and in paying over 
money collected under tax warrants and executions placed in their 
hands by County Treasurers, shall be subject to the direction and 
under the control of the Comptroller General of the State, as they 
are now in like manner to plaintiffs in execution; and the Comp- 
troller General is hereby invested with all the rights and privileges 
of a plaintiff in execution, to invoke and obtain the aid of the court 
to compel refractory Sheriffs to discharge their duties in the en- 
forcement of tax executions; and it is hereby made the duty of the 
said Sheriffs, respectively, to make return of all tax executions to 
the Treasurer of their respective counties, within six months after 
the date of issue thereof, designating such as may be nulla bona and 
such as may have been collected by distress or otherwise, and within 
the same time to pay over to the said Treasurer all taxes and penalties 
collected by them; and the several County Treasurers shall, at the 
last term of the Circuit Court in each year for their respective 
" counties, deliver to the foreman of the grand jury a complete list 
of all tax executions delivered to the Sheriff for collection, and 
which have not been collected, and the grand jury shall examine the 
said list, and present the Sheriff for any default or neglect in the 
performance of his duties relative to the enforcement of such ex- 
ecutions. And in case any Sheriff shall make default in paying 
over within the time aforesaid any money collected on said execu- 
tions it shall be the duty of the County Treasurer, and he is hereby 
required, immediately to bring suit against. such defaulting Sheriff 
in any court of competent jurisdiction, in which suit such Sheriff 
shall be liable to treble the amount for which he has defaulted ; and 
in case of any loss resulting by reason of the failure of the County 
' Treasurer to perform the duties, herein set forth, such Treasurer 
shall be liable therefor: Provided, That said Sheriff shall make a 
report and turn over all monies collected every 30 days to said 
Treasurer and not later than six months after the tax executions 
have been placed in his hands he shall make a complete return.

AN ACT to Amend Sections 4559 and 4569 of the Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Volume 3, by Further 
Defining and Prescribing the Procedure in Conducting 
Municipal Elections. 


. Section 1. Sec. (4559), 1922, Code, Vol. III, Amended— 
Contests of Municipal.Elections—Appeals.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Sec- 
tion 4559 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Volume 3, 
by inserting between the words “office” and “such” on line 28 the 
following proviso: “Provided, That within forty-eight (48) hours 
after the closing of the polls, any candidate voted for at the said 
election shall have the right to contest the result of the said election 
as reported by the managers, by filing written notice of the said 
contest together with a concise statement of the ground therefor 
with the mayor. The said mayor shall within forty-eight (48) 
hours after the filing of said notice call the council together, after 
due notice to the contestant and contestee, and have a hearing on the 
said contest. The council shall decide the issues raised by the said 
contest and file its report together with all testimony and record 
with the Clerk of Court of said County, who shall immediately noti- 
fy the parties interested the result of same. The council shall have 
the right if their report warrants such as a matter of law, to order 
a new election in the manner prescribe by law for said municipality. 
Within five days after notice of the decision of the council, any 
party aggrieved thereby shall have the right to appeal from the said 
decision to the Court of Common Pleas of that County.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for - 
a State System of Hard Surface, Top Soil and Other 
Dependable Types of Highways in This State,” known | 
as Act No. 731 of the Acts of 1924, so as to Reduce the 
Licenses of Automobiles and Increase the Tax on Gaso- 
line. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII Stats. 1193), Amended— 
Motor Vehicle License—Gasoline Tax—Use of Gasoline 
Tax—Refunds of Excess Motor Tax Paid—Change of Tires 
—Refunds to Owners of Transient Yachts, etc.—Reports of 
State Highway Commission.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend an Act entitled 
“An Act to Provide for a State System of Hard Surface Top Soil 
and Other Dependable Types of Highways in this State,” known 
as Act No. 731 of the Acts of 1924, by striking out all of Section 9 
of said Act and inserting in lieu thereof the following to be known 
as Section 9: 


Section 9. On and after January 1, 1925, every resident owner of 
a motor vehicle in the State of South Carolina shall pay the State 
Highway Commission, in lieu of all other State, municipal or county 
licenses, an annual license as follows: For each automobile weigh- 
ing not over 2,000 pounds, the sum of Nine ($9.00) Dollars; for 
each additional 500 pounds of weight, or fraction thereof, the ad-

ditional sum of Three ($3.00) Dollars. The manufacturer’s weight 
of automobiles shall be accepted as the weight for the purpose of 
registration hereunder. And for trucks the license fees shall be as 
follows: Trucks of a capacity not exceeding one ton, Thirty 
($30.00) Dollars; trucks exceeding one ton and up to and including 
two tons, Sixty ($60.00) Dollars. Trucks exceeding two tons and 
up to and including three tons, One Hundred and Twenty ($120.00) 
Dollars. ‘Trucks exceeding three tons and up to and including four 
tons, Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars. Trucks exceeding four 
tons and up to and including five tons, Four Hundred ($400.00) 
Dollars. ‘Trucks exceeding five tons and up to and including six 
tons, Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars. Trucks exceeding six tons 
and up to and including seven and over, Eight Hundred ($800.00) 
Dollars; Provided, That a reduction of fifty (50%) per cent. on 
the license be allowed on all trucks using pneumatic tires on all the 
wheels. Lumber trucks.and other trucks with trailer attached shall 
pay an annual license of Twenty ($20.00) Dollars: for each trailer 
so operated, and an additional sum of Eight ($8.00) Dollars for 
_ every 1,000 pounds or part thereof of ordinary loading capacity of 
such trailer; Provided, That where pneumatic tires are used on 
trailers a reduction of fifty per cent. shall be allowed; Provided, 
That no truck larger than a four-ton truck shall be allowed to be 
used on a highway or public road in.this State unless the person 
desiring to operate any such truck larger than a four-ton truck shall 
first make a petition to the authorities in charge of the roads in any 
county where it is proposed to operate such truck, stating the road 
or roads proposed to be used and such road authorities shall consent 
to the use of such truck on such roads, and such consent shall be 
approved by the State Highway Engineer, in which event such truck 
shall, upon payment of the license fee herein provided, be permitted 
to operate on the road stated in the petition and none other. For 
every motor cycle, Twelve ($12.00) Dollars per annum. Every 
dealer in motor vehicles in this State, before operating any such 
motor vehicle upon the highways in this State for the purpose of 
demonstration and sale, shall pay to the State Highway Commission 
of this State, in lieu of all other State, municipal and county licenses, 
an annual license of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for the first make of 
motor vehicles sold by such dealer and an additional license fee of 
Thirty ($30.00) Dollars for each other make of motor vehicle sold 
by such dealer. All licenses shall expire on the 31st day of Decem- 
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ber following the day of issuance. Annual license shall hereafter 
be issued between the first day of January and the first day of Feb- 
ruary of each year. In the case of motor vehicles registering for 
the first time, the full annual fee shall be paid for licenses issued 
between January lst and March 31st; three-fourths of the annual 
license fee for license between April Ist and June 30th; one-half of 
the annual fee for license between July Ist and September 30th; and 
one-fourth of the annual fee for license issued between October Ist 
and December 31st. Any owner of a motor vehicle upon which the 
license fee for the then current year shall have been paid, may, upon 
the sale of said motor vehicle notify the State Highway Department 
of such sale, giving the name and address of the purchaser, and upon 
the payment of a transfer fee of fifty (50¢) cents the original 
license shall be transferred to the original owner. The State High- 
way Commission shall’ furnish the Clerk of Court of each county 
with a sufficient supply of application blanks for licenses for use of 
the people of the county. , 


The term motor vehicle, as used in this Act, shall be construed to 
mean and include all automobiles and vehicles, whether propelled by 
steam, gasoline, electricity, or other such sources of energy other 
than muscular power, except farming implements, or as operated 
only upon rail or tracks therefor. 


Amend further, by striking out of Section 10 of said Act, on line 
10, the words and figures “three (3)” and inserting in lieu thereof 
the words and figures “five (5),” so that said Section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 


Section 10. That every oil company doing domestic or intrastate 
business within this State, and engaging in the business of selling, 
consigning, using, shipping, or distributing for the purpose of sale 
within this State, any gasoline or any substitute therefor, or combina- 
tion thereof, for the privilege of carrying on such business shall be 
subject to the payment of a license tax, which tax shall be measured 
by and graduated in accordance with the volume of sales of such 
oil company within the State. Every such oil company shall pay to 
the State Treasurer an amount of money equal to five (5) cents per 
gallon on all gasoline, combinations thereof, or substitutes therefor, 
sold or consigned, used, shipped or distributed for the purpose of 
sale within the State. That every oil company subject to the tax 
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provided for in this Act shall, on or before the 20th day of each 
month, and every month, make out and file with the South Carolina 
Tax Commission a return under oath, in such form as may be pre- 
scribed by said South Carolina Tax Commission showing the number 
of gallons. of gasoline, combinations thereof, or substitutes therefor, 
which have been sold or consigned, used, shipped or distributed for 
the purpose of sale within this State during the previous month and 
shall at the same time remit to the State Treasurer the amount of the 
tax provided by this Act. And every such oil company shall keep 
a record, or records, showing all purchases and dispositions of all 
gasoline, combinations thereof, or substitutes therefor, and such 
records shall be at all times subject to inspection by any agent of 
the South Carolina Tax Commission or the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Commerce and Industry. 


If any oil company shall fail to make the required monthly re- 
turns or shall fail to pay the taxes herein provided, the South Caro- 
lina Tax Commission shall make a return for such delinquent com: 
pany upon such information as may be reasonably obtained, assess 
the tax thereon, add a penalty of ten per cent. to the amount as 
assessed, and certify the same to the State Treasurer, and if such 
tax and penalty is not paid to the State Treasurer on or before the 
first day of the following month, or if such oil company shall fail 
to keep a record of all gasoline, combinations thereof, or substitutes 
therefor, as required therefor in this Act, or shall willfully make a 
fraudulent or false return, then, in such event the oil company subject 
to said tax shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, 
shall be subject to a fine of not less than One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars, or imprisonment for not less than Thirty (30) Days: 
Provided, That every dealer subject to a tax under the provisions of 
this Act, shall report to the South Carolina Tax Commission within 
five days after the date this Act goes into effect, a true statement of 
all gasoline, combinations thereof, or substitutes therefor which such 
dealer has had on hand at the close of the preceding date this Act 
shall go into effect, and failure to make such report shall be deemed 
a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding ten (10) days. It is hereby 
declared to be the intent and purpose of this Act to impose a tax 
upon every oil company engaged in domestic or intrastate commerce 
or business within the schedule provided within this Act, at the rate 
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therein specified, where such gasoline, combinations thereof, or 
substitutes therefor, is originally sold, consigned, used, shipped or 
distributed by such oil company in this State, but nothing within 
this Act shall be construed to impose any such license tax upon any 
selling agent, consumer or retailer, selling, consigning, shipping, dis- 
tributing or using any of said gasoline, combinations thereof, or 
substitutes therefor, which may have been bought from, consigned 
by, or otherwise bailed by any oil company as defined within this 
Act, which has paid the tax as herein imposed, nor shall this Act be 
held to apply in case of interstate commerce. 


The Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and Industries shall, 
at such times and in such form as may be specified by the South 
Carolina Tax Commission, certify to the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission the following: Names of all consignors of gasoline, com- 
binations thereof, or substitutes therefor, when the said products are 
consigned to a resident oil company, the name and address of such 
consignee of an oil company and the quantity and kind of such 
products so consigned: Provided, That such information shall be in 
the possession of, or on file in the office of the Department of Agri- 
culture, Commerce and Industries, and to the extent such informa- 
tion is not in possession of said department and not required to be 
kept there, no such report shall be required. 


The term oil company as used in this Act shall mean and be held 
to include any person, firm, corporation, company, partnership or 
association engaged in selling or in consigning, using, shipping or 
distributing for the purpose of original sale within this State, gaso- 
line, combinations thereof, or substitutes therefor, as specified in 
this Act. The term “original sale” shall mean the first sale of such 
product or the first distribution, transfer, consignment or bailment 
of such products for the purposes of sale within this State. 


The South Carolina Tax Commission shall, as soon as practicable 
and before the 25th day of each month, certify to the State Treas- 
urer the names of all persons. corporations, partnerships and as- 
sociations liable to pay the tax herein provided, together with the 
postoffice address and the amount of the tax, and if the said tax has 
not been paid when the State Treasurer receives such certification, 
he shall issue a warrant or execution directed to the Sheriff of the 
county, or his lawful deputy, in which the delinquent taxpayer re- 
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sides or where his business is conducted. The Sheriff to whom this 
execution is directed shall proceed to enforce the same in the same 
manner provided by law for the enforcement of an execution issued 
by a County Treasurer against a delinquent taxpayer. 


That the taxes and all penalties herein provided shall be held as a 
debt payable to the State by the party against whom the same shall be 
charged, and all such taxes, penalties and assessments shall be a 
first lien in all cases whatsoever upon all property of the party 
charged therewith: Provided, That nothing contained herein shall 
be construed as imposing any tax on kerosene. 


Amend further: Strike out Section 11 of said Act and insert in 
lieu thereof the following, to be known as Section 11: 


Section 11. That the tax on gasoline as provided for in Section 
10 shall be distributed as follows: Three (3) cents on each gallon 
to be turned over to the State Highway Department to carry out 
the purposes provided in the original Act, and two (2) cents per 
gallon to be distributed to the Counties to be used by the County 
authorities exclusively for the construction or maintenance of roads 
not in the State Highway system, and such distribution shall be 
made on a basis of the amount of license fees collected in said 
Counties from automobiles and trucks. 


Amend further: Strike out Section 12 of said Act and insert in 
lieu thereof the following, to be known as Section 12: 


Section 12. The State Highway Commission is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to refund to any person, firm or corpora- 
tion who has purchased a license prior to this Act all in excess of 
the fee fixed herein. The State Highway Department shall make 
at least four copies of a list of all persons, firms or corporations 
in each County who have purchased licenses, together with the 
amount of refund to which such person, firm or corporation is en- 
titled. The State Highway Department shall transmit three copies 
of such list to the Comptroller General, who shall transmit two 
copies of such list to the State Treasurer, together with a warrant 

-for the total amount to be refunded to each County. The State 
Treasurer shall send to the Treasurer of each County the total 
amount to be refunded to the persons, firms and corporations in such 
County, with a copy of the names and amounts of refunds for such 
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County. The County Treasurer of each County shall pay to each 
person, firm or corporation in such County the amounts of refunds 
shown on the list received from the State Treasurer: Provided, 
The Bank Examiner shall not be required to audit the report of the 
Highway Department as to refunds, but may accept the totals there- 
of as reported to him by the Highway Department. 


Amend further: Add the following to be known as Section 13: 


Section 13. In cases where licenses have been issued or may here- 
after be issued for trucks or trailers, and a charge made therefor on 
a basis of using other than pneumatic tires, the State Highway 
Commission shall, on being furnished with proof that such truck or 
trailer has been equipped with pneumatic tires on all wheels, refund 
to the owner of such truck or trailer fifty (50%) per cent of the 
amount so paid for such license, deducting from such sum, however, 
a pro rata sum for the proportionate part of the year that has expired 
before such proof is filed with the State Highway Commission ; and 
the State Highway Commission shall, on request, furnish forms for 
filing proof and making such application. 


Amend further: By adding a Section to be known as Section 14 
as follows: 


Section 14. Any owner or other person operating a yacht or 
pleasure vessel, propelled in whole or in part by gasoline or any 
substitute therefor, and owned by a nonresident or nonresidents of 
this State, purchasing gasoline for the purpose of going from a 
port out of this State to a port within this State or from a port 
within this State to a port out of this State, may demand a receipt 
from the dealer in such gasoline or substitute therefor showing the 
number of gallons purchased and the price paid therefor, which re- 
ceipt must be dated and written in ink or indelible pencil (provided 
a printed form may be used and the parts filled in and the signature 
so written), and he may within ten days from the date of such re- 
ceipt forward the same to the State Tax Commission together with 
an affidavit that the person making the application is the original 
person purchasing such gasoline or substitute therefor, that the same 
was not resold and was used strictly in accordance with the terms of 
this Act, and thereupon the Tax Commission or the proper officer 
thereof shall send to such person a warrant on the State Treasurer 
for the amount of the tax on such gasoline or substitute, except the 
inspection tax. 
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Amend further: By adding the following to be known as Section 
15: 

Section 15. The Highway Commission shall annually during the 
month of January make to the General Assembly a complete report 


of its year’s work, including a complete financial statement of in- 
come and expenditures. 


Amend further: By striking the figures “I10A” from the Sec- 
tion headed Condemnation on page 1216, Acts of 1924, and inserting 
in lieu thereof the figures “16,” so as to number said Section “Sec- 
tion 16.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 20 of an Act Entitled “An Act 
to Regulate the Shipment and Transportation, Carry- 
ing, Storing and Having in Possession of Alcohol, Alco- 
holic Liquors and Beverages, and to Provide Penalties 
for the Violation Thereof,” and all Acts Amendatory 
Thereof so as to Permit Shipments of Liquors to Hos- 
pitals and Sanatoria in Larger Quantities Than Five 


Gallons Per Month. 


Section 1. Act (1917, XXX Stats., 39—[Now Sec. (879), 
1922, Code, Vol. II, Criminal Laws]) Amended—Ship- 
ments of Alcohol, etc., to Hospitals Unlimited.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
Section 20 of an Act entitled “An Act to Regulate the Shipment 
and Transportation, Carrying, Storing and Having in Possession 
of Alcohol, Alcoholic Liquors and Beverages, and to Provide Penal- 
ties for the Violation Thereof,” and all Acts amendatory thereof be, 
and the same is hereby amended by striking out the words “of such 
. shipment” on lines seventeen and eighteen of said Section and in- 
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serting in lieu thereof the word “used,” so that said Section when 
so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 20. This Act shall not affect any existing laws regula- 
ting the transportation for, or the receipt, storage, sale or use by 
druggists, hospitals and laboratories, or for scientific or mechanical 
purposes of alcohol or preparations containing alcohol, or any law 
regulating. the transportation and storage of medicines or extracts, 
which shall remain as heretofore: And Provided, That this Act 
shall not apply to alcoholic liquors required and used by hospitals or 
sanatoria bona fide established and maintained for the treatment of 
patients addicted to the use of liquors, morphine, opium, cocaine, or 
other deleterious drugs, when the same are administered to patients 
actually in such hospitals or sanatoria for treatment, and when the 
same are administered as an essential part of the particular system 
or method of treatment, and exclusively by or under the direction 
of a duly licensed and registered physician of good moral character 
and standing: and, Provided, further, That shipments of such 
liquors be shipped in the name of such hospitals and sanatoria, and 
that the amount used shall not exceed five gallons in any one calen- 
dar month, and no permit shall be required therefor.”

AN ACT to Fix the Time for.the Holding Circuit Courts in 
the First Judicial Circuit. 


Section 1. Courts in First Circuit.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Circuit 
Courts‘of the First Judicial Circuit shall be held in the several 
counties of said circuit as follows: 


1. Berkeley County: The Court of General Sessions for the 
County of Berkeley shall be held at Moncks Corner on the first 
Monday in March and the first Monday in November. The Court 
. of Common Pleas of the said County shall be held at Moncks Corner 
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on the first Monday in April; and on the Third Monday in June 
without jury. 


2. Calhoun County: The Court of General Sessions for Calhoun 
County shall be held at St. Matthews as follows: On the fourth 
Monday in’ May; fourth Monday in November, and the Court of 
Common Pleas for the said county shall be held at St. Matthews on 
the fourth Monday in April; the second Monday in September, 
without jury, and the third Monday in November. 


3. Dorchester County: The Court of General Sessions for Dor- 
_ chester County shall be held at St. George on the second Monday 
in March; Third Monday in October. The Court of Common Pleas 
for the said county shall be held at St. George on the Tuesdays 
succeeding the Mondays heretofore fixed for the holding of the Court 
of General Sessions, also one week’s Court beginning on the third 
Monday in May, and also one week’s Court beginning on the fourth 
Monday in October, and also a Court of Common Pleas at the said 
place on the second Monday in July, without jury. 


4. Orangeburg County: The Court of General Sessions for 
the County of Orangeburg shall be held at Orangeburg the second 
Monday in January, two weeks; first Monday in May, two weeks; 
third Monday in September, two weeks. The Court of Common 
Pleas for the County of Orangeburg shall be held at Orangeburg 
on the third Monday in March two weeks; third Monday in April, 
first Monday in June, two weeks, the first Monday in October, two 
weeks, and the second Monday in November. 


§ 2. Common Pleas at General Sessions Terms.—That at 
the same term of Court of the General Sessions provided for in 
Section 1 of this Act, the Court of Common Pleas shall be open 
for the taking of any verdict or judgment by default or consent and 
for the transaction of equity business where the same does not con- 
flict with the business of the Court of General Sessions. ; 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Validate and Define Gifts, Grants, Bequests or 
Devises, Created for Religious, Charitable or Benevo- 
lent uses. 


Section 1. Certain Benevolent Gifts, etc., Walid—Trus- 
tees.—Be it enacted by the General:Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That no gift, grant, bequest, or devise, whether in trust 
or otherwise, to religious, educational, charitable or benevolent uses 
or for the purpose of providing for the care or maintenance of any 
part of any public cemetery, shall be invalid because said instrument 
confers upon the trustee or trustees discretionary power in the selec- 
tion and designation of the objects or beneficiaries of such trust or 
in carrying out the purposes thereof, or by reason of the same con- 
travening any Statute or rule against perpetuities. If a trustee or 
trustees are named in the instrument: creating ‘such a gift, grant, 
bequest or devise, the legal title to the property given, granted, be- 
queathed or devised for such purposes shall vest in such trustee or 
trustees and its or their successor or successors duly appointed in 
accordance with the terms of such instrument. If no trustee or 
trustees be named in said instrument, or if a vacancy or vacancies 
shall occur in the trusteeship, and no method is provided in such in- 
strument for filling such vacancy or vacancies, then the Court of 
Common Pleas of the proper county shall appoint a trustee or 
trustees to execute said trust in accordance with the true intent and 
meaning of the instrument creating the same. Such trustee or 
trustees when so appointed shall be vested with all the power and 
authority, discretionary or otherwise, conferred by such instrument. 


§ 2. Certain Trusts Created by Nonresident Valid.—That 
every such religious, educational or charitable trust created by any 
person domiciled in another State, which shall be valid under the 
laws of the State of the domicile of such creator or donor, shall be 
deemed and held in all respects valid under the laws of this State, 
even though one or more of the trustees named in the instrument 
creating said trust shall be domiciled in another State or one or 
more of the beneficiaries named in said trust shall reside or be 
located in a foreign State. 


§ 3. Sec. 2 of Act Applicable to Certain Trusts.—That 
Section 2 of this Act shall apply to all trusts heretofore or hereafter

created in which one or more of the beneficiaries or objects of such 
trust shall reside or be located in this State.

Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII Stats., 1016), Amended— 
Closed Season on Sturgeon.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
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sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 88 of an Act’ 
entitled “An Act to Protect and Preserve the Fish and to Encourage 
the Fishing Industries in the Tide waters of the State; to Provide 
for the Regulating Thereof and a Revenue Therefrom, and for 
Other Purposes,” known as Act No. 623 of the Acts of 1924, be, 
_ and the same is hereby amended by striking out the words “March 
Ist to June 15th” on line 3 of Section 88, and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: ‘May 15th to September Ist,” so that said Section 
when so amended shall read as follows: 


Section 88. There shall be an open season for the catching and 
shipping of sturgeon and caviar from May 15th to September Ist, 
inclusive, in each year, and the balance of each year shall be closed 
for sturgeon, and any person having in his possession or catching 
any sturgeon except during the open season shall be punished as 
hereinafter provided: Provided, The provisions of this Act shall 

_only apply to the rivers of Colleton County and the boundary rivers 
thereof. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shail go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. :

AN ACT Regulating Sentences, and the Manner of Service 
of Sentences, of Persons Convicted of Crime, and Pro- 
viding a Penalty for Certain Violations Thereof. 


Section 1. To What Sentences Act Applicable.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Except in those cases in which a sentence of death or life imprison- 
ment is required by law, if the maximum sentence of imprisonment 
imposed by the Court exceeds one year, the sentence and manner of 
service of the sentence of the Court in all criminal cases in which the 
prisoner is sentenced to serve a term of imprisonment in any jail, 
upon the public works of any County, or in the State Penitentiary, 
shall be governed by this Act, but no prisoner shall be released on 
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‘parole hereunder before he has served at least one year without 
deduction of time for good behavior. 


§ 2. Maximum And Minimum Terms.—TIn the cases 
_ governed by this Act the Presiding Judge shall sentence the prisoner 
to imprisonment for an indeterminate period, to the extent that the 
sentence of the Court shall prescribe a maximum and minimum term 
of imprisonment, which shall be within the maximum and minimum 
now or hereafter provided by law the minimum to be not more than 
one-half of the maximum, and in cases in which no minimum is 
provided the minimum provided by law shall be deemed to be one 
year. 


§ 3. Trial Judge to Secure Data as to Prisoner—Record— 
Transmission by Clerk of Court—Preservation.—Upon im- 
posing sentence under the provisions of this Act it shall be the duty 
of the Presiding Judge to make full inquiry, by examination of the 
prisoner, of in such other manner as he may deem proper, as to the 
previous history of the prisoner, his age, race, nationality, education, 
rearing, environment, occupation, and previous criminal history, as 
well as such other facts as he may deem pertinent, and a brief state- 
ment of the facts ascertained as a result of his inquiry shall be com- 
mitted to writing by the Presiding Judge, or under his direction, 
and filed with the Clerk of the Court, who shall transmit the state- 
ment so filed to the prison authorities with the commitment of the 
prisoner, and it shall be preserved by the prison pulionitics as a part 
of the record of the prisoner. 


§ 4. Prison Authorities to Keep Record of Conduct of 
Prisoner—Forms.—It shall be the duty of the Superintendent of 
the State Penitentiary, in the case of prisoners confined in the State 
Penitentiary, of the Sheriff of the County, in the case of prisoners 
confined in the County Jail, and of the County Supervisor, or if 
there be no County Supervisor then of such other officer, officers, 
or Board, as may now or hereafter be vested with the duty of 
supervision and control of the County chain gang now conferred by 
law upon County Supervisors, in the case of persons serving upon 
the public works of the County, during the whole period of confine- 
ment of any prisoner sentenced under the provisions of this Act, to 
keep a fair, accurate and complete record of the industry, obedience, 
disposition, habits and deportment of the prisoner, as well as such 
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other data as may be deemed pertinent, including any offer or op- 
portunity of honorable and useful employment, in such detail and 
upon such forms as may be prescribed or required by the State 
Board of Public Welfare, which is hereby authorized and required 
to prepare and furnish the forms herein referred to. Not later 
than the fifth day of each month during the confinement of the 
prisoner, the officer, officers or Board herein required to keep the 
record of the prisoner shall enter:in a space to be provided for that 
purpose on the record of the prisoner the rating of the prison record 
of the prisoner for the preceding month, which rating shall consist of 
three grades in order of merit, namely, excellent, passable and bad: 
Provided, That no new department is created or force of any de- 
partment, institution or board increased by the provisions of this 
Act, but that the provisions of this Act shall be enforced and carried 
out by the departments, institutions, boards, officers, and persons 
as herein directed with additional cost except as to printing. 


_§ 5. Parole at End of Minimum Term.—At the expiration 
of the service of the minimum sentence of imprisonment of any 
prisoner sentenced under the provisions of this Act, without deduc- 
tion of time for good behavior, if each monthly rating of the prisoner 
for the preceding twelve months is excellent, the officer, officers or 
board, required to keep the record of the prisoner shall forthwith 
transmit his entire record to the Board of Pardons. At its next 
regular meeting the Board of Pardons is required to carefully con- 
sider the record of the prisoner and if a majority of the Board be 
convinced that the prisoner has shown a disposition to reform, that 
in the future he will probably obey the law and lead a correct life, 
that by his conduct he has merited a lessening of the rigors of his 
imprisonment, that the interests of society will not be impaired there- 
by, and that the prisoner will have honorable and useful employment, 
the Board of Pardons shall issue an order in quadruplicate signed 
by a majority of the Board which shall also be countersigned by the 
Governor, directing the officer, officers or board, having the supervi- 
sion and control of the prisoner to forthwith release the prisoner on 
his parole, and the prisoner shall serve the remainder of his term 
of imprisonment up to the maximum, less any deductions allowed by 
law for good behavior, subject to the conditions and restrictions 
hereinafter imposed.

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§ 6. Disposition of Copies of Parole—Release of Pris- 
oner.—When the order of the Board of Pardons authorizing the 
release of a prisoner on parole is duly signed in quadruplicate by a 
majority of the Board, and countersigned by the Governor, one copy 
of the order shall be filed with the records of the Board of Pardons, 
one copy shall be transmitted to the State Board of Public Welfare, 
one copy shall be transmitted to the officer, officers or Board, having 
supervision and control of the prisoner, and one copy shall be given 
to the prisoner. Upon receipt of the order the officer, officers or 
board having supervision and control of the prisoner shall release 
the prisoner subject to the conditions and restrictions herein imposed. 


§ 7. Conditions of Parole—Reports to Sheriff—Transmis- 
sion to Board of Public Welfare.—It is hereby made a condition 
of every release under parole that the prisoner shall not be deemed 
to be at liberty, but shall be considered to be still serving his sentence, 
that he shall not leave the limits of the State of South Carolina with- 
out the written permission of a majority of the Board of Pardons, he 
shall obey the law faithfully, shall totally abstain from the use of 
intoxicants, shall not associate with bad company or frequent ques- 
tionable places, shall remain usefully and honorably employed, except 
for causes beyond his control, shall comply with any other conditions 
imposed by the State Board of Pardons, and that he shall report in 
writing not: later than the 5th day of each month to the Sheriff of 
the County of his residence the amount of work he has performed 
during the preceding month, his earnings and his expenditures, 
what reading or study he has done, and such other facts as will indi- 
cate the manner in which he has spent his time and money. Upon 
receipt of the report of the prisoner to the Sheriff herein provided 
for the Sheriff shall forthwith make a copy of the same and forward 
it to the Board of Public Welfare. 


§ 8. Prisoners May Petition for Consideration of Record. 
—Any prisoner sentenced under the provisions of this Act whose 
record does not require it to be forwarded to the Board of Pardons 
for consideration, shall have the right to petition the Board to order 
his record filed for consideration. The Board may grant or refuse 
the petition, but if granted an order shall be issued to that effect, and 
the record shall be filed and considered as other records herein re- 
quired to be filed and considered. 
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§ 9. Reconsideration of Record.—Should the Board of Par- 
dons, upon the examination of the record of any prisoner, not order 
his release on parole, the record may again be referred to the Board 
for consideration within such time and upon such terms as the Board 
may direct, or it may be brought before the Board by an order of 
the Board granted pursuant to petition of the prisoner, but the Board 
shall not be required to consider the petition of any prisoner whose 
case has already been considered within six months of the filing of 
the petition. — 


§ 10. Arguments or Appearances Before Board Not Per- 
mitted—-Exception.—In the performance of its duties under this 
Act the Board of Pardons shall not permit arguments or appearances, 
nor shall it have any other hearing than upon the records prescribed 
by this Act, except that the Board of its own motion shall have the 
right to require or permit the appearance before it for examination 
of such person or persons, including the prisoner, as the Board may 
consider desirable. 


§ 11. Violation of Parole—Cancelation—Arrest of Pris- 
oner—Service of Sentence.—Upon the failure of any prisoner 
released on parole under the provisions of this Act to make the report 
to the Sheriff of the County of his residence hereinbefore provided 
for, unless on account of physical incapacity, or upon violation of 
any other condition of his parole, the Board of Pardons is required, 
upon being satisfied to this effect, after such investigation and in- 
quiry as it may deem proper, forthwith to cancel the order of parole, 
sending notice of such cancellation to the State Board of Public 
Welfare and the Sheriff of the County of the prisoner’s residence, 
and the prisoner shall thereupon have the status of an escaped con- 
vict. He shall be arrested and returned to his confinement as is now 
provided by law for the arrest of escaped convicts. After being so 
reconfined the prisoner shall serve the unexpired portion of the 
maximum of his sentence of imprisonment, unless sooner released 
by lawful authority, but the Board of Pardons is authorized in its 
discretion upon -being convinced that error has been committed in 
revoking a parole to vacate its order of revocation and restore the 
parole in effect. a 


§ 12. Duties of Sheriffs and Board of Public Welfare as 
to Paroled Prisoners.—Each prisoner on parole under the provi- 
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sions of this Act is hereby made the special charge of the State Board 
of Public Welfare and the Sheriff of the County of his residence, 
and the State Board of Public Welfare is hereby authorized and 
required to maintain contact with prisoners on parole, to be advised 
as to their conduct, and to prescribe reasonable rules and regulations 
to that end. It shall be the duty of the Sheriff of the County of any 
paroled prisoner’s residence, should he become convinced that any 
paroled prisoner within his county has probably violated his parole, 
at once to make a complete statement of the facts upon which he 
bases his conclusion, with the sources of his information, and for- 
ward the same to the State Board of Public Welfare. 


§ 13. Investigation of Breach of Parole.—Upon receipt of 
information from any source that a prisoner has probably violated 
his parole, if considered worthy of investigation, the State Board of 
Public Welfare shall immeliately investigate the report, and if con- 
vinced that the prisoner has probably violated his parole, it shall 
report its conclusion, together with a summary of the evidence upon 
which it is based, to the Board of Pardons, which at its next meeting 
shall consider the report and the evidence, and either revoke or con- 
tinue the parole in effect. 


§ 14. Act Applicable to Prisoners Already Sentenced.— 
With the exception of prisoners under sentence of death or life 
imprisonment, the provisions of this Act shall be applicable as pro- 
vided in this section to all prisoners with more than one year then 
to serve who are under sentence of imprisonment to, or imprisoned 
in, any jail, upon the public works of any County, or in the State 
Penitentiary, on the date on which this Act becomes effective. The 
records of such prisoners shall be kept and transmitted to the Board 
of Pardons, and they shall be entitled to parole, in the same manner 
and upon the same terms as prisoners hereafter sentenced under this 
Act, provided, however, that no such prisoner shall be entitled to 
have his record considered by the Board of Pardons nor shall any 
parole be granted to him hereunder, unless he has served one-half of 
his sentence, without deduction for good behavior, and not less than 
one year. 


§ 15. False Reports a Misdemeanor—Penalty.—Any per- 
son charged with the keeping of the record of any prisoner under the 
provisions of this Act, who shall make a wilfully false report upon 
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such prisoner, or any person who shall consciously circulate or give 
currency to a false report that any prisoner has violated his parole, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction in 
any Court of competent jurisdiction shall be sentenced to pay a 
fine of not more than One Thousand Dollars, or to be imprisoned 
not more than one year, either or both, in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 16. Powers of Governor Not Affected—Nor Power of 
Judge to Suspend Sentence.—Nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to impair or otherwise affect the power of the Governor 
to grant paroles, reprieves, commutations, or pardons, nor shall any- 
thing herein contained be construed to impair or. otherwise affect 
the power of any judicial officer to suspend sentence in any case in 
which he may now lawfully suspend sentence. 


§ 17. All Acts or parts of Acts in conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 18. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor,

Fees for Recording Plats—Photographic Copy of Plat Not 
to be Placed in Records.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 5730 of the Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Volume 3, be, and the same is 
hereby amended by adding after the word “cents” on the seventh 
line of said Section, the words: “Provided, That whenever a copy 
of the original plat on tracing cloth containing more than six corners 
is delivered to the Recording Officer to be by him placed in his 
records, the total charge for recording said copy, and all necessary 
certificates in connection therewith, shall be One ($1.00) Dollar. 
Provided, however, No Clerk of Court or Register of Mesne Con- 
veyance shall place in his records any blue print or other photographic 
copy of any plat.” So that said section as herein amended shall 
read as follows: 


(5730) Section 10. The Clerks of Court in all the Counties ex- 
cepted from the operation of Section 8, except Orangeburg and the 
Register of Mesne Conveyance in Charleston County, shall receive: 
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For recording and copying deeds and other papers, per copy sheet 
of one hundred words, ten cents; for entering satisfaction on mort- 
gages, twenty-five cents; for recording or copying plats of not more 
than six corners, one dollar; for every corner more than six, six 
cents ; provided that whenever a copy of the original plat on tracing 
cloth containing more than six corners is delivered to the Recording 
Officer to be by him placed in his records, the total charge for re- 
cording said copy, and all necessary certificates in connection there- 
with, shall be One ($1.00) Dollar. Provided however, No Clerk 
of Court or Register of Mesne Conveyance shall place in his records 
any blue print or other photographic copy of any plat; for every 
probate in writing, twenty-five cents; for every certificate other 
than that mentioned in Section 4216, twenty-five cents; for filing, 
indexing and certifying any bill of sale, chattel mortgage or other 
instruments in the nature of liens on personal property, where the 
amount secured is not more than one hundred dollars, fifteen cents: 
Provided, That the Register for Charleston and Clerk of Court for 
Beaufort County shall also be aliowed ten cents for every search: 
Provided, That the Clerk of Court of Union County, who is er 
officio the Recorder of Mesne Conveyance, be paid the fees herein 
named for the filing and recording the following instruments as 
named as follows, to wit: 


For the regular short form of deeds of conveyance to real estate, 
and such that conform to-the office book forms, one and 50/100 
($1.50) Dollars; for irregular and long form deeds of conveyance 
to real estate and such that do not conform to the office book form, 
one and 75/100 ($1.75) Dollars; for the regular short form of real 
estate mortgage and which conform to the office book forms, one 
and 50/100 ($1.50) Dollars; for the irregular and long form of 
real estate mortgages and such that do not conform to the office book 
forms, one and 75/100 ($1.75) Dollars; and for the short form of 
chattel mortgages and bills of sale in amounts of less than one hun- 
dred dollars, twenty-five (0.25) cents; for the short form of chattel 
mortgages and bills of sale in amounts of one hundred dollars and 
over, seventy-five (0.75) cents; for irregular and long form chattel 
mortgages and bills of sale which do not conform to any office book 
form and amounting to one hundred dollars and over, one ($1.00) 
dollars; for satisfaction of judgment the Clerk of Court shall re- 
ceive the regular commission now provided by law on the amount 
of a judgment before said judgment is satisfied of record.

Section 1. Sec. (154), 1922, Code, Vol. I (Civil Pro- 
cedure), Amended—Election of County Solicitor in Green- 
wood County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section 154, Volume 1, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1922, relating to the County Court of 
Greenwood County, be, and the same is hereby amended by striking 
out all after the words “Shall be” on line two of said Section down 
to and including the word “judge” on line five of said Section and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following: “Elected at a special elec- 
tion hereinafter provided and whose term of office shall be until 
December 31, 1928, and until his successor is elected and qualified. 
That said special election shall be held at the same time and place 
and under the same rules and regulations governing an election to 
be held on the question of abolishing the County Court, to wit, the 
first Tuesday in September, 1925, and if no candidate receive a ma- 
jority of the votes cast, a second election shall be held two weeks 
thereafter, at which time the two candidates having the highest num- 
ber of votes shall be voted upon. At said election the candidate re- 
ceiving the majority of votes shall be declared the County Solicitor 
and shall assume office two weeks thereafter, and hold office for the 
term first above mentioned, and that the term of office of County 
Solicitor shall thereafter be for a period of four years and shall be 
elected as other county officials are elected,” so that said Section 
when so amended shall read as follows: 


(154) There shall be a County Solicitor to act as prosecuting 
officer for the said County Court, who shall be elected at a special

December 31, 1928, and until his successor is elected and qualified. 
That said special election shall be held at the same time and place and 
under the same rules and regulations governing an election to be held 
on the question of abolishing the County Court, to wit, the first 
Tuesday in September, 1925, and if no candidate receive a majority 
of votes cast, a second election shall be held two weeks thereafter, 
at which time the two candidates having the highest number of 
votes shall be voted upon. At said election the candidate receiving 
the majority of votes shall be declared the County Solicitor, and shall 
assume office two weeks thereafter, and hold office for the term first © 
above mentioned, and that the term of office of County Solicitor 
shall thereafter be for a period of four years and shall be elected as 
other county officials are elected. He shall receive a salary of 
Twelve Hundred Dollars per annum, payable in monthly install- 
ments by the county. Before entering upon the discharge of the 
duties of his office, he shall take the same oath required by law for 
Circuit Court Solicitors. In case of sickness, disability, or inability 
to serve for any reason, in any case, or at any term, the County 
Judge shall appoint some other attorney to serve in his place and he 
shall receive the same compensation for so serving as would have 
been received by the County Solicitor. It shall be the duty of the 
County Solicitor to appear for and represent the State in all criminal 
cases tried in said Court; he shall prepare and hand out to the Grand 
Jury all such indictments as may be necessary; he shall also appear 
for and represent the State in all appeals from the County Court 
to the Court of General Sessions ; he shall also appear for and rep- 
resent the State in all appeals in criminal cases from the Magistrates’ 
Courts to the Ccunty Court. On all appeals in criminal cases from 
the Court of General Sessions of Greenwood County to the Supreme 
Court, originating in the County Court, or the Magistrates’ Courts 
of Greenwood County, the said County Solicitor shall aid the Cir- 
cuit Court Solicitor in the preparation of the appeals, but not in the 
argument in the Supreme Court. The said County Solicitor shall 
also advise with and aid the Grand Jury of the county in its duties, 
and also aid the Coroner in inquisitions. The said County Solicitor 
shall not practice law in criminal cases in the Magistrates’ Courts 
of Greenwood County, nor shall he appear for the defense in any 
criminal case in the Court of General Sessions for Greenwood 


County.

AN ACT to Provide for a License Fee for all Drays and 
Teams Doing Business in Fairfield County. 


Section 1. License Required for Hauling for Hire With 
Team in Fairfield County—Business of Hauling Defined.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: ‘That from and after the passage of this Act it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person, firm or corporation to engage in the business of 
hauling for hire, with teams and wagons, in Fairfield County, with- 
out first obtaining a license from the Clerk of Court as hereinafter 
provided. That for the purposes of this Act the business of hauling 
for hire shall mean the use of teams, wagons and other horse-drawn 
vehicles exclusively for hauling for hire for a period of as much as 
two weeks or more. 


§ 2. License from Clerk of Court—Fees—Proviso.—Each 
person, firm or corporation so engaged shall obtain a license from the 
Clerk of Court of Fairfield County and pay therefor the sum of 
Ten ($10.00) Dollars per year for each animal used. Provided, 
That no license may be issued for a shorter period than three (3) 
months and the charges made for the short term licenses shall be 
in proportion to the rates herein fixed for annual licenses; that is, 
Two dollars and fifty cents ($2.50) for each three months license. 


§ 3. Use of Fees.—That the funds from the sale of these 
licenses shall be used by the County Supervisor for general road 
purposes. The Supervisor shall, as far as possible, spend the money 
derived from the licenses provided for herein on the roads used by 
the teams paying the said licenses. 


§ 4. Penalty for Doing Business of Hauling Without 
License.—Any one engaged in the business of hauling for hire in 
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Fairfield County, and not obtaining the license herein required, shall 
be, upon conviction thereof, fined in the discretion of the Court, not 
exceeding Five ($5.00) Dollars per day for each day they have been 
so engaged. 


§ 5. Certain Drays Excepted.—Provided, That this Act shall 
not apply to baggage and delivery drays used exclusively in the 
town of Winnsboro and the Winnsboro Mill Village and Ridgeway.

produced, fifteen cents; he shall be allowed the same commissions 
for moneys passed through his hands, by sale or otherwise, as are 
now allowed by law to Sheriffs; for each appointment of a guardian 
ad litem, one dollar and fifty cents; for making and certifying, upon 
proper application to him, any order which the Master is authorized 
to grant; one dollar and fifty cents; for taking, transcribing and 
filing any bond, guardian, receiver, or trustee, or any other injunc- | 
tion or ne exeat bond, two dollars and twenty-five cents ; for auditing 
and examining accounts of guardians, receivers, or trustees, 
seventy-five cents; for granting commissions to take testimony of 
witnesses or answers of absent defendants, seventy-five cents; for 
every deed or mortgage prepared or executed by him, two dollars 
and twenty-five cents: Provided, That in Sumter County the Mas- 
ter shall receive one-half of one per cent on all moneys paid to the | 
parties direct by order of the Court in cases pending before him, 
and in all sales he shall be entitled to a minimum fee of two dollars 
for his commissions: Provided, That in addition to the fees and 
commissions now allowed by law, the Master of Union County shall

Provided, further, That the Master of Aiken County shall receive 
a fee of five ($5.00) dollars per day for holding references in all 
litigated cases where the value of the subject matter of litigation 
exceeds the sum of five hundred ($500.00) dollars.

AN ACT to Provide for the Compensation of Certain County 
Officials of Greenville County, South Carolina. 


Section 1. Salaries of Successors of County Officers of 
Greenville County—-Payment of Fees to County Treasurer 
—Statements—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That after the expiration of the 
term of office of the present County officials of Greenville County, 
such officials as may be hereafter elected or appointed shail receive 
as compensation the following salaries in lieu of all fees, to wit: 
Supervisor, Three Thousand Five Hundred ($3,500.00) Dollars ; 
Superintendent of Education, Three Thousand Five Hundred ($3,- 
500.00) Dollars; Sheriff, Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars; 
Probate Judge, Three Thousand Five Hundred ($3,500.00) Dollars ; 
Treasurer, Three Thousand Five Hundred ($3,500.00) Dollars; 
Auditor, Three Thousand Five Hundred ($3,500.00) Dollars; Clerk 
of Court for all services in connection with all Courts, Three Thou- 
_ sand Five Hundred ($3,500.00) Dollars; Register of Mesne Convey- 
ance, Three Thousand Five Hundred ($3,500.00) Dollars; Coroner, 
Eight Hundred ($800.00) Dollars ; the said salaries hereinabove pro- 
vided for to be in lieu of all fees of whatever nature or description 
collected by the aforesaid officers as provided for by law, including 
all fees or costs accruing by virtue of his office, and all such fees 
‘or costs collected by the said officers under the law now requiring 
such fees to be paid and collected shall be by the official collecting 
same paid over to the Treasurer of Greenville County on the first 
Wednesday of each month, and at the time of such payment there 
shall accompany the same, an itemized statement on blanks approved 
by Supervising Auditor to be furnished each officer, properly veri- 
fied, in duplicate, showing the amounts collected by him during the 
preceding month, and a like statement of all fees accruing during 
the same period but not collected: Provided, however, That the 
salaries herein provided for the Auditor and Treasurer shall repre- 
sent the total amount to be paid such officials by the County and 
State: 


§ 2. Statements to be Filed upon Act Becoming Effec- 
tive—Receipts.—That at the time this Act becomes effective, 
each successor in office shall file with the Treasurer of Greenville 
County a complete list of all fees accrued to and belonging to his 
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predecessors in office, verified; that upon any costs belonging to a 
predecessor in office, being collected, said officer or officers collecting 
the same, shall before paying the same over to any person, require 
a receipt therefor, and said receipts shall be filed along with and as 
a part of reports required by Section 1 of this Act. 


§ 3. Fees to be Paid in Advance—Except in Criminal 
Cases.—That all costs and fees now required by law to be paid 
for serving documents and papers shall be paid in advance to the 
officer receiving the same for service, who shall endorse thereon 
“Costs Paid,” with the date thereof, and at the same time he shall 
make a proper entry thereof upon book to be furnished for said pur- 
pose. No paper or document shall be served by any officer charged 
therewith, unless the required costs have been paid. Provided, 
That this Section shall not apply to criminal processes, and no costs 
in criminal cases shall be required in advance: - Provided, further, 
That in all cases the officer charged with the duty of collection of 
fees shall exercise due diligence in collecting all of said fees and 
charges. 


§ 4. Clerical Help—Proviso.—That in addition to the sala- 
ries provided for in Section 1 hereof to be paid to the officials of 
Greenville County, the Greenville County Delegation shall from year 
to year provide for such clerical help and other assistance as it may 
think right and proper for the aforementioned officials in the annual 
Supply Bill for Greenville County: Provided, however, That the 
officials mentioned in Section 1 shall not in any manner profit by 
the moneys paid for clerical help or other assistance, and said clerical 
help shall be paid only on vouchers, properly drawn, which shall 
be sworn to by claimants and countersigned by the County Supervi- 
sor. 


§ 5. Penalty for Violation of Act.—That any official violat- 
ing any of the terms and conditions and provisions hereof, shall be 
subject to the payment of a fine of not less than Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars nor more than Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dol- 
lars, or not less than three months nor more than twelve months 
imprisonment upon the public works of Greenville County for each 
and every offense hereunder. 


§ 6. When Act Effective.—That this Act shall take effect

Section 2. After December the thirty-first, nineteen hundred and 
twenty-four, no certificate of the registration of any motor vehicle 
or number plate thereof, whether original issues, or duplicates, shall 
be issued or furnished by the State Highway Commission, or any 
other officer charged with such duty, unless the applicant therefor 
shall at the same time make application for and be granted an of- 
ficial certificate of title of such motor vehicle, or shall present satis- 
factory evidence that such a certificate covering such motor vehicle 
has been previously issued to the applicant. Said application shall 
be upon a form to be furnished by the State Highway Commission 
and shall contain a full description of the motor vehicle, which said 
description shall contain the manufacturer’s number, the motor num- 
ber, and any distinguishing marks, together with a statement of the 
applicant’s title. The State Highway Commission, if satisfied that 
the applicant is the owner of such motor vehicle, or otherwise en- 
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titled to have the same registered in his name, shall thereupon issue 
to the applicant an appropriate certificate of title over the signature 
of its secretary or other duly authorized agent authenticated by a 
seal to be procured and used for such purpose. Said certificates 
shall be numbered consecutively beginning with number one, and 
shall contain such description and other evidence of identification of 
said motor vehicle as the State Highway Commission may deem 
proper. The charge for each original certificate of title so issued 
shall be One Dollar in addition to the charge for the registration of 
such motor vehicle. Provided, however, That after December 31, 
1925, no charge shall be made for such certificate of title, whether 
original, transfer or duplicate. Said certificate shall be good for 
the life of the car so long as the same is owned or held by the original 
holder of such certificate, and need not be renewed annually, or at 
any other time except as herein provided. 


Section 3. In the event of the sale or other transfer in this State 
after December thirty-first, nineteen hundred and twenty-four, of 
the ownership of a motor vehicle for which a certificate of title has 
been isstted as aforesaid, the holder of such certificate shall endorse 
on the back of the same an assignment thereof with warranty of 
title in form printed thereon. The purchaser or transferee, unless 
such person is a dealer licensed under Section Fourteen of this Act, 
shall within ten days thereafter, present such certificate, assigned as 
aforesaid, to the State Highway Commission, whereupon a new 
certificate of title shall be issued to the assignee. Said licensed 
dealer shall, on selling or otherwise disposing of said motor vehicle, 
execute and deliver to the purchaser thereof an affidavit of convey- 
ance or assignment, to which shall be attached the assigned certifi- 
cate of title received by such dealer. Thereupon the purchaser of 
said motor vehicle shall apply for and receive from the State High- 
way Commission a certificate of title. Said certificate, when so as- 
signed and returned to the State Highway Commission together 
with any subsequent assignments or re-issues thereof shall be re- 
tained by the State Highway Commission and appropriately filed and 
indexed, so that at all times it will be practicable to trace title to 
the motor vehicle designated therein: Provided, When the owner- 
ship of any motor vehicle shall pass by operation of law, the per- 
son owning such motor vehicle may upon furnishing satisfactory 
proof to the State Highway Commission of such ownership procure 
a title to said motor vehicle regardless of whether a certificate of 
title has ever been issued. 
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Section 11. In the case of lost certificates of title or registration, 
the loss of which is accounted for to the satisfaction of the State 
Highway Commission, duplicates may be isstied.

AN ACT to Provide for the Satisfaction of Mortgages or 
Deeds of Trust of Real Property and for the Recording 
Thereof. 


Section 1. Modes of Satisfaction of Record of Mortgages, 
etc.,— Affidavit of Loss—False ‘Affidavit Perjury.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Any mortgage or deed of trust or other written instrument secur- 
ing the payment of money and being a lien upon real property may 
be cancelled, discharged and released as follows: The mortgagee 
or other person or corporation being the owner or holder thereof, 
as appears by the record of the instrument or any assignment or 
assignments thereof, or the legal representative, or attorney in fact, 
under a written instrument duly. recorded; of the holder thereof, 
may exhibit the said mortgage or deed of trust to the officer or his 
deputy who has charge of the recording of such mortgage or deed 
of trust, and then in the presence of such officer or his deputy write 
across the face of the record of such mortgage or deed of trust the 
words “the debt hereby secured is paid in full and the lien of this 
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instrument is satisfied,” or words of like meaning; date the same 
and sign, such signature to be witnesstd by the said officer or his 
deputy. Or the satisfaction of the mortgage may be written upon 
or attached to the original mortgage, deed of trust or other instru- 
ment and executed by any person above named in the presence of 
one or more witnesses, in which event such satisfaction shall be 
recorded across the face of the record of the original instrument. 
Or in case the said mortgage or deed of trust or other instrument 
shall have been lost or destroyed it may be satisfied, either by. the 
owner and holder thereof in person or his personal representative, 
or duly authorized attorney in fact as aforesaid, or by an instrument 
in writing duly executed in the presence of two witnesses and pro- 
bated, and in either event in addition thereto, the person executing 
the satisfaction shall make an affidavit that he or the corporation or 
the person he represents is at the time of the satisfaction a bona fide 
owner and holder thereof, and that the same has not been assigned, 
hypothecated or otherwise disposed of, and that the same has been 
lost or destroyed, and after diligent search cannot be found; which 
affidavit shall be recorded along with the satisfaction, and a false 
maker thereof shall be guilty of perjury and punished as by law 
provided for the punishment of perjury. 


§ 2. Release‘ of Mortgaged Premises.—Nothing - herein 
provided shall prevent the release of a portion of any mortgaged 
premises from the lien thereof by any instrument in writing duly ex- 
ecuted in the presence of one or more witnesses duly probated, such 
release to be executed by the owner or holder of the lien or his duly 
authorized representative as will appear by the record of the original 
instrument, or of any assignment or assignments thereof, Provided, 
If the release is written upon or attached to the original mortgage 
no probate shall be required. 


§ 3. Fees.—The fee to be charged for the recording of the 
satisfaction of any mortgage or deed of trust as hereinabove provided 
shall be twenty-five cents (25¢) except where the original instrument 
is lost when the fee shall be fifty cents (50¢) which amount shall 
include any and all certificates required. 


§ 4. Certificate of Satisfaction.—The recording officer or 
his deputy shall enter on the original mortgage, deed of trust or 
other instrument, when the same is produced before him, a certifi- 
cate that a satisfaction has been entered of record and date of same. 
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§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

Unlawful to Deposit Deleterious Matter in 
Waters Frequented by Game Fish—DMasters of Vessels to 
be Responsible.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That it shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation to throw, run, drain or deposit any dye-stuffs, 
coal tar, oil, sawdust, poison or-other deleterious substance or sub- 
stances in any of the waters, either: fresh or salt, which are frequented 
by game fish, within the territorial jurisdiction of this State, in 
quantities sufficient to injure, stupefy, or kill any fish or shell fish, 
or destructive to their spawn which may inhabit said waters, and 
the Master or Captain in charge of any boat, ship or vessel shall be 
responsible for the discharge of any of said substances from his 
vessel. 


§ 2. Penalty for Violation.—Any person convicted of violat- 
ing this Act shall be fined not less than Three Hundred ($300.00) 
Dollars nor more than One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, or im- 
prisoned not less than three (3) months nor more than one (1) year, 
or both fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the Court.

Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, or less, it shall be the duty of the Pro- 
bate Judge to receive such estate and pay out same to the distributee 
or distributees of said estate without the requirement of an adminis- 
tration, and without reporting same to the Tax Commission of this 
State. Provided, That if any legal representative shall be under age, 
payment to the parent or other person with whom such child is a 
bona fide resident (this to be established to the satisfaction of the 
Probate Judge before he pays out such share) shall be a sufficient 
compliance with the provisions of this Act: Provided, further, 
That if such child is over fourteen payment direct to such child shall 
be sufficient compliance with ‘this Act.

Powers of Circuit and Special Judges at Cham- 
bers—Notice.—-Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: All regular and special judges shall have 
at Chambers in any county within the circuit in which they are resi- 
dent or in the circuit in which they are assigned to hold Court, all 
powers and jurisdiction which they have and exercise in open court 
in any county within said circuit, except for the determination of 
such matters as necessitate trial by jury. They may hear and de- 
termine actions for -partition and foreclosure suits and all other 
equity matters concerning real estate whether within or without the 
county where the land in question lies. Provided, In all contested 
matters the adverse shall be entitled to notice of the time and place 
of any hearing at Chambers, which notice when not otherwise fixed 
by statute or rule, shall be in ten days. 


§ 2. Judge of Adjoining Circuit to Have Jurisdiction 
When no Resident or Special Judge is on Circuit.—In case 
any Judicial Circuit is without a resident Judge, by reason of death, 
absence, disqualification or otherwise and no other Judge, special or 
regular, is presiding therein, then jurisdiction, in all matters at 
Chambers arising in such Circuit in default or by consent, is con- 
ferred upon and shall be exercised by the resident Judge of the ad- 
joining Circuit or by.any Judge presiding therein; and any Judge 
exercising such jurisdiction shall first satisfy himself of the neces- 
sity of same by affidavit of the moving party. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed, and this Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT Ceding to the United States of America Certain 
Marsh Lands in Beaufort County for the Purpose of 
Straightening Ramshorn Creek in Said County. 


Section 1. Certain Marsh Lands Granted to the United | 
States—Purpose—Use.——Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That there is hereby granted to 
the United States of America a strip of Marsh Land not exceeding 
seven hundred feet in width, lying and being between the tidal 
streams known as Ramshorn Creek and Cooper River, and being 
more particularly described as follows: Beginning at a point ‘A’ 
near the North bank of Ramshorn Creek, said point being a per- 
manent triangulation station’ the location of same being recorded in 
the United States Engineer Office, Savannah, Ga.; thence 800 feet . 
N. 47 00’ E. (true) to a point ‘B’ near the South bank of Cooper 
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River, said point being a permanent triangulation station; thence N. 
47 00’ E. (true) to a point ‘C’, said point being at the low water 
line in Cooper River; thence following the low water line in Cooper 
River to a point ‘D’; thence approximately 2300 feet S. 47 00’ 
W., (true) to a point ‘E’, said point being a permanent triangula- 
tion station, (the line from point ‘D’ to point ‘EF’ being parallel 700 
feet from the line between point ‘A’ and point ‘B’; thence approx- 
imately 385 feet west to a point ‘F’, said point being at the low 
water line in Ramshorn Creek; thence following the low water line 
in Ramshorn Creek to a point ‘G’; thence N. 47 00’ E. to point of 
beginning: Provided, That this grant is made in order to facilitate 
the improvement of inland navigation, and the United States may

AN ACT for the Protection of the Property and Plants of 
Municipal Water Works, and to Prescribe Penalties 
for Interfering Therewith or Injury Thereto. 


Section 1. Unauthorized Interference with Municipal 
Fire Hydrants Unlawful.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: It shall be unlawful for any 
person, persons, firm or corporation not connected with the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works of any municipality of this State, or with 
the Fire Department of such municipality, to interfere with or open 
for any purpose whatever, any of the fire hydrants on the mains of 
the water works of such municipalities, except in case of fire, with- 
out first having obtained a proper permit so to do from the au- 
thorized representatives of the Commissioners of Public Works of 
such municipalities. 


§ 2. Any Unauthorized Interference with Appurtenances 
of Municipal Water System Unlawful.—It shall be unlawful 
for any person or persons, firms or corporations to interfere or tam- 
per with any of the property or appurtenances belonging to the 
municipality or controlled by the Commissioners of Public Works 
in connection with the Water Work System, or to turn on or off the 
supply of water to any premises at and with the curb cock, without 
first having obtained the proper permit so to do from the authorized 
representatives of said municipality or the Commissioners of Public 
Works.

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§ 3. Injury or Obstruction to Municipal Water System or 
Pollution of Water Supply Unlawful.—It shall be unlawful 
for any person, persons, firm or corporation to remove, obstruct, 
deface or injure, within or without the corporate limits of any 
municipality, any of the fire hydrants, public drinking fountains, 
valve covers, or any pipe, ditch, drain or appurtenances of the water 
works of any municipality or to pollute the water supply of any 
municipality of this State, controlled by such municipality or by the 
Commissioners of Public Works of such municipality. 


§ 4. Unauthorized Use of Water a Misdemeanor—In- 
terference with Meter.—Any person who has a contract, agree- 
ment, license or permission, oral or written, with or from any mu- 
nicipality or the Commissioners of Public Works thereof for the use 
of water belonging to or furnished by any such municipality or 
Commissioner of Public Works, for certain specified purposes, who 
shall wilfully and intentionally withdraw or cause to be withdrawn, 
in any manner, and appropriate to his own use, or to the use of 
any other person or corporation, for purposes other than those 
specified, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction there- 
of shall be punished as hereinafter provided. Any such person to 
whom such water is furnished from or by means of a meter, who 
shall wilfully and with intention to cheat and defraud any of said 
municipalities or the Commissioners of Public Works alter or in: 
terfere with such meter, or by any contrivance whatsoever with- 
draw or take off water, in any manner except through such meter, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and be punished as hereinafter 
provided. 


§ 5. Use of Water Without Contract a Misdemeanor.— 
Any person: who has no contract, agreement, license or permission 
with or from any municipality or the Commissioners of Public 
Works thereof, for the use of water belonging to or furnished by 
such municipality or Commissioners of Public Works, who shall 
wilfully withdraw, or cause to be withdrawn, in any manner, and 
appropriate such water from the water mains or pipes of such muni- 
cipality or Commissioners of Public Works, or any water mains or 
pipes connected therewith, for his own use or for the use of any 
other person or corporation, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof, shall be punished as hereinafter provided. 
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§ 6. Tapping Water Main Without Permit Unlawful.— 
It shall not be lawful for any person, firm or corporation to extend 
service pipes attached to the mains and water supply, or any premises 
within or without the municipality, without first obtaining permis- 
sion therefor in writing from the municipality or Commissioners of 
Public Works, and before any workman or plumber shall perform 
any work connected with the extension of such, written permission 
for such extension shall be obtained therefor. 


§ 7. Penalty for Violation.—Any person violating any provi- 
sion of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion shall be punished by a fine not exceeding Two Hundred 
($200.00) Dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding sixty days, or 
by both said fine and imprisonment.

AN ACT to Provide for Capitation Tax on Dogs in Darling- 
ton, Georgetown, Lee, Berkeley, Chesterfield, Aiken, 
Orangeburg, York and Lexington Counties and Pre- 
scribe the Application of the Proceeds Derived There- 
from, and to Provide for a Census of Dogs in Each 
School District. 


Section 1. Annual Tax on Dogs in Darlington, George- 
town, Lee, Berkeley, Chesterfild, Aiken, Orangeburg, 
York and Lexington Counties—Listing—Collection.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
There shall be levied on all dogs, irrespective of age, in the Counties 
of Darlington, Georgetown, Lee, Berkeley, Chesterfield, Aiken, 
Orangeburg, York and Lexington an annual tax of One ($1.00) 
Dollar, said dogs to be listed at the same time and in like manner 
as other personal property is listed, the tax to be collected at the 
same time as other taxes are now collected. 
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§ 2. Disposition of Proceeds—Census of Dogs.—All tax 
collected in pursuance of this Act shall be credited to the respective 
school districts in Darlington, Georgetown, Lee, Berkeley, Chester- 
field, Aiken, Orangeburg, York and Lexington Counties from which 
the same shall be collected: Provided, That in each school district of 
said Counties a census of all dogs in said district may, be taken by 
the school trustees, or under their direction, the cost of same not to 
exceed twenty-five ($25.00) dollars for each district. 


§ 3. Payment of Cost of Census.—The sum of twenty-five 
($25.00) dollars provided for in Section 2 of this Act for the taking 
of the census of all dogs in the school district shall be paid out of 
the school funds of such district as requires and takes said census.

AN ACT to Provide for a Capitation Road Tax and the 
Collection of Same in Horry County, and to Provide 
a Penalty Therefor. 


Section 1. Captitation Road Tax in Horry County— Per- 
sons Liable—Receipts—Certificate of Disability.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That all-able-bodied male persons, between the ages of twenty-one 
and fifty-five years, both inclusive, in the County of Horry shall be 
required annually to pay a capitation road tax of three ($3.00) Dol- 
lars on or before the 31st day of December of each year, except 
ministers of the gospel actually in charge of a congregation, persons 
permanently disabled in the military service of this State and of the 
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United States, and persons who served in the late War Between the 
States, which capitation tax must be paid by the person subject 
thereto to the County Treasurer, and on payment of same a receipt 
shall be issued showing the date, amount and purpose for which paid, 
_and signed by the person collecting the same: Provided, That any 
person claiming exemption from the provisions of this Act on the 
ground of physical disability, where such disability is not apparent, 
shall be required to give a certificate of disability from two regular 
physicians. 


§ 2. Assessment—Collection.—That said capitation tax shall 
be due and payable at the same time that the poll tax of said county 
is due and payable and shall be charged against all persons liable 
therefor by the County Auditor in the same manner as poll taxes 
are now charged, and shall be collected by the County Treasurer at 
the same time and in the same manner as poll taxes are now collected. 


§ 3. Evasion a Misdemeanor — Penalty. — Any persons 
hereunder made liable for the payment of said capitation road tax 
who shall fail to make such payment when same is due, or who fails 
to list said tax at the time provided for listing same with the Auditor, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, shall 
be punished by fine in a sum not less than five ($5.00) dollars and 
not more than ten ($10.00) dollars, or by imprisonment for not less 
than ten (10) or more than thirty (30) day.s 


§ 4. Time for Listing in 1925.—That the time for listing the 
said capitation tax for the year 1925 is hereby extended until the 
15th day of April, 1925, and the Auditor of Horry county shall 
receive said listing without penalty up until that date. 


§ 5. Other Road Laws Not Affected.—This Act is not in- 
tended, neither shall it be construed, to repeal, alter or change any 
of the laws now existing relating to the roads of Horry county, 
except as to the commutation tax and work on roads in lieu thereof. 


§ 6. Use of Proceeds.—The capitation tax received hereunder 
shall be used by the Board of County Commissioners upon the public 
highways in each township from whence the fund is derived, except 
public highways under the control of the State Highway Commis- 
sion.

AN ACT to Amend Sections 4500, 4502 and 4504 of the 
Civil Code of Laws, 1922, Volume 3, Relating to the 
Proceedings for the Condemnation of Land for Street 
Purposes by Municipalities, and to Provide for a Con- 
demnation Jury, so as to Provide that an Appeal to 
Circuit or Supreme Court Shall Not Stay Street Work. 


Section 1. Secs. (4500), (4502) and (4504), 1922, Code, 
Vol. III, Amended—Condemnation by Municipalities—Ap- 
peal Not to Stay Work — Condemnation Jury — Oath of 
Jurors.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section 4500 of the Civil Code of Laws, 
1922, Volume 3, be amended as follows: By adding at the end of 
said Section the following: “After tender of the amount found by 
the Commissioners for compensation and damages, the pending of 
an appeal either in the Circuit or the Supreme Court shall not operate 
to stay the opening, widening or extension of said street; but the 
acceptance of the amount tendered shall operate as an abandonment 
of the appeal.” That Section 4502 of the Civil Code of Laws, 
1922, Volurie 3, be amended by striking out the entire Section and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following: “Clerk of Court of Common 
Pleas to Draw Jury—Upon ten days notice from such municipal 
authorities, the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas shall draw in 
the usual manner of drawing juries, a panel of twenty jturors, quali- 
fied electors of a Municipality, from which panel each of the parties 
shall have the right of peremptory challenge as to four and the re- 
maining twelve shall constitute the condemnation jury, and shall be 
notified by the Clerk of Court and entered as a part of the perma- 
nent records of his office.” That Section 4504 of the Civil Code of 
Laws of 1922, Volume 3, be amended as follows: By striking out 
the word “Commissioners” on line 1 of the Section, and insert in

the said authorities shall notify such owners that the land is required 
for street purposes and that application will be made to the Clerk 
of Court of Common Pleas for the drawing of a jury in Condemna- 
tion to determine and fix upon the true and real value of such Jand, 
and any damage thereto, by reason of the opening, widening or 
extension of such highway; due regard being had, in assessing such 
damages, to any increased value of such lot, lots or parts of lots, 
by reason of the opening, widening or extension of such highway. 
And on the payment of the full value of said lot or lots, and such 
special damages aforesaid, ascertained and determined on in the 
manner above provided, the fee simple of the said lot, lots or parts 
of lots, shall be vested in such city or town for the use of the public, 
and the said owner shall execute his deed, without warranty therefor, 
according to said city or town. In case any owner shall be dis- 
satisfied with the valuation of his lot or lots, or such special damages 
aforesaid, it shall and may be lawful for either party to appeal from 
the same upon giving notice of such appeal to the Mayor and Alder- 
men, or Intendant and Wardens, of such city or town, within ten 
days from the time of his receiving a notification of such valuation 
and assessment of damages, to the Court of Common Pleas for the 
County in which said lands may be at the next session thereafter: 
and the said Court shall order a new valuation and assessment of 
damages, or either, in such particular case, to be made by a jury, 
who shall be charged therewith in the same or some subsequent 
term, and their verdict shall be final and conclusive unless a new 
trial be granted, and after judgment in such case the fee simple of 
said lot or lots, or parts of lots, shall be vested in such city or town, 
upon the payment, or tender of payment, of the amount of such 
valuation and damages, and the said owner shall thereupon execute 
his quitclaim deed therefor accordingly to said city or town. . After 
tender of the amount found by the Commissioners for compensation 
and damages, the pending of an appeal either in the Circuit or the 
Supreme Court shall not operate to stay the opening, widening or 
extension of said street; but the acceptance of the amount tendered 
shall operate as an abandonment of the appeal. 


Section 4502. Clerk of Court of Common Pleas to Draw Jury— 
Upon ten days notice from such Municipal authorities, the Clerk 
of Court of Common Pleas shall draw in the usual manner of 
drawing juries, a panel of twenty jurors, qualified electors of a 
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municipality, from which panel each of the parties shall have the 
right of peremptory challenge as to four, and the remaining twelve 
shall constitute the Condemnation Jury, and shall be notified by the 
Clerk of Court and entered as a part of the permanent records of 
his office. 


Section 4504. The aforesaid Condemnation Jury, before proceed- 
ing to act in the premises, shall be regularly sworn by the Clerk of 
Court that they will faithfully and impartially discharge the duties 
herein required of them. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

Election of Trustees for School District No. 14, 
Hampton County—Terms—Conduct of Election.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Board of School Trustees for Brunson School District No. 
14 in Hampton County shall be elected on the second Tuesday in 
March, 1925. In this election the person elected who receives the 
highest number of ballots shall hold office for three years; the per- 
son elected who receives the next highest number of ballots shall 
hold office for two years, and the person elected who receives the 
least number of ballots shall serve for one year: Provided, That 
in case there be a tie, the Superintendent of Education shall have the

That the County Supervisors or County Commissioners 
of the several counties of this State are hereby authorized and re- 
quired to draw their warrants in favor of and payable to the Carlisle 
Courtney Home Association for the sum of Ten ($10.00) Dollars 
per month, payable monthly, for the support and maintenance of 
each child which may be sent or committed to the Carlisle Courtney 
Home by the Probate Judge, on the approval of the County Board 
of Commissioners’ of the several counties of this State, and the 
County Treasurers of each of the several counties are hereby au- 
thorized and required to pay said warrants upon proper presenta- 
tion and endorsement by the said Carlisle Courtney Home Associa- 
tion.

AN ACT to Provide for the Appointment of a Township 
Physician in Each Township in the County of Richland, 
Fix his Compensation, Duties, etc., Therein and to 
Regulate the Distribution of Serums for the Prevention 
of Epidemics. 


Section 1. County Commissioners of Richland County to 
Appoint Physician for Each Township—Residence—Dis- 
charge.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the County Board of Commissioners of 
Richland County, are hereby empowered and authorized to elect or 
appoint each year a township physician for each township, said physi- 
cian to reside in the township from which he is elected or appointed, 
Provided, That in case no physician is available within a township, 
said Commission is authorized to elect or appoint a physician from 
an adjoining township. Provided, further, That said Commission 
has power and authority to discharge at any time any of said physi- 
cians who prove to be incompetent or fail to perform their duties in 
the proper manner. 


§ 2. Compensation.—That each township physician shall re- 
ceive Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars per annum, Provided, No 
physician shall be furnished compensation for transportation. 


§ 3. Duties—Reports.—That it shall be the duty of each 
township physician to give free of charge at schools and in his town- 
ship, typhoid innoculation, smallpox vaccination, and serum that are 
used in the prevention of epidemics; said serum to be furnished to 
the township physicians by the County or State Board of Health. 
Said township physician shall have charge, care and custody of all 
persons who are charity within his township and that he shall de- 
termine whether or not such patients need hospital attention and if 
such is required in the treatment thereof, he shall notify the Colum- 
bia Hospital and send the patient for such treatment as might be 
necessary. Each Township physician shall make a written monthly 
report to the Columbia Hospital, and records of the same shall be 
kept at the Columbia Hospital for public inspection. The physi- 
cian of the Columbia Township shall have charge, custody and care 
of the sick at the County Jail and of the County chain gang when 
said gang is working in the Columbia Township. Each other town- 
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ship physician shall have charge, custody and care of the sick of the 
County gang when working in his township. 


§ 4. Medicines for Charity Cases.—That the County of 
Richland pay only for medicines that are official and when such are 
furnished to charity patients, and then only when such are prescribed 
by the township physician, and furnished by the County Hospital. 


§ 5. Fees for Post Mortems.—That any physician who is of- 
ficially appointed by the Coroner or the Coroner’s agent to hold post 
mortem examination shall receive the sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars 
upon claim approved by the Coroner. 


§ 6. Lunacy Examinations.—That the Probate Judge is here- 
by authorized to appoint a physician for the County to conduct 
lunacy examinations and the physician conducting the examination 
shall upon presentation of a claim approved by the Judge of Pro- 
bate, receive the sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars. 


§ 7. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 


§ 8. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of School Trustees of 
the School Districts in Kershaw County. 


Section 1. Election of School Trustees in Kershaw County 
—Petitions.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That upon a petition of one-half of the quali- 
fied electors in any of the school districts in Kershaw County, for 
an election of school trustees for said district, it shall be the duty 
of the County Board of Education to order said election to be held 
as hereinafter provided, provided that the said petition be filed with 
the County Board of Education before April 1st of any year in 
which a vacancy shall occur on the Board of Trustees of such school 
district. 
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§ 2. Conduct of Election.—It shall be the duty of the Board 
of Education upon receiving the aforesaid petition to fix a date for 
holding said election and give three weeks notice of said election 
by publishing the same in a newspaper circulated in Kershaw County 
and by posting notice of same in at least three public places in said 
district. That at said election only qualified electors shall be per- 
mitted to vote. , 


§ 3. Managers—Ballots—Returns.—It shall be the duty of 
the County Board of Education to appoint managers to prepare bal- 
lots and receive the returns and to declare the results of said election. 


§ 4. Nominations.—The County Board of Education is here- 
by permitted to designate a day sometime previous to the election 
herein provided for the purpose of the citizens of the said school 
district to have a meeting and nominate candidates to run in said 
election: “Provided, That should the district be unable to get 
more nominees than the vacancy to be filled, then the meeting held 
for the purpose of nominating candidates shall be deemed and con- 
sidered an election, and the person nominated shall be appointed 
trustee to fill the then existing vacancy.” 


§ 5. Expenses of Election.—The expenses of said election 
shall be paid from the school fund of the respective district. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. :

AN ACT to Fix the Salary, Fees and Duties of Register of 
_Mesne Conveyances in Greenville County. 


Section 1. Fees to be Collected by Register of Mesne 
Conveyances, Greenville County—Payment.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Regis- 
ter of Mesne Conveyances for Greenville County shall hereafter be 
entitled to charge and receive the following fees, to wit: For re- 
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cording deed to real estate, with or without renunciation of dower, 
and certifying same on the back thereof, one dollar; for recording 
each mortgage on real estate, with or without renunciation of dower, 
and certifying same on the back thereof, one dollar: Provided, 
Such deed or mortgage does not exceed fifteen hundred words, and 
he shall be entitled to receive and collect an additional sum of eight 
cents for every hundred words in excess thereof: for recording each 
chattel mortgage in excess of one hundred dollars and certifying the 
same on the back thereof, seventy-five cents: Provided, Same does” 
hot exceed one thousand words, and he shall be entitled to receive 
and collect the sum of eight cents for every one hundred words in 
excess thereof; for indexing each chattel mortgage for one hundred 
dollars or less, and certifying the same on the back thereof, twenty- 
five cents; for indexing each agricultural lien and certifying the 
same on the back thereof, twenty-five cents; for recording or copy- 
ing plats of not more than six corners, one dollar; for every corner 
more than six, six cents: for every probate in writing, twenty-five 
cents; for every certificate, twenty-five cents, except the certificate 
entered on the back of a paper recorded by him. He shall be allowed 
twenty-five cents for every search made by him in his office, and for 
recording any other paper required by law to be recorded in his of- 
fice, eight cents for every one hundred words. It shall be unlawful 
for the Register of Mesne Conveyances of Greenville County to 
receive or to file for record any instrument unless the same be ac- 
companied by the full fees, in cash, for the filing and registry there- 
of. The said Register of Mesne Conveyances is hereby authorized 
to require the payment of his fees in advance, and he may refuse to 
receive any paper for record before the payment of his fees, and may 
refuse to do any work required by law to be done by him until the 
payment of his fee for the same: Provided, That if he shall receive 
any paper for record without requiring the payment of his fee in 
advance, he shall record the same and shall be responsible for the 
fee.

AN ACT to Provide for a Master of the Circuit Courts for 
Horry County and for the Discharge of the Several 
Duties of the Office. 


Section 1. Office of Master Established in Horry County 
—Appointment—Term—Vacancies.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That for the 
County of Horry the office of Master is established. The Master 
shall be appointed by the Governor by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate and shall hold office for four (4) years and until 
his successor shall be appointed and shall qualify: Provided, That 
should a vacancy occur in the office of Probate Judge, the Master 
shall perform the duties of such office until the vacancy can be 
filled at the next ensuing general election. 


§ 2. Bond.—Before entering upon the duties of his office, the 
Master shall enter into bond in the penal sum of Two Thousand 
($2,000.00) Dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of 
his duties, such bond to be approved, filed and recorded as other 
County Officer’s bonds. 


§ 3. Powers and Duties.—That the said Master for Horry 
County shall have all the power and duties, rights and privileges 
provided by Section 2219 to Section 2240 inclusive of the Civil 
- Code of the Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Volume 3, except as 
follows: (1) The person who shall be for the ensuing term of 
four years the Clerk of Court for Horry County shall make all 
sales the Court may order in granting equitable relief, execute all 
proper conveyances for the property sold, receive and disburse under 
said orders the proceeds of such sales, and shall keep such accounts 
and make such reports thereof as the Statute provides; and shall 
receive the fees provided therefor. (2) The Master, licensed to 
practice law, shall not be restricted in the practice, but all cases in 
which he acts as Attorney shall be tried by the Clerk of Court as 
Special Master, or by such other person who may be appointed by 
the Court as Special Master. . 


§ 4. Fees.—The fees of the Master may be fixed specially by 
the Presiding Judge of the Circuit for Horry County; if not, he 
shall be paid the fees for services performed provided by the law 
for Masters.

AN ACT to Establish a Confederate Home for the Infirm 
and Destitute Confederate Soldiers, Sailors, Indigent 
Widows and Wives of the Confederate Soldiers or 
Sailors and to Provide for the Management and Con- 
trol of Same. 


Section 1. Commission for Confederate Home—Personnel 
—Term—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That a Commission consisting of 
nine members, five of whom shall be Confederate soldiers or sailors, 
or sons of Confederate soldiers or sailors, shall be appointed by the 
Governor, and the other four members of the Commission who shall 
be members of the State organization of the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy shall be appointed by the Governor upon the recom- 
mendation of the State organization of the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy, is hereby empowered and required to establish and 
manage the Confederate Home for the infirm and destitute Confeder- 
ate soldiers or sailors, indigent widows and wives of Confederate 
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soldiers or sailors, seventy (70) years old or over, on what is known 
as the Bellevue place on Wallace land, and now owned by the State; 
that the terms of office of said Commissioners shall be nine years: 
Provided, That the members of the Commission so appointed as 
above provided shall determine by lot the term to be served by each 
so that the members shall serve for a period of one, two, three, four, 
five, six, seven, eight and nine years, respectively. That said Com- 
mission shall prescribe rules regulating admission to said Con- 
federate Home: Provided, That two veterans shall be admitted 
from each County, on the recommendation of the County Board of 
Honor: Provided, further, That in case any County Board of 
Honor fails to make such recommendation, the said Commission 
may fill the vacancy from the same or any other County, 


§ 2. Admission of Widows and Wives of Confederate 
Soldiers.—That said Commission is hereby empowered to admit 
to the Confederate Home the indigent widows and wives of Con- 
federate soldiers or sailors when in its judgment the number of 
Confederate soldiers and sailors in the Confederate Home has 
reached such a number that as near as possible one widow or wife 
from each County can be admitted to the Confederate Home under 
the rules and regulations now or hereafter required of Confederate 
soldiers and sailors. 


§ 3. New Appointments to Commission—Vacancies.— 
That no new Commissioners shall be appointed to govern said Con- 
federate Home until the term of a member or members now serving 
shall expire, or a vacancy shall cccur. All vacancies shall be filled 
as is provided for appointment in Section 1 hereof. 


§ 4. Expenses of Commission.—That the members of said 
Commission shall receive no compensation for their services, but 
shall be entitled to actual expenses for attending the meetings there- 
of, to be paid upon the warrant of the Comptroller General out of 
any funds in the hands of the State Treasurer not otherwise ap- 
propriated.

AN ACT to Provide for a Capitation License Tax on Dogs 
in Fairfield County, to Prescribe.the Application of the 
Proceeds Derived Therefrom, and to Provide for the 
Enforcement of the Law. 


Section 1. License Tax on Dogs in Fairfield County— 
Listing—Collection.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: There shall be levied on all dogs, ir- 
respective of age, in the County of Fairfield, an annual license tax 
of two and 50/100 ($2.50) dollars. Every dog shall be listed or 
returned with the County Auditor at the same time and in like man- 
ner as personal property is now listed, and the license tax thereon 
shall be collected at the same time and place as property taxes are 
now collected. 


§ 2. No Property Rights in Dogs Unlisted, etc. — Un- 
licensed Dogs Nuisances.—There shall exist no property or other 
right in or to any dog whose owner shall fail to list or return for the 
payment of said license or whose owner shall fail to pay the license 
tax thereon within the time prescribed by law, and all dogs which 
are not licensed are hereby declared to be nuisances and a menance 
to the health and property of the people of Fairfield County. 


§ 3. Agents to Take Census of Dogs—to Collect Tax.— 
To the end that every dog in Fairfield County shall be licensed, the 
Board of County Commissioners for Fairfield County may appoint 
such agent or agents as they may deem necessary, for the purpose of 
taking a census of all dogs in Fairfield County and listing same with 
the County Auditor. Said agent or agents shall also be authorized 
to collect the license tax and penalty and otherwise enforce the 
penalties herein provided in case said license tax shall not have been 
paid within the time provided by law. 


§ 4. Penalty for Non-return—Empounding of Dogs— - 
Killing.—The owner of any dog who shall fail to make return 
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of said dog for licensing as herein provided, shall be liable to a 
further penalty of two and 50/100 ($2.50) dollars for failure to 
make such return, and the agent or agents herein provided for are 
hereby authorized and directed to kill or empound any dog whose 
owner shall fail to pay the license tax herein provided for. In case 
any dog shall be empounded, the same shall be kept for a period of 
three days and then killed, unless the owner thereof, or some other 
person shall pay the license tax and penalty herein provided. 


§ 5. Use of Proceeds of Tax.—The Board of County Com- 
missioners shall fix the compensation for said agent or agents and 
pay the same out of the proceeds of such taxes as may be collected 
under the provision of this Act. The balance of said license taxes 
collected in accordacne with this Act shall be credited to the respec- 
tive school districts in Fairfield County from which same shall be 
collected, to be used for school purposes. 


§ 6. Duty of County Auditor.—At the expiration of the 
time for listing or returning said dogs for the payment of license 
taxes thereon, the County Auditor shall furnish to the agents ap- 
pointed by the Board of County Commissioners, a list of the owners 
of all dogs who have made the return herein required, which list 
shall also state the number of dogs returned by each individual 
owner. 


§ 7. Secs. (351) and (352), 1922, Code, Vol. III, Not 
to Apply to Fairfield County.—That Sections 351 and 352 of 
the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Volume III, shall not 
apply to the County of Fairfield.

County. 


Section 1. Trustees of School District No. 11, Edgefield 
‘County to be Elected—Terms—Conduct of Election.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
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That the Board of School Trustees of Johnston School District 
No. Eleven (11) in Edgefield County, shall be elected on some 
convenient day during the month of June, 1925, the day to be des- 
ignated by the Superintendent of Education of Edgefield County. - 
In this election the person who receives the highest number of bal- 
lots, shall hold office for six (6) years, the person elected who re- 
ceives the next highest number of ballots, shall hold office for four 
(4) years, and the person elected who receives the least number of 
ballots shall serve for two years: Provided, That in case there be 
a tie, the Superintendent of Education shall have the power to 
designate the term of office for each who tied: Provided, further, 
That the Superintendent of Education shall give at least two (2) 
weeks’ notice of said election in three (3) public places in said 
school districts prior to said elections, appoint the managers and 
furnish a sufficient number of ballots to be voted thereat, receive 
the returns in writing, file the same in his office as a public record, 
declare the result and notify the person elected. 


§ 2. Election of Successors.—That each two (2) years there- 
after there shall be held an election in said school district as pro- 
vided herein, for the purpose of electing a person to fill the vacancy 
of the retiring trustees, whose term of office shall be six (6) years. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Require all Custodians of Public Funds of the 
County of Darlington to Deposit Same in One Bank 
and to Require the Said Bank in Which Said Funds 
are Deposited to Execute Security to the County of 
Darlington for Said Deposit and to Require all Loans 
of Said County to be Made Upon Competitive Bids. 


Section 1. Bank Receiving Deposit of Public Funds in 
Darlington County to Give Security—Approval of Se- 
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curity.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That on or after the approval of this Act by the 
Governor all public funds of the County of Darlington shall be 
“ deposited by the custodian or custodians of such public fund or 
funds, in one Bank or Banking institution within the said County, 
provided that the Bank receiving said funds for deposit shall execute 
a bond, either personal or indemnity, or pledge collateral as security 
conditioned to pay the County of Darlington any sum or sums, to- 
gether with any interest loss or damage that may be suffered by the 
County of Darlington by reason of the failure of said Bank or 
Banking institution or refusal of said Bank or Banking institution 
to keep the said funds safely and repay the same with any accrued 
interest; said security either as a personal or indemnity bond or 
collateral, shall be approved by the County Attorney. 


§ 2. County Loans—Bids—Notice.—No loans shall be 
negotiated for any sum or sums of money by any public officer or 
officers of the County of Darlington except upon competitive bids 
from reliable and responsible bidders, which said bids shall be made 
after due advertisement and notice in the newspapers of the County 
of Darlington of not less than fifteen days by notices being mailed . 
to each bank or banking institution within the said County, provided, 
that the Bank or Banking institution who is successful in the com- 
petitive bid and makes the loan shall be entitled to, and receive all 
the deposits of the said County for the year of such loan except any 
sum or sums in the hands of any officer as a sinking fund. 


§ 3. Penalty for Violation by Officer.—Any public officer 
within the County of Darlington who shall fail, refuse or neglect to 
comply with the terms and provisions of this Act shall be guilty of 
misconduct in office and it shall be the duty of the Governor upon 
the fact being made known to him to remove said officer or officers 
summarily from office. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act be, 
and the same are hereby repealed.

Carolina: That the term of office of the Treasurer, Auditor, 
Superintendent-of Education, County Supervisor and Probate Judge 
for Georgetown County each shall be for a period of two years: 
Provided, That nothing herein shall be construed to limit the term 
of office of the present incumbents, but shall take effect at the ex- 
piration of their respective terms.

AN ACT to Provide for the Improvement of Certain Roads 
in Cherokee County Used as Rural Free Delivery 
Routes. 


Section 1. Roads in Cherokee County Used as Rural Free 
Delivery Routes to be Worked Annually.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
Supervisor and the Board of County Commissioners of Cherokee 
County be and they are hereby authorized and required to go over 
and work once each year all roads of the said County that are used, 
or may hereafter be used, as Rural Free Delivery Routes, except 
such roads as have been, or may hereafter be, permanently im- 
proved either by the Cherokee County Highway Commission or the 
County Road Commission, or by the Supervisor and County Board 
of Commissioners with the use of the chain gang. 
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§ 2. Such Roads to be Kept Fit for Motor Vehicle Traffic. 
—That the said Supervisor and County Board of County Commis- 
sioners are required to place the said roads in a reasonably good 
travelling condition for the use of automobiles and other vehicles 
and keep them in such a condition. 

§ 3. How Work to be Done.—That the said work may be 
done by the chain gang or any portion thereof, or by contract, as the 
said County authorities may deem best. 

§ 4. Time for Beginning Work.—That the said work shall 
begin within sixty days from the date of the passage of this Act, 
and on such of the roads as are in the worst condition of repair. 

§ 5. Bridges Included.—That the work herein referred to 
shall include the bridges and approaches on the roads referred to. 


§ 6. That this Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor. 


§ 7. That all Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
be and the same are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of a Cotton Weigher 
at the Town of Swansea in the County of Lexington. 


Section 1. Election of Cotton Weigher at Swansea, Lex- 
ington County—Electors.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That on the second Tues- 
day of July, 1925, an election shall be held as hereinafter provided, 
for the purpose of electing a cotton weigher to serve at the town of 
Swansea in the County of Lexington. At this election the qualified 
electors entitled to vote at the following polling places in the County 
of Lexington, to wit, Swansea, Pool’s Mili, Gaston, Sharpe’s Hill 
and Sandy Run, shall vote. 


§ 2. Election Commissioners—Conduct of Election—Ex- 
penses.—The following named persons are constituted the Election 
Commissioners for such election, viz: W. D. Pound, Elsie Pool, 
Jr.. W. H. Witt, P. J. Goodwin and Nathan Wannamaker. They 
shall order said election and shall give notice thereof once a week 
for two weeks in one or more of the newspapers having circulation 
in Lexington County; shall appoint the managers of such election, 
receive the returns of the managers and declare the results of such 
election, and in all other respects the said election shall be governed 
by the general election laws of the State. The cost of giving notice 
and the expenses of said election shall be paid by the County Com- 
missioners out of the ordinary county funds, upon a claim being 
made therefor by the Election Commissioners or the chairman of 
said Commissioners. 


§ 3. Term of Office.—The term of office of the cotton weigher 
for the town of Swansea shall remain as now provided by law, ex- 
cept that the person elected at the special election herein provided 
for, shall hold office only until his successor shall have been elected 
in the general election to be held in 1926 and duly qualified.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Fix the 
Amount of Commutation Tax for Saluda County, and 
to Regulate the Working of the Roads and Highways 
Thereof’? Approved the 8th March, 1923, by Changing 
the Amount of Said Tax, Manner of Enforcement 
Thereof, and Providing a Penalty for the Commissioner 
who Neglects to Prosecute the Violations of Said Act. 


Section 1. Act (1923, XXXIII Stats. 133), Amended— 
Amount of Commutation Tax in Saluda County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Amend an Act entitled “An Act to Fix the Amount of Commutation 
Tax for Saluda County, and to regulate the Working of the Roads 
and Highways thereof” approved 8th March, 1923, by striking out 
in Section 1 on line five, the word and figures “five ($5.00) and in- 
sert in lieu thereof the word and figures “ten ($10.00)” so that 
when so amended said Section 1 shall read as follows: 


Section 1. That from and after the passage of this Act all able- 
bodied male persons from the age of twenty-one (21) to fifty-five 
(55) years, both inclusive, in the County of Saluda, shall be required 
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to pay a commutation tax of Ten ($10.00) dollars, which shall be 
levied and collected at the same time and in like manner as all other 
taxes, except as hereinafter provided. 


§ 2. Payment of Tax by Road Work.—Amend Section 
2 of said Act by striking out on line twenty-two (22) of said Sec- 
tion the words “one ($1.00) dollars per day” and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words “two ($2.00) dollars- per day,” so that when 
amended said Section shall read as follows: 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner in each of 
the four road districts in Saluda County, on or before the 15th day 
of March, 1923, to divide their public highways into sections, to 
designated persons to work said sections, and to appoint overseers 
for each section, and commission said overseers for not exceeding 
two years, to fill all vacancies therein. That each of said overseers, 
after their appointment, and before the lst day of April in each 
year, shall give notice to the persons liable to road duty upon their 
section of the public highway of the time and place for all persons 
to meet who desire to work upon the roads in lieu of the payment of 
the commutation tax. That all persons who desire to work upon 
the public highway in lieu of the payment of the commutation tax 
shall meet at the time and place designated by the said road overseer 
of their section, and shall provide themselves with such tools as the 
overseer may designate. That all persons who work upon the public 
highway of the county under the supervision and direction of a 
duly appointed overseer shall receive from the said overseer a certi- 
ficate, made under oath, the number of days that the holder of said 
certificate has performed. Said certificate shall be receivable and 
accepted by the County Treasurer in payment of the commutation 
tax of the person to whom the certificate is granted, and shall be 
credited for the number of days so worked at the rate of two dol- 
lars per day. That two of the five days’ work must be completed 
by the 15th day of April in each year and another two days by the 
first day of September in each year, and thé remaining day by the 
15th day of December in each year; Provided, That all monies col- 
lected under this Act shall go to the credit of the road district, from 
which it was collected, and to be expended by the Road Commis- 
sioner in that district, and the Commissioner in expending the same 
shall place it upon the road or roads in the vicinity from whence 
it was collected, in so far as is practicable so to do: Provided, No 
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overseer other than one to whom person liable for road duty has 
been allotted by Commissioners for road work shall be allowed to 
sign road receipt for such person for road labor. 


§ 3. Act Further Amended—Credit for Partial Payment 
by Work on Roads.—Amend said Act further on the last line 
of Section 3 thereof by striking out the word and figures “one 
($1.00)” and inserting in lieu thereof the word and figures “two 
($2.00)” so that when so amended said section shall read as fol- 
lows: 


Section 3. That in the working of the roads under the provisions 
of this Act it shall be in the discretion of the Commissioner of each 
road district to accept horsepower, either in machinery or stock, to 
work upon such terms and conditions as the Commissioner may de- 
termine: Provided, That nothing in this Act shall be construed as 
prohibiting any person liable to road duty from furnishing a sub- 
stitute who will be acceptable to the overseer and the Road Com- 
missioner of the district: Provided, further, That any person who 
performs labor upon the public highway for part of the time required 
under Section 2 of this Act, and thereafter desires to pay the com- 
mutation tax, shall be credited for the number of days so worked 
at the rate of Two ($2.00) dollars per day. 


§ 4. Prosecutions for Evasion—Penalty for Failure to 
Prosecute.—Amend further said Act by striking out in Section 5 
on line three (3) thereof the words “Supervisor or,” and adding at 
the end of Section 5 the following, “Any Commissioner from said 
district who fails, neglects or refuses to prosecute according to the 
provisions of this Act shall be subject to like fine and to be removed 
from office” so that when so amended said section shall read as 
follows: 


Section 5. Any overseer failing or refusing to notify or warn out 
all hands within his jurisdiction according to Section 2 of this Act 
shall be prosecuted by'the Commissioner of said district, and upon 
conviction shall be fined not less than ten nor more than twenty-five 
dollars, or imprisonment for not less than ten nor more than twenty- 
five days upon the public works of the county. Any overseer who 
shall give a false certificate of work not performed upon the roads 
of the county shall be subject also to indictment, and upon convic- 
tion shall suffer like penalty. Any person notified to work upon 
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the public works of the county, as hereunder required, failing or re- 
fusing to do so, shall, upon conviction, be also subject to like fine 
and imprisonment. Any Commissioner from said district, who 
fails, neglects or refuses to prosecute according to the provisions of 
this Act, shall be subject to like fine and to be removed from office. 

§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

Section 1. Annual Tax on Dogs in Williamsburg County 
—Listing—Collection.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: There shall be levied on all dogs, 
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irrespective of age, in the County of Williamsburg, an annual tax 
of One ($1.00) Dollar, said property to be listed at the same time 
and in like manner as other personal property is listed, and tax to 
be collected at the same time as other taxes are now collected. 


§ 2. Credit of Proceeds to School Districts.—All taxes 
collected in pursuance of this Act shall be credited to the respective 
school districts in Williamsburg County from which the same shall 
be collected. . 


§ 3. Secs. (351) and (352), 1922, Code, Vol. III, Not 
Applicable.—That Sections 351 and 352 of the Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1922, Volume III, shall not apply to the County 
of Williamsburg.

Employees of the various counties of the State in so far as it effects

§ 2. Refund to Officers of Fees Paid County Treasurer— 
Receipts.—That all fees and costs collected by the Sheriff, Clerk 
of Court, and Judge of Probate under the provisions of this Act, 
and by them turned over to the County Treasurer, shall by said 
County Treasurer be paid back to the officers and a receipt from 
such officer or officers to the County Treasurer shall be a sufficient 
warrant of the County Treasurer for payment of the fees and costs 
received by him.

AN ACT to Provide a System of County Government for 
Georgetown County. 


Section 1. County Commissioners for Georgetown County 
—Appointment—Term—Residence—Removal.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That there shall be in and for Georgetown County a Board of 
County Commissioners composed of seven (7) members who shall 
be appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the Legis- 
lative Delegation of said County and who shall serve for two (2) 
years and until their respective successors are appointed and quali- 
fied: Provided, That the Seven (7) members herein to be appointed 
shall be composed of one of said members from each township in 
the County. Provided, further, That any member shall be removed 
by the Governor upon the request of a majority of the members of 
the Legislative Delegation from said County. 


§ 2. Board of County Commissioners — Jurisdiction — 
Quorum.—That the County Commissioners hereinabove provided 
for, together with the County Supervisor, shall constitute the Board 
of County Commissioners for Georgetown County, and this Board 
as so constituted shall have jurisdiction over the roads, bridges, 
ferrys, and all county affairs, and a majority of said Board as 
herein constituted shall be considered a quorum for the transaction 
of all business. 


§ 3. Chairman—Clerk—Bond of Clerk.—That said County 
Board of Commissioners shall, immediately after qualifying, meet 
and organize by electing one of their number as chairman, and may 
with the consent and approval of the County Legislative Delegation 
employ a clerk, whose duties and salary shall be fixed by the said 
Board of County Commissioners and the Legislative Delegation, 
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said Clerk shall enter into a bond in the sum of Five thousand 
($5,000.00) Dollars, for the faithful performance of his duties. 


§ 4. Commutation Road Tax.—That all able-bodied male 
persons, between the ages of twenty-one and fifty-five years, both 
inclusive, in the County of Georgetown, except those residing in the 
cities of Andrews and Georgetown, who are hereby exempt, shall 
be required annually to pay a capitation road tax of three ($3.00) 
dollars on or before the 31st day of December of each year, except 
ministers of the Gospel actually ‘in charge of a congregation, per- 
sons permanently disabled in the military service of this State and of 
the United States, which capitation tax must be paid by the person 
subject thereto to the County Treasurer, and on payment of the 
same a receipt shall be issued showing the date, amount and pur- 
pose for which paid, and signed by the person collecting the same: 
Provided, That any person claiming exemption from the provisions 
of this Act on the ground of physical disability, where such dis- 
ability is not apparent, shall be required to give a certificate of dis- 
ability from two regular physicians: Provided, That all persons 
who are liable for road duty in said county as is provided by law, 
in lieu of paying said commutation or road tax may perform six 
(6) days’ labor of ten (10) hours each on the highways. 


§ 5. Assessment and Collection of Commutation Tax.— 
That said capitation tax shall be due and payable at the same time 
that the poll tax of said county is due and payable, and shall be 
charged against all persons liable therefor by the County Auditor 
in the same manner as: poll taxes are now charged and shall be 
collected by the County Treasurer at the same time and in the same 
manner as poll taxes are now collected. 


§ 6. Evasion a Misdemeanor—Penalty.—Any person here-. 
under made liable. for the payment of said capitation road tax, who 
shall fail to make such payment when same is due, or not having 
performed labor as required, or who fails to list said tax at the 
time provided for listing the same with the Auditor, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction thereof, shall be punished 
by a fine in a sum not less than five ($5.00) Dollars and not more 
than ten ($10.00) Dollars, or by imprisonment for not less than 
ten (10) days nor more than thirty (30) days. 


§ 7. Returns for Road Tax—Lists.—Every person in said 
county liable for said road tax shall return himself for taxation for 
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such tax to the County Auditor of said county in each and every 
calendar year, between the first day of January and the twentieth 
day of February, and the County Auditor is hereby authorized and 
directed to solicit and take such returns, and he shall make out and 
deliver to the Township Assessors of the several townships, and a 
copy to the County Commissioners of said County, lists alphabeti- 
cally arranged of the names of the persons who have returned them- 
selves for taxation for such tax in their townships. The Township 
Assessors and County Commissioners shall add to said lists the 
names of all persons in the County liable for said tax, and who have 
not returned themselves to the County Auditor, and said lists shall 
be returned as promptly as possible to said County Auditor. Said 
County Auditor in each and every year, on or before the 15th day 
of October, shall make out and deliver a list of the names of all 
persons liable for said road tax in said county, alphabetically ar- 
ranged by townships, to the County Treasurer of said county. 


§ 8. Management of Chain gang.—The County Board of 
Commissioners shall have charge of the chain gang and all equip- 
ment and shall distribute its benefits among the various townships as 
impartially as possible, and shall appoint an overseer or overseers 
and guards therefor; but their compensation shall be fixed by the 
County Board of Commissioners. 


§ 9. Meetings of Board—Quorum—Majority Rules.— 
The County Board of Commissioners shall hold regular meetings on 
the first Tuesday after the first Monday in each month of the year, 
at the County Court House, for the transaction of business, and a 
majority of the said Board shall constitute a quorum: Provided, 
That in all matters regarding the county affairs a majority of said 
County Commissioners shall rule and be binding. 


§ 10. Compensation of Commissioners.—That each of said 
Commissioners shall receive as compensation for his services five 
($5.00) dollars per day and five (5¢) cents per mile for actual 
travel, for each day in actual attendance upon the meetings *of the 
Board of Commissioners, not to exceed twenty (20) days in any 
year, and that no Commissioner shall receive such per diem unless 
he was in actual attendance upon a meeting of the Board. 


§ 11. Duties of County Supervisor.—IJn addition to the 
‘duties of the County Supervisor as is now required by law he shall 
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be required to perform such duties as may be required of him by 
the Board of County Commissioners. 


§ 12. Purchase of Supplies.—All supplies of every descrip- 
tion whatever to be used by the County or any officer or any depart- 
ment thereof, and paid for out of the public funds, shall be pur- 
chased by the Board. Any officer needing supplies shall first file a 
written requisition with the Board, giving in detail a full description 
of the article or articles wanted, together with such other informa- 
tion as the Board may require. The Board shall carefully examine 
same and shall prepare a list of all supplies and equipment needed. 
They shall then advertise in one issue of a paper in Georgetown 
County and also serve written notice at least three days prior to 
the time of opening bids on the several business houses carrying 
such supplies as may be needed, inviting bids for such supplies and 
the contract of purchase shall be awarded to the lowest bidder. 
Provided, That in case of emergency the Board may make pur- 
chases when the cost of same does not exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dol- 
lars. For such purchase a majority of the Board shall certify on 
the claim therefor the necessity therefor. 


§ 13. Inventory of County Property — Records. —The 
Board shall require the Clerk, together with the supervisor, to im- 
mediately take an inventory of all personal property owned by the 
County, such as teams and road working equipment, tools and sup- 
plies for chain gang and for all other departments. The office record 
shall show at all times in whose possession said property should be 
and the party having same shall be supplied with a list of the prop- 
erty in his hands and shall be required to furnish to the County Com- 
missioners at the end of each month a complete inventory thereof. 


§ 14. “Bills Payable”? Record.—The County Commissioners 
shall keep a book of “Bills Payable,” in which he shall enter, as and 
when made, all notes for loans in anticipation of collection of taxes. 
The entries thereon shall show: (1) Note number; (2) date of 
note; (3) date due; (4) payee; (5) amount; (6) rate of interest; 
(7) date paid. Said notes shall be numbered in the order in which 
they may be executed. 


§ 15. “Bond Book.”—The County Commissioners shall keep 
a book called “Bond Book,” in which shall be entered all bonds out- 
standing and hereafter issued. This book shall be printed and ruled 
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with appropriate columns, showing: (1) Series number; (2) title 
of bends; (3) date of issue; (4) date due; (5) interest rate; (6) 
interest payable; (7) interest amount due January 1; (8) interest 
amount due July 1; (9) number of bonds; (10) bond number; (11) 
denomination ; (12) total value issued; (13) remarks. 


§ 16. Appropriations not to be Over-Drawn.—The County 
Supervisor and the Board of Commissioners are hereby prohibited 
from drawing any warrant upon the County Treasurer to be paid 
out of any of the several funds specifically appropriated for any 
purpose other than that for which the same shall have been so ap- 
propriated, and it shall be unlawful for the County Treasurer to 
pay any such inhibited warrant. It shall be unlawful. for the 
County Supervisor, County Board of Commissioners, or any mem- 
ber thereof, to create, by contract, express or implied, any obligation 
against the county which, with the obligation then existing and 
chargeable to any particular item of appropriation, shall exceed the 
amount specifically appropriated therefor: Provided, That in case 
of emergency, with the written consent of the County Delegation, 
this requirement may be dispensed with. Should the County Super- 
visor, County Board of Commissioners, or any member thereof, 
violate the provisions of the paragraph next preceding in this Sec- 
tion, the claim resulting therefrom shall be declared null and void 
as against the County, and the officer offending shall be held responsi- 
ble to the claimant therefor upon his official bond. It is hereby 
made the duty of the County Supervisor and County Board of Com- 
missioners to so apportion the appropriation for maintenance of 
convicts and road working organization as to cover the total ex~- 
penses on account of these items for the entire fiscal year for which 
they may be respectively appropriated. Provided, That no claim 
or any kind of indebtedness against the County shall be paid by any 
officer or employee of said Ccunty except upon a regular issued 
warrant duly approved by the Board of County Commissioners and 
signed by the Chairman and countersigned by the Clerk of said 
Board of Commissioners. 


§ 17. Warrants.—The County Supervisor shall state upon 
each warrant drawn by him upon the County Treasurer the item of 
the appropriation in the County Supply Act on account of which it 
shall have been drawn; he shall also, in a tabulated form upon said 
warrant, state the amount of such appropriation, the amount there- 
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tofore drawn against it, the amount of the warrant then drawn and 
the balance against which future warrants may be drawn. No war- 
rant shall be paid by the County Treasurer or be allowed as a credit 
to him in his settlement unless it conform with this requirement. 


§ 18. Records Required to be Kept.—The County Commis- 
sioners shall have the Clerk of the Board to keep a clear and concise 
record of all payments made through their office, keeping a separate 
account for the chain gang; another for each of the forces employed 
by the County, another for all work done by contract, another for 
bridge work, another showing equipment purchased and a general 
account, and such account shall be kept in such a manner as to show 
clearly the transactions covered thereby, showing as far as possible, 
what road such sums were spent on, class of work done, and in what 
township located, and such accounts shall be open to public inspec- 
tion. 


§ 19. Reports from Superintendent of Chain Gang and 
Foreman of Road Forces—Estimates.—The Superintendent of 
the chain gang and the foreman of all other forces employed by the 
County shall file in the office of the County Commissioners for 
public inspection, on the first day of every month, a statement show- 
ing the number of hands, number of mules, and the equipment 
worked under him during the preceding months, the mileage of road 
worked, what kind of work done, what roads worked, what equip- 
ment purchased for his force, what supplies consumed, what repairs 
and by whom made; and shall give the Commissioners an estimate 
of the supplies and new equipment needed for his force for the ensu- 
ing month; and for his failure to file said statement and estimate 
shall be liable to forfeit his pay. 


§ 20. Letting of Contracts.—All the contracts by the said 
Board for any amount exceeding twenty ($20.00) Dollars shall be 
let by competitive bid, ten days’ notice to be given before such work 
is to begin, by posting three notices in three public places, one of 
which must be posted where the work is to be done and one upon 
the Court House door. 


§ 21. County Borrowings.—Should the County Board of 
Commissioners find it necessary to borrow money for any fiscal year 
for County Expenses in advance of the collection of taxes therefor, 
as provided and authorized by law, they shall insert an advertisement 
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in a County and State newspaper for at least three weeks, in at least 
three issues thereof, setting forth the amount wanted and when the 
same will be paid, and asking for competitive bids on terms and the 
rate of interest, and all money borrowed shall be at the best terms 
and at the lowest rate of interest the Board can get. 


§ 22. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 23. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide a Tax Collector for the County of 
Calhoun, Define His Duties and Powers and to Fix His 
Compensation. , 


Section 1. Tax Collector for Calhoun County—Appoint- 
ment—Removal—Vacancies.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: There shall be appointed 
for the County of Calhoun one discreet person to be known as 
“Tax Collector,” such appointment to be made by the Governor upon 
the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative Delegation of 
said County. The said Tax Collector shall be subject to removal 
at any time by the Governor upon the recommendation of a majority 
of the Legislative Delegation of the said County, and any vacancy 
occurring in said office for any reason to be filled by appointment 
by the Governor, upon the recommendation of the Legislative Dele- 
gation of said County. 


§ 2. Term.—The term of office of such Tax Collector shall be 
for a period of two (2) years, unless he is sooner removed from 
office as herein provided. 


§ 3. Tax Executions.—Immediately upon the expiration of 
the time allowed by law for the payment of taxes in any year, the 
County Treasurer shall issue, in the name of the State a warrant or 
execution in duplicate against such defaulting taxpayer in his county, 
signed by him in his official capacity, directed to the tax collector of 
this county requiring and commanding him to levy the same by 
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distress and sale of so much of the defaulting taxpayer’s estate, real 
or personal, or both, as may be sufficient to satisfy the taxes, State, 
school, county and special, of such defaulter, specifying therein the 
aggregate amount of his taxes, as well as the amount of each fund; 
which warrant or execution shall run substantially in these words 
(filling the blank to suit each case), viz. :

§ 4. Fees of County Treasurer and of Tax Collector.— 
The Treasurer for every such warrant issued shall have from each 
defaulter one ($1.00) dollar, and the tax collector herein provided 
for shall take from each defaulter the following fees: In the execu- 
tion of his office, to wit: 


For'serving each warrant 05004 00 Diadeew segs aake eva $1.00 be- 
sides mileage at the rate of five cents for each mile actually traveled 
in executing the warrant; for advertising sale twenty-five cents; for 
making sale and executing deed of conveyance and putting purchaser 
in possession, ............-.0006- $3.00, and for all sums levied as 
aforesaid, five per cent., and the said tax collector is prohibited from 
demanding or collecting any greater sum therefor than is hereby al- 
lowed, and neither the Treasurer nor the Tax Collector herein shall 
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receive fees upon nulla bona return: Provided, That the said 
County may by majority of vote of the Legislative Delegation sup- 
plement the fees of the said tax collector, by salary to be provided 
in the county supply bill or otherwise. 


§ 5. Sales Under Tax Executions.—Under and by virtue of 
said warrant or execution the said tax collector shall seize and take 
exclusive possession of so much of the defaulting taxpayer’s estate, 
real or personal or both, as may be necessary to raise the sum of 
money named therein and said charges thereon and proceed to ad- 
vertise and sell same and otherwise act in regard thereto as is pro- 
vided for Sheriff’s sale under Section 522 of the Code of Laws of 
1922, Volume III. 


§ 6. Duties of Sheriff, Devolved—Duties of Tax Collec- 
tor—Executions Now Outstanding.—It is understood and is 
declared by this Act that all powers, duties, and authority now vested 
in the Sheriff of said County, as to the collection of delinquent taxes, 
seizure and sale of property, the making of deeds, etc., is hereby 
conferred, upon the tax collector herein named, and he is hereby 
given full power and authority to carry into effect all the laws now 
pertaining to the execution of delinquent taxes, the making of deeds 
under tax execution sale, etc., the same as is now provided for the 
Sheriff, and the Sheriff of the said County, is hereby relieved from 
collection of any delinquent taxes after the approval of this Act by 
the Governor: Provided, The said tax collector shall within two 
days after his appointment to such office make demand upon the 
county treasurer of Calhoun County for lists of all tax executions 
issued by him and then in the hands of the Sheriff of Calhoun 
County, and the Treasurer of Calhoun County is hereby directed and 
required to furnish such list or lists of tax executions, with the names 
of the delinquents, dates and amounts, to the said tax collector within 
ten (10) days after such demand is made upon him; and when such 
lists have been furnished the said Tax Collector by the said Treas- 
urer as herein required, he shall make immediate demand upon the 
Sheriff of Calhoun County for all tax executions in the hands of the 
said Sheriff, and the said Sheriff within two (2) days after such 
demand is made upon him, is hereby directed and required to turn 
over to the said tax collector all tax executions in his hands of every 
kind and of every year and date whatsoever; and the said tax col- 
lector shall within two (2) days after the Sheriff has turned over - 
to him such tax executions, make a full report of same to the County 
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Treasurer, same to be checked by the said Treasurer and to become 
chargeable against the tax collector for collection; and the said 
Sheriff of Calhoun County is hereby directed and required to make 
within fifteen (15) days after the passage of this Act, a full and 
complete settlement of all taxes collected by him, to the county 
treasurer of Calhoun County, and to pay over all moneys collected 
by him to the said treasurer. 


§ 7. Settlements of Tax Collector—Reports.—The said 
tax collector shall be required to make settlement with the treasurer 
on the first of every month, and make a written report upon all ex- 
ecutions with respect to nonpayment, error, double entries, nudla 
bona returns or any other necessary report connected therewith, so 
that the County Auditor or other officer charged with the duty may 
check up with the treasurer. He shall also report to the County 
Auditor any executions which are uncollectible and the Auditor shall 
so mark it on the tax books and abstract of tax executions. He 
shall assist the County Auditor in listing upon tax books, persons, 
firms, or corporations who are escaping taxation. 


§ 8. Provisions of Act Mandatory — Duty of County 
Supervisor—of County Attorney.—That the provisions of this 
Act as to the several officers herein named are mandatory and not 
discretionary and upon failure or refusal of any or either of them 
to do the things therein directed and required to be done by them, 
or either or any of them, then the supervisor of Calhoun County 
shall immediately bring and institute in the Courts mandamus or 
such other proceedings as may be proper or necessary to carry into_ 
effect the provisions of this Act. And the County Attorney is here- 
by directed to advise all officers herein named of their respective 
duties herein required of them, and whenever necessary take such 
legal steps, at the direction of the County Supervisor, in the enforce- 
ment of same. 

§ 9. Bond of Tax Collector.—Before taking the office the 
tax collector of the county shall give bond in the sum of Five Thou- 
sand ($5,000.00) Dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance 
of his duty. This bond shall be in the form now prescribed or used 
by the Sheriff. 

§ 10. All Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 


§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Require all Members of the Board of School 
Trustees for Oconee County to be Elected, Setting the 
Date of Said Election and Providing for the Conduct 
of the Same. 


Section 1. Trustees of School Districts in Oconee County 
to be Elected—Terms—Conduct of Election.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
the Boards of School Trustees of the several districts in Oconee 
County shall be elected on the first Saturday in April, 1925. In 
this election the person elected who receives the highest number of 
ballots shall hold office for six years; the person elected who re- 
ceives the next highest number of ballots shall hold office for four 
years, and the person elected who receives the least number of 
ballots shall serve for two years: Provided, That in case there be 
a tie, the Superintendent of Education shall have the power to desig- 
nate the term of office for each who tied ; Provided, That the Super- 
intendent of Education shall give at least two weeks’ notice of said 
election in three public places in the school districts to be held at the 
several schoolhouses in the several districts, appoint the managers 
and furnish a sufficient number of ballots to be voted thereat, re- 
ceive the returns in writing, file the same in his office as a public 
record, declare the result and notify the persons elected as provided 
in this section. 


§ 2. Election of Successors.—That on the first Saturday in 
April, of years after the election of 1925, and each two years there- 
after there shall be held an election to fill the vacancy of the retiring 
trustees. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Require the Custodians of Public Funds of the 
County of Georgetown to Deposit Same in One or More 
Banks of Said County and to Require Such Bank or 
Banks in Which Said Funds Are Deposited to Execute 
Security to the County of Georgetown for Such Deposit 
and to Require al] Loans of Said County to be Made 
Upon Competitive Bids. 


Section 1. Deposit of Public Funds in Georgetown County 
—Security Required.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That on and after the approval of 
this Act by the Governor all public funds of the County of George- 
town shall be deposited by the custodian or custodians of such public 
fund or funds in one or more banks or banking institutions within 
the said County; Provided, That the bank or banks receiving such 
fund or funds for deposit shall execute a bond, either personal or 
indemnity, or pledge sufficient collateral as security conditioned to 
pay the County of Georgetown any sum or sums, together with in- 
terest, loss or damage, that may be suffered by the County of George- 
town by reason of the failure of said bank or banks or banking in- 
stitution, or refusal of said bank, banks or banking institution to 
keep the said funds safely and repay the same with any accrued in- 
terest; such security either in a personal or indemnity bond or col- 
lateral shall be approved by the County Commissioners and the 
County Attorney of said County. 


§ 2. Competitive Bids for Deposits—Award of Deposits. 
—No funds shall be deposited in any bank by any public officer or 
officers of the County of Georgetown except upon competitive bids 
from reliable and responsible bidders, which bids shall be awarded | 
after due advertisement and notice in one or more newspapers of 
the County of Georgetown, in two weekly issues of said paper and 
by mailing notices to each bank and banking institution within the 
said County: Provided, The bank making the most advantageous 
bid shall be entitled to and receive all deposits of said County for 
the year, if such bank or banking institution complies with the 
requirements of this Act as to security; Provided, further, That if 
two or more banks make the same bid the funds shall be divided 
between such banks in proportion to their capital stock and surplus, 
and if such bank or banks cannot furnish sufficient security for all 
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deposits as provided herein, the bank or banks making the next best 
bid shali be given the amount of the deposits in excess of the first 
bank or banks ability to secure such funds: Provided, That if no 
bank in Georgetown County will comply with the provisions of this 
Act, then the County officers will have the authority to invite bids 
from banks outside of the County and make deposits of county 
funds in the bank or banks making the most advantageous bid 
and complying with the provisions of this Act. 


§ 3. Security to be Immediately Secured for Present and 
Future Deposits—Custody of Collateral.—The County Treas- 
urer of Georgetown County and any other officer of said county who 
have any funds now on hand are hereby required to, immediately 
upon the passage of this Act, obtain proper security for such funds 
now on deposit, as well as any funds hereafter to be deposited, and 
if any bank or banks in which there are now deposited any of the 
County funds of Georgetown County shall fail or refuse to give 
security as required in this Act, such funds shall be immediately 
withdrawn from such bank and placed in some other bank or banks 
who will provide security as now required. All collateral when so 
approved and accepted as herein provided, shall be turned over to 
the Clerk of Court for safe keeping and the said Clerk of Court 
shall give to the County Commissioners an itemized receipt for the 
same and immediately place said collateral in a safety box in some 
bank. 


§ 4. Penalty for Violation by Public Officer.—Any public 
officer of the County of Georgetown who shall fail, refuse or neglect 
to comply with the terms and provisions of this Act shall be deemed 
guilty of misconduct in office and it shall be the duty of the Governor, 
upon the facts being made known to him, to remove said officer or 
officers summarily from office.

AN ACT to Amend Section 20 of Volume 2 of the Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Relating to the Failure 
of Husband to Support Wife and Children, so as to 
Increase the Bond and the Penalty. 


Section 1. Sec. (20), 1922, Code, Vol. II, (Criminal 
Laws) Amended—Failure of Husband or Father to Furnish 
Support—Penalty—Bond—Use of Fine.—Be it enacted by the 
General’ Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 
20 of Volume 2 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, relat- 
ing to the failure of husband to support wife and children, be, and 
the same is hereby amended by adding after the word “man” and 
before the word “who” on line one of said Section, the following: 
“Or a man capable of earning or making a livelihood.” Amend 
further by adding after the word “dollars” on line six of said Sec- 
tion the words “nor more than fifteen hundred dollars, or both.” 
Amend further by striking out all of said Section after the word 
“than” on line eight, and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 
“$100.00 nor more than $3,000.00, under such terms and conditions 
as the Court in its discretion may deem wise and proper for the 
maintenance and support of the defendant’s wife or minor unmar- 
ried child or children. He shall not be imprisoned or the fine im- 
posed until the condition of said bond is broken. Provided, fur- 
ther, If a fine be imposed the Court may in its discretion order that 
a portion of the fine be paid to a proper and suitable person or 
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agency for the maintenance and support of defendant’s wife or 
minor unmarried child or children.” So that said Section when 
so amended shall read as follows, to wit: 


Section 20. Any able-bodied man or a man capable of earning 
or making a livelihood who shall, without just cause or excuse, 
abandon or fail to supply the actual necessaries of life to his wife 
or to his minor, unmarried child or children dependent upon him, 
shall be ‘deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction 
thereof, shall be imprisoned for a term of not exceeding one year, 
or be liable to a fine of not less than three hundred dollars nor more 
than fifteen hundred dollars, or both, in the discretion of the Court. 
Provided, That if he, either before or after conviction, shall give 
bond, with one or more sureties, approved by the Clerk of the 
Court, in the sum of not less than $100.00, nor more than $3,000.00, 
under such terms and conditions as the Court in its discretion may 
deem: wise. and proper for the maintenance and support of the de- 
fendant’s wife or minor unmarried child or children. He shall not 
be imprisoned or the fine imposed until the condition of said bond 
is broken: Provided, further, If a fine be imposed the Court may 
in its discreticn order that a portion of the fine be paid to a proper 
and suitable person or agency for the maintenance and support of 
defendant’s wife or minor unmarried child or children. 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act be, and 
the same are hereby repealed. .

the First Volume of the Code of Laws of 1912, the said City Treas- 
urer of the city of Charleston shall annually (including the year 
1919) levy and collect, at the same time as the city taxes of said 
city, a tax of four mills on the dollar on all taxable property in the 
said city, which said tax shall be in the city treasury, as public money 
protected by the official bond of the said City Treasurer, and shall 
be paid by the City Treasurer to the City Board of Public School 
Commissioners of the city of Charleston upon the warrant of the 
said Board, and be held by the said Board as a fund to be applied by 
said Board from time to time, or at such time or times as said Board 
shall deem expedient to the purchase of property and the erection, 
improvement or alteration of buildings and their equipment, to 
furnish additional school facilities and for education purposes in the 
city of Charleston, or any one or more of said purposes.

AN ACT to Amend Section Two of an Act Known as Act 
No. 731 of the Acts of 1924, Relating to Roads in the 
Highway System, Cost, etc., so as to Change the Cost 
of Hard Surface and Top Soil Roads. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 1193), Amended— 
Limit of Cost of State Highways.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That section two of 
an Act known as Act No. 731 of the Acts of 1924, be, and the same 
is hereby amended by striking out all after the word “Roads” on line 
thirteen through the word “or” on line fourteen and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following: “Exclusive of grading and bridges over 
twenty feet in length.” Amend further by striking out all after 
the word “mile” on line fifteen to the word “and” on line sixteen. 
Amend further by striking out all after the word “mile” on line 
fifteen down to the word “provided” on line nineteen and insert in 
lieu thereof the following: “Exclusive of grading and bridges over 
twenty feet in length.” Amend further by striking out the proviso 
beginning on line twenty-eight, so that said Section when so amended 
shall read as follows: 


Section 2. That the State Highway Department is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to build and construct the roads above de- 
scribed and any and all necessary bridges along the same routes 
from the funds herein provided it being understood that these sec- 
tions of roads do not constitute the entire mileage on the State 
routes herein mentioned, but are, for the purpose of this Act, to 
be considered as a State Highway System. The complete State 
Highway System will be understood to mean the system of highways 
in effect at the present time with whatever changes are made neces- 
sary by the contents of this Bill, together with such other roads as 
may be added from time to time with the approval of the Highway 
Commission. That the average cost of the hard-surfaced roads, 
exclusive of grading and bridges over twenty feet in length, which 
shall be built, shall not exceed in any one year Thirty Thousand 
($30,000.00) Dollars per mile: Provided, however, That the State 
Highway Commission may use such funds as may be necessary to 
remove any railroad crossings which are, in the opinion of said 
Commission, dangerous: Provided, That no county in the State 
shall have constructed two hard-surfaced cross-county roads, until

every other county in the State has one hard-surfaced road across 
the county. The State Highway Commission is hereby authorized 
to establish such belt lines, not exceeding two miles in length as it 
deems proper and justifiable, and to construct and maintain such belt 
lines from the funds herein provided.”

AN ACT to Authorize the Appointment of Tax Collectors 
in Georgetown County and to Fix Their Duties and 
Compensation. 


Section 1. Tax Collectors in Georgetown County—Ap- 
pointment—Removal.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: There shall be appointed in the 
County of Georgetown one, or more, discreet persons to be known 
as Tax Collectors, such appointment to be made by the Governor 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative Delega- 
tion from the said County, and the said Tax Collector shall be for 
proper cause liable to removal by the Governor upon the recom- 
mendation of a majority of the members of the Legislative Delega- 
tion. 


§ 2. Term—Bond.—That the term of office of the said Tax 
Collectors shall commence immediately at the passage of this Act 
and remain in full force and effect for one year, and they ‘shall enter 
into a bond in the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars each 
for the faithful performance of their duties, such bond to be ap- 
proved by the Clerk of the Court of Georgetown County and the 
premium on same be paid out of the county funds. 


§ 3. To Receive Certain Tax Executions—Receipts.—Im- 
mediately upon the appointment and qualification of the said Tax 
Collectors, the Sheriff of Georgetown County is hereby authorized 
and required to turn over to said Tax Collectors all Tax executions 
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in his hands for all years prior to the taxes of 1923, taking from said 
Tax Collectors a receipt in duplicate for such executions turned 
over, filing one receipt with the Treasurer of Georgetown County, 
which receipt shall be held until the final settlement between the 
Sheriff and the Comptroller General and the Treasurer, and a credit 
allowed on all executions turned over to said Tax Collectors. 

§ 4. Duties of Sheriff Devolved.—It is understood and is 
declared by this Act that all power, duties and authority now vested 
in the Sheriff of Georgetown County as to the collecting of delin- 
quent taxes, seizure and sale of property, and the making of deeds, 
etc., for all years prior to the year 1924 is hereby conferred upon the 
Tax Collectors herein named and they are hereby given full power 
and authority to carry into effect all the laws now pertaining to the 
execution of delinquent taxes prior to the year 1924, the making of 
deeds under tax executions, sales, etc., the same as is now provided 
for the Sheriff of said County and that the Sheriff of Georgetown 
County is relieved from the collection of any delinquent taxes prior 
to the taxes of 1923. 


§ 5. Settlements of Tax Collectors—Reports.—That the 
said Tax Collectors shall be required to make settlement with the 
Treasurer on the first of every month and make a written report 
upon all executions with respect to nonpayments, error, double 
entries, nulla bona returns, or any other necessary report connected 
therewith, so that the County Auditor or other officer charged with 
the duty may check up with the Treasurer. He shall also report to 
the County Auditor any executions which are uncollectible and the 
Auditor shall so mark it on the tax books, they shall also assist the 
County Auditor in listing upon the tax books persons, firms or cor- 
porations who are escaping taxation. : 


§ 6. Compensation.—The said Tax Collectors as compensa- 
tion for their services herein shall collect from the taxpayer a fee 
of One ($1.00) Dollar and mileage at the rate of five (5¢) cents 
per mile actually traveled, and such other penalty as may be fixed by 
law, and the same fees in case of sale of property as now allowed, 
and the said Tax Collectors are prohibited from demanding or col- 
lecting any greater sum therefor than is hereby allowed and neither 

_the Treasurer nor the Collectors shall receive fees upon nulla bona 
returns. Provided, That the delinquent taxpayer shall not be re- 
quired to pay any amount in excess of the $1.00 fee and mileage 
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for the tax collector herein and the amount of his taxes plus such 
interest as shall have accrued by reason of default payment. 


§ 7. County Treasurer’s Accounts.—The County Treasurer 
of Georgetown County is hereby directed and required to open up 
and keep an account with said tax collectors, charging up to said 
accounts all delinquent taxes turned over to him by the Sheriff as 
is shown by the receipt and credit said accounts with such moneys 
and nulla bona executions as the tax collectors may turn over from 
time to time. 


§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

Number of Trustees in Windsor School Dis- 
trict, Aiken County—Term.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: On or before the first day 
of April, 1925, the County Board of Education for Aiken County 
is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to appoint a Board of 
School Trustees for Consolidated School District known as Windsor, 
in Aiken County, consisting of five (5) members, whose term of 
office shall be for two (2) years. 


§ 2. Powers—-Predecessors to Cease to. Function.—The 
Board of Trustees provided for in Section 1 of this Act shall have

Purposes. 


Section 1. Lands in Beaufort County Granted to United 
States—Jurisdiction.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the right, title and interest of 
this State to and in, and the jurisdiction of this State over, the fol- 
lowing described lands, situated in Beaufort Couny in this State, 
be and the same is hereby, granted and ceded to the United States

of America for military purposes in providing for a road to and from 
the United States Training Station, to wit: A strip of land Two 
Hundred (200) feet wide, beginning at a point near the Training 
Station on Parris Island marked E on a plat showing the proposed 
location extending from said point across the marshes and along 
the edge of Horse Island to a point on Jericho Island marked M on 
said plat in such direction as the United States Government may 
decide: Provided, That there is hereby reserved to this State a 
concurrent jurisdiction of criminal causes cognizable under the 
laws of this State and for the execution upon or within said land of 
all process, civil and criminal, lawfully issued by the Courts of this 
State and not incompatible with this cession. 


§ 2. Title of Any Owners to be Acquired.—That the grant 
hereinbefore made is upon condition that it shall not be effectual as 
to any portion of the premises embraced in the foregoing description, 
in or to which any person or persons have now any right, title or 
interest, or upon which any person or persons now own or have build- 
ings, structures or improvements, until the United States of America 
shall have compensated such person or persons for such right, title 
and interest, and for such buildings, structures and improvements, 
and shall have acquired the right, title and interest of such person 
or persons thereto or therein. 


§ 3. Condemnation.—That in case of the failure of the United 
States of America, and any person interested as aforesaid, or owner 
as aforesaid, to agree upon proper compensation to be paid, as 
above provided, the United States of America be, and hereby. is, 
authorized to have the same determined by the verdict of a jury, 
upon application by petition to the Court of Common Pleas of 
Beaufort County, which Court shall have exclusive jurisdiction of 
the same, and which petition shall be served as by law a summons 
in a civil action in said Court is required to be served: and the said 
cause shall be heard, without delay, at a term of Court, and under 
the direction of the presiding Judge thereof, and such determination 
shall be final and without appeal; and upon the amount so found 
being paid, with all costs of the proceedings (if any), the right, 
title and interest of such person or owner thereto and therein shall 
vest in the United States of America.

State Highway Department May Dispose of 
Worn Out Equipment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the State Highway Depart- 
ment is authorized to sell any materials or equipment owned by it, 
after such equipment has become entirely tunserviceable and can be 
properly classed as junk. 


§ 2. Procedure to Determine Unserviceableness.—That 
the State Highway Commission may determine the procedure to be 
followed in establishing that any particular material or equipment is 
in fact junk. 


§ 3. Sales.—That all sales of unserviceable materials and equip- 
ment by the State Highway Department shall be made in public to 
the highest bidder, after advertising for fifteen days, and that the 
funds derived from such sales shall be turned over to the State 
Treasurer and credited by him to the State Highway Fund.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: Amend an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the Compen- 
sation of County Officers and Employees of Georgetown County,” 
known as Act No. 700 of the Acts of 1924, by striking out all of 
Section 1 of said Act and inserting in lieu thereof the following, to 
be known as Section 1: 


Section 1. That after January 1, 1925, the County Officers of 
Georgetown County shall receive the compensation as herein pro- 
vided, and such salaries shall be in lieu of all other fees or compen- 
sation either directly or indirectly from the County or State, except 
the Sheriff who shall receive five (5¢) cents per mile actual travel — 
in serving legal civil processes: Clerk of Court, $3,000.00; Sheriff, 
$3,000.00; County Supervisor $2,000.00; County Superintendent 
of Education $1,500.00; County Auditor $2,400.00; County Treas- 
urer $2,400.00: Provided, That the salary herein made for County 
Auditor and Treasurer shall be inclusive of the amount paid by 
the State, Probate Judge $1,000.00; Corcner $25.00, and $10.00.

AN ACT to Authorize Cities to Sell and Dispose of Lighting 
and Ice Plants. 


Section 1. Special Elections in Cities Upon Sale of Elec- 
tric or Ice Plants.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: Should the City Council, or any 
Board controlling the same, of any city in this State, which owns 
its electric light plant and ice plant, at any time receive an offer for 
such Electric Light Plant, or Ice Plant, either or both, of said city, 
the said City Council, or any board controlling the same, is hereby 
authorized and empowered to order a special election in said City 
for the purpose of determining whether or not the said offer shall 
be accepted. 


§ 2. Notice of Election.—In the event such election be 
ordered, four weeks notice thereof shall be given by publication of 
the same in a newspaper of general circulation in such city, once in 
each week for four weeks preceding the date of such election; the 
said notice to contain in substance the terms of the offer for said 


property. 
§ 3. Conduct of Election—Electors.—The said City Council, 
or any board controlling the same, shall conduct the said election, 
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appoint managers therefor, and canvass and declare the result there- 
of, in the manner now provided by law in reference to general elec- 
tions in said City, and all qualified electors of said City registered 
at the last general election therein, and all persons who have since 
become qualified electors, shall be entitled to vote in the said elec- 
tion. 


§ 4. Registration.—For said Election, the City Registration 
Books shall be opened three weeks previous thereto, and remain 
open for one week, for the purpose of registering all persons who 
shall have become qualified electors since the last election in said 
City. 


§ 5. Effect of Vote in Favor of Sale.—That in the event 
the result of said election is in favor of the acceptance of the offer 
so submitted to the people, the City Council, or any board controll- 
ing same, of such City is hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to accept the same, and complete the sale by the conveyance to the 
purchaser of the property purchased and to execute and deliver 
proper deeds of conveyance therefor. 


§ 6. Contract for Operation in Event of Sale—Rates.— 
In connection with such sale, such City Council, or any board con- 
trolling the same, is further authorized and empowered to make and 
enter into an agreement with the purchaser or purchasers for the 
operation of the property so purchased, and the furnishing to the 
people of the said city electric current or ice, or both, as the case may 
be, and to fix maximum rates therefor, during such period as may 
then be agreed upon.

AN ACT for the Designation of a State Port and the Crea- 
tion of a-State Port Development Commission to Serve 
Without Compensation and for Other Purposes. 


Section 1. Port of Charleston Declared State Port.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The Port of Charleston is hereby declared the State Port of South 
Carolina. 


§ 2. State Commission of Port Development-——Duties.— 
The Governor is directed to appoint a State Commission of Port 
Development to serve without compensation, to investigate and ad- 
vise upon the best methods to be pursued in the increase of the 
service of said port to the citizens of the whole State. 


§ 3. Personnel of Commission — Terms of Office — Ex- 
penses.—Said Commission shall be composed of five (5) members 
to wit: 


1. The Chairman of the Port Utilities Commission of Charleston, 
ex officio, to serve as chairman. 


2. Four members from the State at large. 


-The four members appointed are to be designated for terms of 
one, two, three and four years, and each successor to be appointed 
for a period of four years thereafter. The actual expenses of the 
members of the Commission in attending meetings thereof may be 
paid by the Port Utilities Commission of Charleston out of its own 
funds. 


§ 4. Compensation, etc., From State.—All members of 
said Commission not to receive any compensation, per diem, mileage 
or otherwise from the State of South Carolina. 


§ 5. Act Not Prejudicial to Other Ports.—Nothing in this 
Act contained shall be construed as in anywise intended to be prej- 
udicial to any other Port of the State. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Establish and Provide for a County Court in 
the County of Orangeburg. 


Section 1. Election on Establishment of County Court in 
Orangeburg County — Date — Notice — Ballots — Re- 
sult.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That on the Fourth Tuesday in June, 1925, an election 
shall be held in the County of Orangeburg upon the question of the 
establishment of a County Court for Orangeburg County; that 
notice of such election shall be published in one or more newspapers | 
and the Commissioners of State Election for said County shall con- 
duct the said election as General Elections are conducted in this State; 
that ballots shall be provided in the following form: “Shall a 
County Court be established for the County of Orangeburg?” and 
upon this question the qualified voters shall vote “yes” or “no.” 
In the event that a majority of the qualified electors voting in said 
election shall vote “yes” upon such question, then a County Court 
shall be, and hereby, is forthwith established, in.and for the said 
County of Orangeburg, with such jurisdiction, powers and limita- 
tions as may be hereinafter provided. 


§ 2. County Judge — Appointment — Qualifications — 
Oath—Term—Vacancy.—(a) That immediately upon the de- 
termination of the result of the said election, if it be in favor of the 
establishment of a County Court, the Governor shall appoint a 
County Judge upon the recommendation of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Orangeburg County Bar Association, at a meeting to be 
held by the said Orangeburg County Bar Association, of which five 
days’ notice shall be given by mail to the members thereof by its 
Chairman. The County Judge shall be a resident practicing attor- 
ney of the Orangeburg County Bar, and shall qualify and take the 
oath of office provided for Circuit Judges. That the term of office 
of the County Judge shall be four years from the date of his qualifi- 
cation, and he shall serve until his successor is likewise appointed 
and shall have qualified. In case of a vacancy in such office, the 
Governor shall appoint his successor for the unexpired term in like 
manner upon the recommendation of the Orangeburg County Bar . 
Association. 


(b) County Solicitor — Appointment = Term — Elec- 
tion of Successors—Vacancy.—That there shall be appointed 
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by the Governor, upon the recommendation of the Orangeburg 
County Bar Association, a County Solicitor, who shall qualify and 
be commissioned by the Governor as in the case of Circuit Solicitors. 
The County Solicitor so appointed shall serve until the next ensuing 
general election, at which his successor shall be elected for a term of 
four years, and at every alternate general election thereafter there 
shall be an election for County Solicitor for a term of four years, 
who shall serve until his successor has been elected or appointed and 
shall have qualified. In case of a vacancy in the office of County 
Solicitor the same shall be filled by appointment by the Governor 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the members of the 
Orangeburg’ County Bar Association, by ballot, such appointee to 
hold until the next ensuing general election thereafter, at which time 
there shall be elected a County Solicitor for the unexpired term only. 


§ 3. Jurisdiction of Court.—(a) That the said County Court 
shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the Court of Common Pleas 
in all civil cases and special proceedings, both at law and in equity, 
in which the amount demanded in the complaint does not exceed 
Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars, or in which the value of the 
property involved does not exceed Three Thousand ($3,000.00) 
Dollars; and in all other civil cases and special proceedings, both 
at law and in equity, in which there is no money demanded, or in 
which the right-involved cannot be measured or fixed by any mone- 
tary value. 


(b) That the said County Court shall have concurrent jurisdic- 
tion with the Court of General Sessions in all criminal cases, except 
murder, manslaughter, rape, or attempt to rape, arson, common law 
burglary, bribery, perjury and forgery; and concurrent jurisdiction 
with the Magistrate Courts in all criminal cases within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Magistrate Courts. 


(c) That the said County Court shall have concurrent jurisdic- 
tion with the Court of Common Pleas and the Court of General ” 
Sessions, respectively, to hear and determine all appeals in civil cases 
and criminal cases, respectively, from judgments rendered by the 
. Magistrate Courts, and all other inferior Courts; and the proceedings 
on: such appeals shall be the same as now provided for appeals in 
such cases from the Magistrate Courts to the Court of Common 
Pleas and the Court of General Sessions, respectively. 
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§ 4. To be a Court of Record—Seal—Presumption as to 
Proceedings.—That the said County Court shall be a Court of 
Record and have a seal inscribed with the words: “County Court 
of Orangeburg County”; and the same presumption in favor of its 
jurisdiction and the validity of its judgments and decrees shall hold 
as in the case of jurisdiction, judgments and decrees of the Circuit 
Courts. 


§ 5. General Laws Applicable Unless Inconsistent— 
Entry of Judgments—Procedure in Minor Criminal Cases.— 
That the general laws and statutory provisions, and rules of Court, 
applicable generally to the Circuit Courts of this State, and the trials 
of cases therein, shall apply to said County Court and to the con- 
duct and trial of cases therein where not inconsistent with this Act: 
Provided, That any judgment rendered may be entered upon the 
third day after such rendition, or upon the same day with leave of 
the Court: and Provided, That in all criminal cases wherein the 
punishment does not exceed a fine of one hundred dollars or im- 
prisonment for thirty days, the same shall be tried, without present- 
ment by a Grand Jury, on information or indictment filed by the 
County Solicitor. 


§ 6. Pleadings—Procedure—Rules of Evidence—Filing 
of Pleadings.—That the same forms of pleadings and the same 
rules of procedure, practice and .evidence shall obtain in the County 
Court as is provided by law for the trial of civil and criminal cases 
in the Circuit Court where not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act: Provided, That the pleadings or copies thereof in a case 
for trial before the said County Court shall be filed in the office of 
the Clerk of Court, as now provided by law in the Circuit Court, 
before noon of the Monday preceding the first day of the next 
ensuing term of the said County Court, and the Clerk shall forth- 
with enter the cases upon the appropriate calendar. 


§ 7. Selection of Juries.—(a) In the trial of all civil actions 
at law in the said County Court, and in the trial of all issues ordered 
to be framed by the Judge in equity cases in said Court, it shall be 
the duty of the Clerk of said Court to furnish the parties or their 
attorneys with a list of ten of the jurors to be drawn and selected 
by ballot from the whole number of jurors who are in attendance, 
the names on said lists to be numbered from one to ten, from which 
said list the parties or their attorneys shall alternately strike by num- 
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ber, the Plaintiff striking first, until there shall be left but six names, 
which shall constitute the jury to try the case or issue: Provided, 
That objections for cause shall be allowed and vacancies in the panel 
filled in the manner now provided in the Court of Common Pleas. 


(b) In the selection of a jury for the trial of criminal cases in 
said County Court the accused, when charged with a misdemeanor, 
shall be entitled to peremptory challenges not exceeding three, and 
the State two; and in the trial of cases of felony, the accused shall 
be entitled to peremptory challenges not exceeding five, and the 
State three. In cases where there are two or more persons jointly 
indicted and so tried, the accused shall be jointly entitled to six 
peremptory challenges in cases of misdemeanor, and eight peremp- 
tory challenges in cases of felony, and no more. A jury for the 
trial of cases in the County Court shall consist of six. 


§ 8. Jurisdiction of County Judge.—That in all cases and 
special proceedings within the jurisdiction of the County, Court and 
pending therein, the Judge of the County Court shall have the same 
_jurisdiction, both in open Court and at Chambers as is possessed by 
the Circuit Judges over cases pending in the Circuit Court over 
which they are presiding, or in the Circuits in which they are resi- 
dents: Provided, That said County Judge shall have the power to 
issue writs of habeas corpus in all cases and to grant bail in all 
cases triable in the County Court. The County Court shall be open 
at all times, at the convenience of the County Judge, for the purpose 
of taking pleas of guilty and imposing sentences in all criminal cases 
within the jurisdiction of this Court with the consent of the accused. 
The County Judge shall also review summarily and without notice 
upon oral or written application, the amount of bail fixed by the 
Clerk of Court or any Magistrate in the County in any criminal case 
for the purpose of reducing or increasing such bail pending trial or 
appeal ; and may call to his aid for such purpose the County Solicitor. 

§ 9. Appeals to be to Supreme Court.—That in all civil 
actions, criminal cases and special proceedings of which said County 
Court shall have jurisdiction, the right of appeal shall be to the 
Supreme Court of the State, and in the same manner and pursuant 
to the same rules, practice and procedure as now governs appeals 
from Circuit Courts. 


§ 10. Terms of Court—Upon Establishment of County 
Court, Certain Terms of Common Pleas Abolished.—The 
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County Court shall be held on the second Mondays of February, 
March, April, May, July, September and November, and at such 
other times as the Judge or Court shall order, and continue for such 
time as is necessary to dispose of the business before the Court: 
Provided, That said Court shall always be open for the transaction 
of all such business as can be disposed of without a jury: and 
Provided, further, That each week which may be designated for 
jury trials shall be considered a term, and the County Judge may 
designate the time for holding both the civil and the criminal terms: 
Provided, further, That upon the establishment of the County Court 
the April and November terms of the Court of Common Pleas for 
Orangeburg County shall be abolished and the. provisions of law 
therefor automatically repealed. 


§ 11. Jury Commissioners — Jury Lists — Panels — 
Venires.—That the Board of Jury Commissioners as constituted 
by law in said County for the Circuit Court shall constitute the 
Board of Jury Commissioners for the said County Court, and such 
Commissioners shall, immediately upon the establishment of the said 
County Court, and annually thereafter during the month of De- 
cember of each year, proceed to prepare a jury list for said County 
Court in the manner and under the provisions now relating to the 
preparation of the jury list for the Circuit Courts, which list may 
contain the names of any person now or hereafter appearing on the 
jury list prepared for the Circuit Court of said County; that the 
said Jury Commissioners shall be provided with a strong, substantial 
box, without apertures or openings when closed, to be known as the 
“Jury Box for County Court,” which shall be prepared, secured - 
and kept by them in like manner as is now provided to be done in 
the case of the Jury Box for the Circuit Courts ; that they shall place 
in a special apartment in the said jury box (which special apartment 
shall be known as the “Tales Box’’) the names of not less than 
three hundred nor more than eight hundred of such persons whose 
names appear on said list as reside within ten miles of the Court 
House, from which Tales Box shall be drawn jurors to supply 
deficiencies arising from any cause or emergency during the sitting 
of the Court. The names of persons placed in said Tales Box shall 
be also placed in the said jury box; that such Commissioners shall, 
at least ten days before the convening of the Court, and after five 
days’ notice of such drawing from the jury box, which notice may 
be given either by posting same on the Court House Door or publica- 
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tion in a newspaper published in said County, draw a panel of petit 
jurors, and the Clerk of said Court shall immediately issue to the 
Sheriff a venire containing the names of the persons thus drawn as 
petit jurors, which venire shall be returnable at such times as may 
be named, and the persons so served shall be the jurors for said 
Court; and the law relating to the qualifications, drawing and sum- 
moning jurors of the Circuit Court shall apply, except as herein 
otherwise provided: Provided, That not more than eighteen per- 
sons shall be drawn and summoned to attend at the same time at 
any session of the County Court, unless the Court shall otherwise 
order. Jurors drawn and summoned shall appear and attend upon 
the sessions of the County Court for which summoned until dis- 
charged by the Judge thereof: Provided, That service as jurors. 
in the County Court shall not be held to exempt a juror from 
service as such in the Circuit Court in the same year, nor shall service 
as a juror in the Circuit Court be held to exempt a juror from 
service as such in the County Court in the same year, nor shall a 
juror be required to serve in such County Court for a full week 
more than once in the same year. 


§ 12. Clerk—Costs—Records—Entry of Judgments on 
Abstract—Indexing.—That the Clerk of the Circuit Court shall 
be ex officio clerk of the County Court and shall keep such calendars, 
minutes and records of the said County Court, and the cases therein 
pending, and attend and perform the duties as the Clerk thereof, as 
is required of him by law as Clerk of the Circuit Court. That the 
costs and fees of the Clerk in Civil cases in the County Court shall 
be the same as those allowed in similar cases in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, and shall receive a salary in addition thereto of six hun- 
dred ($600.00) dollars per annum, payable in monthly installments 
by the County. That the County Commissioners of said County 
shall provide all books necessary for keeping records of said Court. 
In all civil cases tried in the County Court the Clerk shall make up 
and file a judgment roll along with and in the same manner as if 
the judgment had. been rendered in the Court of Common Pleas; 
he shall also enter the judgment in the Abstracts of Judgments of 
the Court of Common Pleas as if such judgment were a judgment of 
the Court of Common Pleas; and he shall also index such judgments 
in the indices of judgments of the Court of Common Pleas in the 
same manner as if such judgments were judgments of tht Court of 
Common Pleas for said County. 
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§ 13. Duty of Sheriff—Fees—Bailiffs.—That the Sheriff of 
the County, or his deputy, shall attend upon all sessions of the said 
County Court, and shall be subject to the orders thereof, and shall 
execute the orders, writs and mandates of the said County Court as 
required by law of them in reference to the Circuit Court. That 
the costs and fees-of the Sheriff in civil and criminal cases in the 
County Court shall be the same as those allowed in similar cases in 
the Court of Common Pleas and General Sessions. The Sheriff 
shall appoint such bailiffs as may be necessary, with the approval of 
the Judge. 


§ 14. Pay of Jurors—of Witnesses.—Jurors in attendance 
upon the sessions of the County Court shall receive as compensation 
for their services the same per diem and mileage as is allowed said 
jurors in the Circuit Court. Witnesses in attendance upon the said 
County Court shall receive the same compensation as witnesses in 
attendance upon the Circuit Court. 


§ 15. Compensation of County Judge—Special County 
Judges.—That the salary of the County Judge shall be Three Thou- 
sand ($3,000.00) Dollars per annum, to be paid monthly by the 
County, and in addition he shall be allowed Twenty-five ($25.00) 
Dollars per month for office rent and expenses. In case of the 
absence or inability of the County Judge at the time fixed for hold- 
ing the terms of said Court or in case of disqualification for trial of 
any case in said Court, upon request of the County Judge, or a ma- 
jority of the members of the Orangeburg County Bar Association, 
- the Governor may appoint some other suitable person, being an at- 
torney at law, to hold said term or terms of the County Court that 
may be designated by the Governor, or to try any special case, as 
Special County Judge, who shall be entitled to the same per diem 
as Special Circuit Judges are now allowed by law. 


§ 16. Salary of County Solicitor—Procedure upon In- 
ability to Serve—Duties of County Solicitor.—That the County 
Solicitor shall receive a salary of Twelve Hundred ($1,200.00) Dol- 
lars per annum, payable in monthly installments by the County. In 
case of sickness, disability or inability of the County Solicitor to 
serve for any reason at any term, or in any case, the County Judge 
may call upon the Circuit Solicitor, or appoint some other attorney 
to serve in his place. It shall be the duty of the County Solicitor to 
appear for and represent the State in all criminal cases tried in the 
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said County Court; he shall prepare and hand out to the Grand Jury 
all such indictments as may be necessary; he shall also appear for 
and represent the State in all appeals from the said County Court, 
and may call upon the Circuit Solicitor for such assistance as may 
be necessary ; he shall also appear for and represent the State in all 
_ appeals in criminal cases from the Magistrate’s Court in the County 
Court. The said County Solicitor shall also advise with and aid 
the Grand Jury of the County in its duties, and also the Coroner or 
Magistrates in inquisitions. The said County Solicitor shall not 
practice law in criminal cases in the Magistrate’s Court of Orange- 
burg County, nor shall he appear for the defense in any criminal 
casés in the Court of General Sessions for said County. 


§ 17. Preparation of Criminal Cases for County Court. 
—The Magistrates of Orangeburg County are required to promptly 
file with the Clerk of the Court, all papers in criminal prosecutions, 
triable in the County Court, and they shall make all bonds and 
recognizance of witnesses and defendants returnable to the next 
ensuing term of said County Court. It shall be the duty of the 
Clerk of Court to notify the County Solicitor upon the filing of such 
papers and turn same over to him. The said Magistrates are re- 
quired to make a list of such witnesses as they deem material on the 
back of the arrest warrant, and while he shall be careful to furnish 
the names of witnesses deemed necessary to establish the charge in 
the warrant, he shall be equally careful not to furnish the names of 
any witnesses whose testimony is immaterial. 


§ 18. Grand Jury.—That the Grand Jury drawn for and 
serving in the Court of General Sessions for Orangeburg County 
shall constitute the Grand Jury of the said County Court and shail 
so serve and act upon all necessary indictments of the said Court, 
and the said Grand Jury shall attend upon the sessions of the said 
County Court, whenever notified so to do by request of the County 
Solicitor and order of the County Judge; the County Solicitor 
shall appear at the regular terms of the Court of General Sessions 
and may hand out indictments at that time to the Grand Jury 
for the County Court cases, and the Grand Jury shall act upon 
such indictments as in indictments presented for cases in the Court 
of General Sessions. The Grand Jurors shall receive as compensa- 
tion for their services in attendance upon the County Court the 
same pay as allowed by law in the Court of General Sessions. 
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§ 19. Trial of Equity Cases.—That in actions on the civil 
side of Court in which reference to the Master may, under the law, 
now be necessary, Said actions may be heard and determined by the 
said County Judge, either in term time or at chambers, without 
referring the same to the said Master, upon testimony taken before 
the said Judge; and likewise in all cases where a jury trial may nct 
be necessary or required. All sales to be made by the Master as 
in cases before the Court of Common Pleas. 


§ 20. Stenographer.—That the said County Judge shall ap- 
point for said County Court an official stenographer, to serve at his 
pleasure, who shall attend upon the sessions of the said Court and 
perform the same duties in connection therewith as are performed by 
the stenographers in the Circuit Court. That the said stenographer 
shall receive for such services a salary of Nine Hundred ($900.00) 
Dollars per annum, payable monthly by the County, and the said 
stenographer shall furnish transcripts of the proceedings upon re- 
quest of the parties litigant, and shall be entitled to receive as com- 
pensation therefor a fee of five cents per hundred words for all 
transcripts so furnished, which shall be paid by the litigant request- 
ing the same, except in criminal cases where the defendant may 
satisfy the Court that he is unable to pay for such transcript, when 
the same shall be furnished without fee by the Court stenographer ; 
and the said stenographer shall write out for the County Judge and 
the County Solicitor without charge such records, excerpts and 
transcripts as they may require. 


§ 21. Transfer of Causes.—That any case pending in the 
Court of Common Pleas upon the establishment of the County Court - 
for Orangeburg County may be transferred to the County Court 
for trial upon motion, after five days’ notice to the opposite party, 
to be heard in open court or at chambers, if it shall appear that such 
action may have been brought originally in the County Court, if 
then established, and if, in the opinion of the Court or Circuit Judge 
at Chambers, it would serve the best interests of all parties concerned 
for such case to be transferred for such trial to the County Court; 
and likewise any case, within the jurisdiction of the County Court, 
that may hereafter be brought in the Court of Common Pleas in the 
said County may be transferred to the County Court for trial; and 
any case brought in the County Court may be transferred to the 
Court of Common Pleas for trial upon motion of either party, as 
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herein provided for the transfer of cases to the County Court, by the 
County Judge, if, in the opinion of such County Judge, it would 
serve the best interests of all parties concerned for such case to be 
transferred for trial to the Court of Common Pleas. The County 
Judge may change the place of trial of any case pending in his 
Court to the Circuit Court in another County in the same manner 
as provided by law in respect to changing place of trial in cases 
pending in the Circuit Court. 


§ 22. Court Costs.—That all costs and disbursements allowed 
the prevailing party, and all costs and fees allowed officers of the 
Court in actions in the Court of Common Pleas, shall be allowed in 
actions in the County Court. 


§ 23. Quarters for Court.—That the County Highway Com- 
mission of Orangeburg County shall make provisions for holding the 
sessions of the said County Court by setting apart suitable quarters 
in the Orangeburg County Court House therefor. 


§ 24. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of School Trustees of 
the Consolidated High School at Sharon, York County. 


Section 1. Election of Trustees in Sharon High School 
District of York County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That on the third Tuesday of 
April, 1925, and on the same date in every alternate year thereafter, 
five (5) school trustees of the Consolidated Sharon High School, 
York County, South Carolina, shall be elected by the qualified electors 
residing in the said School District. 


§ 2. Conduct of Election.—The County Board of Education 
of York County are hereby authorized and required to provide ballots 
and to make the necessary arrangements for holding the said elec- 
tion on the said day, and shall immediately after said election, de- 
clare the result. The five (5) persons receiving the highest number 
of votes are hereby declared to be the Trustees of the said High 
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School District for a term of two (2) years and until their successors 
are elected and qualified. 


§ 3. Repealing Clause—When Act Effective.—All Acts or 
parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed, and this 
Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Require the County Treasurer of Dillon County 
to File Once Each Year a Statement of the Financial 
Condition of Said County. 


Section 1. County Treasurer of Dillon County to File 
Annual Statement—Contents.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: It shall be the duty of 
the Treasurer of Dillon County and he is hereby authorized and 
directed, within ten days after the annual settlement with the Comp- 
troller General of this State, to file in the Clerk of Court’s office of 
Dillon County a full statement showing the condition of the finances 
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of said County, giving in detail the amount of school bonds in each 
school district, and amount of sinking funds and where placed or 
deposited together with the sums in said district other than bonds 
during the said year, and all other moneys received and expended 
during said year. 


§ 2. Disposition of Report—Use.—Upon the filing with the 
Clerk of the Court such statement the Clerk of the Court shall place 
it in a box plainly marked, and the same shall be open for inspection 
by any person in said County that desires to see same. ~ 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 1122 of the Civil Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1922, Volume 3, by Including the 
County of Horry in the Provisions Thereof. 


Section 1. Sec. (1122), 1922, Code, Vol. III, Amended— 
Loans to Horry County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: Amend Section 1122, Civil Code 
of Laws, 1922, Volume 3, by adding on line four after the word 
Georgetown the words “and Horry,” and adding at the end of said 
section the following proviso: Provided, That in the county of 
Horry the Board of County Commissioners shall have the authority 
to borrow in lieu of the County Supervisor; so that said section as 
amended shall read as follows: 


Section 1122. The County Supervisor, with the approval of the 
County Board of Commissioners in each of the counties of Green- 
ville, Greenwood, Lee, Pickens, Laurens, Orangeburg, Abbeville, 
Hampton, Berkeley, Anderson, Sumter, Chester, Richland, Chero- 
kee, Georgetown, and Horry, and Florence, Williamsburg, Claren- 
don, Edgefield and Chesterfield and Charleston, is authorized and 
empowered for any fiscal year, to borrow upon faith and credit of 
the county, a sufficient sum or sums of money to pay, in advance of 
the collection of taxes therefor, ordinary county expenses, school 
claims and past due claims against the County, and as security 
for the repayment of said loans with interest to pledge the taxes to 
be collected and applicable to the claims for the payment of which 
said money shall have been borrowed: Provided, That the amount 
borrowed in any year for any of said surposes shall not exceed the 
tax levy therefor for that year, and’ that the rate of interest shall 
not exceed seven per cent per annum: Provided, further, That in 
the county of Greenville the sum borrowed for the payment of 
school claims shall not exceed five thousand dollars in any year: 
Provided, further, That no part of the money so. borrowed in Green- 
ville County shall be applied to the payment of past due claims 
against said county: Provided, That the money so borrowed in 
Charleston County shall be borrowed after advertisement therefor 
twice in a newspaper published in the City of Charleston: Pro- 
vided, That in Chesterfield County any loan that may be made to 
said. county shall be approved by the County Treasurer of said 
county, and the Supervisor and Treasurer of said county shall jointly 
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execute the note or notes for such money borrowed and the amount 
borrowed shall not exceed for any one year in the aggregate twenty- 
five thousand dollars.

Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 1193), Amended— 
Roads in Horry County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: Amend Sub-division relating to 
Horry County of an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for a State 
System of Hard Surfaced, Top Soil, and Other Dependable Types 
of Highways in This State,” by striking out all of the sub-division 
as to Horry County and inserting in lieu thereof the following to be 
sub-division relating to Horry County: 


Hard Surface or Other Dependable Types of Roads: From 
Marion County line near Galivants Ferry southeastwardly 
on Route No. 38 by way of -Aynor, Cool Spring, and Conway to 
Myrtle Beach. From Marion County line near Nichols southeast- 
wardly on Route No. 47 to Green Sea, and Route No. 40 to the 
North Carolina line near Tabor, North Carolina. From Conway 
southward on Route No. 40 to the Georgetown County line at 
Yauhanna Ferry bridge site. 


Soft Surface: From Route No. 38 at Homewood northeast- 
wardly on Route No, 40 to Green Sea. From Route No. 40 at 
Finklea by way of Loris; Daisy, Wampee, Little River, and on to 
the North Carolina State line, on Route No. 47.

AN ACT to Create a Library District in Greenville County, 
and to Provide for the Appointment of Trustees There- 
of, and for the Holding of Elections Therein. 


Section 1. Greenville County Library District Created.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That a Library District to be known as the “Greenville County 
Library District” is hereby created and established for public library 
service which district shall consist of the whole of Greenville County, 
except the area included in the corporate limits of the City of Green- 
ville. 


§ 2. May Contract with Greenville Public Library for 
Service.—That in lieu of establishing and maintaining a County 
public library, as provided by Sections 4480-4483, inclusive, of the 
Civil Code of South Carolina, 1922, Greenville County Library Dis- 
trict as defined in Section 1 of this Act, after an election held as 
hereinafter provided, may on such terms as may be agreed upon, 
contract with the Greenville Public Library for library service to 
the said District. 


_§ 3. Election on Contracting and Levying Tax.—When- 
ever one-fourth of the qualified electors of Greenville County 
Library District, as defined by Section 1 of this Act, shall file with 
the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Greenville County, a petition pray- 
ing for an election to be held in such District on the question of 
contracting with the Greenville Public Library for public library 
service and levying a tax, (the amount of which shall be stated in 
the petition) it shall be the duty of the said Clerk within ten days 
to make an order thereon and serve the same on the Commissioners 
of election of Greenville County requiring such Commissioners of 
election to hold an election, after giving at least thirty days’ notice 
thereof, in the newspapers of said County, upon the question stated 
in said Petition, not later than sixty days thereafter nor earlier than 
forty days thereafter: Provided, Said Petition shall be accompanied 
by a certificate of the Board of Supervisors of Registration of Green- 
ville County, that the names appearing on the Petition constitute 
one-fourth of the registered qualified electors of Greenville County 
Library District. Such question shall be submitted to the electors 
in this form: Each ballot shall have printed on it the proposition 
desired to be submitted by said petition and upon this question the 
electors shall vote “yes” or “no.” 
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§ 4. Appointment of Trustees — Terms — Powers and 
Duties.—In the event a majority of the qualified electors voting 
at the election provided for in Section 3 of this Act shall vote “yes” 
upon such question within ten days after such result may be de- 
termined, the Governor upon the recommendation of the County 
Board of Education for Greenville County, shall appoint five com- 
petent citizens of Greenville County Library District residing within 
the said library district, who shall be known as “Greenville County 
Library District Trustees.” One of said Trustees shall hold office 
for a term of two years, one for a term of four years, one for a 
term of six years, and one for a term of eight years, and one fora 
term of ten years, or until their successors shall be duly appointed 
and qualified. At the time of the appointment of said five trustees, 
they shall determine their respective terms of office by lot. The 
said Library Trustees, after their appointment as aforesaid, shall 
furnish the Greenville County Auditor with a statement of the 
amount of taxes as stated on the ballot in the election held under the 
provisions of Section 3 of this Act, to be levied for the purposes 
provided in said election, and the auditor shall enter the same in the 
tax duplicates, and he shall thereafter enter said amount in the tax 
duplicates until the same is increased, decreased or repealed by the 
qualified electors at an election called for the purpose, and he is 
notified the same has been increased, decreased, or repealed, and if 
increased or decreased he shall annually enter it as before according 
to said increase or decrease. Said election upon increasing, de- 
creasing or repealing said tax or taxes shall be called and notice 
given in the same way and manner as is provided for the election 
authorized in Section 3 of this Act, and it shall be the duty of the 
Greenville County Treasurer to collect the tax or taxes herein pro- 
vided for, as other County and State taxes. Such levy shall be a 
lien upon the property of said County except that exempt under 
Section 2 of this Act, the said property shall be subject thereto in 
case of default of payment as in the case of other taxes. Such 
taxes shall be paid out by the County Treasurer upon warrants 
drawn by the Treasurer of Greenville County Library District . 
Trustees appointed in accordance with this Act. The said Green- 
ville Ccunty Treasurer is hereby required to furnish the Greenville 
County Library District Trustees with quarterly statements (begin- 
ning the first of the year following the levying of the tax imposed 
under Section 1 of this Act) showing the amount of taxes collected 
on account of the preceding year.

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§ 5. Successive Elections.—That no election provided for in 
this Act shall be held oftener than once in twelve months and in 
said election none but qualified electors residing within said Dis- 
trict shall be allowed to vote. 


§ 6. Contracts.—The said Greenville County Library District 
Trustees appointed in accordance with provisions in this Act shall 
represent the District in all matters pertaining to any contract or 
contracts for library purposes entered into in accordance with this 
Act, and shall have power under this Act to enter into and execute 
in the name and on behalf of the Greenville County Library Dis- ° 
trict any such contract, contracts, renewals or modifications thereof. 
Provided, That the terms of-such contract or contracts shall not 
exceed ten years, and the Greenville County Library District Trus- 
tees, however, shall have the right at the expiration of any contract, 
to modify or renew the same from time to time for additional period 
or periods of not more than ten years each, or with the mutual 
consent of both parties to the contract in writing, shall have the right 
during the term thereof to make any modifications or changes there- 
in. 


§ 7. Trustees of Greenville Public Library May Contract. 
—The Trustees of the Greenville Public Library shall have full 
power on behalf of the Greenville Public Library to contract with 
the said Greenville County Library District Trustees for the ex- 
tension of library service in the District as provided for in this Act. 


§ 8. Persons Disqualified to Act as Trustees.—No School 
Trustee or member of the County Board of Education shall be ap- 
pointed Greenville County Library District Trustee hereunder. 


§ 9. Code Provisions ‘Not Affected.—Nothing contained 
in this Act shall be construed to prevent the establishment of a 
County Library according to the method already provided by Sec- 
tions 4480-4483, inclusive, of the Civil Code of South Carolina, 
1922. 


§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Require the Custodians of all Drainage District 
Funds, Where the Drainage District is Partly in Clar- 
endon County and Partly in Williamsburg County to 
Deposit the Same in Some Bank or Banks in the said 
Counties and to Require such Bank or Banks to Execute 
Security to the Counties of Clarendon and Williams- 
burg for such Funds. 


Section 1. Deposit of Drainage District Funds in Counties 
of Clarendon and Williamsburg—Security.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
custodian or custodians of all Drainage District funds in the Coun- 
ties of Clarendon and Williamsburg shall deposit the same in one or 
more banks in the Counties of Clarendon and Williamsburg, provided 
the bank or banks receiving the said funds for deposit shall execute a 
bond or pledge sufficient collateral as security conditioned to pay the 
Counties of Clarendon and Williamsburg, or any person, individual, 
firm or corporation any sum or sums of money together with the in- 
terest, loss or damage that may be suffered by the Counties of Claren- 
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don and Williamsburg or any person, individual, firm or corporation 
by reason of the failure of said bank or banks or the refusal of said 
bank or banks to keep the said funds safely and repay the same with 
any accrued interest. Such security, bond or collateral shall be 
approved by the County Commissioners and the County Attorney 
of Clarendon County. 


§ 2. Security to be Immediately Required for Present 
Deposits.—The County official or officials or any person, individ- 
ual, firm or corporation who now have in their care, possession, 
custody or control any funds belonging to any Drainage District 
in the Counties of Clarendon and Williamsburg, or any person, in- 
dividual, firm or corporation shall immediately upon the passage of 
this Act obtain proper security for such funds now on deposit, as 
well as any funds that hereafter may be deposited, and any bank or 
banks now having custody of any of such: funds who refuse to give 
the security as herein provided, the same shall be immediately taken 
therefrom. Bs 


§ 3. Penalty for Non-Compliance by Officer.—Any public 
officer of the Counties of Clarendon and Williamsburg, or any 
person, individual, firm or corporation who shall fail, refuse or

Section 1. Deposit of School District Sinking Funds in 
Marion County — Security — Interest. — Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: No school 
trustees, or other officers, or persons charged with the custody of 
sinking funds for the retirement of school bonds in Marion County 
shall deposit said sinking funds in any bank without requiring at 
least four per cent (4%) interest on said funds and security for the 
protection of the same; Provided, That the said trustees, or other 
officers, may at their discretion invest said funds in such other se- 
curity as may be deemed for the best interest of the school district, 
not to be irivested, however, except upon the approval of the County 
Attorney. 

§ 2. Payments on Bonds.—When any principal or interest 
is due.on any school bonds of Marion County and the Trustees of 
said School District from which principal or interest is due fail, 
after request from the County Superintendent of Education, to 
issue or sign a warrant for the payment of said principal or interest, 
the County Board of Education of Marion County is hereby au- 
thorized to sign a warrant for the payment of such interest and 
principal in the name of the said Trustees. 

§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Require County Superintendents of Education 
to File Annual Reports with the State Superintendent 
of Education. 

Section 1. County Superintendents of Education to File 

Annual Reports—Provisions for Enforcement.—Be it enacted 

by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That it 
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shall be the duty of each County Superintendent of Education to 
file with the State Superintendent of Education within two months 
after the close of the scholastic year a full and accurate report of 
all schools under his supervision: Provided, That this section shall 
also apply to outgoing County Superintendents whose terms of of- 
fice expire on June 30. County Supervisors and County Treasurers 
are hereby enjoined from paying August salaries in case of incum- 
bents, or June salaries in case of outgoing County Superintendents, 
until such reports have been filed- with the State Superintendent of 
Education and receipts therefor from the State Superintendent of 
Education shall have been presented. 


§ 2. Violation by County Supervisor or County Treasurer 
a Misdemeanor — Penalty. — That any County Supervisor or 
County Treasurer violating Section 1 of this Act shall be judged 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof in a court of 
competent jurisdiction shall be fined within the discretion of the 
court in a sum not less than three hundred ($300.00) dollars. 


§ 3. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 


§ 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Require the Custodians of all Sinking Funds of 
the County of Dillon to Deposit Same in all Banks Ac- 
cording to the Capital and Surplus of Said Bank and 
Require Such Bank or Banks in Which Said Funds are 
Deposited to Execute Security to the County of Dillon 
for Such Deposits and Require all Loans of Said County 
to be Made Upon Competitive Bids. 


Section 1. Deposit of Sinking Funds in Dillon County— 
Security Required—Interest.——-Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That on and after the ap- 
proval of this Act by the Governor all Sinking Funds of the County 
of Dillon shall be deposited by the Treasurer of said County or the 
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custodians of such public fund or funds annually in all Banks of 
Dillon County according to the capital and surplus of such Bank or 
Banking Institution. Provided, That the Banks receiving such fund 
or funds for deposit shall execute and deliver to the County Com- 
missioners an indemnity or personal bond or pledge sufficient col- 
lateral as security conditioned to pay the County of Dillon any sum 
or sums, together with interest at the rate of four per cent (4%), 
less the cost of the premium of the security or personal bond, for 
any loss or damage, that may be suffered by the County of Dillon 
by reason of the failure of said Bank or Banking Institution, or 
refusal of said Bank or Banking Institution to keep said funds 
safely and repay the same with any accrued interest; such security 
or indemnity bond or collateral shall be approved by the County Com- 
missioners and the Attorney of said County: Provided, That the 
4% interest rate on existing sinking funds shall become effective on 
the approval of the Governor. 


§ 2. Immediate Security for Present Deposits.—The 
County Treasurer of. Dillon County or any other officer of said 
County who have any Sinking Fund now on hand are hereby re- 
quired to, immediately upon the passage of this Act, obtain proper 
security for such Sinking Funds now on deposit, as well as any Sink- 
ing Fund hereafter to be deposited: Provided, Should any Bank 
fail or refuse to give security on the deposit of Sinking Funds 
therein awarded, then such Sinking Fund shall be prorated to the 
other Banks according to the capital and surplus as above provided 
for. : 


§ 3. Custody of Collateral.—That all bonds, collateral or 
security given by any Bank or Banking Institution as provided for 
in this Act shall be deposited with the Clerk of Court of said County 
as a depository for safe keeping of such security. 


§ 4. Penalty for Violation by Officer.—Any public officer 
of the County of Dillon who shall fail, refuse or neglect to comply 
with the terms and provisions of this Act shall be deemed guilty of 
misconduct in office and it shall be the duty of the Governor, upon 
the facts being made known to him, to remove said officer or officers 
summarily from office. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

Cormick County and Marion County, and to Provide 
for the Expenditure of the Proceeds Derived There- 
from. 


Section 1. Annual Tax on Dogs in McCormick County 
and Marion County—Listing and Collection.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
from and after the passage of this Act there shall be levied an an- 
nual tax of One ($1.00) Dollar each on all dogs, irrespective of age, 
within the County of McCormick and the County of Marion; said 
property to be returned and listed at the same time and. in like 
manner as other personal property is now returned for taxation, and 
taxes thereof to be paid at the same time and place as other property 
taxes are paid in the said Counties.

County Treasurer of Lexington County to Pub- 
lish Quarterly Statements—Contents.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Treasurer of the County of Lexington, be, and he is hereby, au- 
thorized, empowered and directed to publish quarterly in some news- 
paper of general circulation, published at the County Seat of said 
County, an itemized statement’ of all claims (school and county) 
paid by him, setting forth the name of the payee, the amount of such 
claim and such other information as may to him seem proper, classi-. 
fying such claims under proper headings, so as to show from which 
fund said claims are paid. 


§ 2. Payment for Publication of Statements and Other 
Public Notices.—That the rate of payment for the publication of 
such quarterly statements and of such other notices of other county 
officers, which shall be likewise published, shall be thirty-five (35) 
cents per inch, basis of solid brevier type.

AN ACT to Create in the County of Fairfield a County 
Chain Gang and to Provide for the Maintenance of 
Same. 


Section 1. Establishment of Chain Gang in Fairfield 
County — Consent of Delegation — Management — Equip- 
ment—Loan for Expenses.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: Upon the unanimous writ- 
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ten consent of the Legislative Delegation, same to be filed with the 
Board of County Commissioners, a County chain gang shall be 
established in the County of Fairfield. The said chain gang, when‘ 
created, shall be under the guidance, direction, and control of a 
superintendent to be elected by the County Board of Commissioners, 
and the County Supervisor, together with the approval of the Fair- 
field County Legislative Delegation. For the equipment and main- 
tenance of the county chain gang, the superintendent herein pro- 
vided for, or his successors may use the proceeds of the special two 
(2) mill road levy, and the County Board of Commissioners may 
borrow not exceeding Fourteen Thousand ($14,000.00) Dollars and 
pledge said two (2) mills road levy as security for the repayment 
of said loan in anticipation of the collection of the said taxes. 


§ 2. Guards.—There shall also be elected by the County Board 
of Commissioners and the County Supervisor, with the approval of 
the Legislative Delegation one or two guards for chain gang as may 
be deemed necessary at the respective salaries of seventy-five dollars 
per month for one guard and fifty dollars per month for one guard. 


§ 3. Purchases of Supplies, etc.—All equipment, supplies, 
and materials of every kind and description whatsoever, to be pur- 
chased or that may be purchased by the Superintendent of the County 
Chain gang, for the purpose of equipping said chain gang shall be 
purchased only by and with the consent and approval of the County 
Legislative Delegation and the Board of County Commissioners. 


§ 4. Pay of Superintendent.—The salary of the Superintend- 
ent of the Fairfield County chain gang shall be the sum of Eight- 
een Hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars, payable monthly upon warrant 
issued by the County Supervisor, and said warrant shall be paid by 
the County Treasurer. 


§ 5. Dismissal of Superintendent.—The Superintendent of 
the County chain gang shall be subject to immediate dismissal by 
the County Legislative Delegation with no notice whatsoever, if 
same be deemed wise and expedient by the said County Delegation. 


§ 6. Tax Conditional.—In the event it should be found im- 
practicable to establish said chain gang the special two-mill road 
tax shall not be levied for the current year. , 


§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 
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§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

District No. 43 in Orangeburg County shall be governed as to num- 
ber and method of appointment of trustees by the General law of 
the State.

Section 1. Annual Tax for Teachers Salaries in Orange- 
burg County—Levy—Collection.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County Auditor 
of Orangeburg County shall levy annually a sufficient tax upon all 
property in said county returned for taxation to pay the salaries, for 
one month, according to Act No. 539, Acts of 1924, of all school 
teachers employed to teach in said County. That the County 
Treasurer of said County shall annually collect the tax so levied at 
the same time and in the same manner as other taxes are now col- 
lected, and the Treasurer shall keep the funds arising from said 
levy and shall pay therefrom warrants for teachers salaries. 
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§ 2. County Board of Education to Furnish Estimate.— 
That the County Board of Education shall annually, on or before 
July ist, furnish to the County Auditor, in writing, a statement of 
what amount will be required to pay for one month the salaries of 
all school teachers as contemplated by this Act.

AN ACT to Authorize the Appointment of a Tax Collector 
or Tax Collectors Within the County of Chesterfield, 
to Fix His or Their Salaries, and Confer Upon Him or 
them all the Duties, Powers and Authority Now Con- 
ferred by Law Upon the Sheriff for the Collection of 
Taxes. 


Section 1. Tax Collectors in Chesterfield County—Ap- 
pointment—Removal—Term.—Be it enacted by the General 
_ Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There shall be appointed 
by the County Commissioners of Chesterfield County one or more 
discreet person or persons, the number to be determined by the said 
County Commissioners, to be known as Tax Collector or Collectors 
of said County, and the said Tax Collector or Collectors may be 
removed by said County Commissioners for proper cause at any 
time, and unless removed for cause, the term of office of said Tax 
Collector shall be for two (2) years and until his or their successor 
shall have been appointed and qualified. 


§ 2. Tax Executions.—Immediately upon the expiration of 
the time allowed by law for the payment of taxes in any year, the 
County Treasurer of Chesterfield County shall issue, in the name of 
the State, a warrant or execution, in duplicate, against such default- 
ing taxpayer in said County, signed by him in his official capacity, 
directed to the Tax Collector or Collectors in said County, requiring 
and commanding him or them to levy the same by distress and sale 
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of so much of the defaulting taxpayer’s estate, real or personal, or 
both, as may be sufficient to satisfy the taxes, State, school, county, 
and special, of such defaulter, specifying therein the aggregate 
amount of his taxes, as well as the amount of each fund which said 
warrant or execution shall run substantially in these words (fill in 
the blank to suit each case), viz.:

§ 3. Fees of County Treasurer and Tax Collector.—The 
Treasurer of every such warrant issued shall have from each de- 
faulter one ($1.00) Dollar, and the tax collector or collectors herein 
provided for shall take from each defaulter the following fees:

0. e ee ee eee eee $1.00 
besides mileage at the rate of five cents for each mile actually traveled 
in executing the warrant; for advertising sale twenty-five cents; for 
making sale and executing deed of conveyance and putting pur- 
chaser in possession, ...............0.. $3.00, and for all sums 
levied as aforesaid, five per cent., and the said tax collector or col- 
lectors are prohibited from demanding or collecting any greater sum 
therefor than is hereby allowed, and neither the Treasurer nor the

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vided, That the said County may supplement the fees of the said tax 
collector or collectors by such salary and shall be provided for in 
the County Supply Bill, or otherwise. 


§ 4. Sales by Tax Collector.—Under and by virtue of said 
warrant or execution the said tax collector or collectors shall seize 
and take exclusive possession of so much of the defaulting taxpayer’s 
estate, real or personal, or both, as may be necessary to raise the sum 
of money named therein and said charges thereon and proceed to 
advertise and sell same and otherwise act in regard thereto as is 
provided for Sheriff’s sale under Section 522 of the Code of Laws 
of 1922, Volume ITI. 


§ 5. Duties of Sheriff Devolved.—It is understood and is 
declared by this Act that all power, duties and authority now vested 
in the Sheriff of the said County as to the collection of delinquent 
taxes, seizure and sale of the property the making of deed, etc., is 
hereby conferred upon the tax collector or collectors herein named, 
and they are hereby given full power and authority to carry into 
effect all the laws now pertaining to the execution of delinquent 
taxes, the making of deeds under tax execution sale, etc., the same as 
is now provided for the Sheriff, and the Sheriff of the said County 
is hereby relieved from the collection of any delinquent taxes after 
the approval of this Act by the Governor, and is hereby required to 
make full settlement and turn over all tax executions in their hands 
to the Treasurer of the County as now provided by law. 


§ 6. Settlements of Tax Collector — Reports. — The said 
tax collector or collectors shall be required on or before the tenth day 
of each month to make settlement with the Treasurer of such taxes 
as collected for the preceding month or months, and he or they shall 
make a written report upon all executions with respect to nonpay- 
ment, errors, double entries, nulla bona or any other necessary re- 
port connected therewith to the County Commissioners on or before 
the first of each month and a duplicate of said report to be filed with 
the County Auditor. 


§ 7. Bond.—Before taking the office the tax collector or col- 
lectors in said County shall give bond in the usual form in the sum 
of five thousand ($5,000.00) dollars each, conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of his or their duty. This bond shall be in the 
form as now prescribed or used by the Sheriff.

Section 1. Section (435), 1922, Code, Vol. III, Amended 
——Duties of County Auditor in Certain Counties.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 435 of the Civil Code of Laws, 1922, be, and the same 
is hereby, amended by adding after the word “Clarendon” on line. 
10 and before the word “Counties” the words ‘“‘and Greenville, and 
the County of Abbeville, and the County of Cherokee,” so that said 
Section as amended shall read as follows: 


Section 435. It shall be the duty of the County Auditor to receive 
the returns, and make the assessments provided for in this Chapter 
within the time prescribed by law, and for this purpose this office 
shall be kept open to receive the returns of taxpayers from January 
Ist to February 20th of each year. He shall, for the purpose of 
assessing taxes, attend at a convenient point in each township or 
tax district as many days as may be necessary, and for the remainder 
of the time allowed by law he shall be and return at the county 
seat. He or his assistant must give thirty days’ public notice of 
the days upon which he will be at the place designated: Provided, 
That in Williamsburg and Clarendon and Greenville and Abbeville 
and Cherokee Counties, the County Auditor shall not visit town- 
ships for the purpose of receiving and assessing taxes, but shall 
receive returns and assess taxes in his office only.

AN ACT to Provide for a Tax Levy in the County of Berke- 
ley for the Purpose of Supplementing the Payment of 
Teachers’ Salaries in the School Districts of Said 
County. 


Section 1. Reports and Estimates as to Schools in Berke- 
ley County——Contents—Time Made—School Budget.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The Trustees of school districts in Berkeley County, and the County 
Board of Education are hereby required to furnish to the Auditor of 
said County, on or before the first day of October in each year, a 
detailed statement of each school in said County, giving the name 
of the school, the number of teachers, the term which said school 
shall run, and the amount that shall be required to operate the 
schools beyond six months. The salaries of all teachers, except 
high school teachers in high schools in the State system shall not 
exceed the State schedule of salaries outlined under the General 
School Law. The trustees shall make their estimates and report 
them to the County Board of Education, and the County Auditor 
during the month of June for the following year. The County 
Board of Education, and the County Legislative Delegation shall 
review, and, if necessary, revise reports and prepare a complete 
budget for all schools of the County in triplicate form and deliver 
one copy to the Legislative Delegation, one copy to the County Audi- 
tor, and one copy to be retained in the office of the Superintendent 
of Education. 


§ 2. Annual Tax.—Immediately upon the filing of such school 
budget the Auditor of Berkeley County is hereby authorized and 
directed to levy a tax on all the property in Berkeley County suf- 
ficient to meet the requirements of the several school districts in said 
County, as required by the budget above mentioned, and the County 
Treasurer upon the collection of same shall distribute the amount 
derived from said levy to each school district, in the amount required 
to meet the deficit, in such district, from the amount appropriated 
by the State. In estimating the number of mills necessary, the 
Auditor shall take into consideration all money available from other 
sources in said County, including that derived from the Game War- 
den’s Department, and from tax executions and thus make the direct 
levy as low as practicable.

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§ 3. County Auditor to Report.—The Auditor of Berkeley 
County shall on or about January first of each and every year trans- 
mit to the Legislative Delegation a statement of the number of mills 
levied for such purpose. 


§ 4. Monthly Statements from County Superintendent 
of Education.—A monthly statement shall be prepared by the 
Superintendent of Education, showing the amount of money on 
hand to the credit of each school district. He shall deliver to the 
Chairman of each School District Board of Trustees a monthly 
statement of the funds on hand to the credit of that particular school 
district.

to Repeal Any Tax Now in Force in Excess of That 
Required. 


Section 1. Annual Tax for Teachers’ Salaries in Colleton 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That there is hereby levied upon all the taxable 
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property of Colleton County a sufficient mill, or mills, to provide for 
the payment of the school teachers in all public schools of Colleton 
County for a period of two months, in lieu of that provided for in 
the 6-0-1 Schoo! Law whereby each district is required to pay two 
months’ salary. 


§ 2. Elections in School Districts on Special School 
Levies, etc.—The County Board of Education of Colleton County 
is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to provide for an 
election to be held in each school district in said County on the second 
Tuesday in July, or such date as may be designated by the County 
Board of Education, for the purpose of allowing the qualified elec- 
tors of each school district to vote on the question of the extension 
of the school term of its respective district beyond the period of eight 
(8) months as provided for by the State and County, and what tax 
levy, if any, shall be placed thereon to meet the payment for the 
extension and also to vote for the reduction of any special or other 
levy now on said school district in excess of that required for the 
extension beyond eight (8) months. 


§ 3. County Board of Education to Arange for Elections 
— County Auditor to Reduce Levies Accordingly—Proviso. 
—The said County Board of Education shall make all necessary 
arrangements for holding of said election and prepare ballots to meet 
the requirements of this Act and report to the Auditor of Colleton 
County the result of such election and thereupon the said Auditor 
shall levy upon said district such millage as the district voted for and 
reduce any surplus millage on said district as shall not be required 
and as shall be voted off by said school district: Provided, Nothing 
herein shall annul or set aside levies heretofore voted in said school 
district for bonds or other obligations for school buildings, etc., 
which levies, if any, shall be continued in full force and effect until 
the obligation for which they were levied has been retired.

Section 1. Sec. (2446), 1922, Code, Vol. III, Amended— 
Educational Requirements for Registration as Nurse.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 2446 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, 
Volume 3, be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out the 
words “common school” on lines six and seven, and inserting in 
lieu thereof the words “ninth grade,” and also by adding at the end 
of said Section the following proviso: “Provided, That such nurses 
as are now in training in the various hospitals of this State who can 
qualify under the existing law shall not be disqualified by this Act,” 
so that said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


(2446) It shall be unlawful for any person to practice or pursue 
the calling of a professional nurse in this State for compensation, 
unless such person shall have furnished to the said State Board of 
Medical Examiners satisfactory evidence, of such nature and in 
such form and manner as said Board shall require, that he or she 
is twenty-one years of age, of good moral character, has received 
the equivalent of a ninth grade education, and has graduated from 
a training school connected with a general hospital, where at least 
two years of continuous residence training, with a systematic course 
of instruction is given, and has passed a satisfactory examination 
before said Board and registered as hereinafter required: Provided, 
That this Section shall not be construed to apply to those who may 
be registered prior to January 1, 1911, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this Act applicable to such persons as hereinafter declared 
in Sections 49 and 50: Provided, further, That this Section shall 
not apply, at any time, to the gratuitous nursing of the sick by friends 
or members of the family thereof, nor to those persons nursing the 
sick for hire who do not in any way claim or assume to be, or to 
hold themselves out as registered nurses: Provided, further, That 
nothing herein contained shall be construed so as to prevent a pro- 
fessional nurse who does not hold such a certificate from said 
Board, and who resides in another State, from accompanying and 
attending a person traveling in or through this State, or sojourning 
therein for his or her health, or any nonresident nurse without 
such certificate from serving any person, in this State in case of 
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necessity or emergency, where such nurse is authorized and em- 
powered to practice his or her profession under the law of the State 
in which he or she resides; and if there be no such law, when such 
nurse has received the training required in this Act as a prerequisite 
to examination and registration by said Board of Examiners after 
January 1, 1911: Provided, That such nurses as are now in train- 
ing in the various hospitals of this State who can qualify under the 
existing law shall not be disqualified by this Act.

Section 6. The term “Oil Company” as used in this Act shall 
mean and be held to include any person, firm or corporation, com- 
pany, partnership or association engaged in selling or in consigning, 
using, shipping or distributing for purposes of original sale within 
this State gasoline, combinations thereof, or substitutes therefor, as 
specified in this Act. The term “original sale” shall mean the first 
sale of such products, or the first distribution, transfer, consignment 
or bailment of such products, other than tank car lots, for the pur- 
poses of sale within this State, and in case of tank car lots, originally 
purchased by wholesale dealors within the State, the tax shall be 
paid on the first sale thereafter as is now required where tank car 
lots are purchased from without the State.

Transfer of Pupils and Area in School Districts 
of Aiken County—Petition—Notice—Proviso.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: In the 
event that there should reside in any school district in Aiken County 
at least ten children eligible for attendance upon a school in an ad- 
joining district, and the distance from the residence of such children 
to the school house in the adjoining district is less than the distance 
from their residence to the school house of the district in which they 
live, and at least seventy-five (75%) per cent of the qualified elec- 
tors; parents or guardians of such children should petition the County 
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Superintendent of Education for the transfer after ten days notice 
in a newspaper in the County of such children to the adjoining 
school, as well as the transfer of the area in which they reside to the 
adjoining district, then in that case, it shall be the duty of the Super- 
intendent of Education and the County Board of Education, to cause 
to be transferred and annexed the children and the area in which 
they reside to the school and to the school district nearest them: 
Provided, If it should appear that the transfer would impair any 
school from which it is proposed to be made (not considering, how- 
ever, loss of taxable property), or that the children will be trans- 
ferred or their conveyance provided for or that at least seventy-five 
(75%) per cent. of the children of the qualified electors in the area. 
proposed to be annexed will not be benefited, the Board may deny 
the petition. '

AN ACT to Provide for the Borrowing of Money for the 
Ordinary and Current Business of the State. 


Section 1. Governor, State Treasurer and Comptroller 
General to Borrow for State in Anticipation of Revenue— 
Purpose of Loans—Interest—Notes—Limit of Loans—Ma- 
turity.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: In anticipation of the receipt of the taxes and 
other income and revenue of the State for any fiscal year, applicable 
to the payment of the expenses of the ordinary and current business 
of the State for such fiscal year, the Governor, State Treasurer and 
Comptroller General are hereby empowered to borrow on the credit 
of the State, at a rate of interest not exceeding the legal rate, so much 
money as they may deem necessary to meet the appropriations made 
by law for the ordinary and current business of the State for such 
fiscal year, or to repay any money borrowed for said purpose, with 
interest thereon, and are also hereby empowered to issue notes or 
other obligations of the State for the money so borrowed: Provided, 
That the total amount of indebtedness at any one time outstanding,

A tax shall be, and is hereby, imposed upon the trans- 
fer of any property, real, personal or mixed, or of any interest 
therein or income therefrom, in trust or otherwise, and such trans- 
fer shall be held and construed to include all debts and all obligations, 
secured and unsecured, owed by any resident, citizen, person or 
corporation of this State to any nonresident, except bonds issued 
by the State of South Carolina, or any subdivision thereof, and Farm 
Loan Bonds issued pursuant to the Act of Congress, known as the 
Farm Loan Act, approved the 17th day of July, 1917, and Col- 
lateral Trust Debentures or other similar obligations issued pur- 
suant to the Act of Congress, known as the Agricultural Credits Act 
of 1923, approved March 4th, 1923, when such bonds are held and 
owned by any nonresident without the State of South Carolina, and 
all property and the rights of any nature whatsoever over which 
this State has jurisdiction to enforce the payment of the tax, to 
persons, institutions or corporations, not hereinafter exempted, for 
the support of the State Government in the following cases:’” 


“(a) When the transfer is by will or by the intestate laws of this 
State from any person dying, seized or possessed of the property 
while a resident of the State. 


“(b) When the transfer is by will or intestate laws of property 
within the State, and the decedent was a nonresident of the State 
at the time of his death. 


“(c) When the transfer is of property made by a resident or by 
a nonresident when such nonresident’s property is within this State, 
by deed, grant, bargain, sale or gift, made in contemplation of death 
of the grantor, vendor or donor, or intended to take effect in pos- 
session or enjoyment at or after such death: Transfers of property 
by gift or deed, between parties related by blood or marriage, made 
and completed within five years prior to death, and without an 
adequate, valuable consideration, shall be considered made in con- 
templation of death. 


“(d) Whenever any person, institution or corporation shall .exer- 
cise a power of appointment derived from any disposition of prop- 
erty made either before or after the passage of this Act, such ap- 
pointment, when made, shall be deemed a taxable transfer under the 
provisions of this Act, in the same manner as though the property to 
which such appointment relates belong absolutely to the donee of 
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such power and had been bequeathed or devised by such donee by - 
will; and whenever any person or corporation possessing such a 
power of appointment so derived shall omit or fail to exercise the 
same within the time provided therefor, in whole or in part, a 
transfer taxable under the provisions of this Act shall be deemed to 
take place to the extent of such omission or failure, in the same 
manner as though the person or corporations thereby becoming en- 
titled to the possession or enjoyment of the property to which such 
power related had succeeded thereto by a will of the donee of the 
power failing to exercise such power, taking effect at the time 
of such omission or failure. 


““(e) Whenever property, real or personal, is held in the joint 
names of two or more persons, or is deposited in banks or other 
institutions or depositories in the joint names of two or more per- 
sons and payable to either or the survivor, upon the death of one of 
such persons the right of the surviving joint tenant or joint tenants, 
person or persons to the immediate ownership or possession, and 
enjoyment of such property, shall be deemed a transfer taxable 
under the provisions of this Act in the same manner as though the 
whole property to which such transfer relates was owned by said 
parties as tenants in common and had been bequeathed to the surviv- 
ing joint tenant or joint tenants, person or persons by such deceased 
joint tenant or joint depositor by will. 


“Whenever the beneficial interest to any property or income there- 
from shall pass to or for the use of any husband, wife, minor child, 
minor grandchild, adult children, adult grandchildren, father or 
mother, in every such case the rate of tax shall be 1% on any amount 
up to and including the sum of $20,000 in excess of the exemption ; 
2% on all sums in excess of $20,000, and not exceeding $40,000; 
3% on all sums in excess of $40,000, and not exceeding $80,000; 
4% on all sums in excess of $80,000, and not exceeding $150,000; 
5% on all sums in excess of $150,000, and not exceeding $300,000; 
6% on all sums in excess of $300,000: Provided, That any legacy, 
inheritance, transfer, appointment or interest passing to a husband 
or wife, which may be valued at less than $10,000, shall not be sub- 
ject to any such duty or taxes, and the taxes shall be levied in such 
cases only upon the excess of $10,000, received by each such person; 
and Provided, further, That any gift, legacy, inheritance, transfer, 
appointment or interest passing to each minor child which may be 
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valued at a sum less than $7,500, shall not be subject to any such 
duty or taxes, and the taxes shall be levied in such cases only upon 
the excess of $7,500 received by each such person; and, Provided, 
further, That any gift, legacy, inheritance, transfer, appointment or 
interest passing to adult children and father and mother which may 
be valued at less than $5,000 shall not be subject to any such duty 
or taxes, and the tax shall be levied in such cases upon the excess of 
$5,000 received by each such person. The term child or children 
wherever used in this Act shall be so construed to include a child or 
children legally adopted in conformity with the laws of this or any 
other State. ‘Beneficial interest” wherever it appears in this Act 
shall mean the net value of the estate, real and personal or mixed, 
devised, inherited or otherwise passing under the provisions of this 
Act after deducting all valid and subsisting mortgages, liens or other 
debts due thereon by the deceased. 


“Whenever the beneficial interest to any property or income there- 
from shall pass to or for the use of any lineal ancestors, lineal de- 
scendants, other than hereinabove specified, or to brothers, sisters, 
uncles, aunts, nieces or nephews, or the wife or widow of a son, or 
the husband of a daughter, in every such case the rate of tax shall 
be as follows: 2% on any amount up to and including $20,000; 
3% on all sums in excess of $20,000, and not exceeding $40,00; 
4% on all sums in excess of $40,000, and not exceeding $80,000; 
5% on all sums in excess of $80,000, and not exceeding $150,000; 
6% on all sums in excess of $150,000, and not exceeding $300,000; 
7% on all sums in excess of $300,000: Provided, That any gift, 
legacy, inheritance, transfer, appointment or interest passing to any 
lineal ancestors, lineal descendants other than above specified, and 
brothers, sisters, uncles, aunts, nieces and nephews, and the wife or 
widow of a son, or the husband of a daughter, which may be valued 
at less than $500, shall, not be subject to any such duty or taxes, and 
the tax is to be levied in such cases only upon the excess of $500 
received by each person. In all other cases the rate of tax shall be 
as followst 4% on any amount up to and including the sum of 
$20,000 ; 6% on all sums in excess of $20,000, and not exceeding 
$40,000; 8% on all sums in excess of $40,000, and not exceeding 
$80,000; 10% on all sums in excess of $80,000 and not exceeding 
$150,000 ; 12% on all sums in excess of $150,000, and not exceeding 
$300,000; 14% on all sums in excess of $300,000: Provided, fur- 
ther, That any gift, legacy, inheritance, transfer, appointment or 
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interest passing to any person or corporation in the preceding and 
last above mentioned class, which may be valued at less than $200, 
shall not be subject to any duty or taxes and the tax is to be levied 
in such cases only upon the excess of $200 received by each person;

Section 1. Sec. (369), 1922, Code, Vol. III, Amended— 
Appeals to Tax Board of Review.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Section 369 
of the Code of Laws, 1922, Volume III, by striking out all.of said 
section, and inserting in lieu thereof the following, to be Section 
369: 


Section 369. Whenever the Tax Commission shall make any 
assessment in the first instance, or shall increase any assessment made 
by any Board of Assessors, it shall mail or otherwise transmit notice 
thereof to the person affected thereby; or where as many as twenty 
per cent of the taxpayers of the county, municipality or tax dis- 
trict are affected thereby, to the Chairman of the Board of Equaliza- 
tion of such county, municipality or tax district. And said Chair- 
man shall give public notice for at least one week in one or more

county newspapers, and any person, firm or corporation feeling 
aggrieved and desiring a review by the Tax Board of Review, or 
upon the request of any one or more taxpayers of any such county, 
municipality or tax district affected by such increase, that he or they 
have been aggrieved, the said person, firm or corporation or the said 
Chairman of the County Board of Equalization or any other tax- 
paying citizen shall have the right in behalf of himself and in behalf 
of all the taxpayers of the said county, municipality or tax district 
as a body to appeal to the said Tax Board Review. Within ten 
days after receipt by mail or otherwise of such notice of increase by 
said Tax Commission, the said person, firm or corporation or 
representative of the said county, municipality or tax district here-

Section 1. Sec. (3933), 1922, Code, Vol. HI, Amended— 
Sales by Warehousemen and Repair Men of Property Stored 
or Repaired and Unclaimed.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 3933, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be amended by striking out all of 
said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following to be known 
as Section 3933: 


Section 3933. It shall be lawful for any garage man or storage 
proprietor, owner and operator of any storage place or any garage 
or repair shops of whatever kind or repairment who shall make re- 
pairs upon any article under contract for the same or furnish any 
material for such repairs, in this State, when property may be left 
at his shop for repairs or storage, to sell the same at public outcry 
to the highest bidder after the expiration of sixty days from written 
notice to the owner of the property, that said repairs have been 
completed, or storage charges are due;-and the same shall be sold 
by any Magistrate of the County in which the work was done; or 
vehicle or thing was stored: Provided, That the said Magistrate 
shall, before selling such property, advertise the same for at least 
fifteen days by posting a notice in three public places in his township. 
And he shall, after deducting all proper costs and commissions, pay 
to the claimant the money due to him, taking his receipts for the 
same, after which he shall deposit the said receipt, as well as the 
items of costs and commissions, with the remainder of the money 
or proceeds of the sale in the office of the Clerk of the Court, sub- 
ject to the order of the owner thereof, or his legal representatives.

AN ACT to Provide for and Regulate the Use and Con- 
sumption of Electric Power by the Institutions of the 
State of South Carolina. 


Section 1. Use by State Institutions of Electric Power 
Controlled by State—Use by Individuals in State Owned 
Buildings—Rates.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: Any electric power owned or here- 
after to be owned by the State of South Carolina, or under its con- 
trol, shall be furnished free of cost to all State institutions within a 
radius of ten miles of the State Capitol: Provided, That the State 
institutions herein referred to shall not, and do not include any 
residence, apartment house, dwelling or other State building used by 
individuals who are in the employ of the State or any of its insti- 
tutions, for their own use. Provided, further, That any such 
residence, apartment house, dwelling or other State building used by 
individuals (other than the Governor’s Mansion), who are in the 
employ of the State or any of its institutions, for their own use, 
shall be furnished power by the State Electrician, who shall keep up 
and maintain all such secondary lines to each meter and shall receive 
and collect from the consumers for such power eight (8) cents per 
killowatt hour, for lighting, and four (4) cents per killowatt hour 
for other purposes where such building is outside the city limits of 
Columbia. ; 


§ 2. State Electrician to Make Rules, etc.—That the State 
Electrician is hereby given power and authority to make and en- 
force all necessary rules and regulations for the installation of meters 
and the consumption of electric power not specifically herein pro- 
vided for. 


§ 3. Collections for Power — Disposal. — That the State 
Electrician shall collect monthly from the Columbia Street Railway, 
Gas and Electric Company, its successors or assigns, for all power 
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not consumed and used by the State, who shall turn same over to the 
State Treasurer monthly with all other moneys collected from private 
consumers. 


§ 4. Meters—Reports.—The State Electrician shall furnish 
for all State institutions hereinabove mentioned, where not already 
furnished, a standard meter for the measurement of all electric 
power consumed by the said State institutions and he shall read 
monthly the said meters and keep a record of the electric power con- 
sumed during each month and report to the General Assembly each 
year the amount of electricity consumed for the previous year by any 
State institution mentioned in this Act or any State institution who 
has or will consume any electricity under the provisions of this Act. 


§ 5. Use of Current During Certain Hours.—Between the 
hours of 6 P. M. and 10 P. M. of each and every day the current 
herein provided for shall be used only for lighting, refrigerator and 
elevator purposes. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Section 1. Sec. (2599), 1922, Code, Vol. III, Amended— 
Area of School Districts in Spartanburg County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 2599, Civil Code of Laws of 1922, Volume 3, be, and 
the same is hereby amended, by inserting the following after the 
word “county” in line 18 on page 765: “Provided, That the County 
Board of Education of Spartanburg County shall have power to

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create school districts with areas of less than six square miles in 
industrial centers, when in the judgment of the said County Board 
of Education it will be for the best interests of the people living in 
and around such industrial center to have a school district,” so that 
the said Section when amended shall read as follows: 


Section 2599. Counties to be Divided into School Districts, etc. 
The County Boards of Education shall divide their counties into 
convenient school districts, as compact in form as practicable having 
regard to natural boundaries, and not to exceed forty-nine nor be 
less than nine square miles in area, and shall alter the lines thereof, 
and create additional school districts from time to time as the in- 
terests of the schools may, in their judgment, demand: Provided, 
That no new school district shall be erected by the said County Board 
of Education, except upon the petition of at least one-third of the 
qualified electors embraced within the limits of such proposed school 
districts: Provided, further, That no school district shall be con- 
solidated except upon a petition of at least one-third of the qualified 
voters of the school district proposed to be consolidated: Provided, 
further, Whenever territory embraced in two or more counties is 
proposed to be formed into one school district, the same may be 
formed by the joint action of the Board of Education of the re- 
spective counties as herein provided for the formation of ‘school dis- 
tricts in a county: Provided, That in cities of ten thousand in- 
habitants and over, this limitation of area shall not apply: Provided, 
further, That when any school district laid out under this Section 
shall embrace cities or towns already organized into special school 
districts, in which graded school buildings have been erected by the 
issue of bonds, or by special taxation, or by donation, all the terri- 
tory included in said school district shall bear its just proportion of 
any tax that may be levied to liquidate such bonds or support the 
public schools therein: Provided, further, That the area of school 
districts in the Counties of Spartanburg and Greenville shall be

Amend an Act entitled “To Provide for a State System of Hard 
Surfaced, Top Soil and Other Dependable Types of Highways in 
this State, to Define and Describe said Roads, and to provide Funds 
for Construction, for Maintenance and for Reimbursements to 
Counties in Certain Cases,’ known as Act No. 731, by adding to 
Section 1 of said Act, under the caption “Anderson County,” the 
following provision: “Provided, That the State Highway Commis- 
sion may remove from the State Highway System that section of 
route No. 8 in Anderson County, between Anderson and the Georgia- 
South Carolina State line, and substitute therefor a road following 
the most direct practicable route from Anderson to Knox Bridge 
over the Tugaloo River, or some other route from City of Anderson 
to common boundary line between Anderson County and State of 
Georgia, the object of this provision being to enable the State High- 
way Commission to avoid connecting with Alford’s Bridge over the 
Savannah River, where the established toll rate is excessive and un- 
reasonable. ; 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor. 


§ 3. That any and all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act shall be, and the same are hereby, repealed.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Prohibit 
Animals from Running at Large in This State,’’ known 
as Act No. 142 of the Acts of 1921, so as to Further 
Define the Running at Large of Same in Certain Terri- 
tory of Georgetown County. 


Section 1. Act (1921, XXXII, Stats 200), Amended— 
Community Pastures in Georgetown County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend 
an Act entitled “An Act to Prohibit Animals from Running at Large 
in This State,” known as Act No. 142 of the Acts of 1921, by adding 
at the end of Section 1 the following Provisos: “Provided, That 
in Georgetown County the following territory shall be known as a 
Community Pasture and not to be affected by the provisions of this 
Act, to wit: All that territory in said County Beginning at a point 
on Harris Lake and running thence to Kilsock Bay, thence to 
Gravelly Gully, thence to South West bank of Sampit River at or 
near Sampit Bridge, thence running along the Sampit River to the 
right-of-way of the Seaboard Air Line Railroad, thence along the 
line of the right-of-way of the Seaboard Air Line Railroad to the 
Santee River, which territory embraced within these lines shall be 
known as a Community Pasture and not to be affected in any man- 
ner by the provisions of this Act: Provided, further, That a sub- 
stantial fence be built enclosing said Community Pasture, and to 
carry out the provisions of building said fence a committee of five 
(5) to be appointed by the County Board of Commissioners, whose 
duty it shall be to see that a proper fence is built to enclose the cattle 
in said territory and that same be maintained for that purpose: 
Provided, further, That if any member of the committee herein to 
be appointed refuses to serve, or his place is made vacant by any 
other reason, then the remaining members of the committee shall 
have the right to fill his place: Provided, further, That any cleared 
land within this territory that is used for farming purposes and have 
heretofore removed the fence from around same and it be necessary 
for a fence to be placed around it to carry into effect this Act and to 
protect the owner of the cleared land the committee herein to be ap- 
pointed shall have such fence erected: Provided, That before this 
Act shall be legal and binding the fence inclosing said community 
pasture shall be inspected and approved by the veterinarian in charge 
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of the eradication ticks.” So that said Section when so amended 
shall read as follows: 


Section 1. That on and after December 31, 1921, it shall be unlaw- 
ful for the owner or manager of any mule, horse, ass, jennet, swine, 
sheep, goats or neat cattle, of any description, to wilfully or negli- 
gently permit the said animal or any of them, or any other domestic 
animal, to run at large beyond the limits of his own land, or the 
lands leased, occupied or controlled by him: Provided, That in 
Georgetown County the following territory shall be known as a 
‘Community Pasture and not to be affected by the provisions of this 
Act, to wit: All that territory in said County beginning at a point 
on Harris Lake and running thence to Kilsock Bay, thence to 
Grovelly Gully, thence to South West bank of Sampit River at or 
near Sampit Bridge, thence running along the Sampit River to the 
right-of-way of the Seaboard Air Line Railroad, thence along the 
line of the right-of-way of the Seaboard Air Line Railroad to the 
Santee River, which territory embraced within these lines shall be 
known as a Community Pasture and not to be affected in any man- 
ner by the provisions of this Act: Provided, further, That a sub- 
stantial fence be built enclosing said Community Pasture, and to 
carry out the provisions of building said fence a committee of five 
(5) to be appointed by the County Board of Commissioners, whose 
duty it shall be to see that a proper fence is built to enclose the cattle 
in said territory and that same be maintained for that purpose:

AN ACT to Provide a System of County Government for 
Georgetown County. 


Section 1. Board of County Commissioner for George- 
town County — Personnel — Appointment — Term — 
Residence—Removal.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That there shall be in and for George- 
town County a Board of County Commissioners composed of eight 
(8) members, seven of whom shall be appointed by the Governor 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative Delega- 
tion of said county; the other member shall be the County Supervi- 
sor of said County. The seven appointed members shall serve for 
a term of two years and until their respective successors are ap- 
pointed and qualified: Provided, That the seven members herein 
to be appointed shall be composed of one of said members from each 
township in the County; Provided, further, That any member so 
appointed shall be removed by the Governor upon the request of a 
majority of the members of the Legislative Delegation from said 
County. : 


§ 2. Jurisdiction—Quorum.—That the Board of County 
Commissioners hereinabove provided for, shall have charge of and 
jurisdiction over the roads, bridges, ferries and all county affairs, 
and a majority of said Board as herein constituted shall be considered 
a quorum for the transaction of all business. 


§ 3. Chairman—Clerk.—That said Board of County Com- 
missioners shall, immediately after qualifying, meet and organize 
by electing one of their number as chairman, and may with the 
consent and approval of a majority of the County Legislative Dele- 
gation employ a clerk, whose duties and salary shall be fixed by the 
said Board of County Commissioners and a majority of the Legisla- 
tive Delegation, said Clerk shall enter into a bond in the sum of 
Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, for the faithful performance 
of his duties. 
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§ 4. Commutation Road Tax—Exemptions—Road Work 
in Lieu of Payment.—That all able-bodied male persons, between 
the ages of twenty-one and fifty-five, both inclusive, in the County 
of Georgetown, except those residing in the cities of Andrews and 
Georgetown, who are hereby exempt, shall be required annually to 
pay a capitation road tax of Three ($3.00) Dollars on or before the 
31st day of December of each year, except ministers of the Gospel 
in charge of a congregation, persons permanently disabled in the 
military service of this State and of the United States, which capita- 
tion tax must be paid by the person subject thereto to the County 
Treasurer, and on payment of the same a receipt shall be issued 
showing the date, amount and purpose for which paid, and signed 
by the person collecting the same: Provided, That any person claim- 
ing exemption from the provision of this Act on the ground of 
physical disability, where such disability, is not apparent, shall be 
required to give a certificate of disability from two regularly licensed 
physicians: Provided, That all persons who are liable for road 
duty in said county as is provided by law, in lieu of paying said 
commutation or road tax may perform six (6) days’ labor of ten 
(10) hours each on the highways. 


§ 5. Assessment and Collection.—That said capitation tax 
shall be due and payable at the same time that the poll tax of said 
county is due and payable, and shall be charged against all persons 
liable therefor by the County Auditor in the same manner as poll 
taxes are now. charged and shall be collected by the County Treas- 
urer at the same time and in the same manner as poll taxes are now 
collected. 


§ 6. Evasion a Misdemeanor—Penalty.—Any person here- 
under made liable for the payment of said capitation road tax, who 
shall fail to make such payment when same is due, or not having 
performed labor as required, or who fails to list said tax at the time 
provided for listing the same with the Auditor, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and, upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by a 
fine in a sum not less than Five ($5.00) Dollars and not more than 
Ten ($10.00) Dollars, or by imprisonment for not less than ten 
(10) days nor more than thirty (30) days. 


§ 7. Returns for Road Tax—Lists.—Every person in said 
county liable for said road tax shall return himself for taxation for 
such tax to the County Auditor of said county in each and every 
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calendar year, between the first day of January and the twentieth day 
of February, and the County Auditor is hereby authorized and 
directed to solicit and take such returns, and he shall make out and 
deliver to the Township Assessors of the several townships, and a 
copy to the Board of County Commissioners of said County, lists 
alphabetically arranged of the names of the persons who have re- 
turned themselves for taxation for such tax in their townships. The 
Township Assessors and Board of County Commissioners shall add 
to said lists the names of all persons in the County liable for said 
tax, and who have not returned themselves to the County Auditor, 
and said lists shall be returned as promptly as possible to said 
County Auditor. Said County Auditor in each and every year, on 
or before the 15th day of October, shall make out and deliver a 
list of the names of all persons liable for said road tax in said 
county, alphabetically arranged by townships to the County Treas- 
urer of said County. 


§ 8. Chain Gang.—The Board of County Commissioners shall 
have charge of the chain gang and all equipment and shall distribute 
its benefits among the various townships as impartially as possible, 
and they shall appoint foreman, or foremen, overseer or overseers 
and guards therefor, as they may deem necessary and fix their duties 
and compensation. 


§ 9. Meetings of Board—Majority Rule.—The Board of 
County Commissioners shall hold regular meetings on the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in each month of the year, at the County 
Court House, for the transaction of business, and a majority of the 
said Board shall constitute a quorum: Provided, That in all mat- 
ters regarding the county affairs a majority of said Board of County 
Commissioners shall rule and be binding. 


§ 10. Compensation.—That each of said appointed commis- 
sioners shall receive as compensation for his services Five ($5.00) 
Dollars per day and five (5¢) cents per mile for actual travel, for 
each attendance upon the meetings of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, not to exceed twenty (20) days in any year, and that no 
Commissioner shall receive such per diem unless he was in actual 
attendance upon a meeting of the said Board. 


§ 11. Duties of County Supervisor.—In addition to the 
duties of the County Supervisor as are now required by law, not in 
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conflict with this Act, he shall be required to perform such duties as 
the Board of County Commissioners may direct. 


§ 12. Purchase of Supplies.—All supplies of every descrip- 
tion whatever to be used by the County or any officer of any depart- 
ment thereof, and paid for out of the public funds, shall be purchased 
by the Board of County Commissioners. Any officer needing sup- 
plies shall first file a written requisition with the said Board, giving 
in detail a full description of the article, or articles wanted, together 
with such other information as the said Board may require. The 
said Board shall carefully examine same and shall prepare a list of 
all supplies and equipment needed, and give written notice at least 
five (5) days prior to the time of opening bids to at least three 
business houses carrying such supplies as may be needed, inviting 
bids for such supplies and the contract of purchase shall be awarded 
to the lowest responsible bidder: Provided, That in case of emer- 
gency the said Board may make purchases when the cost of same 
does not exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars. For such purchase a ma- 
jority of the said Board shall certify on the claim therefor the neces- 
sity therefor. , 


§ 13. Inventory of County Property—Records.—The said 
Board shall require the Clerk, together with the Supervisor, to im- 
mediately take an inventory of all personal property owned by the 
County, such as teams and road working equipment, tools and sup- 
plies for chain gang and for all other departments. The office 
records shall show at all times in whose possession said property 
should be and the party having same shall be supplied with a list 
of the property in his hands and shall be required to furnish to the 
Board of County Commissioners at the end of each month a com- 
plete inventory thereof. 


§ 14. “Bills Payable’ Book.—The Board of County Com- 
missioners shall keep a book of “Bills Payable,” in which he shall 
enter, as and when made, all notes for loans in anticipation of col- 
lection of taxes. The entries thereon shall show: (1) Note Num- 
ber; (2) date of note; (3) date due; (4) payee; (5) amount; (6) 
rate of interest; (7) date paid. Said notes shall be numbered in the 
order in which they may be executed. 


§ 15. “Bond Book”.—The Board of County Commissioners 
shall keep a book called “Bond Book,” in which shall be entered all 
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bonds outstanding and hereafter issued. This book shall be printed 
and ruled with appropriate columns, showing (1) Series number; 
(2) title of bonds; 3) date of issue; (4) date due; (5) interest rate; 
(6) interest payable; (7) interest amount due January 1; (8) in- 
terest amount due July 1, (9) number of bonds; (10) bond number; 
(11) denomination; (12) total value issued; (13) remarks. 


§ 16. Appropriations Not to be Exceeded—vViolations— 
Warrants.—The County Supervisor and the Board of County 
Commissioners are hereby prohibited from drawing any warrant 
upon the County Treasurer to be paid out of any of the several funds 
specifically appropriated for any purpose other than that for which 
the same shall have been so appropriated, and it shall be unlawful 
for the County Treasurer to pay any such inhibited warrant. It 
shali be unlawful for the County Supervisor, Board of County Com- 
missioners or any member thereof, to create, by contract, express or 
implied, any obligation against the county which, with the obligation 
then existing and chargeable to any particular item of appropriation, 
shall exceed the amount specifically appropriated therefor: Pro- 
vided, That in case of emergency, with the written consent of a 
majority of the Legislative Delegation, this requirement may be 
dispensed with. Should the County Supervisor, Board of County 
Commissioners, or any member thereof, violate the provisions of 
the paragraph next preceding in this Section, the claim resulting 
therefrom shall be declared null and void as against the County, and 
the officer offending shall be held responsible to the claimant there- 
for upon his official bond. It is hereby made the duty of the County 
Commissioners to so apportion the appropriation for maintenance of 
convicts and road working organizations as to cover the total ex- 
penses on account of these items for the entire fiscal year for which 
they may be respectively appropriated: Provided, That no claim or 
any kind of indebtedness against the County shall be paid by any 
officer or employee of the said county, except upon regularly issued 
warrants, duly approved by the Board of County Commissioners 
and signed by the chairman and countersigned by the Clerk of said 
Board of County Commissioners. 


§ 17. Data on Warrants.—The Board of County Commis- 
sioners shall state upon each warrant drawn upon the County Treas- 
urer the item of the appropriation in the County supply Act on 
account of which it shall have been drawn; they shall also in a 
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tabulated form upon said warrant state the amount of such ap- 
propriation, the amount theretofore drawn against it, the amount 
of the warrant then drawn and the balance against which future 
warrants may be drawn. .No warrant shall be paid by the County 
Treasurer or be allowed as a credit to him in his settlement unless 
it conforms to this requirement. 


§ 18. Record of Disbursements—Contents.—The Board of 
County Commissioners shall have the Clerk of the said Board to 
keep a clear and concise record of all payments made through their 
office, keeping a separate account for the chain gang; another for each 
of the forces employed by the County, another for all work done 
by contract, another for bridge work, another showing equipment 
purchased and a general account, and ‘such accounts shall be kept 
in such a manner as to show clearly the transactions covered thereby, 
showing as far as possible, what road such sums were spent on, 
class of work done, and in what township located, and such ac- 
counts shall be open to public inspection. 


§ 19. Reports of Road and Chain Gang Foremen.—The 
foreman of the chain gang and the foreman of all other forces em- 
ployed by the said Board shall file in the office of the said Board of 
County Commissioners for public inspection, on the first day of 
every month, a statement showing the number of hands, number of 
mules and the equipment worked under him during the preceding 
month, the mileage of road worked, what kind of work done, what 
roads worked, what equipment purchased for his force, what supplies 
consumed, what repairs and by whom made; and shall give the 
said Board an estimate of the supplies and new equipment needed 
for his force for the ensuing month; and for his failure to file said 
statement and estimate he shall be liable to forfeit his pay for that 
month. 


§ 20. Contracts.—All contracts by the said Board for any 
amount exceeding Twenty ($20.00) Dollars shall be let by competi- 
tive bid, ten days notice to be given before such work is to begin, by 
posting three notices in three public places, one of which must be 
posted where the work is to be done and one upon the Court House 
door. 


§ 21. County’ Borrowings.—Should the Board of County 
Commissioners find it necessary to borrow money for any fiscal year 
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for the County in advance of the collection of taxes therefor, as 
provided and authorized by law, they shall set forth in writing, the 
amount wanted and when the same will be paid, and require com- 
petitive bids on terms and the rate of interest, and all money bor- 
rowed shall be at the best terms and at the lowest rate of interest the 
said Board can get: Provided, That the said Board is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered, early in January of each year, in the same 
manner and on the same terms as hereinabove described to borrow 
sufficient money to meet the needs of the County, based on the 
average monthly expenditures of the previous year, until the County 
Supply Bill is passed. 


§ 22. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 23. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. ,

AN ACT to Repeal an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for 
the Election of Three Trustees for Norway School Dis- 
trict No. 71, in Orangeburg County,” Approved May 
9, 1917, and to Otherwise Provide for the Election of 
School Trustees for Said District. 


Section 1. Act (1917, XXX, Stats. 622), Repealed— 
Trustees of School District No. 71, Orangeburg County— 
Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the 
Election of Three Trustees for Norway School District No. 71, in 
Orangeburg County,” approved May 9, 1917, be and the same is 
hereby repealed: Provided, That the Trustees now in office shall 
continue to hold office and to discharge the duties thereof until their 
successors shall have been duly elected in the manner hereinafter 
provided. 


§ 2. Election of Trustees — Terms — Successors — Ap- 
pointment.—That on the second Tuesday in April, 1925, the 
qualified electors of Norway School District No. 71, in Orangeburg 
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County, shall elect three trustees for the said district, whose term 
of office shall be two, four and six years respectively. After the 
election of said trustees, they shall determine by lot which of their 
number shall serve for two years, which for four years and which 
for six years, and on the second Tuesday in April, every two years 
thereafter, the electors of said district shall elect one trustee, whose 
term of office shall be for six years. (In case said election should 
not be held at the time stated, the said County Board of Education 
shall appoint a trustee for the term provided herein. 


§ 3. Conduct of Election.—The County Board of Education 
of Orangeburg County shall make the necessary provisions for hold- 
ing said election, shall appoint three persons whose duty it shall be 
to act as managers of said election, to canvass the vote, and declare 
the result and to file their report of said election with the County 
Superintendent of Education of Orangeburg County and upon such 
report being filed the persons therein declared to be elected shall be 
commissioned as trustees of said School District. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 1 of Act No. 715 of the Acts of 
the General Assembly of 1924 by Making Further Pro- 
vision as to Domestic Corporations. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 1173), Amended— 
Exemption from Income Tax of That Part of Income of 
Domestic Corporations Earned Outside State.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend 
Section 1 of Act No. 715 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 
1924, by striking out the said Section and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following which shall be Section 1. That for the purpose of 
raising additional revenue to pay the expenses of the State Govern- 
ment there shall be levied, assessed, collected and paid annually upon 
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entire net income received in the preceding year from all sources by 
each and every individual citizen or resident of the State of South 
Carolina and by each and every corporation, joint stock company or 
association, organized in the State, no matter how organized or 
created, an income tax; and that a like tax shall be levied, assessed, 
collected and paid, annually, upon the entire income net received in 
the preceding year from all sources within the State by every non- 
resident, individual, and by every corporation, joint stock company 
or association, organized, authorized or existing under the laws of 
any State or Territory of the United States, or foreign country: 
Provided, That the income accruing to resident individuals from 
other States or Territories of the United States shall be allowed as 
a credit against the income from all sources: Provided, That an 
income tax was paid to such other State or Territory of the United 
States on such income and that such was paid at an equal or higher 
rate than is prescribed by this Act: Provided, further, That if the 
rate of tax paid to such other State or territory of the United States 
be less than the rate provided in this Act, a credit of the amount of 
income tax paid to such other State or Territory shall be allowed 
against the tax on income from all sources imposed under the pro- 
visions of this Act: Provided, further, That the income earned by 
domestic corporations from property and business owned and oper- 
ated without the State of South Carolina shall not be subject to the 
income tax imposed by this Act but it is hereby authorized and 
directed that the South Carolina Tax Commission shall have access 
to the books of such nonresident plant or office of such domestic 
corporation as a condition precedent to the allowance of this exemp- 
tion: Provided, The Tax Commission may have access to the 
books of the nonresident plant or office if desired by said Commis- 
sion, as a condition precedent to the allowance of the exemption, if 
they are not satisfied with the showings made by the resident of- 
fice. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 3879, Civil Code of Laws, 1922, 
Volume 3, Relating to Mercantile Establishments, so 
as to Further Define the Penalty for Violation Thereof. 


Section 1. Sec. (3879), 1922, Code, Vol. III, Amended— 
Penalty.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: Amend Section 3879 of the Civil Code of Laws, 
1922, Volume 3, by striking out all after the word “business” on line 
four, down to and including the word “warrant” on line six, so that 
said section as amended shall read as follows: 


Section 3879. Any person violating any of the provisions of Sec- 
tions 27, 28 and 29 herein shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be fined not to exceed one dollar or be imprisoned for five days 
for each day such mercantile establishment shall do business. In 
case a copartnership each partner shall be severally liable. 


-§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Protect and 
Preserve, the Fish and to Encourage the Fishing In- 
dustries in the Tide Waters of the State, etc.,”” known 
as Act 623 of the Acts of 1924, so as to Further Pro- 
vide for the Regulation Thereof and to Raise Revenue. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 1016), Amended— 
Jurisdiction of State Board of Fisheries—Employees— As- 
sistant Inspector — Tax on Oysters and Shad — Closed 
Season for Canneries, etc. — Closed Season for Shad — 
Records of Buyers of Shell-Fish—Inspection of Oyster Beds, 
etc. — Terrapin — Shrimp — License for Commercial Fish- 
eries.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: Amend an Act entitled “An Act to Protect and 
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Preserve the Fish and to Encourage the Fishing Industries in the 
Tide Waters of the State,” etc., known as Act No. 623, of the Acts 
of 1924, as follows: Strike out Section 2 and insert in lieu thereof 
the following, to be known as Section 2: 


“Section 2. The State Board of Fisheries shall have and retain 
jurisdiction over all salt water fish, fishing and fisheries, and all 
fishing, fish and fisheries in all tidal waters of the State and all fish, 
fishing and fisheries in all waters of the State whereupon a tax or 
license is levied for reason of commercial purposes. This includes 
the following: All shell fish, crustaceans, diamond back, terrapin, 
sea turtles porpoises, shad, sturgeon, rock, herring, and all other 
migratory fish.” 


Strike out Section 17 and insert in lieu thereof the following, to 
be known as Section 17: 


“Section 17. There shall be appointed by the Board of Fisheries 
a chief inspector and four assistant inspectors. ‘The Board may also 
appoint boat tenders and temporary inspectors and a clerk, as may 
in the discretion of the Board, be necessary to carry into effect and 
enforce the provisions of this law.” 


Strike out all of Section 20 and insert in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing, to be known as Section 20:. 


“Section 20. The assistant inspector shall be a resident of the 
Coastal section of the State and have knowledge of the coastal 
waters and fisheries of same and shall receive a salary of twelve 
hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly.” 


Strike out of Section 74 in line five (5) the words and figures 
three (3) and insert in lieu thereof the words and figures five (5). 
Strike out on line seven the word and figure ten (10) and insert in 
lieu thereof the word and figure twenty (20), and add at the end 
of said section the following proviso: “Provided, That an impost 
tax of eight (8) cents shall be put on each white shad and two (2) 
cents upon each hickory shad offered for sale, or shipped from any 
point in the State to any point within or without the State,” so that. 
said Section 74, when amended, shall read as follows: 


“Section 74. The following fisheries tax is hereby imposed upon 
all fish or fisheries products taken or canned, shucked or shipped 
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for market, to wit: On each sixty ounces of canned oysters two 
(2) cents; on every gallon of shucked oysters, five (5) cents; on 
every bushel of clams in the shell, twenty (20) cents; on each bushel 
of oysters in the shell, ten (10) cents; on each terrapin (during the 
open season), twenty (20) cents; on soft crabs, two (2) cents per 
dozen; hard crabs, ten (10) cents per bushel; on crab meat, two 
(2) cents per gallon; shrimp, when cooked, one (1) cent for four 
pounds or majority fraction; on each pound of green shrimp one- 
eight (1/8) of one cent: Provided, That an impost tax of eight 
(8) cents shall be put upon each white shad and two (2) cents upon 
each hickory shad offered for sale, or shipped from any point in the 
State to any point within or without the State.” 


Amend further by striking out Section 61 and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following, to be known as Section 61: 


“Section 61. Canneries shall not commence operation before Oc- 
tober 1st of each year, and both canneries and raw shucking. plants 
shall cease operation on May fifteenth: Provided, That the Board 
of Fisheries shall have authority in their discretion to permit the 
operations to continue not later than April first or earlier than Oc- 
tober thirty-first.” 


Amend further by striking out all of Section 85 and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following, to be known as Section 85: 


“Section 85. It shall be unlawful to catch, buy, sell or ship white 
shad or hickory shad between the 25th of March and the 15th day 
of January, inclusive, in each year; and, during the open season, 
it shall be unlawful to catch the same or set any seine or net for same 
from sunrise on Saturday morning until one a. m. of the following 
Monday: Provided, That any net found with decomposed shad or 
sturgeon will be cause for forfeiture of license and net: Provided, 
however, That from a point forty miles from the mouth of any 
stream, in which shad may run, on to the waters of its source, the 
closed season for shad shall be from the 20th day of April until the 
15th day of January.” 


Amend further by adding a new section to be known as Section 
87a as follows: 


“Section 87a. Any person or persons engaged in buying clams or 
oysters for shipment or canning purposes, shall be required to keep 
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a record of the number of bushels bought, dates, name of person 
from whom bought, places where the clams or oysters were gathered, 
and whether by permission of the owner of the property or not. 
This list shall be produced, when demafided by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction, and may be used as evidence in cases where suit is 
brought for the violation of Section 83 of the Criminal Code of 
South Carolina. Failure to obtain and keep such record shall be a 
misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, punishable by a fine of not less 
than twenty-five dollars or more than fifty dollars in each case, or 
service for not more than thirty days on the public works of the 
county.” 


Add a new section to be known as Section 91-A, as follows: 


“Section 91-A. It shall be the duty of the Board of Fisheries and 
the State Board of Health to determine and inspect and control as 
to sanitary conditions all beds on which shell fish are grown; to 
inspect and control as to sanitary operation all shucking plants or 
plants where shell fish are packed or otherwise prepared, to provide 
such method of identification in the form of a certificate number 
’ that will make plain the source of the shell fish in the container: 
Provided, No certificate number may be used_as advertising media 
unless the beds from which the shell fish have been taken, the plants 
in which they have been shucked or packed have been passed on by 
a representative of the State Board of Health: Provided, further, 
That no person shall be employed to handle shell fish until they have 
produced a certificate issued by the State Board of Health to the 
effect that they are free of typhoid bacilli. This certificate must be 
renewed each year. Penalty for hiring a worker without such 
certificate shall be cancellation of license and not less than $500.00 
fine, and unlawfully advertising of oyster or shads including the 
certificate of the State Board of Health shall be fined not less than 
$1,000.00. ‘The method of storing and shipping shell fish shall be 
supervised, inspected and controlled by the State Board a Health 
and the Board of Fisheries. : 


“Tt shall be the duty of the State Board of Health to see to it 
that the product conforms to the proper standards for salinity water 
content, feed proportion, to the Pure Food Laws standards and to 
an established bacterial standard. In order to provide the inspection 
of beds and shucking plants, the expense of the repersentative of the 
State Board of Health in getting to and from these beds. shucking 
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plants and packing houses shall be borne by the owner of the shed 
or shucking plant or packing house.” 


Amend by striking out Section 92 and inserting in liew thereof the 
following: 


“Section 92. A tax of twenty (20) cents shall be paid upon every 
terrapin of lawful size taken during the open season at or before 
the same is offered for sale, sold or shipped by any dealer in the 
same.” 


Amend further by striking out all of Section 96 and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following, to be known as Section 96: 


“Section 96. The taking or detention of possession, purchase or 
sale of terrapin less than five and one-half inches in length measured 
on the medial line of the bottom of the shell, or the use of any 
seine having a mesh of less than five and three-fourths inches for 
catching terrapin shall be unlawful and punishable within the juris- 
diction of a Magistrate’s Court. Amend further by adding at the 
end of Section 97 the following proviso: -“Provided, That this does 
not apply to terrapin in possession of regular licensed terrapin 
farms,” so that said section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 


“Section 97. The possession of terrapin of less than lawful size 
or during the closed season or the possession of a terrapin without 
having taken out a dealer’s license, or the possession of any boat or 
a terrapin seine having a mesh of less than five and three-fourths 
(534) inches shall be deemed prima facie evidence of guilt within 
the county where found in such possession and shall cast the onus 
of explaining such possession upon the possessor: Provided, That 
this does not apply to terrapin in possession of regular licensed 
terrapin farms.” 


_ § 2. Amend further by adding a section to be known as Section 
109, to read as follows: 


~ “Section 109, There shall be a closed season on shrimp or prawn, 
beginning on the first day of March and ending on the thirtieth day 
of June each calendar year. Penalty for violation of this closed 
season shall not be less than $100.00 and confiscation of all boats, 
rigging, and equipment: Provided, This closed season does not 
apply to cast nets or shrimp caught in same for personal use. 
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“There shall be license to run terrapin farms, which license shall 
be $25.00 each calendar year. Such license to be obtained as here- 
tofore provided for. 


“No commerciol fishery of any nature not provided for in the 
Coastal Fisheries Law shall commence operations unless first obtain- 
ing a license to do so from the Board of Fisheries and said license 
unless otherwise provided for shall cost $1.00 per annum, ‘and be 
obtained as heretofore provided for. There shall be a license to 
buy and ship clams, such license shall be obtained as heretofore pro- 
vided for and shall be $5.00 per annum, good only for the open sea- 
son for clam.” 


§ 3. Amend further by adding a section to be known as Section 
110, to read as follows: 


“Section 110. License for buying or shipping shrimp or prawn 
shall be in addition to the fishing license for same and shall be $5.00 
per annum: Provided, This license does not apply to canned shrimp 
or prawn. Such license to be obtained as heretofore provided, and 
those being granted such. license must make monthly reports as the 
Board may see fit.” 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are _ 
hereby repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2661 of the Code of Laws, 1922, 
Relating to School Boards of Education so as to Change 
the Mandatory Provisions to One of Option. 


Section 1. Sec. (2661), 1922, Code, Vol. III, Amended— 
Meetings of School Trustees of County Optional with County 
Board of Education.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: Amend Section 2661 of the Code of 
Laws, 1922, by striking out on line 2 the word “shall” and inserting 
in lieu thereof the word “may,” so that said section as amended shall 
read as follows: 
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Section 2661. That the County Board may, annually, call a meet- 
ing of all the School Trustees of the county for conference on 
school interests, at which meeting the Chairman of the County Board 
shall preside. Each Trustee shall receive, for actual attendance 
upon such meeting, four dollars per diem and five cents for each mile 
of distance of his residence from the Courthouse.

AN ACT to Amend Sections One and Three of An Act En- 
titled “An Act to Enlarge and Define the Duties and 
Powers of the Probate Court in Relation to Minors in 
Counties Having a Population According to the Census 
of 1920, of Between 90,000 and 100,000 and Regulat- 
ing the Procedure Therein,” known as Act No. 148 of 
the Acts of 1923, so as to Reduce the Age of Minors 
From Eighteen Years to Sixteen Years. 


Section 1. Act (1923, XXXIII, Stats. 207), Amended— 
Age of Minors Within Jurisdiction of Probate Court in Cer- 
tain Cases.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Amend Section 1 of an Act entitled “An Act 
to Enlarge and Define the Duties and Powers of the Probate Court 
in Relation to Minors in Counties Having a Population According 
to the Census of 1920, of Between 90,000 and 100,000 and Regulat- 
ing the Procedure Therein,” by striking out the figure “18” on line 
four of said Section and inserting the figure “16” in lieu thereof, so 
that said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


Section 1. The Probate Court of counties having a population of 
between 90,000 and 100,000 according to the census of 1920, shall 
have exclusive original jurisdiction of any case of a child less than 
16 years of age and of all other persons involved with or contributing 
to the dependency or delinquency of any child, residing in or being 
at this time within the said county or any city therein. 
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(a) Who is delinquent or who violates any municipal or State 
law or ordinance or who is truant, unruly, wayward, or misdirected, 
or who is disobedient to parents or beyond their control, or who is 
in danger of becoming so; or 


(b) Who is neglected, or who engages in any occupation, calling 
or exhibition, or is found in any place where a child is forbidden by 
law to be, and for permitting which an adult may be punished by law, 
or who is in such condition or surroundings or under such improper 
or insufficient guardianship or control as to endanger the morals, 
health or general welfare of such child; or 


(c) Who is dependent upon public support or who is destitute, 
homeless or abandoned, or whose custody is subject to controversy, 
or who is insane or feeble-minded or idiotic or epileptic or so far 
mentally deficient as to be unable to exercise proper control over his 
own affairs or whose mind is so deranged or impaired as to endanger 
the health, person or property of himself or others. 


When jurisdiction has been obtained in the case of any child, 
unless a Court order shall be issued to the contrary, or unless the 
child be cémmitted to an institution supported and controlled by the 
State, it shall continue for the purpose of this Act during the 
minority of the child. The duty shall be constant upon the Court to 
give each subject in its jurisdiction such oversight and control in 
the premises as will conduce to the welfare of such child and to the 
best interest of the State. 


§ 2. Amend Section three of said Act by striking out the figures 
“18” on line seven of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof’ the 
figure “16,” so that said Section when so amended shall read as fol- 
lows: 


Section 3. The term “Court”? when used in this Act without 
modification, shall refer to the Children’s Court to be established 
in each county as hereinabove provided. The term “Judge” when 
used in this Act, shall refer to the Judge of the Probate Court acting 
as Judge of the Children’s Court, or Special Judge. The term 
“child” or “minor” when used in this Act shall mean any person 
less than 16 years of age.

Grant of Degrees by the Citadel.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 2795, 
Volume I, of the Code of Laws, 1922, be and the same is hereby 
amended by striking out after the word “confer” on line nine of said 
section the following: “the degree of bachelor of science and the 
degree of civil engineer,” and inserting in lieu thereof the word 
“degrees,” so that said section when amended shall read as follows: 


§ 2. “Section 2795. Said Board shall have the power to estab- 
lish such regulations as they may deem necessary for the organiza- 
tion and good government of said college, and to establish such by- 
laws for the management thereof as shall not be inconsistent with 
the laws of this State, or of the United States, to appoint professors 
qualified to give instruction in military science and other branches 
of knowledge which they may deem essential; to fix their salaries 
and the period for which said professors shall serve, and the said 
Board shall have full power to confer degrees on graduates of the 
said college.”

AN ACT to Authorize and Direct the Appointment of a 
Chief Highway Commissioner by the State Highway 
Commission, and to Prescribe His Duties. 


Section 1. Chief Highway Commissioner—Appointment 
— Powers—Term — Compensation — Removal — Duties 
—Bond—Disbursements—Employees.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The State High- 
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way Commission be, and the same is hereby authorized and directed 
to appoint a Chief Highway Commissioner who shall be the ad- 
ministrative and executive head of the State Highway Commission 
to act when the Highway Commission is not in session with all the 
powers and rights that belong to the said Commission, but any act 
of the Chief Highway Commissioner shall be subject to review or 
reversal by the State Highway Commission or a majority thereof. 
The term of office of the Chief Highway Commissioner shall be 
four years, and the person appointed to this position shall be a 
citizen of practical and successful business and executive ability 
And his compensation shall be fixed by the Highway Commission 
which shall not exceed $6,000.00 per annum. The right to remove 
or discharge the Chief Highway Commissioner is hereby reserved 
to the members of the State Highway Commission, or a majority 
thereof. The Chief Highway Commissioner shall devote his full 
time to the duties of this office, and immediately upon qualification 
shall give a bond to the State of South Carolina in the sum of Fifty- 
Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars for the faithful performance of his 
duties. All moneys expended by the Highway Commissioner shall 
be upon the authority and approval of the Highway Commission and 
all authority for the appointment of employees heretofore vested in 
the State Highway Engineer and the Secretary of the Highway Com- 
mission be, and the same is hereby vested in the Chief Highway 
Commissioner who shall make all appointments with the consent or 
approval of the members of the Highway Commission, or a majority 
thereof. 


. § 1-A. Deposit of Highway Funds—Interest on Deposit. 
—The Secretary and Treasurer of the State Highway Commission 
and the State Treasurer, or any other officer or person being in 
charge of or receiving any of the funds belonging to the State High- 
way Department will deposit such funds in banks designated by the 
Chief Highway Commissioner and all banks in which such Highway 
funds are deposited shall pay such rate of interest on daily balances 
for said Highway funds as shall be required by the Chief Highway 
Commissicner, and such interest shall be credited as it accrues to - 
the State Hghway Fund. 


§ 1-B. Payment of Funds into State Treasury.—All High- 
way funds received in this State shall be turned over to the State 
Treasurer weekly, who shall thereupon deposit same in the banks of 
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this State as required by the proceeding section: Provided, That 
no bond or interest on daily balances shall be required from the 
banks for State Highway funds until such funds are turned over 
to the State Treasurer. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Require the Custodians of Public Funds of the 
County of Williamsburg to Deposit Same in the Several 
Banks of Said County and to Require Such Bank or 
Banks in Which Said Funds Are Deposited to Execute 
Security to the County of Williamsburg for Such De- 
posit and to Reauire all Loans of Said County to be 
Made Upon Competitive Bids. 


Section 1. Deposit of Public Funds in Williamsburg 
County—Security to be Required.—Be it enacted by the Gene- 
ral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That on and after 
the approval of this Act by the Governor all public funds of the 
County of Williamsburg shall be deposited by the custodian of 
custodians of such public fund or funds in the several banks or 
banking institutions within the said County: Provided, That the 
banks receiving such fund or funds for deposit shall execute a bond, 
either personal or indemnity, or pledge sufficient collateral as security 
conditioned to pay the County of Williamsburg any sum or sums, 
together with interest, loss or damage, that may be suffered by the 
County of Williamsburg by reason of the failure of said banks or 
banking institutions, or refusal of said banks or banking institu- 
tions to keep the said funds safely and pay the same with any 
accrued interest; such security either in a personal or indemnity 
bond or collateral shall be approved by the County Commissioners 
and the County Attorney of said County, and County Supervisor. 
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§ 2. Loans to County.—No loans shall be negotiated for, in 
any sum or sums of money, to any public officer or officers of the 
County of Williamsburg except upon competitive bids from reliable 
and responsible bidders, which bids shall be awarded after due ad- 
vertisement and notice in one or more newspapers of the County of 
Williamsburg, in two weekly issues of said paper and by mailing 
notices to each bank and banking institution within the said County. 


§ 3. Security for Present Deposits.—The County Treasurer 
of Williamsburg County and any other officer of said County who 
have any funds now on hand are hereby required to, immediately 
upon the passage of this Act, obtain proper security for such funds 
now on deposit, as well as any funds hereafter to be deposited, and 
_ tf any bank or banks in which there are now deposited any of the 
County funds of Williamsburg County shall fail or refuse to give 
security as required in this Act, such funds shall be immediately 
withdrawn from such bank and placed in some other bank or banks 
who will provide security as now required. . 


§ 4. Penalty for Violation by Officer.—Any public officer 
of the County of Williamsburg who shall fail, refuse or neglect to 
comply with the terms and provisions of this Act shall be deemed 
guilty of misconduct in office and it shall be the duty of the Gover- 
nor, upon the facts being made known to him, to remove said of- 
ficer or officers summarily from office. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT Providing for the Establishment of Public Hos- 
pitals, or Tuberculosis Camps, Holding Elections for 
Same and the Issue of Bonds or Taxes to Provide for 
the Administration of Same. 


Section 1. Petitions for Establishment of Hospitals, etc. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South.

Carolina: A petition may be presented to the Legislative Delega- 
tion of any county in this State, signed by two hundred (200) resi- 
dents or freeholders of such county, or two-thirds (2/3) of the 
freeholders of any township, city or town, requesting the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a public hospital, or tuberculosis camp, in 
said county, township, city or town, therein, and specifying the 
maximum amount of money proposed to be expended in purchasing 
or building such hospital or tuberculosis camp. 


§ 2. Election—Notice—Conduct.—Upon the filing of such 
petition, the Legislative Delegation of said county, or a majority 
thereof, shall submit the question to the qualified electors of said 
county, township, city or town at a special election called for that 
purpose, first giving ninety (90) days notice thereof in one or more 
newspapers published in the county, township, city or town, if any 
be published therein, and by posting such notice written or printed in 
each township of the county in case of a county hospital, or tubercu- 
losis camp, or at three conspicuous places in the township, city or 
town in case of a township, city or town hospital, or tuberculosis 
camp. Such election shall be held at the usual places in such county, 
township, city or town as is provided for other elections, and the 
votes shall be canvassed in the same manner as in any election for 
officers for such county, township, city or town. If a majority of 
the qualified voters of such election shall be in favor of building and 
maintaining a hospital or tuberculosis camp, the Legislative Dele- 
gation or a majority thereof shall provide for bonds to be issued 
for same as hereinafter provided. 


§ 3. Returns—Bond Issues.—The said Legislative Delega- 
tion, or a majority thereof, shall file with the Board of County Com- 
missioners or other financial Committee of the County, if same be 
for county or township hospital or tuberculosis camp, or with the 
town council if same be for a city or town hospital or tuberculosis 
camp, a detailed statement of the votes cast for the said hospital or 
tuberculosis camp, and the amount of bonds to be issued and said 
county Commissioners or other financial committee of the county, or 
the town council of the city or town shall be, and are hereby directed 
and empowered to issue bonds of the said county or township or city 
or town in the aggregate principal amount not to exceed the amount 
required for the purpose of building said hospital as voted for by 
the freeholders. 
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§ 4. Sale of Bonds—Terms—Execution.—That the said 
bonds shall be issued and sold from time to time after due date, to 
the highest bidder for cash at not less than par, and in such denomi- 
nation as the officials shall determine, and shall bear interest at a 
rate not exceeding five per cent. per annum, payable semiannually, 
and to each bond shall be attached a coupon for the semiannual in- 
terest from date to maturity, and said bonds shall be signed by the 
chairman of the county Commissioners or other financial officer or 
mayor of any town or city, and the lithographed signature shall be 
a sufficient signing of the coupons on same. 


§ 5. Custody of Proceeds — Disbursements. — That the 
proceeds of the sale of such bonds shall be placed in the county 
treasury, or in the city or town treasury, and shall be placed in the 
county treasury, or in the city or town treasury, and shall be kept 
by the Treasurer of such office, and shall be paid out upon the 
orders of the said county Commissioners or town council for the 
purposes herein mentioned. 


§ 6. Annual Tax.—TIn order to meet the principal and interest 
of said bonds as they mature, the Auditor of said county or the Clerk 
of the town council of any town or city, shall annually levy upon all 
of the property of said county, township, city or town taxes not 
exceeding two (2) mills and for a period of time not exceeding 
twenty(20) years, the proceeds from such levy to be paid out by 
the proper officers for the retirement of the principal and interest 
on any bonds sold. 


§ 7. Hospital Trustees.—Should the majority of the qualified 
electors voting upon the question be in favor of such county, town- 
ship, city or town hospital, or tuberculosis camp, the Legislative 
‘Delegation of such county shall proceed to appoint not more than 
seven (7) nor less than three (3) trustees to be chosen from the 
citizens at large with reference to their fitness for such office, part 
of whom may be women, and all residents of the county, township, 
city or town, who shall constitute the trustees for such hospital, or 
tuberculosis camp. ‘The trustees shall hold their offices for two (2) 
years or until their successors shall be appointed. 


§ 8. Oath of Trustees — Organization — Treasurer — 
No Compensation.—The trustees shall within ten (10) days after 
their appointment qualify by taking the oath required of other of- 
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ficers of the State, and organize as a Board of Hospital Trustees by 
the élection of one of their number as chairman and one as Secre- 
tary, and by the election of such other officers as they may deem 
necessary, but no bonds shall be required of them. The Treasurer 
of any county, township, city or town in which the hospital or 
tuberculosis camp is located shall be the treasurer of the Board of 
Trustees. He shall receive and pay out all moneys under the con- 
trol of said Board as directed by it, but shall receive no compensa- 
tion for his services, and no trustee shall receive compensation for 
his services, but he may receive reimbursement for any cash expendi- 
tures actually made for personal expenses incurred as such trustee. 


§ 9. Powers of Board of Trustees—Meetings—Records. 
—tThe said Board of Trustees when so organized shall adopt and 
promulgate such rules, regulations and by-laws for the government 
of the hospital or tuberculosis camp as may be deemed expedient 
for the economic and equitable conduct thereof. They shall have 
control of the expenditure of all moneys collected to the credit of the 
hospital or-tuberculosis camp, the construction of any building or 
buildings, and the care of the grounds, rooms, and buildings pur- 
chased. ‘They shall also have the power to appoint a superintend- 
ent, and assistant superintendent, and matron, and fix their compen- 
sation, and do all things necessary to carry out the spirit of interest 
for the establishment and maintenance of said hospital or tuberculo- 
sis camp. They shall hold meetings at least once each month, and 
shall keep a complete record of all proceedings, and no hospital 
building shall be erected or constructed until plans and specifications 
have been made therefor and adopted by the Board of Hospital 
Trustees, and bids advertised for according to the law and custom 
of other county buildings. 


§ 10. Donations.—Any person, firm, or corporation or as- 
sociation desiring to make donations of money, personal property, 
or real estate for the benefit of such hospital or tuberculosis camp 
shall have the right to vest title of the property so donated to any 
said county, township, city or town, to- be controlled when accepted 
by the Board of Hospital Trustees according to the terms of the’ 
deed. 

§ 11. Beneficiaries of Hospital.—Every Hospital established 


under the provisions of this Act shall be for the benefit of the in- 
habitants of such county, township, city or town, and any persons 
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falling sick, or being injured or maimed within its limit; but every 
person who is financially able, shall pay to such Board of Hospital 
Trustees or such officers as it shall designate for such county or 
public hospital, or tuberculosis camp such reasonable compensation 
as he or she is able to pay for occupying, nursing, caring for and 
maintaining patients according to the rules and regulations of the 
Board. 


§ 12. Municipal Jurisdiction—Management of Hospital 
—School for Nurses—Exclusion for Violation of Rules— 
Patients From Without Hospital District.—The jurisdiction 
of the city or town in or near which a public hospital, or tuberculo- 
sis camp is located shall extend over all land used for hospital, or 
tuberculosis camp purposes outside the corporate limits, and all 
ordinances of such city or town shall be in full force and effect in 
and over the territory occupied by such public hospital, or tuberculo- 
sis camp. In the management of such hospital, or tuberculosis camp 
no discrimination shall be made against any practitioner of any 
school of medicine recognized by the laws of South Carolina, and all 
such legal practitioners shall have the privilege of treating patients in 
such hospital, or tuberculosis camp, and said Board of Trustees of 
such county, township, city or town hospital, or tuberculosis camp 
may establish and maintain in connection therewith as part of the 
said public hospital, or tuberculosis camp, a training school for 
nurses. In order to render the hospital, or tuberculosis camp of 
greatest use to the greatest number, the Board may exclude from 
the use of such hospital, or tuberculosis camp any such persons who 
shall willfully violate such rules and regulations made by the Board 
of Trustees; and the Board may extend the privileges and use of 
such hospital to persons residing outside of such county, township, 
city, or town upon terms and conditions as may be prescribed from 
time to time by its rules and regulations. 


§ 13. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 14. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 4279 of Volume 3 of the Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Relating to Voluntary 


Dissolution of Corporations, so as to Further Protect 
Preferred Stockholders. 


Section 1. Sec. (4279), 1922, Code, Vol. II, Amended— 
Protection of Preferred Stockholders upon Voluntary Dis- 
solution of Corporation.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Section 4279 of Volume 3 
of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be and the same is 
hereby amended as follows: By adding at the end of the said sec- 
tion the following proviso, to wit: “And Provided, further, That 
in case the corporation has outstanding any preferred stock that is 
past due or otherwise subject to retirement, the corporation may 
be dissolved upon a majority vote of the common stockholders, 
provided adequate provision be made for the payment in full of 
such outstanding preferred stock with all accruals. And provided 
further that the meeting of stockholders for such purpose may be 
called by the President of such corporation, or the Directors, or by 
stockholders owning not less than one fifth of the common stock.” 
So that said Section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 


Section 4279. All corporations, heretofore or hereafter incor- 
porated in this State, either by the Legislature, the Secretary of 
State or a Clerk of Court, shall always have the right to go into 
liquidation and to wind up their affairs and dissolve by resolution 
of the stockholders representing a majority of capital stock had 
after such notice as is hereinafter provided; said resolution to be 
signed by the president and secretary, and a majority of the board of 
directors of the corporation, and forwarded to the Secretary of State, 
to be filed and recorded in his office: Provided, That such resolution 
filed and recorded in his office: Provided, That such resolution 
shall not bar an action for two years thereafter against the corpora- 
tion of any of its members for any liability incurred during the 
existence of the corporation. And, Provided, further, That in case 
the corporation has outstanding any preferred stock that is past due 
or otherwise subject to retirement, the corporation may be dissolved 
upon a majority vote of the common stockholders, provided adequate 
provision be made for the payment of such outstanding preferred 
stock with all accruals, according to their preference in so far as the 
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assets of the said corporation applicable thereto will retire the same. 
And, Provided, further, That the meeting of stockholders for such 
purpose may be called by the President of such corporation, or the 
Directors, or by stockholders owning not less than one-fifth of the 
common stock. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Declare the Fees to be Charged Foreign Cor- 
porations on Increase of Capital Stock. 


Section 1. Fees Payable by Foreign Corporations upon 
Increase of Capital Stock.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That every Foreign Cor- 
poration admitted to do business in this State which shall at any 
time wish to increase its capital stock shall pay to the Secretary of 
State the following fees, to wit: a minimum fee of Fifteen ($15.00) 
Dollars for any additional capital not exceeding Five Thousand 
($5,000.00) Dollars; for any additional capital over Five Thousand 
($5,000.00) Dollars, up to and including One Hundred Thousand 
($100,000.00) Dollars, Fifty ($50.00) Dollars; for any additional 
capital over One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars, up to 
and including One Million ($1,000,000.00) Dollars, Three Hun- 
dred ($300.00) Dollars; for any additional capital over One Million 
($1,000,000.00) Dollars, Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars for the 
first Million and Ten Dollars for each additional Million ($1,000,- 
000.00) Dollars, or fractional part thereof. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Abolish the Board of Commissioners of Public 
Works in the Town of Dillon and Devolve the Duties 
of Same Upon the Mayor and Town Council of said 
Town. , 


Section 1. Board of Commissioners of Public Works of 
Town of Dillon Abolished—Duties Devolved.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The 
office of the Commissioners of Public Works in and for the town 
of Dillon are hereby abolished, and all the duties, powers and re- 
sponsibilities of said Board of Commissioners of Public Works are ° 
hereby devolved upon the Mayor and Town Council of said town 
of Dillon. 


§ 2. Accounting—Debts.—That the said Commissioners of 
Public Works are hereby required forthwith upon the approval of 
this Act to turn over to said Mayor and Town Council of said town 
the records of their office, and to account to the Mayor and Town 
Council for their acts and doings as said Commissioners of Public 
Works since their last monthly report to said Mayor and Town 
Council, and all the legitimate obligations and debts incurred by 
said Commissioners of Public Works shall be assumed and paid for 
by said town. : 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. ; 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Provide for the Merger or Con- 
solidation of Corporations and to Define the Powers 
and Duties, Rights and Liabilities Thereof, When 
Merged or Consolidated. 


Section 1. Merger of Corporations Permitted—Excep- 
tions—Agreements for Consolidtion—Submission to Stock- 
holders—Notice—Certification of Agreement to Secretary 
of State—Record—Charter Fees.—Be it enacted by the General 
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Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Any two or more cor- 
porations now or hereafter existing under the laws of this State, 
for the purpose of carrying on any kind of business, except rail- 
roads and other transportation companies and telegraph and other 
transmitting corporations owning or controlling parallel or compet- 
ing lines, may consolidate into a single corporation which may be 
either one of said consolidated corporations or a new corporation 
to be formed by means of such consolidation. The directors, or a 
majority of the directors of such corporations as desire to consoli- 
date, may enter into an agreement signed by them under the cor- 
porate seals of the respective corporations, prescribing the terms 
and conditions of consolidation, the mode of carrying the same into 
effect and the manner and basis of converting the shares of each of 
the old corporation into the new corporation, with such other details 
and provisions as are deemed necessary or desirable. 


Said agreement shall be submitted to the stockholders of each 
corporation, at a meeting thereof called separately for the purpose 
of taking the same into consideration, of the time, place and object 
of which meeting due notice shall be given by publication at least 
once a week for four successive weeks, in one or more newspapers 
published in the county wherein each corporation either has its 
principal office or conducts its business, and a copy of such notice 
shall be mailed to the last known postoffice address of each stock- 
holder of each corporation at least twenty days prior to the date of 
such meeting, and at said meeting said agreement shall be read and 
considered and a vote by ballot in person or by proxy shall be taken 
for the adoption or rejection of the same, each share entitled to vote, 
entitling the holder thereof to one vote; and if the votes of stock- 
holders of each corporation representing a majority of the outstand- 
ing shares of stock entitled to vote shall be for the adoption of the 
said agreement, then that fact shall be certified on said agreement 
by the secretary of each corporation, under the seal thereof; and the 
agreement so adopted and certified shall be signed by the president 
or vice-president and secretary or assistant secretary of each of 
said corporations, under the corporate seals thereof and shall be 
acknowledged under oath by the president or vice-president of each 
of such corporations before an officer authorized by the laws of this 
State to administer oaths, to be the act, deed and agreement of each 
of said corporations, respectively, and the agreement so certified 
and acknowledged shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of 
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State and shall thereupon be taken and deemed to be the agreement 
and act of consolidation of the said corporations; and a copy of 
said agreement and act of consolidation, duly certified by the Secre- 
tary of State under the seal of his office, shall also be recorded in 
the office of the Clerk of Court of the County of this State in which 
the principal office of the consolidated corporation is or is to be 
established, and in the offices of the Clerks of Court of the Counties 
of this State in which the respective corporations so consolidating 
shall have their original charters recorded, of if any of the corpora- 
tions shall have been created by a special Act of the General As- 
sembly, then said agreement shall be recorded in the County where 
such corporation shall have had its principal office, and such record, 
or a certified copy thereof, shall be evidence of the existence of the 
corporation created by the said agreement and of the observance and 
performance of all antecedent acts and conditions necessary to the 
creation thereof: Provided, That the Secretary of State shall col- 
lect charter fees as now fixed by law for granting new charters on 
their having the total capital stock of the consolidated corporation. 


§ 2. Powers of Consolidated Corporation — Property, 
etc., Vested.—When the agreement is signed, acknowledged, filed 
and recorded, as in the preceding section is required, the separate 
existence of the constituent corporations shall cease, and the con- 
solidating corporations shall become a single corporation in accord- 
ance with the said agreement, possessing all the rights, privileges, 
powers and franchises, as well of a public as of a private nature, 
and being subject to all the restrictions, disabilities and duties of 
each of such corporations so consolidated, and all and singular, the 
rights, privileges, powers and franchises of each of said corpora- 
tions: Provided, however, Where there is a right enjoyed by one 
corporation and a restriction as to the same matter enjoined on the 
other or either of the others, the latter shall prevail ; and all property, 
real, personal and mixed, and all debts due on whatever account, 
and all other things in action or belonging to each of such corpora- 
tions shall be vested in the consolidated corporation; and all prop- 
erty, rights, privileges, powers and franchises, and all and every 
other interest shall be thereafter as effectually the property of the 
consolidated corporation as they were of the several and respective 
former corporations, and the title to any real estate, whether by 
’ deed or otherwise, under the laws of this State, vested in either of 
such corporations, shall not revert or be in any way impaired by 
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reason of this Act; provided, that all rights of creditors and all liens 
upon the property of either of said former corporations shall be 
preserved unimpaired, limited in lien to the property affected by 
such liens at the time of the consolidation, and all debts, liabilities 
and duties of the respective former corporations shall thence forth 
attach to said consolidated corporation, and may be enforced against 
it to the same extent as if said debts, liabilities and duties had been 
incurred or contracted by it. 


§ 3. Rights of Dissenting Stockholders.—If any stock- 
holder entitled to vote in either corporation consolidating as afore- 
said, shall vote against such consolidation, or if any stockholder in 
either corporation consolidating as aforesaid, not entitled to vote 
therein, shall, at or prior to the taking of the vote, object thereto in. 
writing, and if such dissenting or objecting stockholder shall within 
twenty days after the agreement of consolidation has been filed and 
recorded as aforesaid, demand in writing from the consolidated 
corporation payment of his stock, such consolidated corporation shall 
within thirty days thereafter pay to him the value of the stock at 
the date of the consolidation; and in case of disagreement as to the 
value thereof, it shall be lawful for any such stockholder, within 
_ thirty days after he has made demand in writing as aforesaid, and 
upon reasonable notice to the consolidated corporation, to apply by 
petition to the Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of the County 
in which the principal office of the consolidated corporation is, or is 
to be, established, to appoint three appraisers to appraise the value 
of his stock. The award of the appraisers or of a majority of them, 
if not opposed and excepted to in writing within ten days after the 
same shall have been filed in the office of the Clerk of Court as here- 
inafter provided, shall be confirmed by the Court and when con- 
firmed shall be final and conclusive. If objection be made and ex- 
ceptions filed, as aforesaid, the cause shall be entered upon Calendar 
No. 1 of the Court of Common Pleas for trial by said Court and a 
jury, upon the issues raised by the exceptions, and said cause shall 
have priority over all other civil actions or proceedings except as 
have been given priority by law. The Court shall assess against the 
consolidated corporation the costs of said proceedings, including a 
reasonable attorney’s fee to the stockholder and a reasonable fee to 
the appraisers, as it shall deem equitable, and any party shall have 
the right to appeal to the Supreme Court, according to existing law 
and procedure. On the making of said demand in writing, as afore- 
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said, any such stockholder shall cease to be a stockholder in said 
constituent company and shall have no rights with respect to such 
stock except the right to receive payment therefor, as aforesaid, and 
upon payment of the agreed value of the stock or of the value of 
the stock determined by appraisal or judgment, as aforesaid, said 
stockholder shall transfer his stock to the consolidated corporation ; 
and if the consolidated corporation shall fail to pay the amount of 
said judgment within ten days after the same shall become final, 
said judgment may be collected and enforced in the manner pre- 
scribed by law for the enforcement of other judgments. Each 
stockholder in either of the constituent corporations at the time the 
consolidation becomes effective, who is entitled to vote and who does 
not vote against the consolidation and each stockholder in each of 
the constituent corporations at the time the consolidation becomes 
effective, who is not entitled to vote and who does not object thereto 
in writing, as aforesaid, shall cease to be a stockholder in such con- 
stituent corporation and shall be deemed to have assented to the con- 
solidation together with the stockholders voting in favor thereof in 
the manner and on the terms specified in the agreement of consolida- 
tion. The appraisers to be appointed as herein provided shall take 
an cath to faithfully and impartially perform their duties as ap- 
praisers ‘and shall file their report in the office of the Clerk of Court 
within thirty days from and after their qualification as appraisers, 
unless, for good cause, the Court appointing them shall extend said 
time. The Court appointing the appraisers shall fix the time and 
place of their first meeting. 


§ 4. Actions Pending.—Any action or proceeding pending by 
or against either of the corporations consolidated may be prosecuted 
to judgment, as if such consolidation had not taken place or the new 
corporation may be substituted in its place. 


§ 5. Certain Liabilities and Rights not Affected.—The 
liability of corporations now or hereafter existing under the laws of 
this State, or of the stockholders or officers thereof, or the rights 
or remedies of the creditors thereof or of persons doing or transact- 
ing business therewith, shall not in any way be impaired or dimin- 
ished by the consolidation of two or more such corporations under 
the provisions hereof. 


§ 6. Bond Issues by Consolidated Corporation — Stock 
Issues. —When two or more corporations are consolidated, the con- 
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solidated corporation shall, subject to all the laws of this State, have 
power and authority to issue bonds or other obligations, negotiable 
or otherwise, and with or without coupons or interest certificates 
thereto attached, to an amount sufficient with its capital stock to 
provide for all the payments it will be required to make or obliga- 
tions it will be required to assume, in order to effect such consolida- 
tion; to secure the payment of which bonds and obligations it shall 
be lawful to mortgage its corporate franchise, rights, privileges and 
property, real, personal, and mixed; and may issue capital stock, 
either common or preferred or both, to such amount as may be neces- 
sary, to the stockholders of such consolidated corporation in ex- 
change or payment in whole or in part for the original shares, in the 
manner and on the terms specified in the agreement of consolidation. 


§ 6-a. Matters Prohibited by Secs. (3530)-(3554), 1922, 
Code, Vol. II, not Validated.—No consolidation or merger un- 
der the terms of this Act shall render valid any matter or thing de- 
clared unlawful under any provisions of Article XIV, Section 3530- 
3554, Volume 3 Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, relating to 
Trusts, Pools and Monopolies, or any amendment thereof now ef- 
fective or hereafter adcpted, and no consolidation or merger under 
the provisions of this Act shall be deemed to be lawfully accom- 
plished if in contravention of any provision of Article XIV, Sections 
3530-3554, Vol. 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, relating to 
Trusts, Pools and Monopolies, or any amendment thereof now ef- 
fective or hereafter adopted, every provision of which shall remain 
in full force and effect after the passage of this Act and shall in no 
respect be impaired thereby. 


§ 7. Repealing Clause.—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed, except as provided in Section 
6-a. 


§ 8. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT Providing for the Regulation, Supervision, and 
Control of Persons, Firms, Corporations, and Associa- 
tions Owning, Controlling, Operating or Managing 
Motor Vehicles Used in the Business of Transporting 
Persons or Property for Compensation on the Improved 
Public Highways of This State, Which are, or May 
Hereafter be Declared to be Parts of the State High- 
way Systems, or Any of the County Highway Systems, 
or the Streets of Any City or Town, and Prescribing 
and Imposing License Fees and Providing for the Dis- 
position of the Revenue Raised by the Same. 


Section 1. Terms Defined.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: (a) The term “corpora- 
tion” wherever used in this act means a corporation, company, as- 
sociation or joint stock association. (b) The term “person” wher- 
ever used in this act, means an individual, a firm or copartnership. 
(c) The term “commission” wherever used in this act, means the 
Highway Commission of the State of South Carolina. (d) The 
term “motor vehicle carrier” wherever used in this Act, means 
every corporation or person, their lessees, trustees or receivers, own- 
ing, controlling, operating or managing any motor propelled vehicle 
not usually operated on or over rails, used in the business of trans- 
porting persons or property for compensation over any improved 
public highway or streets as hereinafter defined, in this State. (e) 
For the purpose of this Act, all vehicles equipped to carry a load 
and which are attached to and drawn by a motor vehicle, are hereby 
defined as trailers, and shall be classed as motor vehicles and subject 
to the provisions of this act. (f) The term “improved public high- 
way” wherever used in this act, means every improved public high- 
way in this State which is or may hereafter be declared to be a part 
of the State Highway system or any county highway system, or the 
streets of any city or town. 


§ 2. Transportation by Motor Vehicle for Compensation 
Regulated—Exceptions—Permits.—No corporation or person, 
their lessees, trustees, or receivers, shall operate any motor-propelled 
vehicle as herein before defined for transportation of persons or 
property for compensation on any improved public highways in this 
State, except in accordance with the provisions of this act, and such 
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operation shall be subject to control, supervision and regulation by 
the commission in the manner provided by this Act: Provided, 
however, That nothing in this act contained shall apply to motor 
vehicles while used exclusively for transporting persons to and from 
schools, Sunday schools, churches, or religious services of any kind, 
or to or from picnics or upon special prearranged excursions, or to 
United States mail carriers operating star routes, while engaged 
solely in carrying mail, or to farmers or dairyman, hauling dairy or 
farm products; or lumber haulers engaged in transporting lumber 
and logs from the forests to the shipping points: and, Provided, 
further, That except in this proviso set forth, nothing in this act 
contained shall apply to motor vehicles employed exclusively in the 
conduct of educational or sightseeing excursions or tours from 
points within or outside of this State to and from points of educa- 
tional and historic interest in the State of South Carolina, that do 
not solicit or receive patronage along the route. But all such car- 
riers shall be required only to obtain from the commission a permit 
to operate motor vehicles so employed over the improved public 
highways of this State, and to pay a license fee of fifty ($50.00) 
Dollars per annum on vehicles seating twenty-five (25) passengers 
or less, and One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per annum on vehicles 
seating more than twenty-five passengers. 


§ 3. Certificate From Commission Required — License 
Fee—-Classes of Certificates—Issue—Hearing—Proviso— 
No motor vehicle carrier shall hereafter operate for the transporta- 
tion of persons or property for compensation on any improved pub- 
lic highway in this State without first having obtained from the 
commission, under the provisions of this act, a certificate and paid 
the license fee herein required. The commission shall have the 
power to grant five classes of such certificates after application there- 
for has been made in writing by the owner of such vehicles upon 
blanks provided by the commission, and after such hearing as the 
commission may deem proper. To the granting of any certificate 
the commission shall hear any objections which may be filed thereto 
with the commission by any affected party. The said five classes of 
certificates shall be respectively designated. Certificate “A” Certi- 
ficate “B,” Certificate “C,” Certificate “D,” Certificate “E’’: ~Pro- 
vided, however, That the commission shall grant a certificate as a 
matter of right where it appears that the applicant was operating in 
good faith on or before the effective date of this Act, but was not 
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operating immediately prior thereto or on said date because of im- 
passable roads. . 


CERTIFICATES A, B AND C, PASSENGER CARRYING VEHICLES 


§ 4. Issue of Different Classes of Certificates.—The Com- 
mission shall have power to grant a Certificate A in the following 
cases: 


(1) To an applicant to operate in territory already served by any 
certificate holder under this act, or any common carrier, when the 
public convenience and necessity in such territory are not already 
being reasonably served by some other certificate holder or common 
carrier, provided such applicant purposes to operate on a fixed 
schedule and to comply with the other provisions contained in this 
act and the rules and regulations which may be made by the commis- 
sion respecting holders of this class of certificates: and, Provided, 
That the existence of a railroad or other motor vehicle carrier in 
the territory sought to be served by such applicant shall not be suf- 
ficient for a refusal to grant a certificate. (2) To an applicant for 
a certificate to operate upon regular schedule in a territory not al- 
ready served by the holder of a Certificate A, when public con- 
venience and necessity in such territory are not being reasonably 
served by a certificate holder under this act or a common carrier: 
Provided, That where such certificate A is issued to such applicant 
over territory which is being served, at the time such certificate is 
granted, by the holder of a Certificate B, that the right of such ap- 
plicant to operate under Certificate A shall not begin until the ex- 
piration of the then license year of the holder of the Certificate B: 
Provided, That the holder of Certificate B shall be preferred in the 
granting of a Certificate A over this route unless in the judgment 
of the commission same would not be in the interest of public ser- 
vice: and, Provided, further, That the existence of a railroad or 
other motor vehicle carrier in the territory sought to be served by 
such applicant shall not be considered by the commission as good 
cause for refusing the application. 


The Commission shall have power to grant a certificate B in 
cases where the applicant does not propose to regularly operate upon 
a fixed schedule or route, but only desires to operate over a particu- 
lar route or routes which are not already served by the holder of a 
Certificate A, but will operate in instances where by his solicitation 
or otherwise he has procured passengers to be transported over the 


. 
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route or routes designated in his application; but in the granting of 
such Certificate B the commission may consider the public con- 
venience and necessity and whether the territory proposed to be 
served is already reasonably served by a carrier; and if the public 
convenience and necessity require the granting of more than one 
Certificate B over such route or routes, the commission may grant 
additional Certificates B, but such certificate may be revoked by the 
commission at the end of any license year as to any particular route 
or routes, if prior to the expiration of such year the commission has 
granted over said route a Certificate A. 


The commission shall have power to grant a Certificate C to any 
applicant who does not propose to in any way solicit the transporta- 
tion of persons over such improved public highways outside of the - 
corporate limits of any city or town, of to operate upon a regular 
schedule, but who is privately employed for a specific trip and who 
will not solicit or receive patronage along the route: Provided, 
however, That such operators may solicit passengers for destination 
within the corporate limits of any city or town wherein such pas- 
sengers are solicited, and upon such highways which are not being 
served by a holder of Certificate A or B: Provided, That nothing 
in this Act shall apply to motor vehicles carrying on the business of 
transporting passengers or property within the limits of any municip- 
ality or carrying passengers or property where he does not solicit 
such business: Provided, further, That any holder of a certificate 
of Class C shall be allowed to operate within a radius of 2 miles of 
the corporate limits where he is licensed to do business. 


The Commission shall have power to grant a Certificate D for 
property-carrying vehicles, which will operate upon regular routes 
and schedules over said highways, and the commission may grant a 
Certificate E, for property-carrying vehicles which will not operate 
upon any particular route or schedule. The provisions of this act 
governing the granting of Certificates A and C shall apply to Certif- 
icates D and E. 


In the granting of either a Certificate A, B, or D, the commission 
may issue same for partial exercise only of the privileges sought, 
but without alteration of the license charges fixed therein. 


§ 5. Indemnity Insurance or Bond Required.—The Com- 
mission shall, in the granting of a certificate, require the applicant 
to procure and file with said commission liability and property dam- 
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age insurance, or surety bond with some casualty or surety company 
authorized to do business in this State, on such motor vehicle or 
vehicles to be used in the service aforesaid, in such amount as the 
commission may determine, insuring or indemnifying passengers and 
the public receiving personal injury by reason of any act of negli- 
gence, and for damage to property of any person other than the 
assured; such policy or bond to contain such conditions, provisions, 
and limitations as the commission may prescribe and the same shall 
be kept in full force and effect, and failure to do so shall be cause 
for the revocation of such certificate: Provided, however, That 
said motor carriers shall be responsible for loss or damage to baggage 
only when checked with the operator of the vehicle: Provided, 
further, That no applicant for a Certificate “C” shall be required to 
file a bond not exceeding the sum of “two hundred and fifty 
($250.00) dollars”: Provided, That in case the owner of the 
operated bus is a resident of the State or is a domestic corporation, 
action may be brought against such party in any County through 
which the bus line operates. In case of nonresident or foreign 
corporations action may be brought in any County of the State: 
Provided, further, Jurisdiction may be acquired by service of two 
copies of the summons and complaint upon the Secretary of the 
State Highway Commission, who shall forthwith transmit one copy 
by mail te the last known address of the defendant or one of the | 
defendants, if there be more than one. 


§ 6. Applications — License Fees. — Every motor vehicle 
carrier now operating, or which shall hereafter operate in this State, 
shall, as soon as such certificate is issued, and annually on or before 
each succeeding January Ist as long as such certificate remains in 
force, present same, with any changes which have been made therein 
by the commission, to the “State Official” according to the method 
and provision prescribed by law for owners of all motor vehicles 
to make an application in writing for registration and license, and 
state in said application, beside the other matters by law prescribed 
the following: 


(1) In case of holders of Certificate A and B for passenger ve- 
hicles, the seating capacity of said vehicles, their route on which 
said motor vehicle is to be used, whether reserve or substitute ve- 
hicles are maintained by applicant to be used only in emergencies, 
and, if so, the number of such reserve and substitute vehicles and a 
complete description of each, and when in use same to be designated 
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vy a special marker to be furnished by the State official; the length 
of route in miles on improved: public highways in this State; the 
weight of the vehicles when empty; the schedule under which it 
shall operate during the ensuing year: and, Provided, however, That 
an applicant for a Certificate B will not be required to furnish sched- 
ule with this application, and for all such motor vehicles the fol- 
lowing annual fees shall be paid to the Highway Commission for 
license issued by him, and no additional license fees or license tax 
shall be charged the motor vehicle carrier by the State; nor, as to 
holders of Certificate A or B, shall any city, town or county impose 
a license fee or license tax on such motor vehicle carrier. The 
carrying capacity weight of all passenger vehicles shall be computed 
upon a basis of one hundred and fifty pounds per passenger seat. 

Class 1-P. Motor vehicles, including carrying capacity, weighing 
less than seven thousand pounds if equipped with solid tires, or 
thirteen thousand pounds if equipped with pneumatic tires, shall each 
be charged and pay one fiftieth of a cent per each passenger seat, 
multiplied by the total number of miles that said application shall 
show will be travelled over the improved public highways of this 
State by such motor vehicle during the year for which said license 
is issued. 


The holder of Certificate B shall annually pay to the Highway 
Commission for license to operate as holder under such certificate 
the same amount as hereinbefore required of holders of Certificates 
A, except that in computing the amount to be paid for such license, 
the applicant shall estimate the number of miles which his vehicle 
will travel during the period for which his license shall issue: Pro- 
vided, however, That the minimum amount of such estimate shall 
be twenty thousand miles. 


LicensE TAX oF Property CARRYING VEHICLES 


In case of application for Certificate D, the applicant shall state 
in said application, besides the other matters by law provided, the 
carrying capacity as given by manufacturer of such motor vehicles ; 
the route on which said motor vehicle is to be used ; whether reserve 
or substitute cars are maintained by the applicant to be used only in 
emergencies, and, if so, the number of such reserve and substitute 
cars and a complete description of each, and when in use same to be 
designated by a special marker to be furnished by the Highway Com- 
mission ; the length of the route in miles on improved public high-

ways in this State; the weight of the vehicles when empty ; the sched- 
ule under which it shall operate during the ensuing year. And for 
all such motor vehicles the following annual fees shall be paid to 
the Highway Commission for license issued by it, and no other ad- 
ditional license fee or license tax shall be charged the motor vehicle 
carrier by the State; not shall any city, town or county impose a 
license fee or license tax on such motor vehicle carrier. 


Class X. Motor vehicles weighing three tons or less, including 
carrying capacity, shall each be charged and pay one eighth of a 
cent per each ton mile multiplied by the total number of miles that 
said application shall show will be traveled by such motor vehicle 
over the improved public highways of this State during the year for 
which said license is issued. 


Cilass Y. Motor vehicles weighing over three tons and not over 
five tons if equipped with solid tires, now more than seven tons if 
equipped with pneumatic tires, including carrying capacity, shall 
each be charged and pay one-quarter of a cent per each ton mile, 
multiplied by the total number of miles that said application shall 
show will be traveled by such motor vehicle over the improved public 
highways of this State during the year for which said license is is- 
sued. 


Class Z. Motor vehicles weighing over five tons and not over 
eight and one-half tons if equipped with solid tires, nor more than 
nine tons if equipped with pneumatic tires, including carrying ca- 
pacity shall each be charged and pay one-half of a cent per each ton 
mile, multiplied by the total number of miles the said application 
shall show will be traveled by such motor vehicle over the improved 
public highways of this State during the year for which said license 
is issued. Property-carrying vehicles, equipped with solid tires, 
weighing over eight and one-half tons, including carrying capacity, 
shall not be licensed. The provisions of this Act as to motor ve- 
hicles carrying property shall not apply to baggage of passengers 
being transported by holders of Certificates A, B and C. 


The holders of Certificate E shall pay to the State Highway Com- 
mission for the privilege of operating under such certificate the 
following: 


Trucks with carrying capacity under 1 ton .............. $ 15.00 
Trucks with carrying capacity over 1 ton and under 2 tons 25.00 
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Trucks with carrying capacity over 2 tons and under 3 tons —_ 50.00 
Trucks with carrying capacity over 3 tons and under 4 tons 150.00 
Trucks with carrying capacity of 4 tons and over ........ 250.00 


§ 7. Changes of Route.—No motor-vehicle carrier holding a 
Certificate A, B or D shall change said route or schedule of his 
motor vehicle during any year for which a license has been issued, 
without a permit in writing from the commission before said route 
is changed: Provided, however, That where any carrier is pro- 
hibited from operating over his route by virtue of the closing of any 
road by the State, county, city or town authorities, there shall be a 
proper readjustment, and credit given such operators proportionately 
for such unused portion of his license, unless a passable detour is 
provided. 


But nothing in this Act shall be construed to prevent a motor 
vehicle from making occasional detours from his regular route or 
from replacing in an emergency such vehicles by a substitute ve- 
hicle in order to maintain an approved schedule, or in an emergency 
from operating temporarily reserve vehicles on its route for the pub- 
lic accommodation. The license fees charged under this act shall 
be upon the basis of the entire year for the remainder of the year 
expiring on December 31, 1925. No portion of the license fee paid 
as aforesaid will be refunded for any part of the year during which 
said license is not used, except as hereinabove provided. 


§ 8. Drivers’ Permits.—No certificate holder under this Act 
shall operate or permit any person to operate a motor vehicle for the 
transportation of persons or property for compensation in this State 
unless and until the operator thereof shall have obtained from the 
‘Highway Commission a driver’s permit, which may be revoked for 
cause by the commission: Provided, however, That no such permit 
shall be issued to any person under eighteen years of age; such per- 
mit shall always be carried by the person to whom is issued and shall 
be shown to any official or citizen upon request. 


Each applicant for a driver’s permit under the provisions of this 
act shall be examined by a person designated by the State Highway 
Commission as to his knowledge of the traffic laws of this State and 
as to his experience as a driver, and such applicant may be required 
to demonstrate his skill and ability to safely handle his vehicle; he 
shall be of good moral character, and he shall furnish such informa- 
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tion concerning himself as required, upon forms provided for such 
purpose. If the result of such examination be unsatisfactory, the 
permit shall be refused. 


§ 9. Markers.—It shall be the duty of the State Highway 
Commission, upon the presentation of a certificate from the commis- 
sion authorizing the motor vehicle carrier to operate, and upon pay- 
rhent of the proper license, as aforesaid, to furnish the motor-ve- 
hicle carrier with a distinguishing plate or marker, which, in addi- 
tion to the other matters otherwise provided by law to be placed 
thereon, shall bear the letter stating the class under which such 
motor vehicle shall operate, such as 1-P Number ................ 


2-P Number ................ or C Number ................ 
and X Number ................ 2M Number osiaccaenieeet ged : 
Z Number ................. and EF Number ................. 


Provided,- however, That where it appears that the applicant has 
previously secured his several licenses for the year ending December 
31st; One Thousand Nine Hundred and Twenty-five, then in that 
event the State Highway Commission shall credit such applicant 
proportionately with the unused portion thereof, in computing the 
cost, of the license required hereunder for the balance of the said 
year. 


It shall also be the duty of the Highway Commission to examine 
all drivers as required under the provisions of this Act, and to issue 
such permits as such examinations may justify. He shall collect a 
fee of one dollar for each permit issued by him, and all funds so 
collected shall be paid into the State Treasury monthly, to the credit 
of the State Highway Fund. 


§ 10. Powers of Commission.—The Commission is hereby 
vested with power and authority and it shall be their duty to super- 
vise and regulate every motor carrier in this State; to fix or approve 
the rates, fares, charges, classification and rules and regulations 
pertaining thereto, of each such motor carrier: Provided, however, 
That the rate now obtaining by the respective motor carriers shail 
remain in effect until such time, when pursuant to complaint and 
proper hearing, the Commission shall have determined that said rate 
or rates are unreasonable: Provided, That the said Commission 
shall fix as to Class Certificate C a maximum rate only. 


§ 11. Use of Fees Collected — Apportionment — Dis- 
tribution.—It shall be the duty of the Highway Commission to 
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keep a separate account of all moneys collected under this Act, and 
any and all moneys so collected shall be paid into the State Treasury 
monthly. Each of the payments aforesaid shall be accompanied by 
a statement showing the amount collected for the use of the roads 
comprising the State Highway System, and the amount collected for 
the use of the roads comprising the County Highways Systems of 
each County, and the streets of each city or town; the amount in 
each case to be computed upon a mileage basis. The amount so 
remitted which was collected for the use of the State Highway 
System shall be placed to the credit of the State Highway Fund, and 
the amount so remitted which was collected for the use of the 
County Highways Systems and the streets of cities or towns shall 
be semiannually distributed among and paid to such counties, cities 
or towns which maintain such highways or streets over which said 
motor vehicles shall operate, as shown by such statement to be en- 
titled thereto; said payments to be made on warrants of-the State 
Auditor to the respective treasurers of the counties, cities or towns ; 
Provided, In such distribution there shall be deducted the propor- 
tionate cost of administration of this Act. 


§ 12. Revocation, etc., of Certificates.—The. Commission 
may, at any time, by its order, duly entered after a hearing had upon 
notice to the holder of any certificate hereunder, and an opportunity 
to such holder to be heard, at which time it shall be proved that such 
holder has wilfully made any misrepresentation of a material fact 
in obtaining a certificate, or wilfully violated or refused to observe 
the laws of this State touching motor-vehicle carriers or any of the 
terms of his certificate, or any of the commission’s proper orders, 
rules or regulations, suspend, revoke, alter or amend any certificate 
issued under the provisions of this Act; but the holder of such certi- 
ficate shall have the right of appeal to any Court of competent juris- 
diction; Provided, however, That a certificate when once granted by 
the commission shall not hereafter be suspended, revoked, altered or 
amended for any other cause than stated in this Act. 


§ 13. Clerical Help for Commission.—The Commission 
shall have authority to employ such clerks or other aid as may be 
necessary for their respective departments, to carry out the provi- 
sions of this Act, and to fix the compensation thereof. 


§ 14. Violation of Act a Misdemeanor—Operation of 
Vehicle Recklessly or While Under Influence of Liquor or 
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Drugs—Failure to Give Half of Road Upon Meeting Ve- 
hicle—Penalty—Revocation of License.—Every officer, agent 
or employee of any corporation and every other person who wilfully 
violates or fails to comply with, or who procures, aids or abets in 
the violation of any provision of this Act, or who fails to obey, 
observe or comply with any lawful order, decision or rule or regula- 
tion, direction, demand or requirement of the commission or any 
part or provision thereof, or who has operated any motor vehicle 
for the transportation of persons or property for compensation while 
under the influence of intoxicating liquors or drugs, or in such a 
reckless manner or at such rate of speed as would endanger the pas- 
sengers or any other person along such highway or shall fail to give 
half the road on meeting a vehicle, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and punishable by a fine of not less than fifty dollars, nor exceeding 
five hundred dollars, and revoking of said Bus License for twelve 
months, 


§ 15. Sections of Act Independent.—If any section, sub- 
section, sentence, clause or phrase of this Act is for any reason held 
to be unconstitutional; such decision shall not affect the validity of 
the remaining: portion of this Act. 


§ 16. Act not Applicable Unless Transportation a Busi- 
ness.—Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed to prevent 
the use of hiring of any motor vehicle for the purpose of making 
some particular trip, where the owner of such vehicle does not make 
such transportation a business. 


-§ 17. Repealing Clause.—‘The provisions of this Act shall 
not be taken or held to repeal an Act known as Act 605, Acts of 
1924, entitled ‘An Act to Prohibit the Imposition or Collection of 
More Than One License or Occupation Tax or Municipalities With 
this State upon Certain Business.’ All Acts or parts of Acts in- 
consistent herewith are hereby repealed to the extent of said incon- 
sistency, but nothing herein contained shall be construed to relieve 
any motor vehicle as herein defined from any regulation otherwise 
imposed by law or lawful authority.” 


§ 18. Remedies Cumulative — Transfer of Property 
Pending Suit.—This Act shall not be construed to deprive any 
person or persons of any right of action to which he is entitled to 
under the law, but shall be construed as cumulative thereto. That 
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during the pendency of an action for damage against certificate 
holder, any transfer of his, its or their property shall be held to 
be invalid. | 


§ 19. When Effective.—This Act shall become effective from 
and after sixty days after its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Repeal and Reenact Section 357 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure of South Carolina, 1922, so,as to Pro- 
vide that a Married Woman May Sue and be Sued 
Without the Joinder of Her Husband. 


Section 1. Sec. (357), Code of Civil Procedure, 1922, 
Amended—Suit by and Against Married Women—Proviso. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That Section 357 of the Code of Civil Procedure of 
South Carolina, 1922, be and the same is hereby repealed, and re- 
enacted, so as to read as follows: 


Section 357. Actions by and against Married Women.—A married 
woman may sue and be sued as if she were unmarried: Provided, 
That neither her husband nor his property shall be liable for any 
recovery against her in any such suit ; but judgment may be enforced 
by execution against her sole and separate estate in the same man- 
ner as if she were sole. When the action is between herself and her 
husband, she may likewise sue or be sued alone. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 8 of An Act Entitled “An Act 


to Provide for the Issue of Coupon Bonds for Perma- 
ment Road Building and Permanent Bridges by York 
County, and Provide for a Commission to Expend the 
Proceeds Thereof,” Known as No. 526 of the Statutes 
at Large of South Carolina, 1923. 


Section 1. Act (1923, XXXIII, Stats. 881), Amended— 
Annual Statements to be Published by York County Per- 
manent Roads Commission.——Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 8 of an Act 
entitled “An Act to Provide for the Issue of Coupon Bonds for 
Permanent Roads and Bridges by York County, and Provide for a 
Commission to Expend the Proceeds Thereof,” known as No, 526 
of the Statutes at Large of South Carolina, 1923, be, and the same 
is hereby, amended by adding at the end of said Section the follow- 
ing: “It shall be the duty of the York County Permanent Road 
Commission, within two weeks after the close of each fiscal year, to 
publish in some newspaper published in the County of York, an 
itemized statement of all claims paid by them during the preceding 
twelve (12) months. This publication shall show the claim number, 
the payee, the amount of the claim, and the purpose for which ex- 
pended.” So that said Section, when so amended, shall read as fol- 
lows : 


Section 8. The Commission shall at the close of each fiscal year 
make full report of its transactions during that year, including an 
itemized statement of the money received and disbursed, said report 
to be filed with the Clerk of Court for said County and to be sub- 
mitted by the Clerk of Court to the Circuit Judge presiding at the 
next succeeding term of the Court of General Sessions for said 
County. The Grand Jury shall make an examination of the books, 
papers and accounts, and the work of the said Commission as now 
required by law to be made of the County officers, and shall appoint 
a certified accountant in said examination. It shall be the duty of 
the York County Permanent Road Commission, within two weeks 
after the close of each fiscal year, to publish in some newspaper 
published in the County of York, an itemized statement of all claims 
paid by them during the preceding twelve (12) months. This pub- 
lication shall show the claim number, the payee, the amount of the 
claim, and the purpose for which expended.

Salaries of the Said Commissioners. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 1062), Amended— 
Salaries of Commissioners of Public Works for City of Spar- 
tanburg.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: ‘That Section 1 of “An Act to Provide for the 
Compensation of Commissioners of Public Works for the City of 
Spartanburg,” approved the 8th day of March, 1924, and known as 
No. 636 of the Statutes at Large of South Carolina, 1924, be, and the 
same is hereby, amended as follows: By striking out on lines four 
and five the words “fifty ($50.00) dollars a month except the Chair- 
man who shall receive”; and amend further by inserting after the 
words “Dollars” on line five the words “a month.” So that said 
Section of said Act when so amended shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Compensation of Commissioners of Public Works in 
the City of Spartanburg. That the Commission of Public Works of 
the City of Spartanburg shall receive as compensation for their 
services One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars a month. All Salaries to 
be paid monthly. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. ;

An Act to Provide for a Health Officer, a Sanitary Inspector 
and a Public Health Nurse for Spartanburg County, 
and Prescribe Their Duties. 


Section 1. County Health Officer—Appointment—Term 
—Qualifications—Salary.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That from and after the 
passage of this Act there shall be a County Health Officer to be ap- 
pointed by the Executive Committee of the State Board of Health, 
upon the recommendation of the State Health Officer, who shall 
hold office for the remainder of the Calendar year of 1925 and an- 
nually by appointment thereafter, and shall be subject to removal 
by the Executive Committee of the State Board of Health for cause. 
No person shall be appointed to fill this office unless he shall be a 
graduate of a reputable Medical College, and have been actively en- 
gaged in Public Health Work during the last two years prior to the 
date of his appointment. He shall receive an annual salary of 
thirty-six hundred ($3,600.00) Dollars a year payable monthly. 


§ 2. Sanitary Inspector—County Health Nurse.—That 
the County Health Officer shall appoint with the approval of the 
Executive Committee of the State Board of Health a sanitary in- 
spector and a County Health Nurse, whose terms of office shall be 
co-terminus with that of the County Health officer, and who may be 
removed by him for cause. The salary of such Sanitary Inspector 
shall be eighteen hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars a year, payable 
monthly, and the salary of the County Health Nurse shall be eight- 
een hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars a year, payable monthly: The 
County Health Nurse shall be a registered nurse with not less than 
one year’s experience in public health nursing under a recognized 
public health nursing agency. 


§ 3. Duties.—The County Health Officer, the Sanitary In- 
spector, and Public Health Nurse herein provided shall have juris- 
diction in the County of Spartanburg, outside the City of Spartan- 
burg, and shall inspect frequently the sanitary conditions throughout 
the county and give information by bulletins or private communica- 
tions as to the need and means of promoting health and preventing 
disease. They shall discuss, as far as practicable, all causes of dis- 
ease, and where any case is contagious or infectious, they shall, 
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where practicable, effect an isolation or quarantine of such case so 
as to prevent a spread of the disease. They shall be charged with 
the duties of enforcing all health or sanitary laws of the State and 
the regulations of the State Board of Health. The said Sanitary 
Inspector and County Health Nurse shall be subject to the directions 
of the County Health Officer. 


§ 4. Automobiles.—The County Supervisor shall furnish the | 
said County Health Officer and the County Health Nurse, each, an 
automobile costing each not more than six hundred ($600.00) dol- 
lars, and shall pay the necessary running expenses, including gasoline 
and oil and repairs on the same. Each of said automobiles shall be 
plainly marked on each side “County Health Department” and shall 
not be used except on business. 


§ 5. Officers.—The said County Health Officer is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to rent an office in the City of Spartanburg 
for rental of not more than $50.00 per month, and the County Treas- 
urer shall pay the rent of the same upon the warrant of the said 
County Health Officer. 


§ 6. Contagious Diseases to be Reported.—Any Physician 
attending any patient in the County of Spartanburg, outside the City 
of Spartanburg, who has a contagious or infectious disease shall 
within twenty-four hours after diagnosing such disease report to the 
County Health Officer the name and residence of such person and 
nature of the disease. 


§ 7. Violation of Regulations After Notice a Misdemean- 
or—Penalty.—Any person violating any of the regulations of the 
State Board of Health after he or she shall have been notified there- 
of in writing by either the County Health Officer, a Sanitary In- 
spector or the County Health Nurse, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and on conviction shall be imprisoned not less than three 
days or more than ten days or pay a fine of not less than $5.00 or 
more than $25.00. Each day that any such regulation is not obeyed 
after one notice shall constitute a separate offense. Notice by 
registered mail, shall be sufficient hereunder. The penalty provided 
herein shall be in addition to all other remedies and penalties now 
provided by law. 


_ § 8. Books — Printing, etc. — The County Supervisor shall 
furnish the County Health Officer with such books, stationery and 
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postage as may be necessary for his office and in addition shall pay 
the cost of printing such bulletins as he may issue; the County 
Health Officer to contract for the printing of such bulletins as may 
be necessary and to certify the bill as correct to the County Supervi- 
sor, who shall thereupon draw his warrant upon the County Treas- 
urer in payment thereof. 


§ 9. Limit of Expenditures From County Funds.—Not 
exceeding Five thousand ($5,000.00) dollars of the expenses pro- 
vided for shall be paid out of county funds and that only on condi- 
tion that funds are available from other sources sufficient to carry 
out the purposes of this Act. 


§ 10. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 


§ 11. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for Capitation Tax on Dogs in Dillon 
County and Prescribe the Application of the Proceeds 
Derived Therefrom, and to Provide for a Census of 
Dogs in Each School District. 


Section 1. Annual Tax on Dogs in Dillon County—Listing 
—Collection.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: There shall be levied on all dogs, 
irrespective of age, in the County of Dillon an annual tax of one 
($1.00) dollar, said dogs to be listed at the same time and in like 
manner as other personal property is listed, the tax to be collected 
at the same time as other taxes are now collected. 


§ 2. Use of Proceeds—Census of Dogs.—All tax collected 
in pursuance of this Act shall be credited to the respective school 
districts in Diflon County from which the same shall be collected: 
Provided, That in each district of said county a census of all dogs 
in said district may be taken by the school trustees, or under their 
direction, the cost of same not to exceed twenty-five ($25.00) dol- 
lars for each district. 
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§ 3. Payment for Census.—The sum of twenty-five ($25.00) 
dollars provided for in Section 2 of this Act for the taking of the 
“sensus of all dogs in the school districts shall be paid out of the 
school funds of such district as requires and takes said census. 


§ 4. Secs. (351 and 352), 1922 Code, Vol. III, Not to 
Apply to Dillon County.—That Section 351 and 352 of the Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Volume 3 shall not apply to the 
County of Dillon.

County of an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for a 
State System of Hard-Surfaced, Top-Soil and Other 
Dependable Types of Highways in This State,”” Known 
as Act No. 731 of the Acts of 1924, so as to Further 
Provide for Soft-Surface Roads to be Built in George- 
town County. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 1193), Amended— 
State Highways in Georgetown County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Sub- 
division Section of Soft-Surface Roads in Georgetown County of 
an Act entitled “An Act to provide for a State System of Hard- 
Surfaced, Top-Soil and other dependable types of highways in this 
State,” by adding at the end of the Subdivision of Soft-Surface 
Roads, the following : 


“From Choppee Creek by way of Choppee to Union Church: 
Provided, That the number of miles in the last named road shall be 
in lieu of the same number of miles deducted from the road lead- 
ing from Smith’s Mill near Pee Dee River by way of the County 
road between Georgetown and Williamsburg County to Lenudes 
Ferry,” so that said Subdivision, when so amended, shall read as 
follows: 
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Soft-Surface: From Skinner’s Ferry in a northwesterly direction 
to the Williamsburg County line at or near Outland. From George- 
town southwesterly by way of Route No. 40 to the Charleston’ 
County line. From Smith’s Mill near Pee Dee River by way of the 
County line road between Georgetown and Williamsburg Counties 
to Lenudes Ferry from Choppee Creek by way of Choppee to Union 
Church: Provided, That the number of miles in the last named 
road shall be in lieu of the same number of miles deducted from the 
road leading from Smith’s Mill near Pee Dee River by way of the 
County road between Georgetown and Williamsburg County to 
Lenudes Ferry.

AN ACT to Submit to the Qualified Electors of Greenwood 
County the Question as to Abolishing the County Court 
in Said County and to Provide for the Disposition of 
All Cases Pending in Said Court. 


Section 1. Election in Greenwood County on Abolition 
of County Court—-Ballots.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: There shall be submitted to the 
qualified electors of Greenwood County on first Tuesday in Sep- 
tember, 1925, the question as to whether the County Court of Green- 
wood County created by an Act entitled “An Act to Establish a 
County Court in the County of Greenwood and to Define the Juris- 
diction and Powers of said Court and to Provide for the Conduct 
of the Business Thereof,” approved the Twelfth day of March, 
1920, be abolished or retained. At said election only qualified 
electors shall be allowed to vote. The State Commissioners of 
election are hereby required to furnish at said election for Green- 
wood County a ticket upon which shall be plainly written or printed 
thereon “For the County Court—Yes and No.” Those in favor of 
abolishing said County Court shall erase the word “Yes” and those 
opposed to abolishing County Court shall erase on said ticket the 
word “No.” 


§ 2. Conduct of Election — Expenses — Effect — Trans-_ 
_fer of Causes.—The Commissioners of election shall appoint 
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managers to conduct the said election. The managers of said elec- 
tion shall prepare boxes in which the vote shall be cast, and shall 
canvass said votes and certify the same to the State Commissioners 
of Election for Greenwood, who shall meet and canvass the said 
votes from the returns of the managers, and declare the results of 
said election and that expenses of holding said election shall be paid 
from general funds of Greenwood County the same pay as managers 
of General Elections shall be allowed and the election shall be con- 
ducted under the General Election Law of South Carolina. If the 
election results in the abolishing of the County Court then all cases 
pending in said court shall be, by the Clerk of said Court, transferred 
to the Court of Common Pleas and-the Court of General Sessions 
and all Subpoena writs and recognizances that are made returnable 
to the County Court shall be returnable to the Court of Common 
_Pleas and General Sessions of said County, and if said election re- 
sults in abolishing said County Court the same shall be deemed and 
considered abolished with the end of the day of December 31st, 1925. 


§ 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Require the Custodians of Public Funds of the 
County of Georgetown to Deposit Same in One or More 
Banks of Said County and to Require Such Bank or 
Banks in Which Said Funds are Deposited to Execute 
to the County of Georgetown for Such Deposit and to 
Require all Loans of Said. County to be Made Upon 
Competitive Bids. 


Section 1. Deposit of Public Funds in Georgetown 
County—Security.— Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That on and after the approval of 
this Act by the Governor all public funds of the County of George- 
town shall be deposited by the custodians of such public fund or 
funds in one or more banks or banking institutions within the said 
county: Provided, That the bank or banks receiving such fund or 
funds for deposit shall execute a bond, either personal or indemnity, 
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or pledge sufficient collateral as security, conditioned to pay the 
County of Georgetown any sum or sums, together with interest, loss 
or damage, that may be suffered by the County of Georgetown by 
reason of the failure of said bank or banks or banking institution, 
or refusal of said bank or banks or banking institution to keep the 
said funds safely and repay the same with any accrued interest; 
such security either in a personal or indemnity bond or collateral 
shall be approved by the Chairman of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, County Attorney, State Senator, and Clerk of the Court, 
or a majority of them: Provided, That any two of them may 
temporarily approve any collateral, such action however may be 
reversed if either of the other officers object to such approval. 


§ 2. Competitive Bids for Deposits—Notices—Awards 
—-Monthly Statements.—No funds shall be deposited in any bank 
by any public officer or officers of the County of Georgetown except 
upon competitive bids from reliable and responsible bidders, which 
bids shall be awarded after mailing notices to each bank or banking 
institution within the said County: Provided, That the bank making 
the most advantageous bid shall be entitled to and receive all deposits 
‘of said county for the year, if such bank or banking institution com- 
plies with the requirement of this Act as to security: Provided, 
further, That if two or more banks make the same bid the funds 
shall. be divided between such banks in proportion to their capital 
stock and surplus, and if such bank or banks cannot furnish suf- 
ficient security for all deposits as provided herein, the bank or banks 
making the next best bid shall be given the amount of the deposits 
in excess of the first bank or banks ability to secure such funds: 
Provided, That if no bank in Georgetown County will comply with 
the provisions of this Act, then the County officers will have the 
authority to invite bids from banks outside of the county and make 
deposits of county funds in the bank’ or banks making the most 
advantageous bid and complying with the provisions of this Act: 
Provided, That the advertisement for and award of bids provided 
for in this section shall be made by the County Board of Commis- 
sioners and each officer or officers of said county, after notice by 
said Board of County Commissioners, shall deposit the funds in 
their hands or thereafter to be received by them in the bank or 
banks selected as a depository under this Act: Provided, That all 
county officers shall report to the County Commission at the end of 
each month a statement of the funds they have on deposit: Pro- 
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ved, further, That the County Commission shall have the right to 
demand additional security from the bank or banks named as the 
depository bank for county funds whenever in their judgment the 
security is inadequate. 


§ 3. Security for Present Deposits.—The County Treasurer 
of Georgetown County and any other officer of said county who 
have any funds now on hand are hereby required immediately upon 
notice being given him or them by the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of the bank or banks selected as a depository place such funds 
in said bank or banks. All collateral when so approved and accepted 
as herein provided shall be turned over to the Clerk of Court for 
safe keeping and the said Clerk of Court shall give to the County 
Commissioners an itemized receipt for. the same and immediately 
place said collateral in a safety box in some bank. 


§ 4. Violation by Officer—Penalty.—Any public officer of 
the County of Georgetown who shall fail, refuse or neglect to com- 
ply with the terms and provisions of this Act shall be deemed guilty 
of misconduct in office, and it shall be the duty of the Governor, 
upon the facts being made known to him, to remove said officer or 
officers summarily from office. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. ; 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Create a State Finance Committee, Prescribe 
the Duties, and to Provide for Indemnity Bond by De- 
positories of the State. 


Section 1. State Finance Committee—Personnel—Organ- 
ization.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: There is hereby created a State Finance Com- 
mittee, consisting of the Governor, Comptroller-General and State 
Treasurer. The Governor shall be Chairman of said Board, and 
the State Treasurer Secretary thereof.

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§ 2. Vault for State Treasurer.—The Treasurer of the State 
may have a safe in the vault of one of the Banks in the State of 
South Carolina, designated by the State Finance Committee, or a 
majority thereof, and with the approval of the State Finance Com- 
mittee may place and keep therein moneys belonging to the State. 


§ 3. Deposit of State Funds. — To facilitate the disburse- 
ments of public moneys, the Treasurer of the State shall deposit in 
such Bank or Banks or Trust Companies, in this State as shall be 
agreed upon by the State Finance Committee or a majority thereof, 
all moneys belonging to the State, other than those he may keep in 
the safe in the vault of the designated Bank. 


§ 4. Indemnity Bond Required.—That the State Finance 
Committee, created herein, shall be required upon the deposit of any 
and all State funds, to exact as a condition prerequisite on the part 
of any Bank, being made a State depository, either for checking ac- 
counts or savings accounts an indemnity bond in some responsible 
surety company authorized to do business in this State, in such 
amount as will protect the State against loss in the event of defalca- 
tion, insolvency, or liquidation of said Bank or for any other cause. 


§ 5. Collateral as Security.—Any such depository may, in- 
stead of such surety bond in an approved surety company, furnish 
as surety for such deposit or deposits, United States Government 
Bonds, State Bonds of this State, or Bonds of subdivisions of this 
State, subdivisions of a County of this State, Land Bank Bonds, or 
other securities approved by the State Finance Committee accom- 
panied by the proper assignment and delivery to the State. The 
State Finance Committee shall designate the securities the State 
Treasurer shall require for funds deposited by him. Said surety 
shall be filed with the proper officers within one week after deposit 
shall be made, or at the time of deposit, if required: Provided, 
That any State or County Officer who neglects or fails to remit to 
the State Treasurer as required by law shall become responsible on 
his official bond for any loss the State may sustain by reason of such 
neglect or failure to remit. 


§ 6. Reports From Banks.—Banks having deposits made by 
the State Treasurer shall file a report with the Treasurer on the first 
day of each Calendar month, said report to be made on forms fur- 
nished by the Comptroller-General. 
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§ 7. Withdrawal of Deposits Upon Failure to Report.— 
That in case any depository shall fail to render such statement at 
the time specified, without good cause shown, it shall be the duty of 
the Treasurer to at once withdraw all State deposits from such de- 
pository and close its account. 


§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act be, and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 9. Effective.—This Act shall take effect sixty days after its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Regulate the Driving and Parking of Motor 
Vehicles in Industrial Communities of Chester County, 
and to Provide a Penalty for Violation Thereof. 


Section 1. Speed Limits in Unincorporated Industrial 
Communities of Chester County—in Trading Centers.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That in all unincorporated industrial communities of Chester County, 
it shall be unlawful to operate any motor vehicle at a rate of speed 
greater than twenty miles per hour; and in trading centers at a 
greater rate of speed than ten miles per hour. 


§ 2. Parking of Motor Vehicles. — That in any unincor- 
porated industrial community in Chester County, it shall be unlawful 
to park any motor vehicle except as hereinafter provided. That on 
such streets or thoroughfares as are provided with concrete ditches or 
gutters, all motor vehicles shall be parked with both right wheels 
within two (2) feet of the curb of said ditch or gutter. That on 
such streets or thoroughfares as have no concrete ditches all motor 
vehicles shall in parked length wise cn their right of the center of 
the the road ; and in parking spaces provided by stores or industrial 
establishments, the motor vehicles shall be parked in an orderly man- 
ner as directed by the deputy sheriff lawfully appointed for that 
community. 


§ 3. Penalty for Violation.—The penalty for violation of 
this Act shall be a fine of not less than One ($1.00) Dollar, nor

sioners and Fix Their Terms of Office and Organiza- 
tion. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII Stats. 1122), Amended.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That an Act entitled “An Act to Amend an Act Entitled ‘An 
Act to Establish a Highway Commission for Spartanburg County 
and Define its Duties,’ known as No. 160, of the Acts of 1917, Ap- 
proved February 27, 1917, by Increasing the Number of Commis- 
sioners and Fixing Thir Terms of Office,’ approved the 21st day 
of March, A. D. 1924, be amended by striking out Section 1, thereof, 
and inserting the following, so as to make Section 2 of the Spartan- 
burg County Highway Commission Act read as follows: 


§ 2. Membership of Highway Commission for Spartan-

AN ACT to Amend Section 56, Paragraph 9, of Volume 1, 
of the Code of Laws, 1922, Relating to the Courts of 
the Eighth Judicial Circuit and All Acts Amendatory 
Thereof by Eliminating the Conflict of Courts in Green- 
wood and Laurens Counties and Increasing the Num- 
ber of Weeks of Criminal Court in Newberry County. 


Section 1. Sec. (56), 1922 Code, Vol. I, (Civil Proce- 
dure), Amended—Courts in Eighth Circuit.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 
56, Paragraph 9 of Volume 1, of the Code of Laws, 1922, and all 
Acts amendatory thereof, be, and they are hereby, amended by 
striking out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof a new 
Section to be known as Section 56, Paragraph 9, which shall be as 
follows: 


Section 56. 9. The Courts of the Eighth Circuit shall be held as 
follows: 


1. Abbeville County—The Court of General Sessions at Abbe- 
ville, for the County of Abbeville, on the first Monday in January, 
the first Monday in June, and the first Monday in September; and 
the Court of Common Pleas, at the same place, on the fourth Mon- 
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day in March, to last for two weeks, if so much be necessary, and 
on the second Monday in October, to last for two weeks, if so much 
be necessary. 


2. Greenwood County—The Court of General Sessions at Green- 
wood, for the County of Greenwood, the first Monday in March, 
fourth Monday in June, and the Second Monday in September ; 
and the Court of Common Pleas at the same place on the second 
Monday in April, and the second Monday in November, for two 
weeks, if so much be necessary. 


3. Laurens County—The Court of General Sessions at Laurens, 
for the County of Laurens, on the third Monday in February, the 
second Monday in June, and the fourth Monday in September, for 
two weeks, if so much be necessary; and the Court of Common 
Pleas, at the same place, on the second Monday in March and the 
second Monday in May, to continue for three weeks, if so much be 
necessary, and on the fourth Monday in October for two weeks if 
necessary. 


4. Newberry County——The Court of General Sessions at New- 
berry for the County of Newberry, on the third Monday in March, 
on the third Monday of June, and on the second Monday in De- 
cember, for two weeks, if so much be necessary; and the Court of 
Common Pleas, at the same place, on the fourth Monday in April, 
on the Third Monday in September, on the fourth Monday 4 in No- 
vember, to continue for two weeks if necessary. 


5. The Court of Common Pleas in all the counties of the Eighth 
Judicial Circuit shall be opened at all terms of the Court of General 
Sessions for the purpose of rendering judgment by default, and for 
the trial of such equity cases as may be ready for hearing, and for 
granting orders of reference and other orders in civil cases: Pro- 
vided, No civil business requiring a jury shall be tried at the sum- 
mer term of the Court of Common Pleas in the Counties of Abbe- 
ville and Greenwood. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT Authorizing the County Board of Education for 
Lee County to Call an Election for the Selection of 
Trustees in the Several Districts of Said County, fixing 
the Term of Office of Trustees, Fixing the Date of 
Election and Providing for the Conduct of Same. 


Section 1. Election of Trustees in School Districts of Lee 
County — Petitions — Number of Trustees — Terms — 
Conduct of Election.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: The number of school trustees and 
the trustees of the several districts in Lee County shall 
be as now constituted and provided for by law, except when an 
election shall have been held under this Section. The County 
Board of Education for Lee County shall call an election to be held 
on the first Saturday in July of 1925, in the several school districts 
of Lee County when it shall have received a petition requesting an 
election to be held for the purpose of selecting trustees, provided 
the said petition has been signed by a majority of the citizens in 
the school district from which the petition comes. The petition 
must further state the number of trustees desired in the district. 
There shall be from three to five trustees in each of the several 
school districts in Lee County, the number to be in the discretion of 
the County Board of Education. The County Board of Education 
shall appoint the trustees after the election herein provided for, 
for terms of years in their discretion, based upon the votes received 
by the trustees in any election held hereunder. Any citizen shall 
have the right to vote in any election held hereunder in the district 
in which he. or she resides. The terms of office of any trustee 
selected under the provisions of this Act shall not be less than one 
year, nor more than five years. “The Superintendent of Education 
for Lee County shall give at least ten days notice of any election 
hereunder in three public places in the school district to be held at 
the several school houses in the several districts, appoint managers 
and furnish a sufficient number of ballots to be voted thereat, to 
receive the returns in writing, file the same in his office as a public 
record, declare the result and notify the persons pected provided 
for in this Section. 


§ 2. Election of Successors—Proviso.—That. on the first 
Saturday in July, of years after the election of 1925, and each one 
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year thereafter there shall be held an election to fill the vacancy of 
the retiring trustees: Provided, The same is ordered in compliance 
with Section 1 of this Act. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for the Times of Holding the Circuit 
Courts in the Ninth Judicial Circuit and to Arrange the 
Same. 


Section 1. Terms of Court in Charleston County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the terms of the Circuit Court for the Ninth Judicial Circuit 
shall be as follows: 


Charleston County—The Court of General Sessions for the 
County of Charleston shall be held at Charleston on the second 
Monday in March, two weeks; on the first Monday in June, two 
weeks ; on the second Monday in September, two weeks; and on the 
third Monday in November, two weeks. The Court of Common 
Pleas for said County shall be held at the same place on the first 
Monday in February, three weeks; on the second Monday in April, 
four weeks ; on the first Monday in October, six weeks. 


§ 2. Common Pleas During General Sessions.—The Court 
of Common Pleas for the said County of Charleston shall. be deemed 
to be opened during the Court of Sessions for the purpose of hear- 
ing equity cases, passing orders or transacting any other Common 
Pleas business not requiring a jury. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 4512, Volume 3, Civil Code of 
South Carolina, 1922, so as to Exempt the Town of 
Allendale, Allendale County, South Carolina, from the 
Provisions Thereof. 


Section 1. Sec. (4512), 1922 Code, Vol. III, Not Appli- 
cable as to Certain Paving in Town of Allendale.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The Town Council of the Town of Allendale, Allendale County, 
South Carolina, is hereby authorized to issue and sell paving certi- 
ficates in accordance with the provisions of Sections 4506 to 4511, 
inclusive, Volume 3, Code of South Carolina, 1922, for the purpose 
of paving the following streets and sidewalks, to wit: All streets 
and sidewalks in the space included between the eastern boundary’ 
of W. H. Hardin’s property on Main Street; thence westerly along 
Main Street to a point which includes its entire intersections with 
Railroad Avenue, and thence in a north-westerly direction to a point 
including the entire intersection of Railrcad Avenue with Memorial 
Avenue. The provisions and requirements of Section 4512, Volume 
3, Code of South Carolina, 1922, are hereby declared inapplicable to 
the above described paving project, and no election shall be neces- 
sary therefor. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for the Filling Temporarily of a Va- 
cancy in the Office of Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners of Marion County, and Define his 
Powers and Duties. 


Section 1. Vacancy in Office of Chairman of Board of 
County Commissioners of Marion County.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Should the 
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office of Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners of Mar- 
ion County at any time be vacant for any cause a majority of the 
delegation in the General Assembly from Marion County may desig- 
nate either a member of the Board of County Commissioners, or 
some other suitable and competent person, to act as chairman of the 
- Board of County Commissioners until a chairman is appointed and 
qualified as now provided by law: Provided, That should a mem- 
ber of the Board of County Commissioners be designated to fill 
such vacancy it shall not operate to vacate his office as a County 
Commissioner but when he ceases to fill such vacancy he shall re- 
vert to his former position as a member of the Board of County 
Commissioners. 


§ 2. Acting Chairman—Powers and Duties—Salary.— 
The person designated to fill a vacancy as provided in Section 1 
shall be known as Acting Chairman of the Board of County Com- 
missioners of Marion County, while performing the duties of his 
office he shall have all the powers and duties of the Chairman, he 
shall execute such bond and receive such salary as may be prescribed 
by a majority of the delegation in the General Assembly from Mar- 
ion County.

AN ACT to Amend Section 342, of Article III, of Volume 
3, of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, so as 
to Exempt Certain Property from Taxation. 


Section 1. Sec. (342), 1922, Code, Vol. III], Amended— 
Property Used for Religious Publications and Activities Ex- 
empt From Taxation.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Section 342, of Article III, 
Volume 3 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be, and 
the same is, hereby amended as follows: By adding a new subdivi- 
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sion to be known as 2-A, to be inserted after the words “derived 
therefrom” and before the figure “3” as follows: 


“2-A, All property, real and personal, owned by any organized 
religious society or denomination and used exclusively for the pub- 
lication of a religious newspaper or other religious publication or 
publications, and all lands and buildings and the contents thereof 
that may be owned by any religious society or denomination and 
used exclusively for the convenience of any activities or work of 
such society or denomination, shall be exempt from taxation: Pro- 
vided, That the lands hereby exempted shall in no single case ex- 
ceed two acres,” so that the said section, when so amended, shall 
read as follows: 


(342) 1. Exemption from Taxes—The following property shall 
be exempt from taxation, to wit: 1. All public schools and the 
grounds actually occupied by them, not exceeding in any case three 
acres. 2, All houses used exclusively for public worship, the books 
and furniture therein, and the ground actually occupied by them, 
not exceeding in any case two acres, and the parsonage and lot on 
which it is situated, so long as no income is derived therefrom. 
2-A. All property, real and personal, owned by any organized re- 
ligious society or denomination and used exclusively for the publica- 
tion of a religious newspaper or other religious publication or publi- 
cations, and all lands and buildings and the contents thereof that 
may be owned by any religious society or denomination and used 
exclusively for the convenience of any activities or work of such 
society or denomination, shall be exempt from taxation: Provided, 
That the lands hereby exempted shall in no single case exceed two 
acres. 3. All incorporated public colleges, academies and institu- 
tions of learning, with the funds provided for their support, and 
the grounds and the buildings actually occupied by them and not 
used with a view to pecuniary profit; but this provision shall not 
extend to leasehold estates held by others under the authority of any 
college or other institution of learning. 4. All real and personal 
property, the rents, issues, incomes and profits of which have been 
or shall be given to any city, town, village, school district or subdis- 
trict in this State exclusively for the endowment or support of pub- 
lic schools therein, so long as such property or the rents, issues, in- 
comes or profits thereof shall be used or applied exclusively for the 
support of free education in said schools by such, city, town, village, 
district or subdistrict. 5. All graveyards or cemeteries, except such 
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as are held with a view to profit or speculation in the sale thereof. 
6. All property owned exclusively by the United States or this 
State. 7. All buildings owned by counties and used exclusively as 
court houses, jails or public offices, with the grounds on which such 
buildings are or may be erected, not exceeding ten acres in any 
county. 8. All lands, houses, fixtures and property owned by any 
county or city used exclusively for the support of the poor. 9. All 
property belonging to institutions of purely public charity and used 
exclusively for the maintenance and support of such institutions. 
10. All fire engines and other implements used in the extinguishment 
of fires, with the buildings and grounds used exclusively for. the 
keeping and preservation thereof, when owned by any city, town or 
village, or any fire company organized therein. 11. All public 
squares or grounds and market houses owned by any city, village or 
town and used exclusively for public purposes, and not for revenue. 
12. All city, town and village halls owned and used exclusively for 
_ public purposes, and not for revenue, by any city, town or village. 
13. All waterworks to supply water for the uses of a town or city, 
the machinery and fixtures connected therewith, and the grounds 
cccupied thereby, when owned by any city or town. 14. All bonds 
and stocks of this State. All municipal bonds in this State which, 
by the terms of the Act under which they are or may be issued, are 
or may be exempted frcm taxation. All bonds and stocks of the 
United. States which are not authorized by the laws of the United 
States to be taxed under State authority. 16. All rents accruing 
from real estate which shall not become due within two months af- 
ter the first day of January of the year in which taxes are to be 
assessed thereon. 17. All of any annuity not payable on or before 
August Ist of the year for which taxes are to be assessed thereon. 
18. All pensions payable to any person by the United States or any 
State of the United States. 19. All shares of the capital stock of 
any company or corporation which is required to list its capital and 
property for taxation in this State. 20. All the wearing apparel of 
the person required to make return, and his family. 21. Articles, 
actually provided for the present subsistence of the person or his 
family, to the value of one hundred dollars. 22. Fair grounds of 
agricultural and mechanical societies when used for purposes of 
profit. 23. All houses, together with the grounds occupied by them, 
not exceeding in any case three acres, together with books, furniture 
and appurtenances therein, belonging to any Young Men’s Christian 
Association in this State and used by them for the purposes of, or in 
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support of, such association are exempt from taxation for State, 
county, school and municipal and special taxes: Provided, That the 
exemption herein provided for shall not apply to such portions of 
the buildings as may be rented for other purposes. 24. All bonds 
hereafter issued or sold, or to be hereafter issued or sold, by the 
trustees of any school district, or school districts, pursuant to the 
vote of the majority of the qualified voters of such school district, 
or such school districts, voting at an election heretofore or hereafter 
held for the erection of buildings, for equipment, for maintaining 
public schools in such district or districts, or for paying indebtedness 
of such district or districts, shall be exempt from all taxation for 
State, county, municipal or school purposes. 25. All premises 
owned in fee by any military organization in this State and used by 
said organization solely for military purposes, and in case any 
premises owned in fee by any such military organization be used in 
part by such military organization for military purposes and part 
for any other purpose, then the County Auditor shall reduce the 
assessment on such premises in proportion that value of the part 
used solely, for military purposes bears to the whole premises. 26, 
All premises belonging to any Young Women’s Christian Association 
or to the Salvation Army in this State and used by them for the 
purpose of, or in support of, such association or army: Provided, 
That the exemption herein provided for shall not apply to such por- 
tions of any buildings as may be rented for other purposes. 27. All 
bonds hereafter issued by any city or county. 28. That the South 
Carolina Baptist Hospital in the City of Columbia, with all houses, 
furniture and property of every kind belonging to said hospital and 
used for the purpose of said hospital, be, and the same is hereby, 
exempt from taxation for State, county, school, municipal and 
special taxes. 29. All building and loan associations heretofore 
chartered, or hereafter to be chartered, under the laws of the State 
of South Carolina for the purpose of lending money to be expended 
in the erection, repairs or improvements of building in this State, 
shall be exempt from the payment of any State, county or municipal 
taxes within this State: Provided, That no building and loan as- 
sociations be allowed to make loans under the provisions authorized 
by law to banks, banking houses or other corporations or persons 
conducting business in the nature of bank or banking houses, except 
in the usual way of lending to individuals, without discount, and 
showing the evidence of the indebtedness of such loans to be by 
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promissory notes or bonds and secured by mortgages of real estate, 
or other security: Provided, further, That no building and loan 
association, or other corporation conducting business in the nature 
of building and loan associations, chartered under the laws of this 
State, and desiring the benefit of this Act, shall be permitted to lend 
money to be used in the erection, repairs or improvements of prop- 
erty located without the county limits in which they are located. 30. 
That in computing for taxation for State, county or municipal pur- . 
poses, the true value in money in all shares of stock in any bank or 
banking association doing business in this State, there shall be 
deducted therefrom so much thereof as is invested in United States 
Liberty Bonds or other bonds hereafter to be issued by the United 
States Government and Federal Farm Loan Bonds of the Federal 
Land Bank of Columbia, not, however, to exceed twenty-five per 
cent. of the capital stock and surplus of such bank or banking in- 

stitution invested. 


§ 2. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT Providing for the Members of the State Highway 


Commission to Constitute a Board in Condemnation 
Proceedings. 


Section 1. Condemnation by Members of State Highway 
Commission—Measure of Damages—Payment—Procedure 
—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the State Highway Commission, or any 
three members of said Commission, for the purpose of acquiring 
rights of way, material for the construction of highways, sand, rock, 
clay and other material necessary, shall have the right to condemn 
land, and such power is herewith conferred upon it, or any three 
members of said Commission, under the provisions of law now con- 
ferred upon the Board of County Commissioners, or other county 
authorities of the various counties of the State; and in any condem- 
nation proceedings instituted by the said State Highway Commission 
benefits to be derived by reason of the proposed road construction 
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shall be taken into consideration in determining the amount of com- 
pensation, if any, to be awarded to the party or parties whose prop- 
erty is being condemned. When the State Highway Commission 
condemns property the award shall be paid out of State Highway 
funds: Provided, That the landowner or his legal representative, 
may within twenty days after service of written notice demanding | 
the use or right of way, give written notice to the State Highway 
Commission or any member or representative thereof, demanding 
that the damages be assessed by a jury, and in such case the use or 
right of way shall be obtained in the same manner prescribed for 
obtaining rights of way for highway use by Boards of County Com- 
missioners as set forth in Section 2907 of Volume 3, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1922: Provided, Nothing herein shall be con- 
strued to prevent the going upon said land for the purpose of survey 
before such proceedings are had: Provided, further, That nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to divest the County authorities 
of the right to condemn for highway purposes, but the rights herein - 
granted are concurrent with the rights and powers of County Boards 
of Commissioners, and they may still condemn property for highway 
purposes upon the written request of the State Highway Commis- 
sion. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2948 of the Civil Code of Laws, 
Volume 3, Relating to Damages From Defective High- 
ways, so as to Further Provide for the Payment of 
Damage or Injury Sustained Upon the Highways of 
the State. 


Section 1. Sec. (2948), 1922, Code, Vol. III, Amended— 
Action Against State Highway Commission for Injury from 
Defect in State Highway or From Instrumentality of the 
Commission—Venue—Payment of Judgment.—Be it enacted 
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by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend 
Section 2948 of the Civil Code of Laws, Volume 3, by adding at the 
end of said Section the following proviso: “Provided, further, 
That any injury or damage to person or property through a defect 
or negligent repair of any road, ferry, causeway or bridge or by 
reason of collision with any truck or other instrumentality under 
the control and supervision of the State Highway Department of 
South Carolina, the County shall not be liable and the damages here- 
inabove provided for shall be recovered in a suit or action brought 
against the State Highway Department of South Carolina in its 
official name as aforesaid, to be brought and tried in the county in 
which the said injury or damage occurred, subject to a change of 
venue as in other civil actions, and any judgment recovered shall 
be paid by the State Highway Department of South Carolina out of 
its general funds,” so that said Section when so amended shall read 
as follows: 


Section 2948. Any person who shall receive bodily injury or dam- 
age in his person or property through a defect or in the negligent 
repair of a causeway, or bridge, or of any ferry operated by the 
county, may recover in an action against the county the amount of 
actual damage sustained by him by reason thereof: Provided, Such 
person has not in any way brought about such injury or- damage by 
his own act or negligently contributed thereto. If such defect in 
any road, causeway or bridge, or in any ferry operated as aforesaid, 
existed before such injury or damage occurred, such damage shall 
not be recovered by the person so injured if his load exceeded the 
ordinary weight: Provided, further, That such county shall not 
be liable unless such defect was occasioned by its neglect or mis- 
management: Provided, further, That if in any case brought under 
this Section it is made to appear that before the damage occurred 
the Supervisor or other officer or officers of such county, who is or 
are thereunto charged by law, had been notified in writing, by any 
citizen, that the highway, causeway or bridge, or ferry operated as 
aforesaid, at or on which the damage occurred, was defective, or 
needed repair, the burden of proof as to the negligence of county 
officials shall be upon the county to show, either that such defect 
did not in fact exist, or that it had been properly repaired, or that 
a reasonable time had not elapsed since such notice within which to 
make such repairs: Provided, further, That any injury or damage 
to person or property through a defect or negligent repair of any 
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road, causeway, ferry or bridge, or by reason of collision with any 
truck or other instrumentality under the control and supervision of 
the State Highway Department of South Carolina, the county shall 
not be liable and the damages hereinabove provided for shall be 
recovered in a suit or acticn brought against the State Highway 
Department of South Carolina in its official name as aforesaid, to 
be brought and tried in the county in which the said injury or dam- 
age occurred, subject to a change of venue as in other civil actions, 
and any judgment recovered shall be paid by the State Highway 
Department of South Carolina out of its general funds. ' 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Proper Protection of Sinking 
Funds of Bonds Issued by Any Political Subdivision of 
the State of South Carolina and to Provide for the In- 
vestment of the Same. 


Section 1. Investment of Sinking Funds of Political Sub- 
divisions of the State—Change—Use—Minimum Amount 
to be Invested.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That after the passage of this Act the 
custcdian of any sinking fund required to be established by the 
laws of this State for the retirement at maturity of bonds, notes or 
other obligations issued by any political subdivision of the State of 
South Carolina, and not maturing within cne year from the date of 
issue, shall invest, within six months from the collection of the tax 
levied for the establishment of such sinking fund, the funds so col- 
lected in bonds of the issue for which the sinking fund is created, 
in other cutstanding issues of the said political subdvision or in 
valid outstanding bonds of some other political subdivision of this 
State or in bonds of the State of South Carolina or the United 
States of America, with the privilege of changing the investments 
frcm such bonds to other bonds of like character, if in the opinion

of the custodian of such sinking fund such change is necessary or 
“advisable. Said investments to be kept separate and distinct and 
properly ear-marked with or registered in the name of the particular 
sinking fund to which applicable, and to be used for no other pur- 
pose and are to be kept until such time before the maturity of the 
bonds for which the sinking fund is established as may be necessary 
to sell or collect the same in order to meet such obligations at ma- 
turity: Provided, however, That when such collection of sinking 
fund is to be applied to the ‘payment of bonds maturing within 
twelve months from the date of such collection, then such collections, 
to the amount of the bonds so about to mature, need not be invested: 
and, Provided, further, That such investments need not be made 
except and until the amount on hand for investment shall amount to 
One Thousand Dollars, it being the intention of this Act that when- 
ever the amount of sinking fund collected shall amount to One 
Thousand Dollars cr a multiple or multiples thereof, the investment 
shall then be made: Provided, further, That the custodian of any 
sinking fund affected by this Act may deposit same in any bank ap- 
proved by the State Bank Examiner. 


§ 2. To What Funds Applicable.—The provisions of this 
Act shall apply only to funds coming into the possession of the 
custodian or custodians of any sinking fund after this Act goes into 
effect. 


§ 3. Advertisements for Purchase of Securities—Selec- 
tion—Sale of Investments.—That in making such investment 
of sinking funds the custodian shall advertise once a week for two 
weeks in one newspaper published in the county in which such a 
sinking fund is established or in a newspaper having a general cir- 
culation in the said county, for offers of sale of bonds of the issue 
for which the sinking fund is established and of bonds of political 
subdivisions of this State, with the right to reject any or all offers. 
If bonds of the issue for which the sinking fund is established are 
offered at a price not in excess of par and accrued interest, or at a 
price not in excess of the lowest price at which the bonds of any 
other political subdivision of this State are offered, then the sinking 
fund shall be invested in such bonds, otherwise in such of the other 
bonds as are offered at the lowest price, due regard being had, how- 
ever, to the legality of such issue and the solvency of the maker. 
The custodian, in the event bonds of the issue for which the sinking 
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fund was established cannot be purchased at or below par, may in 
his discretion purchase bonds of the United States of America or of 
the State of South Carolina. In the purchase of bonds the custodian 
shall, if possible, purchase bonds with maturities concident, or as 
nearly as possible coincident, with the maturities of the bonds for 
which the sinking fund was established. No sale of bonds, bought 
by the custodian for the investment cf the sinking fund, shall be 
made except after advertisement of such proposed sale for the same 
length of time and in the same manner and in the same newspapers 
as is hereinbefore provided for the purchasing of bonds. 


§ 4. Statements to be Filed.—That where bonds are bought 
or sold as provided under the terms of this Act, the custodian of 
the sinking fund effecting purchase or sale shall file in the office 
of the Clerk of Court of the County in which situate, for public in- 
spection, a list of the bonds offered to him for purchase, showing 
the amount and price and interest rate of same, and designating 
therein the bonds actually purchased, and in the event of the sale of 
bonds, shall file a statement showing all offers received for the pur- 
chase of the bonds, designating thereon the offer which was ac- 
cepted: Provided, That such statements filed in the office of the 
Clerk of Court may be destroyed by said Clerk of Court one year 
thereafter. 


§ 5. Failure to Make Such Investments a Misdemeanor 
—Penalty.—That the failure of the custodian of such sinking fund 
to make such investments in accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 1, 2, 3 and 4, thereof, shall be a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof he or they shall be liable to a fine of not less than One 
Hundred Dollars or more than One Thousand Dellars, or imprison- 
ment for not less than thirty (30) days or more than one year, or 
both. 


§ 5a. Act Not Applicable to Certain Counties.—That the 
provisions of this Act shall not apply to Kershaw, Greenville, Union, 
Colleton, Jasper, Horry, Cherokee, Beaufort, Georgetown, New- 
berry, York, Chester, Abbeville, Orangeburg, Clarendon, Chester- 
field, Richland, Lee, Pickens, Saluda, Oconee, Lexington, Laurens, 
McCormick, Greenwood, Dorchester, Edgefield, Darlington, Marion 
and Williamsburg Counties.

AN ACT to Regulate Accident Insurance and to Define the. 
Loss of a Hand. 


Section 1.: “Loss of Hand” in Accident Insurance Policies 
Defined—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That in any and every accident insurance 
policy hereafter issued in this State the loss of a hand shall not be 
limited to the loss “at or above the wrist or joint” but shall include 
and likewise mean the loss of the four fingers entire, and every in- 
demnity provided in such policy for the loss of a hand shall be pay- 
able likewise for the loss of the four fingers entire: Provided, 
The provisions of this Act shall not apply to policies issued by 
Fraternal Associations or by Mutual Benefit Associations or Mutual 
Benefit, Non-Profit Companies. 


§ 2. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Amend Section 3319, Volume 3, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1922, Making the Provisions of Said 
Act Apply to Sales Made at Cotton Mills in Orange- 
burg County. 


Section 1. Sec. (3319), 1922, Code, Vol. III, Amended— 
Weighing of Cotton Sold at Cotton Mills in Orangeburg 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: Amend Section 3319, Volume 3, Code of Laws . 
of South Carolina, 1922, by changing the period at the end of said 
Section to a comma and by adding the following thereafter: 
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“except that the provisions of the aforesaid act shall apply to sales 
made at cottcn mills in the County of Orangeburg,” so that when so 
amended the said.Section shall read as follows: 


Section 3319. It shall be the duty of each Weigher to provide 
a platform and scales with ample facilities for handling cotton with 
speed and at minimum cost, at which platform or platforms all cot- 
ton sold in said market or markets shall be weighed. It shal! be 
the duty of each Weigher to weigh fairly and promptly all cotton 
sold in said market or markets, issuing his own ticket, showing the 
weight cf each bale or package of cotton weighed. It shall be his 
further duty to adjust any difference between sellers and buyers as 
to moisture and mixed or false packing. In case of inability from 
sickness or other cause, and from the first day of March to the first 
day of September of each year, a Weigher may appoint a Deputy, 
who shall take, befcre entering upon his duties, the usual oath of 
the office in the manner required of the Weigher. The elected 
Weigher shall be responsible on his bond for the official acts of his 
Deputy. Each Weigher or his deputy shall devote his exclusive 
attention to the duties of his office during the cctton marketing sea- 
son. Each weigher shall test his scales once a month by the stand- 
ards in the office of the Clerk of the Court, as provided by law: 
Provided, That the County Board cf Commissioners may, for good 
‘and sufficient cause shown, remove any such Public Cotton Weigher 
from his office, after giving such Weigher at least ten days’ notice 
to show cause why he should not be removed; and shall have power 
to fill any vacancy occurring in the office of Public Cotton Weigher, 
at the first regular meeting of the said Board after such vacancy 
occurs: Provided, That nothing herein contained shall apply to 
sales made on plantations or at cotton mills, except that the pro- 
visions of the aforesaid act shall apply to sales made at cotton mills 
in the County of Orangeburg. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon the approval 
of the Governor. :

No. 193. 


AN ACT to Authorize the Chief Game Warden to Declare 
a Closed Season on Domestic“<Game During Abnormal 
Conditions. 


Section 1. Chief Game Warden May Declare Closed Sea- 
son on Account of Abnormal Conditions.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Chief 
Game Warden is hereby authorized, within his discretion, to declare 
a closed season, for a period of not over ten (10) days at any one 
time, on any of the waters or swamps, in the State, when it shall ap- 
pear to him, on account of abnormal conditions, such as freezes or 
freshets, that deer or other game cannot protect themselves. 


§ 2. Notice.—That the Chief Game Warden shall give notice 
of the closed season so declared by publishing in at least two daily 
newspapers, and in a newspaper of the county or counties in which 
the closed season ‘is declared, provided said county or counties have 
a newspaper therein, stating the length of period of said closed sea- 
son. 


§ 3. Evidence of Violation.—That any person or persons 
found hunting with gun, or guns, dog or dogs, within the restricted 
territory during a closed season so declared, shall be prima facie 
evidence that he or they have violated the provisions of this Act, 
regardless of whether he or they have killed any game of not. 


§ 4. Penalty for Violation.—That the penalty for violation 
of the provisions of this Act shall be a fine of not less than Fifty 
($50.00) Dollars nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, 
or imprisonment for not less than thirty (30) days. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gover- 
nor.

AN ACT to Equalize Special Forms of .Taxation and 
’ Licenses as Between State and National Banks. 


Section 1. State Banks Liable Only to Same Taxes as

all taxes in South Carolina or in any subdivision of State govern- 
ment, including taxes levied by townships, school districts and 
municipalities, State banks shall be subjected only to such taxes and 
licenses as are chargeable against National banks: Provided, That 
the provisions of this Act shall also apply to private banking institu- 
tions capitalized at not less than twenty thousand dollars.

Section 1. Salary of Probate Judge of Jasper County—

Jasper County is fixed at five hundred and four ($504.00) dol- 
lars per annum, payable in monthly installments of forty-two 
($42.00) dollars per month, instead of the amount fixed in 
subdivision “O,” Item 2, of Section 1, of the County Supply Act, 
for said County, heretofore passed at the present 1925 session of 
this General Assembly. The amount of salary hereby fixed in ex- 
cess of the amount fixed in the aforesaid Act shall be paid out of 
the amount appropriated in said Act for Miscellaneous Contingent 
items.

AN ACT to Amend Sections 1886 and 1887, Vol. 3 of the 
Code of Laws, 1922, to Provide for the County Govern- - 
ment of Spartanburg County, and Define its Powers 
and Duties, to Abolish the Spartanburg County High- 
way Commission and to Abplish the Office of County 
Supervisor for Spartanburg County and Devolve the 
Duties of the Highway Commission and Supervisor on. 
the County Board. 


' Section 1. Secs. (1886) and (1887), 1922, Code, Vol. III, 
Amended—County Government of Spartanburg County.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Sections 1886 and 1887 of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, Vol. 3, 1922, be amended by striking out said Sections 
1886 and 1887, and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


Section 1886. The Government of the County of Spartanburg 
is vested in a Board to be known as the County Board of Spartan- 
burg County, which shall. be composed of three members who shall 
be appointed for two years and shall hold office for two years and 
until the qualification of their respective successors, except that the 
present County Supervisor shall be ex officio a member of the Board 
(one of the three) as long as he holds the office of Supervisor upon 
the terminaticn of which the office of Supervisor is abolished. All 
the duties, powers and authorities heretofore vested in the County 
Supervisor are devolved upon the County Board which shall be- 
come effective at once. The County Board shall have full and 
complete executive control of all of the business and financial af- 
fairs of the County with authority to employ such administrative, 
expert and. clerical employees as shall be proper for the efficient 
management, supervision and operation of the County’s business and 
enterprises; it shall provide business methods lof handling the 
County’s finances, and no claim or account for anything whatsoever, 
except the salaries which are fixed by law, shall ever be paid except 
such items as have been incurred by the Board or such purchasing 
agent as the Board may designate previous to the making of such 
account or claim. 


Section 1887. The members of the Board shall be appointed by 
the Governor of the State, upon the recommendation of a majority 
of the Spartanburg County Legislative delegation; any vacancy on 
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the Board shall be filled in the same manner. They shall receive 
each an annual salary of Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars; they 
shall effect their own organizaticn and make rules and regulations 
governing their own officials and the officials and administration 
of the department of the County’s Government touching any of its 
business and financial affairs; they shall hold stated meetings (at 
least twice a month) and such meetings as shall be necessary to prop- 
erly and efficiently control and manage the County’s affairs and to 
carry out their duties. No member of the Board shall ever partici- 
pate directly or indirectly in negotiations relating to or in determina- 
tion of any matter or thing in which his personal interest would be 
served by any particular decision on account of relationship, enter- 
prise, business, location or otherwise; any violation of this provision 
shall operate as a forfeiture of office and any member’s commission 
shall be revoked by the Governor upon written report and finding 
by all the other members of the Board that he has violated this pro- 
vision.

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

Lands and Structures or any subdivision thereof, or to Permanent 
Improvements. 


§ 67. The bonds of the Treasurers of the institutions re- 
quired under’ Section 801, Volume 1, of the Code, shall be written 
to cover a period of one year. 


§ 68. That it is required that the offices of each and every de- 
partment of the State Government be kept open daily from Nine (9) 
a.m. to Five-thirty (5:30) p. m., exclusive of legal holidays: Pro- 
vided, That such offices may be closed at One (1) p. m. Saturdays. 


§ 69. That all State Colleges are hereby forbidden to adver- 
tise at the expense of the State in any newspaper, magazine or other 
periodical: Provided, That money may be expended for the adver- 
tising of scholarship competitions, Summer School work, or other 
special activities of which there should be public notice. 


§ 70. Every appropriation under the classification of A-1. 
Salaries, for a designated position shall be paid in equal monthly 
installments to the person holding such position, but in the case 
where an appropriation is made for clerical help under the classifi- 
cation of A-1. Salaries, such appropriation shall be expended as may 
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be determined by the officer in charge of such appropriations: Pro- 
vided, That the appropriated salaries for specified positions or em- 
ployees shall mean the maximum compensation only, and in any case 
where the head of any department can secure the services for a 
particular position or work at a lower rate than the salary specified 
in this Act, authority for so doing is hereby given. 


§ 71. Section 8, of Act No. 82, Acts of 1921, and Section 1, 
of Act No. 424, at page 805, of the Acts of 1920, are Hereey enacted 
as provisions of this Act. 


§ 72. That ‘the Comptroller General is hereby directed to 
make a thorough audit of all county offices, and all county officers are 
hereby directed to exhibit all records and accounts and furnish such 
information as the Comptroller General may require in the conduct 
of these audits. 


§ 73. That when any officer or employee of the State shall 
use his or her automobile in travel for the transaction of official 
business for the State it is hereby provided that for the use of such 
automobile there shall be charged against the State a rate of mileage 
not exceeding eight (8) cents per mile for the actual distance 
traveled, and the Comptroller General is hereby directed to enforce 
this provision: Provided, That from January first to April first the 
rate of mileage shall not exceed ten (10) cents. 


§ 74. That the Legislative members of State Boards and 
Commissions shall serve in their respective capacities as members 
of said boards and commissions until their successors shall have been 
elected or appointed and qualified. 


§ 75. That the Superintendent of the Penitentiary is hereby 
authorized and directed to furnish upon request of the Governor or 
the Commission on State House and Grounds necessary labor for 
the State Capitol and Grounds and such labor details for the Execu- 
tive Mansion as the Governor may deem necessary. 


§ 76. That the Clerk of the House is authorized to have pre- 
pared a House Journal Index at the cost of Two Hundred ($200.00) 
Dollars, and the Clerk of the Senate is authorized to have prepared 
a Senate Journal Index at the cost of Two Hundred ($200.00) 
Dollars, 
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§ 77. That beginning April 1, 1925, and thereafter, all officers 
and employees of the State of South Carolina, or any agent thereof, 
while traveling on the business of the State, shall receive actual 
expenses, not to exceed four ($4.00) Dollars per day exclusive of 
transportation for every day of travel away from his official head- 
quarters, or post of duty; and that no expense for subsistence shall 
be allowed at the official headquarters of officers, or place of 
residence of employees; that the place of residence of all traveling 
employees shall be designated as the official post of duty, at which no 
expense shall be allowed. That Columbia shall be designated as the 
official post of all officers and employees engaged regularly at Colum- 
bia, except members of Departments, Boards or Commissions or of- 
ficers who are allowed a per diem and expense while away from their 
place of residence on official business. That the Comptroller General 
is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to require that all ex- 
pense accounts for travel shall be submitted under oath, properly 
itemized and classified on standard, uniform forms for all officers 
and employees, to be furnished by the Comptroller General and the 
Comptroller General is hereby required to make a careful and thor- 
ough audit of all travel expense claims filed in his office and report 
to the next General Assembly any irregularities: Provided, further, 
That officers and employees of the State traveling outside of the 
State on official business shall charge their actual expenses, not to 
exceed seven dollars and fifty cents ($7.50) per day, exclusive of 
transportation. 


§ 78. That the State Auditor, employed by the State Bank 
Examiner’s Office, is hereby directed to install a uniform system of 
appropriation accounts to be kept by all State Departments, and the 
State Departments are hereby directed to strictly adhere to the sys- 
tem prescribed. 


§ 79. That the Annual Levy of two mills for Highways and 
Bridges as stipulated in Section 14, Act 602, Acts 1920, is hereby 
suspended for the year 1925: Provided, That the County Auditor of 
any county shall upon the request of the County Supervisor or other 
similar officer or officers, approved in writing by the majority of the 
County Legislative Delegation shall be, and he hereby is, authorized 
to impose the levy herein referred to. 


§ 80. That the time for expending the money appropriated in 
1924 for a State exhibit at the Southern Exposition, designed to 
have been held at New York City in February, 1925, is hereby ex- 
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tended, during the year 1925, in the discretion of the Committee ap- 
pointed by the Governor, under the Acts of 1924, for the purpose 
of arranging for said State exhibit. 


§ 81. That the postmaster, laborers and clerks who were 
present and served during the interim of 15 days in the session of 
1924 and who have not received compensation therefor shall re- 
ceive pay for such 15 days at the rate of their base pay for the ses- 
sion of 1924, the same to be paid from the respective approved ac- ° 
counts. 


§ 82. (1) That every person, firm or corporaticn doing do- 
- mestic or intra-state business within this State and engaged in the 
business of selling, manufacturing, purchasing, consigning, using, 
shipping or distributing, for the purposes of sale within this State, 
any of the following articles or things, viz: Soda water, ginger 
ale, coca cola, lime cola, pepsi cola, near beer, beer, fruit juices, 
ice cream, icés, sundaes, confections, bottled drinks of every kind 
whatsoever, and all fountain drinks and other beverages and things 
commonly designated as “soft drinks”; and lip sticks, rouge, face 
paints, face powders, face creams, talcum powders, toilet waters 
and lotions, perfumery, hair oils, hair tonics, pomades, cosmetics 
and hair dyes; and chewing tobacco and snuff, for the privilege of 
carrying on such business shall be subject to the payment of a 
license tax, which shall be measured by and graduated in accord- . 
ance with the sales of such person, firm, or corporation within the 
State of South Carolina, except as may hereinafter be provided, 
as follows: 


(a) On all soda and fountain drinks, ice cream, ices, sundaes 
and all other confections or drinks sold at fountains, a license 
tax of twenty (20) per centum of the entire receipts. Provided, 
That the receipts from the sale of bottled drinks upon which the 
tax herein provided has already been paid by a dealer or bottler 
within this State, shall not be included in the entire receipts for 
purposes of computing the tax herein levied. 


(b) On all bottled drinks one ($0.01) cent for each five ($0.05) 
cents, or fractional part thereof of the retail selling price. Provided, 
That the license taxes imposed by this subdivision shall not apply 
in any case where bottled soft drinks are shipped to a purchaser 
outside of South Carolina. 
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(c) On all lip sticks, rouge, face paints, face powders, face 
creams, talcum powders, toilet waters and lotions, perfumery, hair 
oils, hair tonics, pomades, cosmetics and hair dyes, a license tax of 
one ($0.01) cent for each five ($0.05) cents, or fractional part 
thereof of the retail selling price. 


(d) On all chewing tobacco and snuff, a license tax of one 
($0.01) cent on each three (3) ounces or fractional part thereof: 
* Provided, That upon all articles enumerated in this Section which 
shall on the day this Act shall go into effect be held by any person, 
firm or corporation and intended for sale, there shall be levied, as- 
sessed, collected and paid the taxes as herein provided for by this 
Act upon such articles. 


(2) That the license tax imposed by this Act shall: 


. (a) In the case of lipsticks, rouge, face paints, face powders, 
face creams, talcum powders, toilet waters, lotions, perfumery, hair 
oils, hair tonics, pomades, cosmetics and hair dyes, be paid by 
stamps to be affixed to each individual article sold, and in the case 
of chewing tobacco and snuff be paid by stamps to be affixed to 
the smallest container or package in which or from which normally 
sold at retail, the stamps in all such cases to be affixed by the per- 
son, firm or corporation selling or disposing of such articles to the 
final consumer. 


(b) In the case of soft drinks, ices, ice cream, sundaes, con- 
fections or drinks sold at fountains, be due and payable monthly 
between the first and tenth day of each month, and the person, firm 
or corporation liable to such tax shall, between the first and tenth 
day of each month, make return to the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission in such form as it may prescribe, showing the amount of 
sales during the previous month, and remit the tax therewith.. That 
in case of failure to make return, the Tax Commission shall make 
the same upon such information as it may be able to obtain, assess 
the tax due thereon and add a penalty of fifty (50) per centum, 
and in any case of failure to pay the tax the South Carolina Tax 
Commission shall add a penalty of fifty (50) per centum, whereupon 
the South Carolina Tax Commission shall mail notice of the amount 
of taxes and penalty to the party failing to make such return or to 
pay any tax, and if the tax and penalty are not paid within ten (10) 
days after mailing such notice, execution shall be issued in the 
manner and with the force provided hereafter in this Section. If 
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any license taxes or penalties imposed by this Act remain due and 
unpaid for a period of ten (10) days, the Tax Commission shall 
issue a warrant of execution, directed to the Sheriff of the County, 
or his lawful deputy, in which the delinquent taxpayer resides, or 
where his business is conducted. The Sheriff to whom such ex- 
ecution is directed shall proceed to enforce such execution in the 
same manner provided by law for the enforcement of an execution 
issued by a County Treasurer against a delinquent taxpayer. The . 
tax and all penalties herein provided for shall be held as a debt pay- 
able to the State by the party against whom the same shall be 
charged, and all such taxes and penalties shall be a first lien in all 
cases whatsoever upon all the property of the party charged there- 
with. 


(3) It is hereby declared to be the intent and purpose of this 
Act to impose the taxes herein provided in the case of bottled drinks 
upon the person, firm or corporation making the first sale within this 
State, and in all other cases upon the person, firm or corporation 
making sale or disposition of all other articles to the final consumer. 


(4) That any person, firm or corporation subject to the license 
taxes imposed by this Section who shall fail to comply with any of 
the provisions hereof, or with any rule or regulation of the South 
. Carolina Tax Commission, shall for each offense pay as a part of 
the tax imposed by this Section, a penalty of Twenty ($20.00) Dol- 
lars for the first offense; Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for the second 
offense and One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for each offense there- 
after: Provided, That the South Carolina Tax Commission may, 
upon good cause shown, remit or refund, in whole or in Pett, any 
penalties imposed by this Section. 


§ 83. (1) That on and after the approval of this Act, there 
shall be levied, assessed, collected and paid for and in respect of the 
several bonds, debentures, certificates of stock and of indebtedness 
and other documents, instruments, matters and things mentioned 
and described in this Section or for or in respect of the vellum, 
parchment or paper upon which such instruments, matters or things, 
or any of them, are written or printed, by any person, firm or cor- 
poration who makes, signs, issues, sells, removes, consigns or ships 
the same, or for whose use or benefit the same are made, signed, 
issued, sold, removed, consigned, or shipped, the several additional 
taxes hereinafter specified: The said documents, matters and things 
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being set forth in Schedule A, subdivisions 1 to 7, inclusive, of an 
Act, entitled “An Act to Raise Revenue for the Support of the 
State Government,” approved the twenty-sixth day of March, 1923, 
being Act No. 11 at Page 12, Acts of 1923, and all Acts amendatory 
- thereof. 


(a) On the bonds and documents described in subdivision 1 of 
said Schedule A, five ($0.05) cents additional to the rates provided 
in said subdivision ; 


(b) On certificates of stock and other documents described in 
subdivision 2 of said Schedule A, five ($0.05) cents additional to 
the rates provided in said subdivision ; 


(c) On all sales and transfers of capital stock described in sub- 
division 3 of said Schedule A, two ($0.02) cents additional to the 
rates provided in said subdivision ; 


(d) On all promissory notes and documents described in sub- 
division 4 of said Schedule A, two ($0.02) cents additional to the 
rates provided in said subdivision ; 


(e) On all conveyances and documents described in subdivision 
5 of said Schedule A, fifty ($0.50) cents additional to the rates 
provided in said subdivision; 


(£) On all proxies and instruments in writing described in sub- 
division 6 of said Schedule A, ten ($0.10) cents additional to the 
rates provided in said subdivision ; 


(g) On all powers of attorney and instruments in writing de- 
scribed in subdivision 7 of said Schedule A, twenty-five ($0.25) 
cents additional to the rates provided in said subdivision. 


(2) That all of the_provisions of an Act entitled “An Act to 
Raise Revenue for the Support of the State Government,” approved 
March 26, 1923, being Act No. 11, at Page 12, and all Acts amenda- 
tory: thereof, not inconsistent with the provisions hereof, are hereby 
adopted for the purposes of the enforcement and administration of 
Sections 82 and 83 of this Act. 


' § 84. (1) There shall be levied and collected, in addition 
to the license fees imposed under the provisions of an Act en- 
titled “An Act to Require Certain Corporations to Make Annual 
Reports and to Pay Annual License Fees and to Prescribe Methods 
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for Enforcement and Rates Pertaining Thereto,” approved the 1st 
day of March, 1922, same being Act No. 531, Acts of 1922, addi- 
tional fees, as follows: 


(a) Upon railroad companies, express companies, street’ railway _ 
companies, navigation companies, waterworks companies, power 
companies, light companies, gas companies, telegraph companies, 
telephone companies, parlor, dining and sleeping car companies, 
tank car lines, refrigerating car lines, fruit growers express car 
lines, and all other privately operated car lines, a license fee of 
three (3) mills upon each dollar of the true value of: property 
owned and used within this State in the conduct of their business. 


(b) Upon each corporation organized under the laws of this 
State to do business for profit other than those enumerated above, 
one (1) mill upon each dollar paid to the capital stock of said cor- 
poration. 


(c) Every other corporation (except railroad companies, express 
companies, street railway companies, navigation companies, water- 
works companies, power companies, light companies, gas companies, 
telegraph companies, telephone companies, parlor, dining and sleep- 
ing car companies, tank car'lines, refrigerating car lines, fruit grow- 
ers express car lines and all other privately operated car lines) 
organized to do business for profit under the laws of any other State, 
Territory or country, doing business in this State, shall pay an 
annual license fee of one (1) mill upon each dollar of the true 
value of the property of such corporation used within this State 
in the conduct of its business. 


(2) The assessment and payment of the additional license fees 
provided in this Section shall be made and enforced in accordance 
with the provisions and penalties of said Act of 1922, and amend- 
ments thereto, and in accordance with the provisions of an Act 
entitled “An Act to amend Sections 420 and 423 of the Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1922, Volume 3, relating to the filing of state- 
ments of corporations and the failure to pay licenses so as to further 
define the manner of making statements and a penalty for failure 
to pay licenses,” approved the twenty-first day of March, A. D. 
1924, the same being Act No. 695. Provided, The South Carolina 
Tax Commission may require additional returns from all of said 
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corporations affected by this Section or where practicable may use 
any returns that may have been filed during the year 1925. 


§ 85. That the license taxes imposed and the provisions for 
the assessment and collection thereof as contained in Sections 82-84, 
inclusive hereof, together with the penalties herein prescribed, shall 
be and remain of force for future years and until repealed by the 
General Assembly: Provided, That the license taxes imposed under 
Paragraphs (a) and (b) of Subdivision (1) of Section 82 shall be 
effective only until April 1, 1926. 


§ 86. If any clause, sentence, paragraph or part of this Act 
shall for any reason, be adjudged by any Court of competent juris- 
diction to be invalid, such judgment shall not be held to affect, 
impair or invalidate the remainder of this Act, but shall be confined 
in its operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph or part thereof 
directly involved in the controversy in which such judgment shall 
have been rendered ;.and if any part of this Act shall, for any reason, 
be adjudged by any Court of competent jurisdiction to be inoperative 
for the year 1925 only, such judgment shall not affect or impair the 
full operation of Sections 82-85, inclusive, of this Act for future 
years and until duly repealed by the General Assembly: Provided, 
That any foreign corporation required to pay any license fee or tax 
hereunder for the year 1925, which shall not, for any cause whatso- 
ever, have paid such license fee or tax, in addition to the payment of 
all license fees and taxes now or hereafter required by law, shall as an 
additional license fee or tax, for the year 1926, pay an amount equal 
to the license fee or tax provided for hereunder for the year 1925, 
and the payment of such additional license fee or tax for the year 
1926 shall be a condition and part of the terms upon which they are 
allowed to enter this State and do business herein for the year 1926. 


§ 87. Negligent or willful failure on the part of any Sheriff 
to collect, in whole or in part, and within the time prescribed by law, 
any execution issued by the South Carolina Tax Commission, shall 
be a breach of the official bond of the Sheriff and he shall be liable 
to the South Carolina Tax Commission for the full amount of said 
execution or of such part thereof as he has so failed to collect, and 
the same be recovered in a suit upon his official bond, together with 
interest thereon at the rate of twenty (20) per centum per annum, 
and this Section shall apply, until repealed by the General Assembly, 
to all tax or license tax laws the enforcement of which is vested in 
the South Carolina Tax Commission. 
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§ 88. There shall be levied upon all the taxable property in the 
State a sufficient number of mills, not to exceed five and one-half 
(514) mills, to be determined by the Comptroller General from the 
assessment of property therein, together with all other income or 
available revenue of the State to raise the sums herein appropriated 
and the Comptroller General shall notify the County Auditors of 
the number of mills which he finds necessary to raise the appropri- 
ations, 


§ 89. That the administration of the license tax Sections of 
this Act is vested in the South Carolina Tax Commission, which 
shall prescribe rules and regulations pertinent to: the enforcement 
of such Sections, and all such rules and regulations shall have the 
full force and effect of law. That for the administration and en- 
forcement of these Sections, there is hereby appropriated out of the 
income tax fund the sum of twenty-five thousand ($25,000.00) 
dollars, all moneys expended from this appropriation to be done 
upon the approval of the Governor, the Chairman of the Finance 
-Committee of the Senate and the Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Representatives. 


§ 90. That the license tax or taxes imposed by this Act shall 
be in addition to all other licenses and taxes levied by law as a condi- 
tion precedent to engaging in any business or doing any act taxable 
under the provisions of this Act. 


§ 91. That the Tax Commission shall on or before the tenth 
day of each month remit to the State Treasurer all moneys collected 
during the preceding month and all such moneys shall be credited to 
the General Fund. 


§ 92. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 93. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a tax of seven mills is hereby levied upon 
all taxable property of the County of Abbeville for current county 
purposes for the fiscal year 1925, for the amounts and for the pur- 
poses hereinafter stated.

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Item 4. For Magistrate for holding inquests the sum of 
seven and 50/100 dollars for each inquest held 
by Magistrates. Grand and Petit Jurors to 
receive a pér diem of Three and 50/100 Dol- 
lars. That the Court Crier shall receive the 
the sum of Three and one-half ($3.50) Dol- 
lars per diem. 


Item 5. Out of the taxes of this levy the County Treas- 
urer is hereby required and directed to pay 
the items hereinabove set forth to the person 
entitled thereto and out of the balance re- 
maining on hand from said levy and other in- 
come of the County the Supervisor and Treas- 
urer shall pay the other current expenses of 


the County. 


Item 6. Provided, That County Attorney shall also act 
as Attorney for Abbeville Highway Commis- 
sion without any additional compensation. 


Item 7. Provided, That the County Commissioners shall 
have equal authority in County matters with 
the Supervisor; and, Provided, That the state- 
ment of the affairs of the County shall be 
posted on the bulletin board in front of the 
court house instead of in the newspaper as 
now provided by law; and that unless the 
Supervisor publishes the statements, it shall 
be unlawful for the County Treasurer to pay 
the salary of Supervisor. 


That a levy of one mill is placed on the taxable 
property of the County to cover the past in- 
debtedness incurred by W. L. Keller for year 
1924. 


Provided, That the County Treasurer shall pay 
the Magistrates and Constables monthly in- 
stead of quarterly. 


§ 2. The commutation road tax shall be the sum of Two ($2.00) 
Dollars for Abbeville County. That in Abbeville Township the 
public cotton weigher shall be elected as is provided in Section 3317, 
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Volume 3, of Code of Laws for South Carolina, and shall be sub- 
ject to Sections 3318, 3319, 3320 and 3321 of Volume 3, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina. 


§ 3. That the sum of One Thousand Dollars is hereby appro- 
priated for the Abbeville Memorial Hospital of Abbeville County 
for the benefit of charity patients received therein. That there is 
hereby created a commission consisting of Dr. C. H. McMurray, and 
Mrs. E. R. Thompson, whose duty it shall be to handle said fund 
for the purposes herein stated, and the County Treasurer is hereby 
directed to pay out said fund in equal monthly installments, upon 
vouchers signed by the said commission or any two of them. 


§ 4. That so much as may be necessary is hereby appropriated 
for the repair of the Sheriff’s car, for gasoline and oil therefor, 
while said car is being used by the Sheriff or his deputies in the 
discharge of the duties of the office on the criminal side of the Court: 
Provided, That this expenditure shall not exceed Nine Hundred Dol- 
lars: Provided, That the Sheriff be paid four hundred dollars to 
reimburse him for upkeep and running of County car for year 1924. | 


§ 5. That the Supervisor is hereby directed and required to file 
-with the Grand Jury at the February, June and September terms 
of Court of General Sessions for the County of Abbeville, state- 
ment of the receipts and disbursements of the County to that date, 
and if the Supervisor should fail or refuse to so file such reports, 
it shall thereafter be unlawful for the County Treasurer to pay the 
salary voucher or warrant of the Supervisor. In every school dis- 
trict in which is located one or more banks, the County Treasurer is 
hereby directed and required to deposit in such bank or banks the 
sinking fund of such school district. 


§ 6. That there is hereby levied upon the County a levy of one 
mill for school building purposes to be used by the County Board 
of Education to supplement the State aid for school building as 
provided for in Chapter Nine of Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
Volume Three. The said fund to be paid out by the Treasurer, 
upon warrants issued by the County Board of Education signed by 
the Chairman, and one other member thereof. The said levy to be 
apportioned in the same proportion as is provided by the State Board 
of Education in said section of the Code of Laws. 
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§ 7. That there is hereby levied upon the County a levy of one- 
half of one mill to be used for the purpose of dragging the cross 
country roads. 


§ 8. That the Abbeville County Highway Commission are here- 
by requested to make a survey of a road leading from Due West to 
the Level Land top soil road and from the Level Land top soil road 
to the Abbeville-Antreville top soil road and from the Antreville- 
Abbeville top soil road to the Abbeville-Lowndesville top soil road. 
The following roads are hereby added to the system of improved 
roads provided for in Act creating Abbeville County Highway Com- 
mission: ° The road leading from the Lowndesville-Cherokee High- 
way to the Burris Cross Roads, and from the Laura Carlisle place 
to Smyrner Grave Yard and from the W. L. Bowman place to the 
Arnold place. 


§ 9. The commutation road tax to be Two (2) Dollars instead 
of One (1) Dollar. The age for paying the commutation road tax 
to be from Eighteen (18) to Fifty-five (55) Years, instead of 
Twenty-one (21) to Fifty-five (55) Years. All parties who fail 
- to pay the commutation road tax by April Ist, 1925, shall be required 
to perform in lieu thereof four (4) days labor upon the roads of 
Abbeville County, provided any one may hire a substitute. 


§ 9-A. That the proceeds of the two cent a gallon tax on gaso- 
line coming to this County be used by the County Board of Com- 
missioners in working the cross county roads and also maintaining 
the top soil roads which are not in the State system. 


§ 9-B. That the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of the 
State of South Carolina are hereby authorized to lend to the County 
Board of Commissioners of Abbeville County out of funds in their 
hands, the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars to be used in the 
building or construction of a bridge across Savannah River within 
the borders of Abbeville County. That said loan shall be for the 
space of four years and shall bear interest at the rate of not exceed- 
ing six per cent, payable annually; and there is hereby levied a 
special tax of two mills on the dollar on all taxable property in said 
County of Abbeville, for a period of three years or until said loan is 
paid, for the purpose of paying said loan. That the proceeds of 
said levy shall be paid each year on said loan until the fourth year, 
in which year the balance remaining due on said loan shall be paid, 
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and the balance of such special levy, if any remain, shall be turned 
into the County Treasury for ordinary County purposes. That the 
Treasurer and Supervisor of said County are hereby authorized to 
execute a note or notes to the said Commissioners of the sinking 
fund for the amount of said loan, and the special levy herein pro- 
vided for shall be pledged by the County Board of Commissioners 
to secure the payment of said note or notes. That the County Board 
of Commissioners of Abbeville County are hereby authorized to 
proceed to secure the said sum of twenty-five thousand dollars from 
the Commissioners of the sinking fund, and the sum so secured shall 
be receipted for by the County Treasurer of Abbeville County and 
placed by said Treasurer to the credit of the Abbeville County High- 
way Commission and paid out by said Treasurer upon vouchers 
. signed by the proper officials of said Commission as set forth in the 
Act creating the Abbeville County Highway Commission: Pro- 
vided, However, That said levy shall not be made until the State 
Highway Commission shall begin the building of said bridge. That 
the Abbeville County Highway Commission is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to turn over said twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars to the State Highway Commission for the purpose of building 
the said bridge, as soon as the State Highway Commission begins 
the building or constructing of said bridge. That in case the said 
Sinking Fund Commission shall be unable to make the loan herein 
provided for, then the said County Board of Commissioners of the 
County of Abbeville are hereby authorized to borrow said sum here- 
in provided from any other source on the same terms, and at a rate 
of interest not exceeding seven per cent, and pledge the tax levy 
herein for the payment of the same. 


§ 9-C. That the County Auditor of this County, with the local 
Board of Education of this County, are hereby given till August the 
Ist of each year to reduce the levies existing in the various school 
districts of this County to an amount sufficient to run the schools 
of this County for the length of time required under the provi- 
since of Act 539, known as the “6-0-1” Act, which was enacted in 
the year 1924, and to provide for any additional length that the said 
Boards may deem wise and best.

§ l-a. Any balance brought forward from 1924 and funds re- 
ceived from any other source and not otherwise appropriated, shall 
be used along with the levies provided for herein to meet the ap- 
propriations herein authorized. 


§ 2. That any officer or employee who disregards any of the 
provisions hereof, without the written consent of a majority of the 
Aiken Delegation in the General Assembly recorded in the office of 
the Clerk of Court, shall be guilty of misconduct in office and sub- 
ject to removal, in addition to the punishment now provided by law. 


§ 3. That no bill or claim shall be paid or approved unless the 
same shall be itemized and state fully, under oath, what it is for, 
giving the kind or quantity of the thing or commodity which it 
represents, in addition to the amount and time furnished. 


§ 4. That the Auditor and Treasurer are authorized and em- 
powered to levy and collect a sufficient amount, as provided by law, 
to raise sufficient money to meet and pay the amounts appropriated 
by law for Aiken County for the year 1925; if the levy herein pro- 
vided shall be either excessive or deficient, they shall raise or reduce 
said levy to meet the appropriation herein made, taking into account 
all other funds on hand for the purpose. No money shall be spent 
otherwise than as herein specifically authorized, and none of these 
items shall be enlarged upon or construed as directory or changed, 
unless upon written consent of Delegation, but are mandatory and 
inclusive and entire, and any unexpended balance shall be carried 
over to the ordinary county fund: Provided, If the Delegation shall 
at any time during the year file with the Clerk of Court and the 
Auditor and County Commissioners a written authority, the levy 
shall bé made in accordance therewith and any balance that may be 
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owing may be taken care of by renewal of loans or borrowing and 
paying said loans. 


§ 5. That the County Treasurer of Aiken County shall ask for 
and receive bids from banks (Aiken County banks being given pref- 
erence), for interest on deposits to the credit of the said County 
in such bank or banks as shall make the best terms for same and for 
county loans: Provided, That such bank or banks shall give a 
surety or surety bonds in a company or companies approved by the 
said County Treasurer to cover any loss on account of said deposit:

§ 6. That no money shall be borrowed by the county or interest 
‘paid on same for a longer period than the collection of taxes makes 

it necessary to yield sufficient money to pay the same, and no note 
in excess of the sum provided by law shall be made by the County 
Commissioners except on written authority of a majority of the 
Delegation from said county to the General Assembly filed in the 
office of the Clerk of Court: Provided, This shall not prevent 
borrowing as provided in Bond Act or to meet appropriations here- 
in. 

§ 7. That the sums hereinabove appropriated shall only be used, 
if so much be necessary, and when not otherwise provided, salaries 
and expenses shall be paid monthly: Provided, That expenses shall 
not be paid except upon sworn itemized statements of same. 


§ 8. A special tax of one-half (14) mill shall be levied on all 
taxable property of Aiken County for expenditure by the County 
Board of Education as a special fund for the purpose of aiding and 
building schoolhouses or securing State aid. 


§ 8-a. Beginning with the year 1925, (that is, effective on the 
approval of this Act) the County Auditor of Aiken County with 
the County Board of Education of Aiken County, is hereby author- 
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ized upon receiving the written request to do so of the local Board 
of Trustees of any district, to reduce the levies existing in the vari- 
ous school districts to an amount sufficient to run the schools for 
_the length of time required under existing law, and to provide for 
any additional length of time that any local Board of Trustee’ of 
such district may deem wise and best. And in any district where 
by law the control and management of any school therein is con- 
fided to a Board composed of more members than the three School 
Trustees of said school district, then the written concurrence of a 
majority of the whole of such Board so constituted shall be neces- 
sary before said Auditor and Board of Education of Aiken County 
shall make any decrease in the levy in said district;-and it shall be 
the duty of the Superintendent of Education to ascertain from such 
local Boards in his County what reductions can be made without 
injury to the school, any State law to the contrary notwithstanding.

tention of the trustees to that fact, and if it is not paid in ten days 
thereafter, he is required to cause the Auditor of the County to put 
on a sufficient levy in that district to pay said obligations, and the 
Auditor is required to put said levy on to be collected, the same shall 
be paid out on the order of the Superintendent of Education.

§ 3. That so much as is necessary of the credit balances of 
various departments of 1924 may be used by the Anderson County 
Commissioners in paying the deficiencies of various departments 
during the year 1924.

$30,000.00 shall be expended upon warrants of the Board of Ander- 
son County Commissioners drawn for the purpose of paying for 
maintenance of the improved highways of the County. That the 
said Board shall use said funds for the maintenance of improved 
roads, other than those in the State Highway System. That in ad- 
dition to the provisions hereinbefore made regarding their salaries 
and expenses, the four County Commissioners shall each receive as 
additional compensation for looking after the maintenance of the 
improved roads that are not on the State System the sum of Three 
Hundred and Fifty ($350.00) Dollars, the Supervisor shall likewise 
receive Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars and the Clerk of the County 
Board Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars, the same to be paid out of 
the Gasoline Tax to accrue to the County. 


§ 8. The time, place and manner of and for improving and con- 
structing roads and bridges in the County shall be under supervision 
of the County Board of Commissioners and in all matters before 
the said Board a majority of entire Board shall rule and said Board 
of County Commissioners or a majority thereof shall have the 
power and they are hereby authorized to employ such help as may 
be necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this Section. 


§ 11. That an additional tax of one (1) mill on all the taxable 
property of the County shall be levied and the proceeds therefrom, 
together with Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars reimburement

so much as may be necessary to be used on a road beginning at or 
near Cratonville by way of R. O. Wilsons, Will Cowans and John 
Cowans and ending at Abbeville County line; $4,000.00 or so much 
as may be necessary for the construction or improvement of a road 
beginning north of Richard Jones place and running as far as Dr. 
Dick Thompson place; $7,000.00 or so much as may be necessary to 
be used for the construction or improvement of a road beginning at 
Five Forks and ending at Old Slabtown; $6,000.00 or so much: 
as may be necessary to be used in top-soiling a road beginning at 
W. C. Scotts place at Pisgah Church thence to Slabtown and thence 
on: to Pendleton ; $4,000.00 or so much as may be necessary to be used 
in the construction or improvement of a road by way of John Mc- 
Clures place and ending at the Nelson Green old home place; 
$12,000.00 or so much thereof as is necessary for road beginning 
at or near C. O. Burriss’ near the City of Anderson to Five Forks 
at or near Columbus Martin’s via Ben Smith’s, Trinity Church J. 
D. Shirley’s and Dalrymple’s Bridge ; $12,000.00 or so much thereof 
as may be necessary for road beginning at or near J. W. Knights 
to Dr. Hutchinson’s place, via Rome Hyatts, Mrs. T. B. Watkins, 
Hopewell Church, Mrs. Will Thompson, J. D. Shirley’s and Harris 
Bridge; $12,000.00 or so much as be necessary to be used in con- 
struction or improvement of a road beginning at the old A. M. Guy- 
ton place at Piercetown by way of the Aaron Guyton place by Tom 
Rogers’ place John Lollis’ place and ending at Pelzer; $2,000.00 or 
so much as may be necessary to be used in the construction or im- 
provement of a road leading from the Tommy Rogers place and 
ending at the Dacus place ; $8,000.00 or so much as may be necessary 
to be used in the construction or improvement of a road beginning 
at the Capell place on the Pelzer road thence by Shiloh Church and 
ending at Kings Gin on the Piedmont Road; $3,000.00 or suv much 
as may be necessary to be used in the construction or improvement 
of a road beginning at Varinnis Church by Sam Bowens and ending 
at the Finlay place on the Flat Rock Road: $5,000.00, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary for road from at or near Equinox Mill 
to Moores’ old store, via W. H. Glenn’s, Centerville Mills, Bowden’s 
Gin and Tippen’s Bridge: Provided, however, That upon the writ- 
ten consent of a majority of the legislative delegation from Ander-

and also for the purpose of retiring any indebtedness now existing 
against said County and created in the construction of highways or 
bridges in conjunction with Federal Aid.

The County Board of Directors shall furnish to each of said Police- 
men suitable badges to be prescribed and approved by the said Board. 
Said Policemen shall provide themselves with such weapons as may 
be prescribed by the County Board of Directors of Beaufort County 
and with motor vehicles for regular use in riding over the County 
and performing their duties as Rural Policemen, and shall receive 
no other compensatiori in fees, salaries or otherwise for any service 
they may perform except as herein provided. 


§ 12. It shall be the duty of said Policemen under the general 
control and direction of the Board of Directors of said County, 
especially in rural districts, to patrol and police the County to pre- 
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vent crime and disorder and .to detect and prosecute for violation 
of the criminal laws of every kind, make arrests upon their own 
initiative, as well as upon complaint; and serve warrants. They 
shall report all their acts and all known or suspected violations of 
the criminal laws to the Sheriff and the Magistrates of said County 
once each week, or oftener, if required by them, and they shall at 
all times obey and carry out the orders and directions of the said 
Board of Directors when not inconsistent with the terms of this 
Act. They shall keep the Sheriff and Magistrates advised as to 
where they may be found whenever needed. 


§ 13. Said Policemen shall remain on duty at night when neces- 
sary or circumstances suggest the propriety thereof, to prevent crime 
or to make arrest. They shall be on duty for not less than ten hours 
each day, except when granted occasional indulgences or leave of 
absence by the Board of Directors. They shall visit railroad depots, 
stores and other public places where people congregate or disorder 
ig probable, or where vagrants may be loafing, or alcoholic liquors 
may be used contrary to law; they shall, as often as practicable, 
ride by houses that are remote from the public highways and in 
lonely parts of the county, especially such as are without male pro- 
tectors. They shall use every means to prevent, detect, arrest and 
prosecute for breaches of the peace, vagrancy, drunkenness, gamb- 
ling, using obscene or profane language, boisterous conduct or dis- 
charging firearms on the public highway, or at any public place or 
gathering, carrying weapons contrary to law, setting out fire, viola- 
tion of the game, fish and dog laws, cruelty to animals and children, 
violation of the child labor laws, and especially for the violation of 
the laws relating to or prohibiting the use of alcoholic liquors or for 
the violation of any other criminal law of this State. 


§ 14. That the said Policemen shall have authority for any 
freshly committed crime, upon view or upon prompt information or 
complaint, to arrest without warrant any violator or violators of the 
law, and in pursuit of the criminal they may forcibly enter houses 
in their own County, where such criminal has concealed himself or 
may be harbored by the owner or occupants of said house, and they 
shall have the right to summon the posse commitatus to assist in en- 
forcing the laws. Any citizen or citizens who shall fail to respond 
and render assistance when so summoned shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, shall be punished as now pro- 
vided by law: Provided, That where an arrest is made without 
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warrant the person arrested shall be forthwith carried before the 
nearest Magistrate, a warrant of arrest procured and the case dis- 
posed of according to law. On the first of each month they shall 
report to the County Treasurer a statement of all sentences and fines 
imposed in cases prosecuted by them during the preceding month. 


§ 15. The Magistrates’ Constables in the County of Beaufort 
for Beaufort, Sheldon, Yemassee and Bluffton Townships are hereby 
abolished and their duties are hereby devolved upon the Policemen 
provided for in this Act, each Policeman to do the work of the 
Magistrates in the district to which he is appointed or assigned. 
All civil work now performed by the Magistrates’ Constables in 
Sheldon, Beaufort, Bluffton and Yemassee Townships shall here- 
after be performed by said Policemen and the cost provided by law 
of such service shall be turned over to the County Treasurer and 
become a part of the general funds of the County. The Chairman 
of the Board of County Directors of Beaufort County is hereby 
authorized to require any one of the Rural Policemen to said County 
to serve any notices, summons or other process connected with the 
duties of said Board of County Directors, and said Rural Policemen 
shall without delay make return thereon as provided by law. 


§ 16. The Rural Policemen provided for in this Act shall have 
the same powers as are conferred on Constables and Deputy 
Sheriffs of the County, and shall serve any summons, warrant or 
other process of any Court in the districts patrolled by them when 
patrolling such districts, without compensation. And they shall not 
accept any gratuities, gifts or fees from any source whatsoever for 
any services rendered during their term of office.. It shall be the 
further duty of the Rural Police to look after the County roads and 
bridges and inspect the same from time to time; especially shall they 
inspect the bridges after any freshet or heavy rains that might ren- 
der them unsafe; and upon their finding work necessary on any road 
or bridge they shall notify the Road Commissioner in that township 
and report such notification to the Chairman of the Board of County 
Directors. It shall be their duty to post warning upon any dangerous 
roads and bridges at such convenient places as will best serve the 
interest of the traveling public, and perform such other duties as 
may be required of them by the County Board of Directors as may 
not be incompatible with the discharge of their duty to patrol the 
districts. It shall be their duty to collect delinquent commutation 
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and dog tax, also store license tax in said County, and they shall 
have authority to require the production of receipts for the payment 
of said taxes or other evidence of such payment; and they shall 
report to the County Treasurer the names of such persons whom 
they may find liable for dog, commutation, store or road tax who 
have not paid the same. 


§ 17. That it shall be a cause for removal for any Policeman 
appointed under the provisions of this Act, during the term for 
which he has been appointed, to take any active part in politics, 
either directly or indirectly, in his‘own behalf or in behalf of any- 
one else: Provided, This Section shall not be construed to interfere 
with the power of the Governor to remove such Policeman as here- 
tofore provided in this Act. 


§ 18. That each of said Policemen shall, before entering upon 
the ‘duties of his office, enter into a bond with good security, to be 
approved by the Courity Board of Directors and the Clerk of Court, 
and payable to the County, in the sum of one thousand ($1,000.00) 
dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of their duties 
and for such damages as may be sustained by reason of the mal- 
feasance or misfeasance in office or abuse of his authority, said bond 
to be filed with and kept by the Clerk of Court. It shall be the 
duty of the Chairman of County Board directly and-Grand Jury of 
the County to investigate promptly any complaint made against such 
Policemen for neglect of duty or misuse of power. 


§ 19. That each of said Policemen, before receiving his com- 
mission, shall, in addition to the oath now prescribed by Section 26 
of Article III of the Constitution, and by Section 650, Volume 1, 
Code of Laws, 1912, take and subscribe to the following oath or 
affirmation, to wit: “I do further and solemnly swear (or affirm) 
that during my term of office as County Policeman I will study the 
Act creating my office and prescribing my duties and will endeavor 
to inform myself of the criminal laws of the State, both statutory 
and common law, and will be alert and vigilant to enforce the same 
and to detect and bring every violation of the same within my 
County and conduct myself at all times with due consideration to 
all persons, and will not impose upon the weak or ignorant. So 
help me, God.” 


§ 20. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act be, 
and the same are hereby, repealed. 
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§ 21. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

§ 2. That the County Demonstration Agent is hereby required 
to maintain an office at the County seat, which office shall be kept 
open by him at least three days out of each week during the year 
in order that he may be easily reached by those needing his services. 
That the said County Demonstration Agent and the Home Demon- 
stration Agent shall each file with the Clerk of Court of the County 
at the end of each month a written report of the work done by him

the said County expenses, not exceeding the tax levy herein stipu- 
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lated, the commutation road tax and taxes derived from any source,

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for Charleston 
County for School, County and Other Purposes and 
Direct the Expenditure Thereof, and Relating to Other

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Board of Commissioners or 
such officers as are vested with the same or similar powers of the 
County of Charleston, shall levy a tax of six and one-half (6%) 
mills for school, county and other purposes, which, together with all 
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sums paid to the County from all other sources not otherwise ap- 
propriated, shall be applied to the items enumerated below, including 
all salaries and fees now provided by law. All sums herein provided 
to be paid to any clerk or deputy shall be paid direct to such clerk 
or deputy and the County Treasurer shall take his or her receipt 
therefor. The head of any office shall furnish the County Treas- 
urer with a list of such employees in his office and notify the County 
Treasurer of any change therein. 


Item 1. State Militia Companies in the

Place across Thickety Creek across the Green River Road to the 
William Gardener Place, thence to Spartanburg County line; the 
road from Gaffney to Stacy Ferry Bridge; the road from the Stacy 
Ferry Road crossing the Southern Railway overhead bridge by 
Little Memorial Church via Old National Highway to the bridge on 
Broad River; the road from Blacksburg via Mt. Paron Church to 
the North Carolina line; the road from Antioch Church to J. T. 
Harold’s at York County line; the road from Blacksburg to the 
York County line via what is known as the old Chester Road, and 
the County Commissioners are authorized to construct some road 
from the Chester Road so as to serve the people at Ninety-nine 
Islands and Cherokee Falls; road from Gaffney-Chesnee Road 
leading by Cherokee Church to the North Carolina line: Provided, 
That the road by the County Home to the Green River Road via 
J. C. Painter’s, C. A. Campbell’s on the Green River Road now in 
process of construction, be completed first: Provided, further, 
That the rights of way and top-soil are furnished free to the County. 
The County Treasurer shall pay no vouchers for permanent im- 
provements of roads, except on the roads herein mentioned, other- 
wise, the said vouchers shall not be paid by the County Treasurer. 

§ 11. That the Sheriff shall receive One ($1.00) Dollar per day 
for dieting each prisoner, and the Court Crier, Jury Boy, and Bailiffs 
shall be paid a per diem of Three ($3.00) Dollars, for the actual 
number of days served. The fees for holding post mortem ex- 
aminations shall be Ten ($10.00) Dollars for each examination. 

§ 12. The County Treasurer is: hereby authorized and directed 
to turn over to the Sinking Fund Commission of Cherokee County 
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all moneys collected by him to retire bonds and to pay interest on 
same, and the Sinking Fund Commission is hereby directed out of 
said moneys to pay all interest that may fall due from time to time 
on all bonds issued by the county at any time, and to retire all bonds 
that may become due .from time to time. The Superintendent of 
Education is hereby forbidden to pay any voucher from any school 
district, or from any Trustees, until an itemized invoice be first filed 
in his office, same to be kept for inspection, said invoice to show for 
what purpose same was incurred, etc. He shall also keep a book 
showing all moneys borrowed by a school district, when said obliga- 
tions fall due and when paid, and to enter same on his record. Said 
Superintendent of Education shall also keep in proper books show- 
ing every voucher approved by him or by the Trustees in numerical 
order, and the date same has been paid. Superintendent of Educa- 
tion is hereby directed to ascertain the number and amount of bonds 
outstanding against any school district, and all hereafter issued, and 
to enter same on a book to be kept for that purpose. 


§ 13. The Auditor and Treasurer are hereby authorized to make 
sufficient levies in School Districts 1, 28 and 33 to pay money bor- 
rowed to complete buildings and in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes so levied the trustees of said districts are authorized and 
empowered to borrow said funds to repay the outstanding loans 
payable in two annual installments, unless said districts issue bonds 
‘for such purpose. 


§ 14. That the Trustees of Blacksburg School District No. 
9, Cherokee County, be, and they are hereby, authorized and em- 
powered to borrow the sum of Four thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars, 
if so much be necessary, to run the schools in said ‘school district, 
nine months for the session of 1925-1926, and the Auditor of Chero- 
kee County is hereby authorized to place a levy of three (3) mills 
on all the taxable property in said district in addition to all levies 
now collected therein, until such time as the amount borrowed under 
this Act shall be collected and repaid from said levy. That the 
Trustees of said school district are hereby authorized and empowered 
to pledge the credit of said school district as security for the loan 
herein authorized. 


§ 15. The Supervisor and County Commissioners shall prepare 
‘an estimate of a sufficient amount of hardware, machinery, tools 
and instruments, feedstuffs, groceries ‘and all other supplies for the 
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county and chain gang necessary to supply the said county for three 
months, or such periods as Board may deem best, shall prepare a 
list of said articles, and on April 1st, 1925, receive bids therefor, and 
award the contract for the purchase of said articles to the lowest 
bidder. That a list of said articles with grade and amounts, to- 
gether with a notice of the time and place for receiving bids and 
awarding the contract of purchase shall be published in the Gaffney 
Ledger and the Cherokee Times ten days prior to the time for 
opening bids and awarding said contract of purchase. ‘That the 
same procedure shall be followed each quarter or three months there- 
after. 


§ 15-a. The County Commissioners shall require the Superin- 
tendent of the Chain Gang to keep a daily record of the number of 
men worked each day, number of mules and the number and 
quantity, amount of supplies received each day, said Superintendent 
to report same at the end of each week, same to be kept in the 
office of the Supervisor and filed chronologically in a fixed binder. 
That no bill against the County, other than notes and bonds, shall 
be paid until approved at a meeting of the Board of County Com- 
missioners and not earlier than three days thereafter. 


§ 16. There shall be appointed by the County Board of Educa- 
tion of Cherokee County, with the approval of a majority of the 
Delegation of the General Assembly from Cherokee County, a truant 
officer, who shall receive a salary of One hundred and twenty-five 
($125.00) Dollars per month, to be paid out of the school fund upon 
the warrant or order of the County Superintendent of Education, 
for the faithful discharge of his duties as such officer, whose duty 
it shall be, chiefly, to enforce all of the Compulsory Attendance 
School ‘Laws of this State, as provided in Section 2739 to 2753, in- 
clusive, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Volume 3, and Sec- 
tion 239, Paragraph 117, Code of Laws, 1922, Volume 2, and shall 
possess all of the power and authority vested in truant officers by 
law. That in addition to the duties imposed on the Truant Officer, 
he shall take a complete census of all dogs in Cherokee County and 
the names of the owners of each dog and said Truant Officer shall 
report same to the County Treasurer and Auditor, who shall charge 
said dogs to the proper owners on his books any time before the 
taxes are paid. Said Treasurer shall collect the tax on all dogs 
‘ returned at the time State and County taxes are paid. Said tax to 
go to the school fund from the districts from which said dogs are 
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returned. Said Truant Officer shall receive in full compensation 
for his services the sum of one hundred and twenty-five ($125.00) 
dollars per month, payable monthly, for nine months. 


§ 16-a. The County Commissioners are hereby authorized and 
directed to have installed in the County Jail a proper and modern 
heating plant, the expenses of same to be paid out of the ordinary 
County fund, said work to be done before the winter of 1925. 


§ 17. That E. L. Gossett, as County Treasurer, shall be ex 
officio Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners; that he shall 
keep the books of the said office so as to show amounts disbursed for 
the various items shown in County Supply Bill; that the Janitor 
shall check out and check in all County Supplies, making his reports 
to said Clerk; that the books of said Clerk shall at all times show 
the amount of supplies on hand and the amounts furnished the vari- 
ous departments and institutions. Said books shall be kept as in the 
best judgment of the Clerk, which shall show every item purchased 
and sold, all vouchers to be kept on file, which shall ase. show in 
proper columns, 21 in number, as follows: 


1. Total of approved claim. 

2. Road and Bridge work, hired help. 

3. Road and bridge material purchased to be used thereon. 

4. Machinery and equipment of all kind purchased. (This does 
not include repairs. ) 

5. Cost of repairs, machinery and equipment, and maintenance. 

6. Gang, foodstuffs and clothing men, mule feed. 

7..Gang, hired help, including foreman, guards and mechanic. 

8. County Home, foodstuffs, clothing, pensions, foreman’s sal- 
aries, etc. 

9. County officers’ salaries (see list below). 

10. Postage, printing and stationery, incidentals. 

11. Water, light, insurance, fuel, repairs and fixtures (Public 
buildings). 

12. Rural officers’ salaries. 

13. Rural officers’ expenses and equipment. 

14. Jurors, witnesses and Court expenses. 

15. Magistrates and Constables salaries. 

16. Jail expenses, including feeding prisoners. 

17. Health officer, demonstrating agent, tomato club, and rent. 

18. Notes paid for borrowed money. 
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19. Board of Education, Equalization, Vital Statistics. 
20. Interest on borrowed money. 
21. Lunacy and post mortems. 


Provided, Should the Treasurer refuse to serve as Clerk ex of- 
ficio, the County Commissioners are authorized to employ a Clerk 
who shall keep the books as herein required at such salary as they 
deem best. 


§ 18. The actual working of the chain gang shall be under the 
direct supervision and management of the County Supervisor. It 
shall be his duty to employ and discharge the Superintendent and 
other employees connected with the chain gang: Provided, how- 
ever, That before any employees or help is secured or any discharged, 
same must meet with-the approval and sanction of the County Board 
of Township Commissioners. 


§ 19. Three hundred ($300.00) Dollars is hereby appropriated 
for the Cherokee County Post of American Legion, said amount to 
be paid in monthly installments to the duly authorized officers of 
said organization on a warrant drawn on the County Treasurer by 
the Supervisor in equal monthly installments. 


§ 19-a. That the Supervisor is hereby forbidden from incurring 
. any indebtedness against the County in excess of fifty dollars with- 
out first having the approval of the Board of County Commissioners 
on the records in the Supervisor’s office, and any such claim or 
indebtedness so incurred shall not be a binding obligation on the 
County. 


§ 19-b. That as soon as is convenient after the new Board of 
County Commissioners enter upon the discharge of the duties they 
shall have taken a complete inventory of all property owned by the 
County, in detail, same to be kept in a proper book which shall be 
filed and kept in the Clerk of Court’s office, and in event any new 
property is bought, or exchanged, or any is lost or destroyed, same 
to be entered immediately on said book by the Clerk of the Board of 
County Commissioners: Provided, That before the Supervisor buys 
or exchanges any property now, or hereafter owned by the County, 
he first shall have the permission of the County Board of Commis- 
sioners, said permission to be entered of record on the book of 
minutes of said Supervisor’s office. 
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§ 19-c. That the Sinking Fund Commission of Cherokee County 
is hereby authorized and directed as soon as is convenient, to lend 
to the County Board of Commissioners the sum of thirty thousand 
dollars at five per cent interest, same to be repaid in five years and 
the Auditor and Treasurer are hereby directed to make sufficient 
levy to pay same and the interest, same to be divided in five annual 
installments, one-fifth of the interest -and one-fifth of the principal 
to be paid each year. 


§ 20. Should any section of this Act be declared unconstitutional 
the remaining sections shall remain and be of full force and effect. 


§ 21. In anticipation of the collection of taxes the County Board 
of Education is hereby authorized to borrow a sum, not exceeding 
four thousand dollars, for the purpose of contributing to new school 
buildings and to pay for the attendance of students attending the 
High Schools in Gaffney and Blacksburg, same to be repaid when 
taxes are collected. 


’§ 22. Any violation of any of the provisions of this Act shall 
be, and is hereby, declared to be criminal offense and -punishable, 
upon conviction, in the discretion of the Court, and after conviction — 
shall subject the offending party to suspension and discharge from 
office. 


§ 22-a. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to pay Scott, Charnley and Company the sum of $2,623.86 for 
auditing the affairs of the County, when said Bill is approved by the 
retiring foreman of the Grand Jury, or upon the order of the Grand 
_ Jury. 

§ 22-b. The Superintendent of Education, with the Auditor and 
Treasurer, are hereby directed to deduct from each school district 
the special levies heretofore made and voted which are necssary on 
account of what is known as the “6-0-1” Law, leaving only such 
amount of levies to properly take care of the interest of said various 
school districts for one month additional and should any district 
desire its school to run longer than 7 months the Trustees are di- 
rected to order an election for that purpose as now provided by law: 
Provided, Nothing herein shall apply to School Districts Nos. 9 and 
10. 


§ 22-c. In order to work the cross country roads the Supervi- 
sor, with consent of County Commissioners shall have same done 
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with convict labor and not by hired help, said hired help being ex- 
pressly prohibited. 


§ 23. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. ,

The Assistant Superintendent of Education provided for in this 
Section shall be appointed for the remainder of the year 1925, by 
a majority of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 2. In addition to the-taxes levied in Section 1 the following 
taxes are levied upon the property of Chester County for the fol- 
lowing purposes: 
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(a) To provide funds for retiring and to pay interest on high- 
way improvement bonds, three and one-fourth mills. 


(b) To provide Funds for retiring and to pay interest on supple- 
mentary highway bonds (issue of 1922), one-half of one mill. 


(c) Sinking Fund and interest for railroad bonds, one half of 
one mill. 


(d) For Township roads, to be apportioned to the townships, 
as heretofore provided by law, and expended by the County Board 
of Directors, two mills. 


§ 3. The County Treasurer is empowered to borrow in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes levied, so much money as may be necessary to pay 
the authorized expenses of the county, and to refund past indebted- 
ness of the County: Provided, It shall be borrowed upon the re- 
quest of the County Board of Directors with the approval, in writ- 
ing, of a majority of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 4. The levy herein above named for the purpose of meeting 
the obligations of the county for certain specific purposes shall be 
devoted only to the specific purposes for which the levy is made and 
in case the levies hereinabove provided shall result in the raising of 
more funds than may be necessary for the specific purpose indicated, 
then any such surplus shall be accurately determined by the County 
Treasurer, and applied by the County Board of Directors as a pay- 
ment upon the present outstanding general indebtedness of the 
county. In case the assessed value of the property in said county 
amounts to more, after the action of the Board of Assessors, the 
Board of Equalization, the Tax Commission, and the Board of 
Review, or such authorities as may be charged by law with the duties 
of assessing and equalizing the value of property, than is sufficient 
to raise the amount appropriated under the levy herein made, includ- 
ing any revenue derived from any source, or if it be that the amount 
appropriated for any purpose is or will not be actually required, 
then the County Auditor, by and with the consent of a majority of 
the Legislative Delegation, may reduce the levy to such rate as he 
finds necessary to raise in taxes no more than the amount of the 
appropriation herein made or than the amount actually required: 
Provided, 'That in the event it should be found that the amount ap- 
propriated for any specific purpose is more than is necessary, the 
said County Board of Directors, shall have the right, upon the ap-

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proval of the majority of the Legislative Delegation, to apply such 
surplus to other necessary county purposes: and, Provided, fur- 
ther, That the County Board of Directors shall have the right to 
exceed the appropriation herein made for specific purposes, but no 
further than is authorized, in writing, by a majority of the Legisla- 
tive Delegation ; and in no case to an amount in excess of the con-. 
tingent fund herein provided. 


§ 5. All county officers shall furnish the office of the County 
Board of Directors a written requisition for all supplies needed. 


§ 6. The County Board of Directors of Chester County are 
hereby authorized and empowered to borrow a sum of money not 
to exceed Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars for the pur- 
pose of constructing and improving the part of the State Highway 
System in Chester County, which is described in the General State 
Highway Act of 1924 as follows: “From Richburg by Manetto 
Mill by way of Edgemore to York County Line.” The Directors 
are hereby empowered to execute their notes for the payment of 
the sum of money to be so expended and for the interest thereon at 
a rate not to exceed six per cent., which shall be valid and legal 
obligations of Chester County.

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§ 2. The Auditor of Chesterfield County is directed, authorized 
and empowered to levy a tax of 334 mills upon all the taxable 
property of Chesterfield County for the purpose of paying interest 
and sinking fund on county’s indebtedness, and two (2) mills for 
school purposes to be applied as follows: 


(1) Tuition as provided for in the 6-0-1 Law. 


(2) To guarantee teachers’ salary for seventh month in such 
schools as levy a six mill tax. 


(3) To guarantee teachers’ salary for the seventh, eighth and 
ninth months in such schools that levy a fifteen mill tax. 


§ 3. That the various cotton weighers in Chesterfield County 
shall receive twelve cents per bale for each bale of cotton weighed 
by them, one-half to be paid by the seller and the other half to be 
paid by the buyer. 


§ 4. The County Commissioners are hereby required to keep 
a separate account covering the various items of the Supply Bill, 
and not to exceed in expenditure or contract the amount herein pro- 
vided. 


§ 5. The County Commissioners and County Treasurer of said 
county are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow not exceed- 
ing the sum of $50,000.00 for past indebtedness and to defray cur- 
rent expenses of said county government at a rate of interest not 
to exceed 5% per annum, and to execute a note or notes to secure 
such loan or loans, and are authorized and empowered to pledge the 
taxes to be collected in 1925 and all uncollected taxes for the years 
1922, 1923 and 1924, as security for such sum or sums of money. 
The said officials are to obtain as low a rate of interest as they are 
able to secure. It shall be sufficient for the Chairman of the County 
Board of Commissioners and the County Treasurer to sign such note 
or notes to borrow money. 


§ 6. Out of the amount herein appropriated for roads and 
bridges, $5,000.00 of said amount shall be given preference to such 
community or communities as will match the same amount or any 
portion of same either in cash or labor for the construction, repair, — 
betterment of roads or bridges in their community, the same to be 
expended under the direction of the County Superintendent of 
Roads. 
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§ 7. In salaries or compensations where not specifically stated 
in this Bill it shall not exceed salary scheduled in effect January Ist, 
1925. 


§ 8. The County Board of Education is hereby authorized and 
required to furnish and to file with the County Auditor a full and 
complete statement of all of the indebtedness of the several school 
districts of Chesterfield County now due and owing to the County 
Treasury for funds borrowed by the said school districts from the 
County Treasury, and the County Auditor and the County Treas- 
urer of Chesterfield County are hereby authorized, empowered and 
required to assess, levy and collect, as other taxes are assessed 
and collected, a sufficient levy upon all of the property of 
the several school districts who may be indebted to the County Treas- 
ury to pay the interest and to create a sufficient fund to retire and 
pay off said indebtedness in full within a period of twenty years:

The Supervisor and Treasurer are hereby authorized to borrow 
money in anticipation of collection of taxes for the year 1925, not 
to exceed Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars for ordinary 
County purposes and also Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dol- 
lars more to pay interest on highway bonds, if it shall become neces- 
sary. Any remainder of the 1924 appropriation shall be diverted to 
appropriation for 1925. The Supervisor shall not spend in excess 
of any amount appropriated for any item, and he shall keep accurate 
records and book accounts of all expenditures and contracts for ex- 
penditures in accordance with the classifications and items as appear 
in this Act. 


§ 2. Any note or obligation given for an amount exceeding the 
total authorization shall be null and void unless authorized in writ- 
ing by a majority of the Clarendon Delegation in the General As- 
sembly. No county officer charged with disbursing the funds herein 
provided shall expend or contract to spend under any general item

§ 2. The County Highway Commission and County Treasurer 
are authorized and empowered to borrow from time to time as may 
be necessary, for the use of the county, a sum of money not exceed- 
ing in the aggregate $49,559.68, and for that purpose the County 
Treasurer and Highway Commission of Colleton County are hereby 
authorized and empowered to execute the necessary and proper 
obligations of Colleton County, and pledge the taxes that may be 
collected for the year 1925, for the payment of the same, with in- 
terest at a rate not exceeding six (6%) per cent. : 


§ 3. The Highway Commission is authorized to expend any 
balance that may remain of the above levies to supply any difici- 
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encies in the several items of appropriation. The Highway Com- 
mission ig hereby prohibited from drawing any warrant upon the 
County Treasurer to be paid out of any of the several funds especi- 
ally appropriated for any purpose other than that for which the 
same shall have been appropriated ; and it shall be unlawful for the 
County Treasurer to pay any such inhibited warrant. It shall be 
unlawful for the Highway Commission to create by contract, ex- 
pressed or implied, any obligations against the county, which, with 
the obligations then existing and chargeable to any particular item of 
the appropriation, shall exceed the amount specifically appropriated 
therefor: Provided, That in case of emergency, with the written 
consent of the County Legislative Delegation, the requirement may 
be dispensed with. Should the Highway Commission or County 
Treasurer violate the provisions of this paragraph, the claim result- 
ing therefrom shall be declared null and void as against the county, 
and the officer offending shall be held responsible to the claimant 
therefor upon his official bond.

a sufficient amount of money as may be necessary to pay said notes, 
bearing a rate of interest not greater than rate fixed in original notes, 
and payable at such time or times as said officials may estimate will 
be necessary for the collection of a sufficient amount of taxes to 
pay the same.

§ 2. The County Board of Directors are hereby authorized and 
empowered to use for the payment of interest on money borrowed 
for County purposes such sum as may be a balance carried over 
from the year 1924. 


§ 3. The County Board of Directors are hereby authorized to 
pay for dieting of prisoners fifty cents (50¢) per day for each 
prisoner in the County Jail.

§ 6. Any funds received by the County from any other source 
which may be hereafter provided by this General Assembly shall 
be deducted from the total hereby appropriated and the Auditor and 
Treasurer of Darlington County are hereby authorized and directed 
to adjust the mill levy to correspond. 


§ 7. The County Board of Directors are hereby authorized and 
empowered to borrow money for current expenses and road im-

for special services. The Court Crier and Bailiffs shall receive Two 
Dollars per day for each day’s service in attendance upon Court.

That as far as possible a medical inspection of all school children in 
Fairfield County shall be made by the physician in charge, and that 
all trustees and principals shall give every assistance in carrying out 
the program: Provided, further, That this appropriation is con- 
tingent upon the full compliance with the provisions of this Section: 
Provided, also, That Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars remaining 
from any former appropriation for the Health Department shall be 
expended by this Department during the year 1925. 


§ 3. The Board of County Commissioners are hereby authorized 
and empowered to borrow the sum of Thirty-five Thousand ($35,- 
000.00) Dollars, for ordinary County purposes, and for road work 
for the year 1925, at the lowest rate of interest obtainable, and are 
also authorized and empowered to pledge the ordinary County levy, 
for the year 1925, as security therefor: Provided, That if the 
failure to collect taxes or other unforeseen exigencies should render 
it necessary, the amount of the loan above authorized may be in- 
creased to the amount of the levy, but in no case shall the Board 
exceed the levy by contract, expenditures or otherwise. The full 
faith and credit of the County is pledged for the payment of the 
loan herein authorized. The amount herein authorized to be bor- 
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rowed is in addition to the amount to be provided for construction 
of County Jail. 


§ 4. That in the negotiation of the said loan provided for in 
Section 3, and in order to obtain the lowest possible rate of interest 
thereon, the County Supervisor and all other County officials are 
hereby authorized and directed to give to the Bank making the said 
loan, the exclusive right to the deposit of all County and public 
funds: Provided, Such bank shall be required to give adequate 
security for such deposits. 


§ 5. That upon the delivery by the County Treasurer to the 
Sheriff, of executions against, delinquent taxpayers, the Sheriff 
shall immediately levy the said executions upon any property of the 
delinquent taxpayer, and shall cause the same to be advertised and 
sold as provided by law for the satisfaction of the said executions, 
and he shall within three months from the date when said executions 
are delivered to him make settlement with, and pay over to the 
County Treasurer all moneys collected by him thereon, and he shall 
at the same time deliver to the Treasurer such executions as he may 
have returned nulla bona a list of which shall be published by the 
Treasurer as in the next Section is provided. 


§ 6. That all executions for delinquent taxes which have here- 
tofore been delivered by the County Treasurer to the Sheriff and 
which are now in the hands of the Sheriff for collection, shall be 
immediately levied by him upon any property of the delinquent tax- 
payer which can be found, and upon such as are found to be uncol- 
lectible, he shall within sixty days after the approval of this Act 
make his nulla bona returns, and deliver the same back to the County 
Treasurer who shall thereupon cause a list of the same to be pub- 
lished in one issue of some newspaper circulating in Fairfield 
County, or in lieu of such publication in the newspaper, he shall 
publish a list of said delinquents and the amounts due them re- 
spectively for taxes, by posting the same in typewritten form on the 
Court House door. The reasonable legal charges for the publica- 
tion of said list, not exceeding Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, if 
published in some newspaper, shall be paid by warrant drawn by the 
County Board upon any funds not otherwise appropriated. 


§ 7. That all warrants drawn on County funds shall specify on 
what funds they are drawn, and no warrant shall be drawn on any 
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fund otherwise than ag specified in this Act, except by the consent 
of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 8. If, owing to the nonpayment of taxes, caused by the exten- 
sion of the time for payment of taxes, or otherwise, there shall not 
be sufficient funds available for the full payment of the notes ex- 
ecuted by the County Board to secure the loans for the year 1924, 
then in that case, the County Board is authorized to renew such 
note or notes for any balance or balances which may be due and un- 
paid, and for such time as funds may become available for the pay- 
ment of the same. 


§ 9. The County Board is hereby authorized and empowered 
to board. out the inmates of the County poorhouse, if it be deemed 
best for their interest. 


§ 10. That the Commutation tax shall be expended on the 
County roads in the manner now provided by law. 


§ 11. In the event the County shall receive any funds from the 
tax on gasoline, then the County Auditor and the Treasurer are 
hereby directed to proportionately reduce the levy of eight mills 
herein provided for. 


§ 12. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 13. This Act shall take effect immediately. upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Provided, That in case the assessed value of the property amounts 
to more after the action of the Board of Assessors, the Board of 
Equalization, the Tax Commission, and the Board of Review, than 
is sufficient to raise the amount appropriated under the levy herein 
named, after deducting therefrom all other sources of revenue to 
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the county, then the County Auditor is directed and required to 
reduce the levy to such a rate as he finds necessary to raise in taxes 
no more than the amount of the appropriation herein made: Pro- 
vided, further, That such officer or officers of the County of Florence 
as are charged with the expenditure or disbursement of the above 
appropriation shall state upon each warrant drawn upon the County 
Treasurer the item in the appropriation in the County Supply Act 
on account of which the warrant shall have been drawn, and such 
disbursing officer or officers shall not draw his warrants upon the 
County Treasurer in any amounts singly or in the aggregate for 
more than has been appropriated for the specific purpose for which 
the warrant is drawn, except with the written consent of the ma- 
jority of County Delegation, and no warrant paid by the County 
Treasurer shall be allowed as a credit to him in his settlement unless 
it conforms with the above requirement. The. Governing Commis- 
sion of Florence County are hereby authorized to borrow the funds 
hereinabove appropriated, and pledge the taxes to be collected for 
1925 as security for said funds or loans: Provided, further, That the 
county officers shall pay all expenses of their office, including post- 
age, stationery, etc., out of the salaries herein provided for them. 


§ 2. The Governing Commission shall award this loan to the 
lowest bona fide bidder, after advertising for open bids in one or 
more newspapers, published in Florence County, at least fifteen 
days prior to awarding bids, and the same time notify each bank 
in Florence County, in writing, the terms and conditions under 
which said bids will be received. The proceeds of this loan shall be 
deposited with the successful bidder, provided the successful bidder 
is an incorporated bank within the County of Florence, S. C.: 
Provided, further, That before the deposit is made the successful 
bidder bank shall secure the County of Florence with either an in- 
demnity bond of a reputable bonding company or securities issued 
by some political subdivision of the State of South Carolina in an 
amount not less than the amount of the deposit. ‘This deposit shall 
remain with the bank receiving it until used for the purpose for 
which it was borrowed, and all other funds in the hands of officer or 
officers of the County of Florence not already pledged shall be de- 
posited with the successful bidder. 


Provided, however, That the Treasurer may accept real estate 
mortgage upon the written approval of the majority of the Govern- 
ing Commission for one-third of the amount deposited. The Gov- 
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erning Commission is authorized to construct a road from Lake 
City to Clarendon County line, said road to connect with a road 
from Turbeville. Ten thousand dollars of gasoline money shall 
be used on Claussens-Poston Highway, and ten thousand dollars on 
the Scranton-Friendfield-Claussen Highway, and the remainder on 
such cross county roads as the Governing Commission shall select. 
All contracts made by the present Governing Commission not in 
excess of the appropriations herein made are hereby validated and 
confirmed, and the Treasurer is authorized and directed to pay 
_ vouchers drawn by said Governing Commission therefor. All 
duties provided by this Act shall be performed by the present Acting 
Governing Commission until their successors are appointed and 
qualified.

The Board of County Commissioners is hereby authorized 
directed and empowered to investigate all claims now outstanding 
against the County of Georgetown, requiring all persons, firms, 
associations or corporations having claims against the County of 
Georgetown to file the same with the said Board of County Com- 
missioners at its office whether such claim has heretofore been 
filed or not, and each of such claimants is required to produce such 
proof in substantiation of the claims as may be reasonably required 
by the Board of County Commissioners. Each of such claims shall 
be thoroughly investigated by the Board and if a majority of the 
Board is satisfied that the claim is unjust and that there has been 
any unjust or unreasonable discrimination in charges, or otherwise 
against the County of Georgetown, the claim shall be either rejected 
or allowed only for the amount considered just. All claims ap- 
proved for payment under this section shall be paid only on the 
warrant of the Board of County Commissioners signed by the

§ 4. The Legislative Delegation from Georgetown County, or 
a majority thereof, are hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to have a complete and thorough examination of the books and do- 
ings of all county officers of Georgetown County at least once each 
year, and if they deem it necessary at any time for the best interest 
of the county that any office, or offices, should be investigated of- 
tener than the regular annual investigation and auditing, they are 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed to have the same done. 
They are also hereby authorized, empowered and directed to con- 
tract with such public accountant or accountants as they may deem 
competent and qualified, at such salary or compensation as they may 
fix, the same to be paid out of the funds herein appropriated for 
such purpose.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a tax of five (5) mills is hereby levied 
upon all the taxable property in the County of Greenwood for 
county purposes for the fiscal year beginning January 1, 1925, for 
the amounts and purposes hereinafter stated. 


§ 2. That all funds coming to Greenwood County from the two 
cents gas tax, together with two mills of the annual three mills 
maintenance fund now provided for by Jaw for road maintenance, 
shall be expended to construct a top-soil or other dependable type of 
road beginning at Ninety Six and extending through the communi- 
ties of Callison and Epworth to Bradley. The gas tax shall be 
turned over to the Greenwood County Highway Commission for

Provided, That the County Attorney of Hampton County is here- 
by required to give to each county officer of the county legal advice, 
when requested for same.

No 
one shall be exempt from the payment of said commutation tax, ex- 
cept persons totally disabled. 


§ 3. That all commutation taxes shall be expended on roads 
and bridges from townships and towns in which same is collected, 
and that part of the commutation tax collected from citizens of in- 
corporated towns by the County Treasurer of respective towns: 
Provided, That the town authorities of Brunson, Hampton, Varn- 
ville and Estill be empowered to collect the commutation tax from 
residents within their respective corporate limits: Provided, further, 
That the clerks of the réspective towns be required on or before 
October 15th of each year to furnish a list of all persons in their 
respective towns who are liable to such commutation tax. 


§ 4, That the Auditor of Hampton County is hereby authorized 
and directed to levy two (2) mills on the property of Pocotaligo 
Township for the maintenance of roads constructed by the bond 
issue in said township. And the Treasurer of Hampton County is 
hereby authorized to collect the said two-mill levy and to pay the 
same out on the order of the County Board of Commissioners, whose 
duty is shall be to contract and provide for the maintenance and the 
upkeep of the roads in said township.

§ 2. The Sheriff shall receive, in addition to his regular salary, 
his necessary expenses and five (5) cents per mile for each mile 
traveled in going and returning when called beyond the limits of 
the county on official business, to wit: Searching for fugitives 
conveying prisoners to State Reformatory and conveying criminals 
to the Penitentiary; and sixty-five (65c) cents for dieting each 
prisoner while detained in the county jail or otherwise in his custody. 


§ 3. The Governor, upon the recommendation of the majority 
of the County Legislative Delegation in the General Assembly from 
Kershaw County, shall appoint two State Constables for Kershaw. 
County to enforce the law. They shall keep a daily report of each 
day’s activities and actual expenses incurred therefrom and pre- 
sent same to the County Board of Directors at the monthly meet- 
ing of said Directors and they shall furnish the Governor with a 
copy of said report upon-his request. That upon a satisfactory re- 
port, the Board of Directors, at their monthly meeting, they shall 
pay .the claim of said Constables to the amount of One Hundred 
Twenty-five ($125.00) Dollars per month, as salary, and expenses 
as shown by their report, not to exceed Thirty ($30.00) Dollars per 
month. The Governor may remove any Constable appointed under 
this Act for cause. 


§ 3a. That Sections 3 and 4 of this Act shall become ineffective 
on January 1, 1926, and that the following shail be substituted there- 
for: “In the place of the State Constables referred to in Section 3 
there shall be two rural policemen, each of whom shall receive a sal- 
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ary of One Hundred Twenty-five ($125.00) Dollars per month and 
Thirty ($30.00) Dollars in addition for expenses. That there shall 
be three Commissioners to be appointed by a majority of the Legis- 
lative Delegation to the General Assembly for Kershaw County, to 
be known as the ‘Rural Police Commission,’ and their term of office 
shall begin January 1, 1926, and they shall hold office until their 
successors shall have been appointed and qualified and who shall 
receive Five ($5.00) Dollars per day for each day actually engaged 
in service, not to exceed for any one Commissioner Sixty ($60.00) 
Dollars for any one year. Said Commissioners’ per diem to be paid 
out of the ordinary funds for Kershaw County. The said Com- 
mission shall be composed of three reputable citizens of Kershaw 
County selected as nearly as practicable from different sections of 
the county; they shall be appointed by the Governor, upon the 
recommendation of a majority of the Kershaw Legislative Delega- 
tion. It shall be the duty of said Commission to appoint and re- 
move for any cause with or without notice to the rural policemen 
any and all rural policemen and shall make all rules and regulations 
governing performance of their duties not inconsistent with the 
provisions of law. Generally it shall be the duty of the said rural 
policemen to patrol the roads, visit from time to time the outlying 
districts of the county, and quell all disorders, frequent public 
gatherings, enforce the prohibition law, and all other laws, criminal 
statutes of the State. To that end they are hereby given authority 
to make arrests, searches, and seizures as is now conferred by law 
upon Sheriffs, Constables, and other peace officers of the State. 
Each of the rural policemen shall take the oath of office required by 
law, and may be required to enter into bond in a sum to be fixed by 
the said Commission for the faithful performance of their duties, 
and the preservation of any property coming into their hands in 
the discharge of their official duties. The Police Commission of 
Kershaw County, beginning January 1, 1926, shall be directly re- 
sponsible for the discipline and the proper discharge of the duties 
of the rural policemen, subject to the orders of the Rural Police 
Commission.” 


§ 4. That the State Constable in Buffalo Township shall serve 
the papers of the Magistrates at Bethune and Kershaw, the Magis- 
trates at Bethune and Kershaw shall not employ a Constable to be 
paid for by the county. 
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§ 5. That if the Legislative Delegation shall agree to put on a 
third State Constable, then, in that event, the Constable or Consta- 
bles shall serve the papers within the limits of DeKalb Township for 
the Magistrate at Camden, and the Magistrate shall not employ a 
Constable to be paid for by the county and the amount appropriated 
for the Magistrate’s Constable at Camden shall be applied to the 
salary of the third Constable herein provided for, the balance of his 
salary and expenses shall be paid for out of the general fund of the 
county. All provisions and regulations relating to the two Consta- 
bles- provided for in this Act apply to the third Constable, if he is 
appointed.

‘of Kershaw County shall make an adjustment and reduction of local 
levy, as provided for under the 6-0-1 Law to the extent that they will 
need a county levy to operate all schools in said county, the seventh 
month, that for all schools now being run seven months by the aid 
of local levy, the Legislative Delegation shall notify the Auditor and 
instruct him to levy, and the Treasurer to collect, a two-mill levy on 
all property in Kershaw County for the operating expenses of the 
seventh month, as stated above, any surplus that may arise from 
above tax shall be applied to paying tuition of high school scholars, 
attending high school, from non-high school districts of law assessed 
valuation.

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for Ordinary 
County and Road Purposes for the Year 1925, and to 
Provide for the Expenditure Thereof in the County of 
Lancaster. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South-Carolina: That a tax is hereby levied upon all the tax- 
able property of Lancaster County for county and road and school 
purposes for the fiscal year commencing January 1, 1925, for the 
amounts and for the purposes hereinafter stated, respectively, that 
is to say: 


Item 1. For ordinary county purposes, four and one-half (4%) 
mills ; for interest on Cheraw and Chester Railroad bonds and for 
sinking fund for same, one-half (34) mill; for road and bridges, 
nine (9) mills: Provided, That out of said levy the sum of thirty- 
five hundred ($3500.00) dollars, if so much be necessary, shall be 
used for paying Lancaster County one-half of the cost of the con- 
struction of the bridge across Lynches River at or near Robertson’s 
Ford as provided in Acts of 1925; for paying interest on money to 
be borrowed for current expenses, one-half mill: Provided, That any 
surplus from said interest requirements shall go to the ordinary 

‘fund ; for interest on bonds issued in 1915 for past indebtedness and 
for sinking fund for same, three-fourths (34) mill; for paying in- 
terest on permanent bridge bonds issued under the Acts of 1924, 
one and one-fourth (134) mills; for aid for county high schools, to 
be expended under direction of the County Board of Education, 
one-half (%) mill; for county aid on school building fund, one- 
half (32) mill; for repayment of sinking fund used on Court House 
and office building, one-half (14) mill. For the payment of interest 
and to create a sinking fund for the bonds issued in aid of the 
Charleston, Cincinnati and Chicago Railroad, the following levies 
are hereby made: In Pleasant Hill Township, one-fourth (4) 
mill; in Gills Creek Township, three-fourths (34) mill; in Cane 
Creek Township, one (1) mill; the County Board of Commissioners 
are hereby authorized to use all funds to purchase and retire bonds 
of said townships; the Treasurer of said county is hereby required 
after setting aside the amount hereinafter designated for improve- 
ment of Court House and erection of office building from the 
county sinking fund, to keep all funds in his hands, or hereafter 
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collected by him, for the retirement of township, county school dis- 
trict bonds, on deposit with the banks of Lancaster County at inter- 
est. 


The fee for witnesses in the Court of General Sessions shall be 
one dollar per day and mileage as now provided by law. 


It shall be unlawful for the County Commissioners to support 
wholly or in part any pauper, except in the County Home. 


The County Commissioners are hereby authorized and empowered 
to borrow money for the current expenses for ordinary and all other 
purposes for the present year, and to pledge the levy as security 
therefor: Provided, The levy for one fund shall not be pledged to 
secure the loan for another and different funds. The Sinking Fund 
Commission of the State is hereby authorized to loan to the County 
Commissioners a sum or sums of money not exceeding the levy 
herein provided for, exclusive of the levies appertaining to bond 
issues. The County Treasurer shall keep the different funds herein 
provided for separate and distinct upon the books of his office and 
all warrants and vouchers issued by the County Commissioners 
shall specify upon their face the particular fund upon which they 
are drawn. 


Item 2. The Board of County Commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized to expend, upon the written approval of the Legislative 
Delegation or a majority thereof, a sufficient sum to comply with the 
laws requiring publication of county statements.

Jailor’s salary, Seventy-five ($75.00) Dollars per month, 
payable monthly. Out of said salary, the jailor, under the super- 
vision and direction of the Sheriff, is hereby required to pay all neces- 
sary operating expenses of said jail, except the per diem for dieting 
. of prisoners, hereinafter provided for, and except water rents. The 
Sheriff shall receive, in addition to his salary, his necessary expenses 
and five cents per mile traveled, going and, returning, when called 
beyond the limits of the county on official business only, searching 
for fugitives from justice, conveying lunatics to State Hospital for 
Insane, conveying prisoners to State Reformatory, and conveying 
criminals to the Penitentiary, and shall also receive fifty cents for 
committing and fifty cents for discharging each prisoner, and shall 
receive fifty cents per day for dieting each prisoner in jail.

§ 2. The appropriations made in this Act are intended to be 
the maximum amounts to be expended for the purposes specified. 
The Board of County Highway Commissioners and all other officers 
of Marlboro County are requested and directed to be economical in 
the expenditure of all public funds, and to keep expenses below the 
appropriations when practicable and consistent with public require- 
ments. In no case shall the expenditures exceed the appropriation for 
any purpose: Provided, That the Contingent Fund may be used to 
pay necessary expenses for which no appropriation is made, and for 
unavoidable expenses in excess of the appropriation for any purpose.

§ 2. In addition to the amounts hereinabove appropriated, all 
sums returned to the county from the State gasoline tax (estimated 
for the year 1925, at $5,000.00) shall be expended for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of roads not in the State Highway System. 


§ 3. In anticipation of the collection of taxes for the fiscal year 
1925, the County Board of Commissioners and Treasurer of McCor- 
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mick County are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow on 
note or notes executed in the name of McCormick County by the 
Supervisor and Treasurer thereof whatever sum or sums of money 
may be necessary to meet the expenditures above provided for, and 
to pledge as security for the same the county taxes for the said year. 
The said County Board of Commissioners and Treasurer shall bor- 
row the said sums at the best rate of interest obtainable and from 
any available source. 


The South Carolina Sinking Fund Commission, if it have funds 
available for such purposes, may make the aforesaid loan to McCor- 
mick County upon such terms as may be agreed upon between the 
said Commission and the Board of County Commissioners of said 
County. The amount borrowed shall not in any event exceed the 
revenues to be received from the taxes and other sources for the 
year 1925. The Treasurer shall require a depository bond or col- 
lateral security in sufficient amount of any bank or banks receiving 
deposits of the county funds in such amount as shall be fixed and 
approved by him and the County Delegation. 


§ 4. The Supervisor shall publish quarterly in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the county a statement of all expenditures under the pro- 
visions hereof, which statement shall be itemized and sworn to, the 
original of which shall be a public record and filed with the Clerk 
of Court. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby required 
to deliver to the County Treasurer at the conclusion of the year 1925 
an itemized sworn statement of all unexpended balances from the 
various items hereinabove appropriated, which said statement shall 
be filed by the Treasurer with the Clerk of Court and become a 
public record; and any such unexpended balances shall remain in 
the hands of the County Treasurer for general county purposes. 


§ 5. The Auditor and Treasurer are authorized and required to 
levy and collect a tax, as provided by law, to raise sufficient money 
to meet and pay amounts appropriated by law for McCormick 
County for the year 1925; if the‘levy herein provided be either ex- 
cessive or deficient, they shall raise or reduce said levy to meet the 
appropriations herein made, taking into account all other funds on 
‘hand for the purpose. No money shall be spent otherwise than as 
herein specifically authorized, and none of these items shall be en- 
larged upon or construed as directory, but are mandatory, and any 
unexpended balance shall be carried over to the ordinary county 
fund. 
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§ 6. No money shall be borrowed by the County or interest paid 
on same for a longer period than the collection of taxes makes it 
necessary to yield sufficient money to pay the same, and no note in 
excess of the sum provided by law shall be made by the County 
Commissioners except on written authority of a majority of the 
Delegation from said county filed in the office of the Clerk of Court. 


§ 7. Any change made by the Auditor and Treasurer in the 
amount of levy as herein provided shall only be made upon the ap- 
proval of a majority of the County Delegation, said approval to be 
in writing and filed in the office of the Clerk of Court for McCor- 
mick County. , 


§ 8. The County Auditor is authorized and required to reduce 
the levy for school purposes in each of the school districts of the 
county to the extent of four (4) mills, unless it be made to appear 
conclusively by the trustees of any particular school district that this 
levy is absolutely essential in running the schools of such district 
under the provisions of the 6-0-1 Law, and in that event the County 
Auditor is authorized and required to reduce the levy in any school 
district as much as possible under such conditions, even though it 
cannot be reduced to the extent of four (4) mills. 


§ 9. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

§ 2. The sum of Seven Hundred Eighty ($780.00) Dollars, if 
so much be necessary, is hereby appropriated for the year 1925, out 
of the road and bridge fund for one-half of the cost of a ferryman 
at Dawkins, Strothers, Shelton and Blairs, to be paid. out of the ap- 
propriation for roads, bridges and ferries, and the other one-half of 
‘thé cost thereof to be paid by Fairfield County in accordance with an 
agreement between the Delegation of Newberry and Fairfield Coun- 
ties. ‘The County authorities of Newberry may assume the full cost 
of maintaining two of these ferrymen upon the Fairfield .County 
‘authorities assuming the full cost of maintaining the other two. 
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§ 3. The sum of Four Hundred and Twenty ($420.00) Dollars, 
if so much be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of road and 
bridge fund for ferryman at Holly’s Ferry for the year 1925. 


§ 4. The sum of Two Hundred and Forty ($240.00) Dollars, 
if so much be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of the road and 
bridge fund for the establishment, maintenance and operation of a 
ferry across Broad River at or near Peak, for the year 1925: Pro- 
vided, however, That a like sum for such purpose is furnished by 
Fairfield County. 


§ 5. The sum of Ninety ($90.00) Dollars, if so much be neces- 
sary, is hereby appropriated out of the road and bridge fund for the 
maintenance and operation of the ferry at Old Town across Saluda 
River for the year 1925: Provided, however, That a like sum for 
such purpose is furnished by Saluda County. 


§ 6. Every three months the Highway Commission shall ad- 
vertise for at least two issues in one or more of the newspapers pub- 
lished in-the Town of Newberry for bids, based on delivery at the 
Court House, unless otherwise specified, for all implements and sup- 
plies of whatever kind which may be needed for the county, and each 
and every office thereof, including supplies, equipment and all pur- 
chases whatever for the Commissioners, Sheriff, Clerk of Court, 
Treasurer, Auditor, Judge of Probate, Magistrates, for the poor- 
house, chain gang, roads and bridges and for every other purpose, 
which advertisement shall set forth the articles and approximately 
the amount thereof to be purchased, and the contract of purchase 
shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder for a period of 
three months: Provided, however, In case of emergency the High- 
way Commission may make purchase for the county where the cost 
thereof does not exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, and for such pur- 
pose a majority of the Highway Commission shall certify on the 
claim therefor the necessity thereof ; and, Provided, further, In case 
of emergency an advertisement as herein above provided may be > 
inserted at any time, but all contracts for the purchase of supplies 
shall be in accordance with the provisions of this section and no bill, 
account or claim of any kind whatsoever against the county shall be 
paid unless previously contracted for by such competition, or by the 
Highway Commission in cases of certified emergency. No supplies 
shall be bought or expenses incurred by any county officer or em- 
ployee except by the consent of the Highway Commission unless 
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otherwise provided by law. The Highway Commission shall have 
the right to reject any and all bids. 


§ 7. The County Highway Commission is hereby authorized to 
allow the Sheriff seventy (70) cents per diem for dieting of prison- 
ers, when the number of persons for any one day does not exceed 
fifteen ; but when the number per day exceed fifteen then there shall 
be allowed for dieting the sum of only sixty (60) cents per day 
for each prisoner above the number of fifteen. 


§ 8. That the Sheriff may, in his discretion, appoint a jailor at 
a salary within his discretion but not to exceed Ninety ($90.00) 
Dollars per month and uniform; the said jailor may be vested by 
the Sheriff, with the power to make arrests now possessed by Special 
Deputy Sheriff, to be exercised under the discretion of the Sheriff 
and also to appoint a Special Deputy Sheriff to be known as a Motor- 
cycle Officer who shall be paid a salary of One Hundred Fifty 
($150.00) Dollars per month, which salary shall include all expenses 
for the operation and maintenance of his motorcycle. 


§ 9. That no salary provided for Special Deputy Sheriffs shall 
be continued if the Grand Jury of said county finds it necessary in 
the discharge of the duty imposed upon them by law, to present said 
officer for failure to discharge the duties imposed upon them by 
law, unless and except in the event that the Court fails to act upon 
such presentment of the Grand Jury, after investigation, the Legis- 
lative Delegation, by a majority vote, may pass a resolution continu- 
ing the payment of said salaries, if in their judgment, the Grand 
Jury was:‘misinformed or mistaken as to the facts set out in the 
presentment: Provided, That if a majority of the Legislative Dele- 
gation from said county reach the conclusion that said Special 
Deputy Sheriffs have been remiss in their duties, and the good order 
of the county requires their discontinuance, then, in that event, a 
majority of said Legislative Delegation may direct the Sheriff to ap- 
point other Special Deputy Sheriffs in their stead who shall be sub- 
ject to the same laws, regulations and provisions as set out above. 


§ 10. The Head Bailiff of the Court, and the Court Crier, each 
shall receive Five ($5.00) Dollars per day, and other Bailiffs, Three 


($3.00) Dollars per day for each day’s service for thé fiscal year 
1925. 


§ 11. The Sheriff and Special Deputy Sheriff shall be allowed 
railroad fare while traveling in the county in the discharge of their 
official duties. 
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§ 12. The Sheriff shall receive ten (10) cents for entering each 
tax execution returned nulla bona, and ten (10) cents for each nulla 
bona return on tax executions. 


§ 13. All salaries herein provided shall be for the fiscal year 
1925, and shall be paid monthly. 


§ 14, The salary for the Probate Judge of Newberry County 
as hereinbefore provided, is hereby abolished. The said Probate 
Judge who is also to discharge the duties of Master in and for the 
said county, shall receive as compensation for this service, both as 
Probate Judge and Master, such fees, charges, compensation, com- 
missions and costs allowed to said Probate Judge and Master prior 
to the time when a salary for said Probate Judge in lieu of com- 
missions, costs and fees was fixed by the General Assembly. The 
said Probate Judge is, and shall, not be required to pay over to the 
County Treasurer any moneys received by him as fees, costs, charges 
and compensation for the year 1925, but all such moneys shall be 
retained by him for his services. In the event that any such moneys 
have been paid over by the Probate Judge to the County Treasurer, 
the same shall be refunded to the Probate Judge by said Treasurer. 
In addition to the fees and costs herein allowed to the said Probate 
Judge for his services, beginning January 1, 1925, the said Probate 
Judge shall be entitled to retain and hold one-half of the marriage 
license fees, the remaining one-half of such marriage license fees 
to be turned over by him to the County Treasurer to be disbursed by 
that officer as heretofore required by law. The fee for marriage 
license in Newberry County shall be one and 50/100 ($1.50) Dol- 
lars. 


§ 15. The Highway Commission for Newberry County is here- 
by authorized, in its discretion, to use any money available for the 
construction and maintenance of highways, to secure Federal Aid 
for the same purpose, and balance funds heretofore set apart to 
secure Federal Aid which have not been used for said purpose. All 
of the funds used to secure Federal Aid shall be expended only in 
the construction of such roads and bridges as may be agreed upon 
by the County Highway Commission and the State Highway Com- 
mission, 


§ 16. The Highway Commission of Newberry County is hereby 
vested with the power, in its discretion, to discontinue or abolish the 
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chain gang. In the event the chain gang is discontinued or abolished 
the convicts shall be sent to the State Penitentiary. 


§ 17. That all revenue and income accruing to the County of 
Newberry in 1925 from other sources than from the taxes herein 
provided, shall be used for meeting the appropriations herein made. 


§ 18. That the County Auditor and County Treasurer of New- 
berry County are hereby authorized, empowered, directed and re- 
quired, to levy upon all of the taxable property in the County of 
Newberry for the year beginning January 1, 1925, a sufficient tax 
levy to raise a sufficient sum of money to pay any and all appropria- 
tions made herein, which said tax levy shall be applied exclusively 
to the appropriations herein made, for the county purposes and not 
otherwise. 


§ 19. The revenue provided in and by the two preceding Sec- 
tions shall be applied ratably to the items of appropriations herein 
made. 


§ 20. The County Board of Education is authorized and directed 
to pay from the school fund of the county for the school year be- 
ginning January 1, 1925, the sum of not more than fifteen hundred 
($1500.00) dollar$ to be paid out monthly on account of the salary 
and expenses of the Home Demonstration and Girls’ Club work in 
Newberry County for the fiscal year 1925, the amount having been 
fixed by the Legislative Delegation of the county. The County 
Board of Education is authorized and empowered to borrow the 
amount necessary for the purpose herein stated, and to pledge as 
payment therefor the taxes for school purposes to be levied and col- 
lected for the year 1925. The County Board of Education shall 
have supervision of the said work and the Demonstrator shall report 
to the said Board as said Board shall require. 


§ 21. That in addition to the levy hereinbefore provided for a 
special tax of one and one-fourth (114) mills is hereby levied on 
all the taxable property in the County of Newberry for the fiscal year 
beginning January 1, 1925, the amount produced by said levy to be 
used exclusively for the maintenance and upkeep of the roads, 
bridges and ferries of said county. 


. § 22. In anticipation of the collection of County taxes for the 
fiscal year 1925, the County Treasurer and Chairman of the High- 
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way Commission are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow 
from the Sinking Fund Commission or elsewhere if it can be ob- 
tained at a cheaper rate of interest, for ordinary county purposes 
and road maintenance a sum not to exceed eighty thousand ($80,- 
000.00) dollars, but in event the said sum of money, or any part 
thereof, cannot be obtained from the Sinking Fund Commission, 
then, in that event, the said County Treasurer and Chairman of the 
Highway Commission are hereby authorized and empowered to bor- 
row from other sources an amount not exceeding that already named - 
at a rate of interest not exceeding six per cent per annum, ‘and 
shall give their official note, or notes, therefor. Said amounts so 
borrowed shall be used respectively for current expenses and road 
maintenance purposes only for the fiscal year beginning January 1, 
1925, in the same manner as the taxes herein authorized are to be 
used. The tax levy for ordinary county purposes for the fiscal year 
1925, and the special levy for road maintenance herein levied shall 
stand pledged for the payment of said note or notes. 


§ 23. A special levy of one mill for the fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1925, is hereby levied, and directed to be collected, on all 
the real and personal property of Newberry County returned for 
taxation for the exclusive purpose of assisting weak and needy 
schools and encouraging local community activity in bettering the 
said class of schools in said county and for. building school houses 
and for furnishing the same therein, the money produced by said 
. levy to be placed to the credit of the County Board of Education 
of the county and to be disbursed by said Board. It is expressly 
enacted, however, that before any of such fund shall be expended 
in any school district of the county, the Board of Education shall 
have placed in its hands for the people of said school district, from 
voluntary contributions, a sum equal to the amount to be expended 
by the Board; and said Board shall have satisfactory evidence that 
at least three-fourths (34) of the amount due in said school district 
for poll tax for the year 1924, and at least three-fourths (34) of 
the amount due in said school district for dog license for the year 
1925 has been paid. The County Board of Education is directed 
to make a full and complete report of the moneys expended by it as 
provided herein to the Legislative Delegation of the county prior to 
the convening of the next General Assembly. The County Board of 
Education is authorized, empowered and directed to borrow from 
time to time such amount or amounts as shall be deemed necessary 
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by said Board to carry out the purposes of the provisions herein 
made and to execute their note or notes for such loans, and the in- 
terest thereon, and to pledge as security for such loan or loans the 
levy herein made: Provided, That the total amount of said loans 
shall not exceed the amount of taxes to be realized from said levy, 
that the interest to be paid shall not exceed seven per centum per 
annum, and that the County Treasurer shall approve any loan, made 
hereunder. The levy provided for in this section may be increased 
for the purposes herein set forth if the County Board of Education 
of Newberry County shall deem such increase to be necessary: Pro- 
vided, That a majority of the Legislative Delegation of the county 
consent thereto in writing ; and in the event such increase of the said 
levy shall be determined upon it shall thereupon be the duty of the 
County Auditor of Newberry County after notice given him to do- 
so by the County Board of Education, and the Legislative Delegation 
to enter such increased levy in the manner required by law, and it 
shall thereupon be the duty of the County Treasurer of Newberry 
County to make collections of such increased levy. 


§ 24. For the purpose of assisting in the enforcement of law 
and order in the Town of Chappels and the vicinity thereof, which 
at present is impossible because the officers of Greenwood, Saluda 
and Laurens Counties have no authority to come into Newberry 
County, and the officers of Newberry County have no authority to 
go into Greenwood, Saluda and Laurens Counties in the discharge 
of their official duties, in the event the Governor shall appoint and 
commission a State Constable, or officer of the State, to aid in the 
enforcement of law and order in the vicinity mentioned, and in the 
event the said officer has conferred upon him proper authority to 
enforce the law of the State in the four counties mentioned, which 
said State Constable, or officer, is to be appointed upon the recom- 
‘mendation of the Senator from Newberry County, the Highway 
Commission is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to pay out 
of the miscellaneous contingent fund the sum of not exceeding six 
hundred ($600.00) dollars, to help pay the salary and expenses of 
such State Constable, or officer, so appointed by the Governor, the 
amount to be paid for said purpose to be fixed by the Legislative 
Delegation of Newberry County, but not to exceed the sum herein 
appropriated, the said sum to be paid, to the State Constable, or 
officer in monthly installments: Provided, however, That a sum 
equal to the amount to be paid by Newberry County shall be fur- 
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nished from other sources for the said purpose; and, Provided, fur- 
ther, That payments shall be discontinued by the said Highway 
Commission at any time when notice to said Commission to dis- 
continue the same is given by a majority of the Legislative Delega- 
tion of Newberry County. 


§ 25. For the purpose of assisting in the enforcement of law 
and order in the Town of Whitmire and the vicinity thereof, which 
at present is impossible because the officers of Union County have 
no authority to go into Newberry County, and the officers of New- . 
berry County have no authority to go into Union County in the dis- 
charge of their respective official duties, in the event the Governor of 
the State shall appoint and commission a State Constable, or officer 
of the State, to aid in the enforcement of law and order in the 
vicinity mentioned, and in the event the said officer has conferred 
upon him proper authority to,enforce the law of the State in the two 
counties mentioned, which said State Constable, or officer, is to be 
appointed upon the recommendation of the Senator from Newberry 
County, the Highway Commission is hereby authorized, empowered 
and directed to pay out of the miscellaneous contingent fund the sum 
of not exceeding six hundred ($600.00) dollars, to help pay the 
salary and expenses of such State Constable, or officer, so appointed 
by the Governor, the amount to be paid for said purpose to be fixed 
by the Legislative Delegation of Newberry County, but not to ex- 
ceed the sum herein appropriated, the said sum to be paid to the said 
State Constable, or officer, in monthly installments: Provided, how- 
ever, That a sum equal to the amount to be paid by Newberry County 
shall be furnished from other sources for the said purpose: Provided, 
further, That payments shall be discontinued by said Highway Com- 
mission at any time when notice to said Commission to discontinue 
the same is given by a majority of the Legislative Delegation of 
Newberry County: Provided, however, That if the funds appro- 
priated in this Act for the enforcement of law, in and around Chap- 
pels and Whitmire or either of them, is not complied with an equal 
amount from other sources, as is set out in said Act, then the Sheriff 
of Newberry County, with the consent of a majority of the Delega- 
tion of Newberry County, is hereby authorized to use the said 
amounts or any part that may not be used as is set out in said Act, 
as is in his judgment to the best interest of the enforcement of law in 
Newberry County: Provided, further, That the Sheriff shall not use 
any of this fund until May lst, giving to those communities ample 
time to accept or reject this offer. 
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§ 26. The County Highway Commission is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to pay from the miscellaneous contingent 
fund hereinbefore provided for, any and all claims against the 
county, payment of which is barred because of failure of the holders 
thereof to present the same heretofore in due time when it appears to 
said Commission that said claims are just and proper claims against 
the county: Provided, That the amount so used, as directed herein, 
shall not exceed the sum of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars.

§ 2. The County Treasurer of Pickens County shall ask for 
and receive bids from banks (Pickens County Banks being given 
preference) for interest on deposits to the credit of the said county, 
and for terms on loans when needed, and he shall deposit said funds 
in such bank or banks, as shall make the best terms for same.

§ 5. That in the event the tax on gasoline is distributed to the 
counties Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars of the amount shall be 
used for cross country roads, and the balance used for chain gang and 
road working organization: Provided, however, That if the tax on 
gasoline is not distributed to the county then the County Delegation 
may increase the county levy not in excess of one and one-half 
(1%) mills. 


§ 6. That there is hereby levied upon all the taxable property of 
the county four (4) mills, to be used for the purpose of paying the 
expenses of the schools for the one month as required in the 6-0-1 
School Law. . 
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§ 7. That the Constable at Easley herein provided for shall be 
commissioned by the Governor upon the recommendation of the 
Senator, Sheriff and Magistrate at Easley, and in addition to his 
salary herein appropriated he shall receive all fees for service of 
civil papers, and shall work in conjunction with the county officers 
to suppress lawlessness and enforce the laws: Provided, That no 
salary shall be paid on the part of the State. 


§ 7-a. That the Supervisor is hereby authorized to pay out of 
the general funds the cost of an election for County Superintendent 
of Education, provided such is held.

AN ACT to Provide for a Levy of Taxes for Richland County 
for School and County Purposes for the Year 1925, and 
Direct the Expenditure Thereof. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That there is hereby levied upon all taxable 
property in the County of Richland, a tax of seven and one-fourth 
(7%) mills on the dollar, if so much be necessary, for ordinary 
county purposes, which, together with all further sums available for 
ordinary county purposes, shall be used for the payment of all items 
hereafter stated: Provided, That all salaries herein appropriated 
shall be paid in equal monthly installments, and the total of such 
other items than salaries shall be expended only if so much be neces- 
sary: Provided, however, That all contracts for implements and sup- 
plies of whatever kind be purchased under the terms of this Act 
only upon competitive bids each month after advertisement for at 
least one week previous to the letting of such contract in at least 
four issues of a daily paper published in Columbia, which advertise- 
ment shall set forth the article and the approximate thereof to be 
purchased, and the said contract of purchase shall be awarded to the 
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lowest responsible bidder for the period of one month: Provided, 
further, That’ in case of emergency the Supervisor may purchase 
without competitive bids where the cost thereof does not exceed One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars: Provided, further, That no bill, ac- 
count or claim against the county shall be paid unless contracted for 
by such competition, or purchased by the Supervisor in the above 
mentioned cases of emergency, and unless the claim be filed for 
audit within thirty days from the furnishing of the supplies, or in 
all cases within thirty days from the time a cause of action arises 
against the county. In addition to the above levy there is hereby 
levied on all taxable property in Richland County a tax of three (3) 
mills for school purposes, the proceeds from which to be divided be- 
tween the City of Columbia and the County of Richland in propor- 
tions of sixty per centum to the City of Columbia, and forty per 
centum to the County of Richland. The part for the county to be 
divided among the school districts according to their assessed tax- 
able property as near as possible; and the residue, if any, to be di- 
vided among the districts in the discretion of the County Board of 
Education: Provided, That the County Auditor is hereby authorized 
and directed to suspend the three-mill levy as provided above, in case 
the State-wide Education Bill passed at the 1924 session of the 
Legislature shall provide sufficient funds to care for the expenditure 
now covered by this levy: Provided, further, That the same provision 
shall also apply to the half-mill levy for weak schools.

That the said 
Commission shall, at the next session of the General Assembly, 
make a report of the result of said survey, also their findings on ac- 
count of the survey, and shall make recommendations as to future 
activities and appropriations for health and charities. 
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§ 6. All sums herein provided to be paid to any Clerk or deputy 
shall be paid direct to said Clerk or deputy upon his or her claim duly 
and regularly filed with the Supervisor, and the warrant therefor 
shall be made payable direct to said Clerk or deputy. The head of 
any office shall furnish the County Treasurer with a list of said em- 
ployees in his office, designating whether they occupy the position of 
deputy or clerk, as well as the salary of the said Clerk or deputy 
is entitled to receive, and notify the County Treasurer of any change. 


§ 7. That the Treasurer of Richland County be, and he is here- 
by, authorized and directed to refund to the State Agricultural and 
Mechanical Society, out of the general fund or any other available 
fund, the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, the same being 
the forfeited bond of Edward Walsh for offense committed on the 
State Fair Grounds during the 1924 State Fair and turned over to 
Richland County by Magistrate Ollie Mefford in the month of 
January, 1925. 


§ 8. That the Governor be authorized and requested to appoint 
upon recommendation of Richland Post No. 6 of the American

Now, therefore, The Treasurer for Richland County is hereby

§ 2. The above accounts shall be kept separate and expended 
for the purpose for which appropriated ; and the said County Board 
of Commissioners shall not expend or contract to expend under any 
general item any sum greater than the amount for such general item 
herein appropriated, except with the approval of a majority of the 
County Delegation, and no account against the county shall be ap- 
proved or paid except a properly authorized expenditure by the 
County Board upon an itemized and sworn statement of the amount 
being filed and kept on file. 


§ 3. In anticipation of the tax herein levied the County Board 
of Commissioners is authorized to borrow such sum or sums as may 
be necessary not exceeding the revenue arising hereunder at the best 
obtainable rate of interest and retire any loan so made from the 
revenue herein provided as the same may become available. 


§ 4. The balance on hand or that may hereafter be collected 
from the Court House bonds sinking fund be, and the same is here- 
by, transferred to the county ordinary fund. 


§ 5. The amount appropriated in item 1 shall include the amount 
to be received from the gasoline tax, such amount to be used accord- 
ing to law, on the roads and nowhere else. 


§ 6. The County Board of Commissioners shall publish in at 
least one newspaper published in said county, a consolidated state- 
ment of all receipts and disbursements semiannually on January lst 
and July Ist of each year. 


§ 7. That after the expiration of the six months’ school term as 
provided for ‘in Section 1l-a of Act 539 of the Laws of 1924, the 
tuition charges for the remainder of the school term for high school 
pupils who come from a non-high school district shall be paid by the 
district Board of Trustees of said non-high school district, from 
the school funds of their respective districts, and in case there are 
no funds available for this purpose then the County Auditor shall

§ 3. That the Advisory Board shall make no loans on the credit 
of the county except on the consent of the majority of the County 
Delegation in the General Assembly. 


§ 4. All moneys to be expended by the Highway Commissioners 
and Boards of School Trustees for building and construction pur- 
poses shall be exempt from the provisions of this Act. 


§ 5. The levies made hereunder are based upon a property as- 
sessment for the County of Union of Nine Million ($9,000,000.00) 
Dollars. If the amount of the taxable property as shown by the 
Auditor’s return as fixed by the authorities should be materially in- 
creased for the year 1925, the County Auditor, County Treasurer 
and County Delegation in the General Assembly may, by a majority 
vote of their combined number, readjust the levies herein fixed by 
reducing or increasing the same so as to meet the appropriations 
herein made and no more. 


§ 6. That the Sheriff of Union County shall not receive more 
than seventy-five (75) cents for dieting prisoners and shall not 
spend more than seventy-five (75) cents per head for jurors. 


§ 7. That all supplies of every description whatever to be used 
by the county or any officer or any department thereof and paid for 
out of the public funds, shall be purchased by the Advisory Board. 
Any officer needing supplies shall first file a written requisition with 
the Board, giving in detail a full description of the article or articles 
wanted, together with such other information as the Advisory Board 
may require. The Advisory Board shall carefully examine same, 
and shall prepare a list of all supplies and equipment needed. They 
shall then advertise in one issue of a paper in Union County, and 
also serve written notice at least three days prior to the time of 
opening bids on several business houses carrying such supplies as 
may be needed, inviting bids for such supplies, and the contract of 
purchase shall be awarded to the lowest bidder: Provided, That in 
case of emergency the Advisory Board may make purchases when 
the cost of same does not exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars. For such 
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purchase a majority of the Advisory Board shall certify on the 
claim thereof the necessity therefor. 


§ 8. The Advisory Board shall require the County Engineer to- 
gether with the Supervisor, to immediately take an inventory of all 
personal property owned by the county, such as teams and road 
working equipment, tools and supplies for chain gang and for other 
departments. The office record shall-show at all times in whose 
possession said property should be and the party having same shall 
be supplied with a list of the property in his hands and shall be re- 
quired to furnish to the County Advisory Board at the end of eacn 
month an inventory thereof. 


§ 9. The County Supervisor shall keep a book of “Bills Pay- 
able” in which he shall enter, as and when made, all notes for loans 
in anticipation of collection of taxes. The entries therein shall 
show: (1) Note number: (2) date of note: (3) date due: (4) 
payee: (5) amount: (6) rate of interest: (7) date paid. Said 
notes shall be numbered in the order in which they may be executed. 


§ 10. The County Supervisor shall keep a book called “Bond 
Book” in which shall be entered all bonds outstanding and hereafter 
issued. This book shall be printed and ruled with appropriate 
columns, showing: (1) Series number: (2) title of bonds: (3) date 
of issue: (4) date due: (5) interest rate: (6) interest payable: (7) 
interest amount due January 1: (8) interest amount due July 1: 
(9) number of bonds: (10) bond number: (11) denomination: (12) 
total value issued: (13) remarks. 


§ 11. The County Supervisor is hereby prohibited from draw- 
ing any warrant upon the County Treasurer to be paid out of any 
of the several funds specifically appropriated for any purpose other 
than that for which the same shall have been so appropriated, and it 
shall be unlawful for the County Treasurer to pay any such inhibited 
warrant. It shall be unlawful for the County Supervisor, Advisory 
Board, or any member thereof, to create, by contract, express or im- 
plied, any obligation against the county which, with the obligation 
then existing and chargeable to any particular item of appropria- 
tion, shall exceed the amount specifically appropriated therefor: 
Provided, That in case of emergency, with the written consent of the 
County Delegation, this requirement may be dispensed with. Should 
the County Supervisor, County Advisory Board, or any member 
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thereof, violate the provisions of the paragraph next preceding in 
this section, the claim resulting therefrom shall be declared null and 
void as against the county, and the officer offending shall be held 
responsible to the claimant therefor upon his official bond. It is 
hereby made the duty of the County Advisory Board to so appor- 
tion the appropriation for maintenance of convicts and road work- 
ing organization as to cover the total expense on account of these 
items for the entire fiscal year for which they may be respectively 
appropriated. 


§ 12. The County Supervisor shall state upon each warrant 
drawn by him upon the County Treasurer the item of the appropria- 
tion in the County Supply Act on account of which it shail have been 
drawn; he shall also, in a tabulated form upon said warrant, state 
the amount of such appropriation, the amount theretofore drawn 
against it, the amount of the warrant then drawn and the balance 
against which future warrants may be drawn. No warrant shall 
be paid by the County Treasurer or be allowed as a credit to him 
in his settlement unless it conforms with this requirement. 


§ 13. The County Supervisor shall keep a clear and concise 
record of all payments made through his office, keeping a separate 
account for the chain gang; another for each of the forces employed 
by the county, another for all work done by contract, another for 
bridge work, another showing equipment purchased and a general 
account, and such account shall-be kept in such a manner as to show 
clearly the transactions covered thereby, showing as far as possible, 
what roads such sums were spent on, class of work done, and in 
what township located, and such accounts shall be open to public 
inspection. 


§ 14. The Superintendent of the chain gang and the foreman of 
all other forces employed by the county, shall file in the office of the 
County Supervisor for public inspection, on the first day of every 
month, a statement showing the number of hands, number of mules, 
and the equipment worked under him during the preceding month, 
the mileage of road worked, what kind of work done, what roads 
worked, what equipment purchased for his force, what supplies con- 
sumed, what repairs and by whom made; and shall give the Super- 
visor an estimate of the supplies and new equipment needed for 
his force for the ensuing month; and for his failure to file said 
statement and estimate, shall be liable to forfeit his pay. 
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§ 15. All the contracts other than for labor made by the said 
Advisory Board for any amount exceeding Twenty ($20.00) Dol- 
lars, shall be let by competitive bid, ten days’ notice to be given be- 
fore such work is to begin. 


§ 16. That no money shall be borrowed by the County Advisory 
Board, without giving ten days’ notice in one of the local news- 
papers at Union, of the time and place when bids will be considered. 
The said Advisory Board shall accept the lowest bid from one bank 
only; money thus borrowed shall be kept on deposit in the bank 
from which it is borrowed and only checked out in the regular 
course of business. The County Treasurer shall only draw out said 
money thus borrowed by check showing the name of the person 
the county is indebted to and the same shall correspond to the 
voucher issued by the County Supervisor. No interest shall be paid 
by the bank thus lending the county money on said county deposit. 
That all official money of the Probate Judge, ex officio Master ; 
Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Sheriff, Sinking Fund Commission, and 
all other official money held by any county officer, not specifically 
provided for, shall be deposited by said officer in the banks of Union 
County so as to equally distribute said public funds throughout the 
county. The banks receiving such deposits of public funds on call 
deposit pay interest at the rate of two per centum (2%) per annum 
on said average balance, and said interest shall be collected by the 
custodian who deposits such funds and become a part of said fund. 
The Advisory Board shall have the right to reject any and all bids 
for said loan and readvertise for loans as hereinafter set forth. 


§ 17. That twelve (12) members of the Grand Jury for Union 
County shall have the right to recommend the rural policemen for 
Union County, and upon such recommendation the County Delega- 
tion shall recommend same to the Governor, whereupon the Gov- 
ernor shall commission such rural policemen so recommended. That 
the said rural policemen shall serve at the pleasure of the Grand 
Jury, and the Grand Jury shall have the right to discharge the said 
rural policemen at any time. The said Grand Jury shall have the right 
to decide the number of rural policemen for the County of Union, 
and that at any time the service of a rural policeman is not satisfac- 
tory the said Grand Jury shall have the right to discharge such 
rural policeman. 
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§ 18. That the Supervisor for Union County shall furnish to 
the County Delegation an itemized statement of each department of 
the county for the year 1926, stating in detail, in a budget form, the 
amount estimated for the various offices and county departments 
for the year 1926, and the said Supervisor shall furnish the said 
County Delegation with an itemized statement of the expenditures 
of each department and each office that was spent during the year 
1925, also amounts taken.in by way of fees and commissions for 
the year 1925. 


§ 19. Ali Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 20. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

§ 2. The County Farm Demonstration Agent and the County 
Home Demonstration Agent shall each file on the last day of each 
month in the office of the Board of County Commissioners, a full 
report of his or her acts and doings as such county agent, and no 
pay warrant shall be issued to them or either of them, before the 
filing of such report as herein provided. 


§ 3. The County Supervisor and the Board of County Commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to erect a 
suitable building on the jail lot at Kingstree at a cost of not more 
than Fifteen Hundred ($1500.00) Dollars, in which to place, store 
and keep all supplies, material and equipment of the county of 
every kind and description whatsoever which comes under their 
supervision, in order that the same may be properly protected while 
not in use. The said building to have a suitable lock thereon, and 
the key or keys to the same to be kept by the Clerk to the County 
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Board of Commissioners, in the office of the County Supervisor. 
The fund with which to erect the aforesaid building shall come out 
of the Roads and Bridges Fund. 


§ 4. The County Supervisor may, whenever he and the County 
Board of Commissioners deem it wise, hire a civil engineer from time 
to time when the services of one are needed. - The civil engineer to 
be paid out of the Roads and Bridges Fund. 


§ 5. The Supervisor is hereby directed, whenever it is possible, 
to use the labor from the chain gang and the chain gang equipment 
in unloading and hauling carload shipments of supplies, material 
and equipment. 


§ 5 (a). The Supervisor and Courity Commissioners are here- 
in prohibited from issuing any pay check to any of the Magistrates 
of Williamsburg County until said Magistrate has filed with them 
. statement of the names of all persons. for whom warrants have been 
issued during the previous quarter and the disposition of each case 
and a receipt from the person for the fines and costs collected by the 
Magistrate during the previous quarter and the Supervisor is here- 
by authorized and required to publish quarterly said statement along 
with the receipt of the person in some paper published in Williams- 
burg County. 


§ 5 (b). The Supervisor and County Commissioners of Wil- 
liamsburg County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to lend to the State Highway Department the sum of Twenty-five 
Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars to be expended by the said Depart- 
ment in the completion of the lower bridge and approaches over 
Black River. The said sum of money to be used for the purpose 
herein stated and for no other. 


§ 5 (c). The County Supervisor and the County Treasurer of 
Williamsburg County are hereby authorized, directed and empow- 
ered to issue a county certificate of indebtedness in the sum of 
Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of bor- 
rowing the money herein directed in Section 5b to be loaned to the 
State Highway Department. The aforesaid officers are hereby di- 
rected to pledge the taxes of Williamsburg County for the purpose 
of paying said indebtedness. 


§ 5 (d). The loan herein directed to be made to the State High- 
way Department is to be repaid by the State Highway Department 
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to the County of Williamsburg as soon as the funds are available 
with which to retire the said loan. As soon as this fund is repaid to 
the County of Williamsburg the same must be immediately applied 
to the payment of the certificate of indebtedness authorized to be 
made in Section 5c. 


§ 5 (e). The County Board of Commissioners of Williamsburg 
County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to employ 
an auditor to audit the books in the office of the County Supervisor 
and report the same to the County Supervisor and the County Board 
of Commissioners. The County Board of Commissioners, together 
with the County Supervisor, and authorized to pay a sum not in 
excess of Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars to defray the expenses 
of auditing the said office. ‘The money to be paid out of the county’s 
general fund.

§ 5 (f). The Books in the County Board of Commissioners’ 
office for Williamsburg County shall be completely audited and fully 
checked from January Ist, 1925, up to and inclusive of the day the 
new Supervisor, J. P. Frierson, takes charge of the office of County 
Supervisor.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a tax is hereby levied upon all taxable 
property in the County of York for county purposes for the year 
commencing January 1, 1925, for the amounts and for the purposes 
hereinafter stated, respectively, that is to say: 

§ 2. For ordinary County purposes seven and one-half (7%) 
mills and a levy of two (2) mills for road purposes as provided by

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law, and in Catawba Township a special levy of one (1) mill, and in 
York Township a special levy of two (2) mills, to pay the interest 
on bonds issued by said townships in aid of the Charleston, Cincinnati 
and Chicago Railroad and on bonds refunding the same, also in said 
Townships of Catawba and York a special levy of one-half (14) 
mill, as a sinking fund to retire said bonds. The Treasurer of York 
County, shall be allowed the commission as now provided by law, 
for collecting and distributing this special levy. In Fort Mill Town- 
ship a special levy of one (1) mill, is hereby made, and the proceeds 
from said levy shall be used for road purposes in said township. In 
Catawba Township a special levy of one (1) mill, is hereby made, and 
the proceeds from said levy shall be used for road purposes in said 
township, also in Catawba Township a special levy of two (2) mills 
is hereby made and the proceeds from said levy shall be used in 
said township for the purposes provided for by Act of the General 
Assembly of 1925. In Bethel Township a special levy of two (2) 
mills, is hereby made, and the proceeds from said levy shall be used 
for road-purposes in said township, also in Bethel Township a special 
levy of five (5) mills, is hereby made, and the proceeds from said 
levy shall be used in said township for the purposes provided for 
by Act of the General Assembly of 1925. In Bethesda Township 
a special levy of four (4) mills, is hereby made, and the proceeds 
from said levy shall be used in said township for the purposes pro- 
vided for by Act of the General Assembly of 1925. For paying in- 
terest on Court House bonds and to provide a sinking fund for same, 
a special levy of one-half (34) of one mill, as now provided by law. 
A special levy of one-half (32) of one mill, is hereby levied to repay 
loan to build bridge across Catawba River, between York and Meck- 
lenburg Counties, as now provided for in Act of 1919. A special 
levy of one (1) mill is hereby levied to repay loan of Twenty-five 
Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, authorized in 1924 to complete the 
road between the Town of York and the Buster Boyd Bridge over 
the Catawba River between York and Mecklenburg Counties. Also 
in York Township a special levy of two (2) mills is hereby made, 
and the proceeds from said levy shall be used in said township for 
the purposes provided for by Act of the General Assembly of 1925. 


§ 3. The sum of Twenty-two thousand ($22,000.00) Dollars, 
is hereby appropriated to build a bridge across Crowders Creek on 
the York and Buster Boyd Bridge road, and the County Supervisor 
is hereby authorized to use for this purpose the surplus remaining 
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from the special tax levies authorized, to build road from North 
Carolina line to Town of Fort Mill, and road from Town of York 
to Buster Boyd Bridge, over Catawba River between the Counties 
of York and Mecklenburg, together with so much as may be neces- 
sary of the Federal Aid fund as may be now due and to be paid to 
York County. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized to trans- 
fer the said surplus and fund to this purpose. 


§ 4. The County Supervisor is hereby authorized to draw his 
warrant upon the County Treasurer in the amounts and for the 
purpose herein stated, if so much be necessary, for the fiscal year 
beginning January Ist, 1925.

This book shall be kept so as to show (1) Claim Number; (2) 
Date of Filing; (3) To Whom Claim Belongs; (4) Nature and 
Amount of Claim; (5) Amount Allowed and on What Account. 
This book shall be open for inspection by the Grand Jury and the 
public, and it shall be the duty of the Supervisor within two (2) 
‘weeks after the first day of July and January, respectively, to publish 
one time in some newspaper which is published in the county, and 
which will give the largest publicity thereto, at a cost not exceeding 
Sixty ($60.00) Dollars, an itemized statement of all claims allowed 
during the preceding six (6) months, and it will be that which is 
done in strict conformity to the law governing same. 


§ 7. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized to transfer to 
the ordinary county fund, the overage accumulated during the in- 
cumbency of former Treasurer, H. E. Neil, and existing at the time 
of the transfer of the office of County Treasurer, to the present 
Treasurer of York County. 


§ 8. For ordinary County purposes the County Board of Com-

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Establish the Legislative Com- 
mittee on Land Settlement, Define its Duties, and Pro- 
vide for the Expenses Thereof. 


Whereas, on December 11, 1924, the Honorable Herbert Work, 
Secretary of the Interior, wrote to the President of the United States 
as follows: “The Reclamation Act recently passed by Congress 
authorizes an appropriation of $100,000.00 to be used in part for 
reclamation investigation in sections of the country outside the arid 
region. It is believed that there is a field for the closer settlement 
and creation of prosperous homes on areas of neglected and cut-over 
land. All such investigations should be cooperative, the States to 
contribute one-half of the cost. It is believed that States like North 
Carolina and South Carolina will welcome such cooperation, and 
that such action will promote rural progress in sections where it will 
be of national advantage,” and; 


Whereas, on January 24, 1925, Dr. Elwood Mead, Commissioner 
of Reclamation, wrote to Honorable Thomas G. McLeod, Governor 
of South Carolina: “We are prepared to give immediate and 
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sympathetic consideration to any proposal which you may make, in 
which the State has sufficient interest to provide one-half of the 
cost for investigation. I would suggest as a beginning a contribu- 
tion of $5,000.00 each from the State and the Federal Government. 
I believe that your State is one of the locations where planned settle- 
ment will be successful and will make the beginning of a transforma- 
tion that will help to hold discouraged and discontented land owners 
out of the cities and bring a new and better era in rural life,” There- 
fore 


Section 1. Appropriation for Investigation of Land Settle- 
ment.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dol- 
lars be, and the same is, hereby authorized from the Civil Contingent 
Fund to defray the expenses of such investigation as is hereinabove 
outlined. 


§ 2. Committee on Land Settlement and Drainage.—That 
the President of the Senate shall appoint two members of the Senate 
and the Speaker of the House shall appoint three members of the 
House and the Governor shall appoint two civil engineers, who shall 
constitute a Committee to have charge of this work and proceed with 
this investigation in cooperation with the Interior Department of the 
Federal Government, and this Committee shall be known as the 
Committee on Land Settlement and Drainage. 


§ 3. Organization of Committee—Compensation.—That 
the said Committee shall meet for organization not later than April 
1, 1925, and shall elect a Chairman from its membership. ‘The mem- 
bers shall receive Ten ($10.00) Dollars per day each and actual 
traveling expenses while engaged in this investigation. 


§ 4. Report.—That this Committee shall make a full report to 
the Governor by December 30, 1925, and that this report shall be by 
him transmitted to the General Assembly of 1926. 


§ 5. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Empower the State Warehouse 


Commissioner to Purchase and Distribute Nitrate of 
Soda and Agricultural Potash to the Farmers of the 
Several Counties. 


Whereas, There is need for distribution to the farmers of this 
State of nitrate of soda and agricultural potash; and 


Whereas, such distribution should be from and handled by some 
bonded agent as officer of the State Government at actual cost of 
purchasing and handling; and 


Whereas, the State Warehouse Commissioner for the faithful 
discharge of the duties devolved upon him is placed under bond to 
the State of Two Hundred Thousand ($200,000.00) Dollars or 


more; and 


Whereas, The State Warehouse Commissioner has under his con- 
trol for operation warehouses located in various parts of the State 
where nitrate of soda and agricultural potash could be stored and 
conveniently delivered to the consumer thereof ; and 


Whereas, the said Warehouse Commissioner in the operation of 
‘his business is collecting large sums of money from the farmers of 
the State as storage fees on cotton, which is turned into the State 
Treasurer and which could be used as the initial capital for purchas- 
ing nitrate of soda and agricultural potash, as the same will be 
needed for use and sale provided herein; Now, Therefore, 


Section 1, State Warehouse Commissioner to Purchase 
Nitrate and Potash—-Sales—Proviso.—Be it resolved by the 
- General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the State 
Warehouse Commissioner is hereby authorized to purchase in the 
open market, or jointly with a committee composed of two members 
of the House of Representatives and one from the Senate, said Com- 
mittee to be appointed by the Speaker of the House and the Presi- 
dent of the Senate and shall serve without pay. Said Committee 
may treat with and purchase direct from foreign countries or ferti- 
lizer agencies upon the best terms and prices obtainable, such amount 
of nitrate of soda and agricultural potash as in its judgment will be 
needed for use by the farmers of this State and to store the same in 
the State Warehouse in the various towns and communities of the 
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State in such quantities as in its judgment may be needed: Pro- 
vided, That the said State Warehouse Commissioner shall not sell 
or ship any of the said nitrate of soda or potash unless each order 
is accompanied by a deposit of at least Ten ($10.00) Dollars per 
ton on each ton of nitrate of soda and a proportionate deposit on 
agricultural potash, with balance of purchase price to be paid in 
cash. 


§ 2. Sales for Cash.—That the said Warehouse Commissioner 
is hereby authorized either by himself or his agents to sell for cash 
to the farmers of South Carolina the said Nitrate of Soda and 
Agricultural Potash. 


§ 3. Payment for Purchases—Limit.—The cost of the stock 
of Nitrate of Soda and Agricultural Potash provided for in this 
Resolution, together with all the necessary expenses for procuring 
and handling the same, shall be paid by the State Treasurer out of 
Fifty thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, to be construed as a revolving 
fund, set aside from the income tax: Provided, The amount shall 
not exceed Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 4. Repayment to State Treasurer.—The State Warehouse 
Commissioner is hereby required to turn into the State Treasury, 
on the first of each September, all the moneys derived from the sale 
of said nitrate of soda or agricultural potash as provided for in this 
Resolution. 


§ 5. Resale at Profit a Misdemeanor—Analysis.—It is 
the avowed purpose of this Resolution that the nitrate of soda and 
agricultural potash provided for herein is to be sold and delivered 
directly to the farmers of this State at actual cost plus the actual 
cost of handling and is not to be handled for speculative purposes, 
nor sold to dealers for resale at a profit; and any person or persons 
who shall purchase from the State Warehouse Commissioner nitrate 
of soda or agricultural potash, and resell the same at a greater price 
than actual cost shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon convic- 
tion thereof, be punished by a fine or imprisonment at the discretion 
of the Judge who tries the same: Provided, Said nitrate of soda 
. or agricultural potash, shall be analyzed by a Chemist of the De- 
partment of Agriculture of South Carolina. 


§ 6. Duration of Resolution.—This Resolution shall only be 
in force up to and including the years of 1925 and 1926.

AN ACT to Incorporate “The South Carolina Agricultural 
Loan Fund” and to Exempt the Same from all Taxes, 
Licenses and Fees. 


Section 1. Secretary of State to Charter South Carolina 
Agricultural Loan Fund——Powers.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: ‘That the Secretary 
of State of South Carolina be, and he is hereby, authorized and di- 
rected to issue a charter to a corporation to be known as the South 
Carolina Agricultural Loan Fund without fees or costs therefor, 
the said corporation mentioned to have and enjoy all the rights and 
powers now allowed by law to banks and bankers in South Carolina, 
except to receive deposits, the same to be fully set forth in the Peti- 
tion filed with the Secretary of State. 


§ 2. Capital Stock—Notice not Required.—That the capital 
stock of said corporation shall not exceed the sum of Three Million 
and No /100 ($3,000,000.00) Dollars, with such provision for 
organization as is now required by law, except that no published 
notice shall be required by the Secretary of State. 


§ 3. Use of Funds — Loans — Security. — That the funds 
arising from this capital, or otherwise, shall be loaned to the banks 
of the State, at a rate not more than five per cent.; said banks en- 
dorsing each application for loan and pledging good security there- 
for, said security to consist of current crop and chattel mortgages 
taken, and such additional security of whatever nature as may be 
passed as good by the administrative board of the corporation. 


§ 4. Purpose of Loans.—That the funds administered by this 
corporation shall be used for no other purpose than the actual pro- 
duction of crops, it being understood that loans by existing crediting 
banks to prospective borrowing banks, under this Act, shall in no 
vase be taken up or reduced out of this fund except with the consent 
of the governing board of this corporation and for the purpose of 
releasing excessive collateral held, which may be deemed advisable. 


§ 5. Corporation Tax Exempt.—That, inasmuch as the 
aforesaid corporation is organized purely as an emergency relief, it 
shall be exempt from all state, county or municipal taxes, licenses, 
fees and exactions by the state or any subdivision thereof, and, in- 
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asmuch as the capital stock subscriptions herein provided for will be 
from the capital investment of subscribing banks, or other sub- 
scribers, such subscribing banks shall be allowed credit on their gross 
taxable values to the extent of said subscriptions actually paid in. 


§ 6. Governing Board—Employees.—That the corporation 
shall be administered by a governing board, which, shall meet 
monthly ; said board to consist of seven members, selected by the 
officers of subscribing banks, one for each congressional district of 
the State of South Carolina, who shall be authorized to employ a 
manager, a secretary-examiner and such stenographic help as may 
be needed in the conduct of the affairs thereof. 


§ 7. Duties of State Bank Examiner.—That the State Bank 
Examiner shall serve with the Board of Directors and shall furnish 
said board copies of such bank examinations as are desired in pass- 
ing upon loans. 


§ 8. That this Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Limit the 
Time in Which Coupon Bonds Payable to Bearer and 
Their Coupons May be Consolidated, Converted, 
Funded or Paid and to Repeal Conflicting Laws,’’ Ap- 
proved the 25th February, A. D., 1896, so as to Exempt 
the Bearer of Those Five (5) Certain Bonds with the 
Coupons Attached Thereto Issued by the State of South 
Carolina as Consolidation Bonds, Numbered 698, 699, 
700, 701 and 702, and Dated January 1, 1874, from 
the Provisions Thereof and to Exempt the Said Five 
Bonds with the Coupons Attached Thereto from the 
Provisions Thereof. 


Section 1. Act (1896, XXII, Stats. 183), Amended—Cer- 
tain Bonds Exempt.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act to limit 
the Time in which Coupon Bonds payable to Bearer and their Cou- 
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pons may be consolidated, converted, funded or paid and to repeal 
conflicting laws,” approved the 25th day of February, A. D. 1896, 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to exempt the bearer of 
those five (5) certain bonds with the coupons attached thereto is- 
sued by the State of South Carolina as Consolidation Bonds, num- 
bered 698, 699, 700, 701 and 702 and dated January Ist, 1874, from 
the provisions thereof and to exempt the said five bonds with the 
coupons attached thereto from the provisions thereof. 


§ 2. State Treasurer to Pay, ete.—That the State Treasurer 
is hereby authorized to consolidate, convert, fund or pay the said five 
(5) bonds in the same manner as has heretofore been observed in 
the State Treasurer’s office previous to the passage of the Act herein 
amended. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. ; 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Exempt Certain Citizens of this 
State who Suffered Damage by Reason of a Cyclone 
in 1924, from County Taxes for the Year 1924, and 
from any Penalty for Nonpayment of Same. 


Whereas, in 1924 a cyclone of gigantic proportion entered this 
State, and passed through several counties, carrying with it disas- 
trous destruction of property as well as all crops growing at the time, 
and 


Whereas, these people have since such destruction heroically 
undertaken to replenish their loss, which was almost total, therefore, 


Section 1. Tax Exemption of Storm Sufferers—Affidavits 
—Refunds—not to Apply in Bamberg County.—Be it re- 
solved by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That any citizen of this State who suffered from the tornado or 
hailstorm accompanying same of 1924, and who, upon affidavit of 
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two disinterested citizens, filed with the County Treasurer of his 
County, that such citizen was in the tornado or hailstorm stricken 
district and lost at least fifty per cent of his crop by reason of said 
tornado accompanying hailstorm, or lost at least fifty per cent. of 
any property, shall be exempt from the payment of all County taxes 
on the land where the crops were destroyed for the year 1924, or 
the land upon which any property was destroyed by said cyclone: 
_ Provided, That any person or persons who have paid County taxes 
prior to the passage of this Act shall be refunded same by the County 
Treasurer in accordance with the terms hereof: Provided, That 
this Act shall not be construed to apply to Bamberg County.

way and bridge construction, in which case it shall never exceed 
eighteen per cent of the assessed value of all taxable property in 
said County,” so that said Section, when so amended, shall read as 
follows : 
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Section 5. The corporate authorities of Counties, townships, 
school districts, cities, towns and villages may be vested with power 
to assess and collect taxes for corporate purposes; such taxes to be 
uniform in respect to persons and property within the jurisdiction 
of the body imposing same. All shares of stockholders in any bank- 
ing association located in this State, whether now or hereafter in- 
corporated, or organized under the laws of this State or of the United 
States, shall be listed at their true value. in money, and taxed for 
municipal purposes in the City, ward, town or incorporated village 
where such bank is located, and not elsewhere: Provided, That 
the words “true value in money” as used in line 12 (line 12 of 
original MS, and line 9 as printed—Editor) of this Section shall be 
so construed as to mean and include all surplus or extra moneys, 
capital, and every species of personal property of value owned or 
in possession of any such bank: Provided, A like rule of taxation 
shall apply to the stockholders of all corporations other thaf bank- 
ing institutions. And the General Assembly shall require that all 
the property, except that herein permitted to be exempted within the 
limits of municipal corporations, shall be taxed for corporate pur- 
poses and for the payment of debts contracted under authority of 
law. The bonded debt of any County, township, school district, 
municipal corporation or political subdivision of this State shall 
never exceed eight per centum of the assessed value of all the tax- 
able property therein. And no County, township, municipal cor- 
poration or other political division of this State shall hereafter be 
authorized to increase its bonded indebtedness if at the time of any 
proposed increase thereof the aggregate amount of its already 
existing bonded debt amounts to eight per centum of the value ot 
all taxable property therein as ascertained by the valuation for State 
taxation, 


And wherever there shall be several political divisions or munici- 
pal corporations covering or extending over the same territory, or 
portions thereof, possessing a power to levy a tax or contract a debt, 
then each of such political divisions or municipal corporations shall 
so exercise its power to increase its debt under the foregoing eight 
per cent limitation that the aggregate debt over and upon any terri- 
tory of this State shall never exceed fifteen per centum of the value 
of all taxable property in such territory as valued for taxation by 
this State: Provided, That nothing herein shall prevent the issue 
of bonds for the purpose of paying or refunding any valid municipal 
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debt heretofore contracted in excess of eight per centum of the as- 
sessed value of all the taxable property therein: Provided, That the 
limitation herein provided as to the amount of bonded debt of any 
County shall not apply to the County of York, when the proceeds 
- of such bonds are to be used for highway and bridge construction, 
in which case it shall never exceed eighteen per cent. of the assessed 
value of all taxable property in said County.

of an Act entitled “An ‘Act to Incorporate Voorhees Industrial 
School for Colored Youths” approved 25th of February, A. D. 
1904, and to be found in 24 Statutes at Large, page 655, be amended 
by striking out on the last three lines thereof the words “that the 
capital stock of said corporation shall not exceed two hundred thou- 
sand ($200,000.00) Dollars.” Said Section 2 of said- Act be— 
amended by striking out the whole thereof and inserting in lieu of 
said Section 2 a new Section 2, so that said Act when so amended 
shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Elizabeth E. Wright, Jessie C. Daisey, 
M. A. Menofee, of Bamberg County, R. C. Bedford, of Beloit, Michi- 
gan, George W. Kelly, of Rockland, Massachusetts, and L. E. Stokes

amount not exceeding Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars, if so

Such annual series or installments may be equal or unequal in 
amount, but none shall be greater than twice the amount of any 
previously maturing series or installments. In case the bonds are 
issued at different times in blocks bearing different dates of issue, 
each block of bonds of the same date may be made to mature as 
aforesaid without regard to the maturities of any other block. The 
principal and interest of bonds may be made payable within or with- 
out the State of South Carolina, and in such medium of payment as 
may be indicated on the face of the bonds. The bonds shall be 
coupon bonds, payable to bearer, but may be issued with the privi- 
lege to the holder of having them registered as to principal on the 
books of the County Treasurer and the principal thus made payable 
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to the registered holder (unless the last registered transfer shall be 
to bearer), upon such conditions as the said Board of County Com- 
missioners or Directors may prescribe. The bonds shall be signed 
by the Chairman and Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners 
or Directors and countersigned by the County Treasurer, and the 
county seal may be affixed to or impressed on the bonds; but the 
coupons of said bonds need not be signed or authenticated otherwise 
than by a facsimile signature of the County Treasurer who is in 
office on the date ofthe bonds. The delivery of bonds so executed 
shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers occurririg be- 
fore the delivery. The said bonds shall be sold at not less than par 
and accrued interest in such manner as the Legislative Delegation 
may determine. 


§ 3. Tax Exempt. —The said bonds shall be exempt from all 
State, County, School and Municipal taxes. 


§ 4. Annual Tax.—Until the principal and interest of all 
bonds issued under this Act shall be fully paid, it shall be the duty 
of the County Auditor of Barnwell County to assess and levy annu- 
ally upon all taxable property of the said County a tax sufficient to 
pay said interest and principal as they become due, which tax shall 
be annually collected by the County Treasurer and applied by him 
or under his direction to the payment of said principal and interest.

Use of Highway Bond Funds in Berkeley County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That an Act entitled “An Act to Authorize and Direct the Issuance 
of Bonds of Berkeley County for Highway Improvements, and to 
Provide for the Payment of said Bonds,” known as Act No. 280, 
Acts of the General Assembly, 1923, be amended by striking out 
Section 1 of said Act and inserting in lieu thereof the following to 
be known as Section 1: 


Section 1. The County Board of Highway Commissioners for 
the County of Berkeley is hereby authorized and directed to issue 
bonds of said county in the aggregate principal sum of Sixty Thou- 
sand ($60,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of the sale of which shall 
be applied by the said Board as follows: Fifteen Thousand ($15,- 
000.00) Dollars shall be expended for the purpose of paying for per- 
manent highway improvements on the public road in Berkeley County 
leading from the Charleston County line at Goose Creek Bridge to 
the bridge now under construction across the Santee River along 
the line of Berkeley and Williamsburg Counties at a point near St.

route recently surveyed crossing the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
near St. Stephens shall be adopted as the State Highway south of 
the bridge over Crawl Branch near Santee River and the portion of 
the money received from said sale of bonds to be used on said High- 
way shall be expended for work to be commenced and done begin- 
ning at a point near said bridge over Crawl Branch and extending 
southward over said route recently surveyed crossing the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad near ‘St. Stephens.

road, the cost of which is to be paid in part by means of funds pro- 
vided by the United States or by the State of South Carolina and 
to be expended according to the provisions of the State Highway 
Act, and to be expended only when an equal amount is obtained from 
Federal or State Government or otherwise; Fifteen thousand ($15,- . 
000.00) Dollars of the said money shall be expended for permanent 
highway improvement on that certain road in Berkeley County lead- 
ing from Moncks Corner to Earl Singletary by way of Pinopolis, 
Hog Swamp, Cross Graded School and Duffy Smith, and shall be 
expended by the State Highway Commission subject to regulations 
hereinafter specified; and Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars 
of said money shall be expended for permanent highway improve- 
ment on that certain road in Berkeley County leading from Biggins 
Church to Honey Hill by way of Hoods Chappell, Cumville and 
Jamestown, and shall be expended by the State Highway Commis- 
sion subject to regulations hereinafter specified. When the bonds 
above provided for have been sold the proceeds of the sale thereof 
shall be placed in the hands of the Treasurer of Berkeley County to 
be paid out. Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars thereof, that 
is, Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars for each of the roads 
first herein mentioned, upon such voucher and on such conditions 
as shall be prescribed by the State Highway Department. The 
Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars thereof allotted to the road 
leading from Moncks Corner via Cross Graded School shall be ex- 
pended by the State Highway Department on the road as laid out 
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and agreed upon by a committee of three citizens of Berkeley County 
living in the vicinity of said road, who shall be appointed by the 
Governor on the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation of Berkeley County ; said Committee shall have authority 
to locate and relocate the route of such road, and shall be paid their 
actual expenses only when engaged in such matter. The Fifteen 
Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars thereof allotted to the road leading 
from Biggins Church via Jamestown shall be expended by the State 
Highway Department on the road as laid out and agreed upon by a 
committee of three citizens of Berkeley County living in the vicinity 
of said road, who shall be appointed by the Governor on the recom- 
mendation of a majority of the Legislative Delegation of Berkeley 
County; said committee shall have authority to locate and relocate 
the route of such road, and shall be paid their actual expenses only 
when engaged in such matter. Purchasers of said bonds shall not 
be bound to see to the application of the proceeds thereof or to make 
inquiry as to whether Federal‘or State Funds have been or are to 
be allotted for any such road improvements. The proceeds of the 
sale of the said bonds shall be received by the County Treasurer of 
Berkeley County and held by him subject to the warrants of the 
State Highway Department according to the provisions of this Act.

ized also to secure aid from the state or any other source that may 
be available for said purpose. 


§ 2. Election on Issue — Conduct — Ballots. — That the 
question of issuing said bonds shall be submitted to the qualified 
electors of said district at an election to be held on the second 
- Tuesday in March, 1925, at the usual voting precincts in said school 
district, after at least ten days notice by advertisement in some 
newspaper published or circulating in Berkeley County or by posting 
such notice on the Court House door in Berkeley County and at three 
public places in said School District. The said Board shall appoint 
the managers, receive the returns in writing, declare the result and 
file the same in the office of the Clerk of Court as a record thereof. 
Said Board shall provide a sufficient number of ballots to be voted 
at said election in form as follows: “For the issue of Eight Thou- 
sand ($8,000.00) Dollars of School Bonds to build Bethera School 
—Yes-—-No.” Those voting in favor of the issue of said bonds shall 
deposit.a ballot with the word “No” erased, and those opposed to 
the issue of said bonds shall deposit a ballot with the word “Yes” 
erased. 


§ 3. Issue and Sale of Bonds—Use of Proceeds—Execu- 
’ tion of Bonds.—In case a majority of the ballots cast at the said 
election be in favor of the issue of said bonds, the said Board shall 
issue and sell the bonds provided for in Section 1 of this Act, after 
at least two weeks advertisement, for cash, at not less than par, and 
use the proceeds for the purpose of erecting and equipping a school 
at Bethera. The said bonds shall be signed by the Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees and countersigned by the Clerk thereof: Pro- 
vided, That the names of the Chairman and the Clerk may be litho- 
graphed upon the coupons attached to said bonds. 


§ 4. Tax for Payment—Bonds Tax Exempt.—To provide 
a sinking fund to retire said bonds at maturity, or to provide for 
their retirement as they mature, and to pay the interest on same as 
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’ they may become due, the County Auditor be, and he is hereby re- 
quired to levy annually upon all the taxable property in said district 
a sufficient amount to pay the said interest and retire at least Four 
Hundred Dollars of said bonds each year, or to be held as a sinking 
fund to retire the same at the expiration of the twenty years, in the 
discretion of the said Board of Trustees. The said Bonds shall be 
free and exempt from all taxes, State, County, Municipal, School 
or otherwise. : 


§ 5. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize an Election Held in Berkeley County 
on the Question of Issuing Thirty Thousand ($30,- 
000.00) Dollars of Coupon Bonds for the Purpose of 
Highway Improvement; to Provide for the Payment of 
Said Bonds, and to Appoint Special Commissions to 
Locate Roads Herein Authorized to be Improved. 


Section 1. Special Highway Commission for Berkeley— 
Qualifications, Duties, etc.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
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sembly of the State of South Carolina: There is hereby created 
for Berkeley County to special Highway Commissioners consisting 
of three members each, who shall be appointed by the Governor 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the Berkeley County 
Delegation in the General Assembly. The said Commissions herein 
authorized to be appointed shall reside at or near the roads herein 
authorized to be improved, and each of said Commissions shall have 
special and exclusive jurisdiction of the roads on which, or near 
which, they reside, and the members composing said Commissions 
shall be freeholders and the duties and authority herein conferred 
upon said Commissions shall be only for the purpose of locating 
and relocating the roads herein authorized to be improved, and 
they shall receive for their services only their necessary traveling 
expenses, which shall be paid upon warrant drawn on the County 
Treasurer and approved by the County Highway Commission. 


§ 2. Bond Issue—Purposes.—That the Highway Commis- 
sion of Berkeley County is hereby authorized and directed to issue 
bonds of Berkeley County in the sum of Thirty Thousand ($30,- 
000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which shall be applied as follows: 
Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars shall be expended for the 
purpose of paying for permanent highway improvement on the 
public road in Berkeley County leading from a point on said High- 
way Route No. 46 at St. John’s Church, via Cooper’s Store, and 
New Hope Church, toward Jedburg to Dorchester County line. 
Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars shall be expended for the 
purpose of paying for permanent highway improvement on the pub- 
lic road of Berkeley County beginning on State Highway No. 41, 
at Biggin’s Church, via Frank Wyndham’s, Huger’s Bridge via 
McKnight’s Store and thence to line of Charleston County at or 
near Guerin’s Bridge. 


§ 3. Terms of Bonds—Execution—Tax Exempt.—Said 
bonds shall be of such denominations as the Berkeley County High- 
way Commission shall determine, and shall bear interest at a rate of 
not exceeding five per cent. payable semiannually; they shall be 
serial bonds maturing in equal annual series or installments of three 
bonds each, the first of which annual series or installments shall fall 
due in the year 1927, and the last in the year 1946. Principal and 
interest of the said bonds may be made payable without or within 
the State of South Carolina, and in gold or such other medium of 
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payment as may be indicated on the face of the bonds. -The bonds 
shall be issued as coupon bonds, and signed by the members of the 
Highway Commission and the seal of Berkeley County shall be af- 
fixed to or impressed upon said bonds, but the coupons attached to 
the said bonds need not be authenticated otherwise than by fac- 
simile signature of said members of said Board, etched, lithographed 
or engraved on the bonds. The bonds shall be exempt from all 
State, County, School and Municipal taxes. 


§ 4. Sale.—That said bonds shall be sold to the highest bidder 
upon sealed bids submitted pursuant to advertisement, and shall be 
sold for not less than par and accrued interest to the date of de- 
livery of the bonds. 


§ 5. Tax for Payment.—Until the principal and interest of 
all bonds issued under this Act shall be fully paid, it shall be the 
duty of the County Auditor of Berkeley County to levy and assess 
annually on all taxable property in said County a tax sufficient to 
. pay such principal and interest as they become due, which tax shall 
be annually collected by the County Treasurer and applied by or 
under this direction to the payment of such principal and interest as 
they become due. 


§ 6. Election on Issue—in Event of Unfavorable Vote 
Act not Effective—Expenses.—There shall be an election held 
in the County of Berkeley on the second Tuesday in August, 1925, 
which shall be duly advertised prior to said date, at which election 
’ only qualified electors shall be entitled to vote. The special Com- 
missions herein created shall appoint managers of said election and 
shall prepare ballots which shall read as follows: “For the issue 
of $30,000.00 of bonds for permanent road improvement for Berke- 
ley County” and “Against the issue of $30,000.00 of bonds for 
permanent road improvement for Berkeley County.” Those voting 
in favor of said bonds shall erase the words “Against the issue of 
$30,000.00 bonds for permanent road improvement for Berkeley 
County,” and those voting against the issue of said bonds shall erase 
the words “For the issue of $30,000.00 of bonds for permanent road 
improvement for Berkeley County.” In case a majority of those 
voting at said election shall be in favor of the issue of said bonds, 
then said bonds shall be issued as herein provided for. However, 
in case a majority of those voting at said election shall vote against 
the issue of said bonds, then the terms of this Act shall not go into 
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effect. The expenses of holding said election shall be paid by the 
County Treasurer out of general County funds upon warrant ap- 
proved by the Highway Commission of Berkeley County. 


§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 8. Effective.—This Act shall go into effect January 1, 1926.

Calhoun County. 


Section 1. Calhoun County to Borrow—Purpose—Pro- 
viso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the County Board of Commissioners of Calhoun 
County, consisting of the County Commissioners and the Supervisor, 
are authorized to borrow upon the note or notes of the county exe- 
cuted by the said Board, the sum of Thirty-five Thousand ($35,- 
000.00) Dollars; Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars to be used 
in the completion of the highway along the old State Road from the 
Orangeburg County line to the Metts Cross Road in Calhoun County, 
and Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars to be used in the com- 
pletion of the highway from Metts Cross Road to Southern Rail- 
road Crossing, under the provisions hereof and under the provisions 
of an Act to provide for a State system of hard-surface, top-soil 
and other dependable types of highways in this State, etc., approved 
March 21st, 1924, and designated as Act No. 731, of the Acts of 
1924: Provided, That the said sum shall not be borrowed by the said 
County Board of Commissioners unless it be necessary in order to 
complete the portion of the highway above designated; and, Pro-

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act Relating to the 
High School of Charleston Approved December 17, 
1881, and the Act Amendatory Thereof Approved 
February 4, 1921, by Adding Thereto Three Sections 
Providing for the Inclusion of the Boys’ High School 
of Charleston in the Public School System of the City 
of Charleston, Said Sections to be Known as Sections 
6, 7, and 8. 


Section 1. Acts (1881, XVII, Stats. 555) and Act (1921, 
XXXII, Stats. 563), Amended—Transfer of Property of 
Boys’ High School of Charleston—Powers of Trustees.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That an Act entitled “An Act Relating to the High School of 
Charleston, approved December 17, 1881, as amended by an Act 
February 4, 1921, be amended by adding thereto three sections to 
be known as Sections 6, 7 and 8, which shall read as follows: 


Section 6. That the Boys High School of Charleston, South 
Carolina, be, and the same is hereby, included in, made and declared 
to be a part of the Public School System of the City of Charleston, 
and the trustees of the High School of Charleston are hereby au- 
thorized, empowered and directed to convey, transfer and deliver to 
the City Board of Public School Commissioners, its successors and 
assigns, all of the property, real, personal and mixed, money, choses 
in action,-contracts, annuities, accounts, bills receivable and other 
assets of the said The Trustees of the High School of Charleston, 
and the said City Board of Public School Commissioners is hereby 
authorized and directed to receive the said Boys.High School of 
Charleston and all the property and assets aforesaid of the said The 
Trustees of the High School of Charleston into and manage, control 
and administer same in all respects as a part of the Public School 
System of Charleston, said City Board of Public School Commis- 
sioners being hereby vested with the same and like powers, duties, 
authority and privileges over said Boys High School of Charleston 
and said property and assets of the said The Trustees of the High 
School of Charleston as fully, effectually and to the same extent as 
the said City Board of Public School Commissioners has over the 
Public Schools and the Public School System of the said City of 
Charleston, with full power and authority to sell at public or private 
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sale and by good and sufficient deed, bill of sale, assignment or 
other instrument of writing, convey in fee simple and deliver or 
. mortgage or lease the aforesaid property and assets as a whole or 
in parcels at such times and for such amounts and upon such terms 
and for such purposes, including the making of investments, changes 
in investment and reinvestments or otherwise, as the said The City 
Board of Public School Commissioners in its discretion shall deter- 
mine to be for the best interests of the said Public School System 
of the City of Charleston. The proceeds arising from any such 
sales, transfers, assignments, mortgages, leases or other disposition 
as aforesaid of said property and assets, to be applied and used by 
the said City Board of Public School Commissioners in its adminis- 
tration and for the benefit of the Public School System of the City 
of Charleston, without responsibility upon any purchaser or other 
transferee of the aforesaid property or assets for the proper appli- 
cation by the said City Board of Public School Commissioners of 
the funds realized therefrom. That the said City Board of Public 
School Commissioners are authorized and empowered to receive and 
hold donations, devises, bequests and legacies for the benefit and use 
of said Boys High School of Charleston or any other school or 
schools within the Public School System of the City of Charleston. 


Section 7, That all the powers, duties, authority and privileges 
of the said The Trustees of the High School of Charleston of and 
over the said Boys High School and the aforesaid property and as- 
sets of said Board of Trustees are hereby abrogated and annulled 
except that the Charter thereof and the said Board shall continue in 
existence for the purpose of recommending to the Governor of the 
State two (2) School Commissioners to be appointed by the said 
Governor in accordance with the provisions of Section 2701 of Vol- 
ume 3 of the 1922 Code of Laws of South Carolina: Provided, 
however, That nothing in this section shall affect any contract with 
or annuities to said Board of Trustees directed to be transferred as 
aforesaid to the City Board of Public Schoo! Commissioners. 


Section 8. That all Acts, or parts of Acts, especially the pro- 
visions of the aforesaid Act of 1881 relating to the High School of 
Charleston and the Act of 1921 amendatory thereof inconsistent with 
the provisions of Section Six, Seven and Eight hereby enacted be, 
and the same are hereby, repealed and this Act shall be deemed a 
public Act and shall take effect the first day of July, 1925.

Section 1. Work of Board of Commissioners of Santee

ended and said Board is hereby declared dissolved and the mem- 
bers thereof discharged from further service as such and the bonds 
required of them under the aforesaid Act are hereby cancelled, and 
all of the actings and doings of said Board of Commissioners are 
hereby ratified, approved and confirmed.

AN ACT to Amend a Joint Resolution Known as “A Joint 
Resolution to Create a Cooper River Ferry Commission, 
etc.,” No. 846, Approved March 5th, 1924, by Chang- 
ing the Provisions of Said Joint Resolution so as to 
Provide for Rules and Regulations and Fares and 
Freight Rates as May be Necessary and to Further 
Provide for the Duties and Compensation of the Mem- 
bers of the Ferry Commission. 


Section 1. Joint Resolution (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 1548), 
Amended—Personnel, Powers, Duties, etc., of Cooper River 
Ferry Commission.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That a Joint Resolution entitled “A 
Joint Resolution to Create a Cooper River Ferry Commission and to 
Authorize, Empower and Direct Them to Operate a Public Ferry in 
Charleston County from the City of Charleston to Mount Pleasant 
or to the Mainland to the West Therefrom at or Near Hog Island 
and to Sullivan’s Island, all of Which Places are in Charleston 
County ;.to Provide for the Construction and Maintenance of Vehic- 
ular Communication from the Eastern Terminus of said Ferry to 

’ Mount Pleasant and Between Sullivan’s Island and Mount Pleasant ; 
to Provide for the Borrowing of Money by the County of Charles- 
ton for the Purchase and Construction of Wharves, Landings, Boats, 
Roads, Approaches, Embankments, Trestles, and Bridges Adjacent 
and Appurtenant Thereto and for the Maintenance and Operation 
of Same; and for the Carrying Out Such Projects to Arrange for 
the Borrowing of Money by the County of Charleston and to Pro- 
vide for a Tax Levy to Meet the Interest and Create a Sinking 
Fund” be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking from Section 
1 on lines thirteen (13) and fourteen (14) the words “The Senator 
from Charleston County shall be ex officio a member of the Com- 
mission,” so that said section, when so amended, shall read as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. That there is hereby created a Commission to be 
known as the Cooper River Ferry Commission, to consist of seven 
members, of whom two shall be freeholders of the Town of Mount 
Pleasant, South Carolina, County of Charleston, and shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon recommendation of the Town Coun- 
cil of Mount Pleasant, South Carolina; two of whom shall be free- 
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holders of the City of Charleston, and shall be appointed by the 
Governor upon recommendation of the City Council of Charleston, 
and three of whom shall be freeholders of the County of Charleston 
and shall be appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of 
the majority of the Legislative Delegation of Charleston. The 
terms of Office of said Commissioners shall be four years or until 
their successors shall be appointed and qualified. Vacancies in the 
number of the Commissioners caused by death, resignation, removal 
or otherwise shall be filled in the same manner as the original ap- 
pointments. Each member of the Commission shall give bond to 
the Cooper River Ferry Commission in the sum of Ten Thousand 
($10,000.00) Dollars, in a surety or bonding company of recognized 
standing for the faithful discharge of his duties, the premium on said 
bond to be paid out of the funds in the hands of the Commission. 


§ 2. Said Act is further amended by striking out Section 2 there- 
of and inserting in lieu thereof to be known as Section 2 the follow- 
ing: : 

Section 2. That the Commission shall elect one of their members 
as Chairman. ‘The said Commission shall have full and complete 
power to employ a general manager, who may also serve as secretary 
of the Commission, engineers, and such other agents and servants 
whose services may be deemed by the Commission necessary or 
useful in carrying out the purposes of this Joint Resolution. The 
members of the Commission shall, for their services, receive the 
following compensation, payable out of the’ funds of the Commis- 
sion: The Chairman shall receive Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars, and 
every other member of the Commission shall receive Five ($5.00) 
Dollars per day for every day in attendance at meetings of the Com- 
mission, no Commissioner being allowed to charge for more than 
forty (40) days in any one year. Persons appointed or employed by 
the Commission, not of their own number, shall receive such com- 
pensation as may be fixed by the Commission. The said Commis- 
sion is hereby vested with full authority, in the name of Charleston 
County, to bring any proceedings, suit or action for injury or dam- 
age to the wharves, landings, boats, approaches, embankments, tres- 
tles and bridges necessary to the establishment, maintenance and 
operation of the public ferry across the Cooper River, or with the 
establishment or maintenance of a public thoroughfare crossing Cove 
Inlet from Mount Pleasant, South Carolina, to Sullivan’s Island, 
South Carolina, or affecting the rights, in any way, appertaining 
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thereto, and to defend any proceedings, suit or action against said 
county, the subject of which involves the wharves, landings, boats, 
approaches, embankments, trestles or bridges necessary to the estab- 
lishment, maintenance and operation of the public ferry across the 
Cooper River and the construction and maintenance of the public 
thoroughfare crossing Cove Inlet from Mount Pleasant, South 
Carolina, to Sullivan’s Island, South Carolina, or the use thereof, 
in the said county. 


§ 3. That said Act be further amended by striking out Section 
8 thereof and inserting in lieu thereof the following to be known as 
Section 8: 


Section 8. ‘The Commission shall have full and complete power 
to make rules and regulations for the proper use of the property 
under the control of the Commission by the public, with full power 
to grant rights of way for any railroad across or on the wharves, 
bridges and causeways under the control of the Commission. The 
Commission shall fix such fares for passengers and vehicles, per 
trip, on such ferry, and such rates for freight, per trip, as shall in 
their opinion be sufficient to cover the cost of the operation of the 
said ferry and of the expenses of the Commission and the ordinary 
upkeep of its property, but may issue commutation tickets at special 
rates.

AN ACT to Authorize the City Council of Charleston to 
Fund Certain of its Outstanding Indebtedness Existing 
at this Time by the Issuance of Not Exceeding Three 
Hundred and Sixty Thousand ($360,000.00) Dollars of 
Coupon Notes of the City Council of Charleston, and to 
Provide a Penalty for the Diversion of the Proceeds of 
Said Notes From the Purposes for Which Issued. 


Section 1. Issue of Funding Notes by City of Charleston 
—Use of Proceeds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
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the State of South Carolina: That the City Council of Charleston, 
Charleston County, South Carolina, is hereby authorized and: em- 
powered to issue its coupon notes not exceeding Three Hundred 
and Sixty Thousand ($360,000.00) Dollars, the said notes to be in 
such denominations, bear such rate of interest and be payable in 
such annual series or installments, as may be fixed by City Council, 
the last of which shall be payable not more than forty (40) years 
after the date thereof; the proceeds thereof to be deposited with 
City Treasurer as a replacement of funds heretofore taken from City 
Treasurer by City Council and used for purposes other than those 
for which the taxes represented thereby were levied and collected. 


§ 2. Tax for Payment.—There shall be levied and collected 
annually as other city taxes are collected a sum sufficient to pay the 
interest and principal on said notes as they respectively mature. 


§ 3. Diversion of Funds a Misdemeanor.—When said funds 
shall be so replaced, if they shall be diverted from the purposes for 
which deposited with City Treasurer, it shall be a misdemeanor for 
which the Mayor and City Treasurer shall be liable, and which shall 
be punishable upon conviction by imprisonment of not less than one 
year or more than five years and a fine of not less than One Thou- 
sand Dollars or more than Five Thousand Dollars, both or either in 
the discretion of the Court. 


§ 4. Execution of Notes and Coupons.—The notes shall be 
signed by the Mayor and City Treasurer, attested by the City Clerk 
under the corporate seal of the City of Charleston, and the interest 
coupons attached to said notes shall be signed with the facsimile 
signature of the City Treasurer lithographed or engraved thereon. 


§ 5. Sale.—The notes shall be sold after such advertisement 
thereof as may. be directed by City Council in the ordinance author- 
izing the issuance of the same.

AN ACT to Authorize the City Council of Charleston, 
Charleston County, South Carolina, to Issue Certificates 
Evidencing the Indebtedness Due to the Said City 
Council of Charleston for Taxes Due and Unpaid by 
Taxpayers of the City of Charleston, South Carolina, 
and to Sell, Hypothecate or Pledge Said Certificates 
and Upon Such Sale, Hypothecation or Pledge to As- 
sign the Same and in the Name of the City of Charles- 
ton to Guarantee the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Issue by City of Charleston of Certificates 
Against Unpaid Taxes — Sale or Pledge — Guarantee — 
Payment—Execution.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: The City Council of Charleston, 
Charleston County, is hereby authorized and empowered from time 
to time to issue its certificates evidencing the amount of taxes or 
portions thereof which may have been levied against property in 
the City of Charleston, Charleston County, South Carolina, and 
which are past due and unpaid, and to sell, hypothecate or pledge 
said certificates, and upon such sale, hypothecation or pledge to as- 
sign the same and to guarantee in the name of the City Council of 
Charleston to the holder thereof the payment of the indebtedness 
evidenced thereby, at a place and time designated in such guarantee: 
Provided, however, That when the taxes evidenced by said certifi- 
cates are collected they shall be applied solely to the retirement of 
the same until all of said certificates are retired in full; and, Pro- 
vided, further, That in the event at any time sufficient of the said 
‘due and unpaid taxes have not been collected to meet the payment, 
to the holder of such certificates, of the amount which is to be paid 
under the guarantee endorsed on said certificates at the time such 
guarantee provides for payment, the City Council of Charleston 
shall forthwith levy and collect a tax upon all taxable property in 
the City of Charleston, which, added to the collections made on such 
due and unpaid taxes, will make a sum sufficient to meet the pay- 
ment of the amount due on the certificates then maturing ; such cer- 
tificates shall have attached to them interest coupons certifying that 
the City Council of Charleston will pay to the holder thereof the 
amount of interest therein- stated, which interest shall be fixed by 
City Council in the ordinance authorizing the issuance of said cer- 
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tificates, and to meet the payment of said interest there shall be in- 
cluded in the general tax levy of each year in which such interest is 
due, as a part of the ordinary expenses of City Council, a sufficient 
tax to meet the payment thereof. The guarantee of City Council 
endorsed on said certificates shall provide the date on which the 
holder of said certificates may require payment thereof, and such 
time shall be fixed as in the opinion of City Council it is probable 
that the collection of said due and unpaid taxes will enable the same 
to be paid. The certificates and the guarantee and assignment en- 
dorsed thereon shall be signed, respectively, by the Mayor and City 
Treasurer and attested by the Clerk of Council under the seal of 
the City of Charleston, and the interest coupons attached to said 
certificates shall be signed with the facsimile signature of City Treas- 
urer lithographed or engraved thereon.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for 
a Bond Issue for the Township of Christ Church Parish, 
in the County of Charleston, Not Exceeding in Amount 
One Hundred and Fifty Thousand ($150,000.00) Dol- 
lars, to Secure a Railroad Into and Through the Same, 
and to Provide for the Creation of a Commission in 
Connection Therewith and Define its Powers and to 
Provide for a Sinking Fund Therefor, and Also for an 
Election to Determine the Same’? Approved the 8th 
Day of February, A. D. 1923, by Adding an Amend- 
ment to Said Act as to the Powers of the Commission 
Named Therein, and Further Providing for a Valida- 
tion of the Election Heretofore Held Pursuant to the 
Terms of Said Act. 


Section 1. Act (1923, XXXIII, Stats. 564), Amended— 
Railroad in Christ Church Parish.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 5 of 
an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for a Bond Issue for the Town- 
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ship of Christ Church Parish, in the County of Charleston, not Ex- 
ceeding in Amount One Hundred and Fifty Thousand ($150,000.00) 
Dollars, to Secure a Railroad Into and Through the Same, and to 
Provide for the Creation of a Commission in Connection Therewith 
and Define its Powers and to Provide for a Sinking Fund Therefor, 
and Also for an Election to Determine the Same,” approved the 8th 
day of February, A. D. 1923, and known as Act No. 290, passed at 
the session of the General Assembly of 1923, be, and the same is 
hereby, amended by striking out on lines 15, 16 and 17 of Section 
5 of said Act as published in the Statutes at Large of South Caro- 
lina, the words “duly operating and under the supervision and con- 
trol of the Railroad Commissioners of the State of South Carolina” 
and inserting in lieu thereof the following, “duly chartered under the 
laws of the State of South Carolina,” so that said section, when 
so amended, shall read as follows: 


Section 5. That S. G. Venning, Younge Simmons, Henry T. 
Foster, J. C. Kinsey and John Murrell, all of Charleston County, be, 
and they are hereby, created and constituted a commission, to be 
known as “Christ Church Parish Commission,” whereof S. G. Ven- - 
ning shall be Chairman. They shall be commissioned by the Gov- 
ernor and shall hold office until their successors are nominated and 
appointed as hereinafter provided. Their term of office shall be 
four (4) years, and their successors shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Senators and 
members of the Legislature from Charleston County. They shall 
have power to adopt a seal, to make such contracts for the sale of 
said bonds or other disposal of the same or such part thereof as may 
be necessary in their judgment to effect the purpose of their crea- 
tion. ‘They shall have the power to contract with any railroad cor- 
poration duly chartered under the laws of the State of South Caro- 
lina, to construct, erect and maintain a railroad from a point in 
Berkeley County, in and through the Township of Christ Church 
Parish, in and through the Town of Mount Pleasant on Charleston 
Harbor, and for that purpose shall have the right either to pay over 
to the said railroad corporation the net proceeds of the sale of the 
said bonds in full or in part, and in such installments as they see fit, 
or else to deliver the said bonds in part or in whole to such railroad 
corporation, when and in their judgment such proportion of the 
railroad has been completed as the part of cash or bonds shall prop- 
erly represent: Provided, however, That they shall reserve at least 
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fifty per cent of the cash or bonds and not pay over or deliver the 
same until the completion of the said proposed railroad, its accept- 
ance by the Railroad Commission and when and only when adequate 
traffic arrangements have been concluded between the said Commis- 
sion and the said railroad corporation. 


§ 2. Bonds of Township Validated.—That all acts and pro- 
ceedings had and taken by the Board of County Commissioners of 
Charleston County in calling and holding a special election on the 
31st day of March, 1923, duly submitted to the qualified voters in the 
Township of Christ Church Parish, in Charleston County, under the 
provisions of the Act referred to in Section 1 hereof, be, and the 
same are hereby, validated, ratified and confirmed, notwithstanding 
any irregularities or omissions in the conduct of said election or the 
issuance and sale of said bonds. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval

AN ACT to Provide for the Establishment and Maintenance 
of a County Police System for Charleston County. 


Section 1. County Police System for Charleston County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: There is hereby created a County Police System for the 
County of Charleston. 


§ 2. Policemen — Chief — Traffic Officers —- Pay. — 
There shall be ten County Policemen for the County of Charleston, ° 
one of whom shall be appointed as Chief thereof as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and two of whom shall be designated as County Traffic of- 
ficers by the Commission, and who shall be specifically charged with 
enforcement of the traffic laws on the road of the county; nine of 
whom shall receive a salary of One Hundred and Twenty-five 
($125.00) Dollars per month and the Chief shall receive a salary of 
One Hundred and Fifty ($150.00) Dollars per month, payable on 
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the last day of each calendar month by the County Treasurer of 
Charleston County out of the ordinary county funds as other sal- 
aries are paid. 


§ 3. County Police Commission.—There is hereby created 
a Board to be known as the County Police Commission of Charles- 
ton County which shall consist of three reputable citizens of the 
county who shall be appointed by the Governor upon the recom- 
mendation of a majority of the Charleston County Delegation of 
the General Assembly. Each Commissioner shall serve for a term 
of six years, and until his successor shall have been appointed and 
qualifies, and shall receive as compensation for his services a per 
diem of Five ($5.00) Dollars for each day he shall attend a meeting 
of the Commission for not exceeding twelve meetings in any one 
year, such compensation shall be paid by the County Treasurer out 
of the ordinary county funds upon the order of the Chairman of 
said Commission. The first Commission constituted under the 
terms of this Act shall be appointed, one member thereof for a term 
of two years, one for a term of four years, and one for a term of 
six years, and thereafter for six years. The Commission shall 
elect its own Chairman and its own Secretary from among its num- 
ber. 


§ 4. Powers and Duties of Sheriff—of Chief—of Com- 
‘mission.—-The County police force shall be at all times subject to 
orders of the Sheriff of Charleston County and he shall be responsi- 
ble for the discipline and proper discharge of duties of the County 
Policemen. The said Sheriff shall appoint one of the said police- 
men as Chief of the said force with power at any time for cause to 
reduce the said Chief to the ranks and appoint another of the County 
Policemen as Chief in his stead. The said Chief, in addition to his 
regular duties as a County Policeman, shall have command of the 
said policemen under the Sheriff, with power, however, to the 
Sheriff to give orders directly to the policemen. The said Commis- 
sion shall appoint the County Policemen and have the power to dis- 

"miss or suspend without pay or as a fine deduct and withhold a part 
of the pay of any or all of such County Policemen and shall make 
rules and regulations for their government and control. 


§ 5. Qualifications of Policemen—Equipment—Allow- 
ances.—The said policemen shall have been bona fide residents of 
Charleston County for at least one year before appointment and - 
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shall be able-bodied men of good habits, not addicted to the use of 
alcoholic liquors and drugs. Each of the said policemen, including 
the Chief, shall be required to provide himself with such uniform 
as the Commission shall prescribe, and a suitable automobile, and a 
telephone in his, residence, where practicable. For the maintenance 
of all of which he shall receive an additional allowance of Twenty- 
five ($25.00) Dollars per month, 


§ 6. Jurisdiction of Police—Powers—Failure to Assist, a 
Misdemeanor.—The Jurisdiction of all said County policemen to 
make arrests for the violation of the criminal laws of this State shall 
extend over the entire County of Charleston, and shall have author- 
ity for any suspected crime, whether upon view or prompt informa- 
tion or complaint to arrest without warrants, and, in pursuit of the 
criminal, to enter houses or break therein, in their own county, and 
shall have authority to summon the posse comitatus to assist in en- 
forcing the law, and any citizen who shall fail to respond or render 
assistance when so summoned shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 
upon conviction, be punished by imprisonment for not more than 
thirty (30) days or a fine of not more than One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars. 


§ 7. Duties of Police.—The general duties of the said County 
Policemen shall be to patrol the roads when not otherwise engaged, 
quell all disorders, enforce all laws with special attention to the 
traffic laws, serve as Magistrates’ Constables in rural districts when 
required to do so by said Magistrates, and generally to apprehend any 
violators of the law, and give such assistance as in their power, to 
the Sheriff and Magistrates and their Constables, and they are 
hereby given all authority to make arrests, searches and seizures as 
are now possessed by Constables and Policemen. 


§ 8. Oath—Copy of Act.—Each of said policemen, before 
receiving his commission, shall, in addition to the oath of office re- 
quired by law, take and subscribe to the following oath or affirma- 
tion, to wit: “I do further solemnly swear, or affirm, that during 
the term of office as policeman I will study the Act creating my office 
and prescribing my duties, and will endeavor to inform myself of 
the criminal laws of this State, both statutory and common law per- 
taining to my duties, and will be alert and vigilant to enforce the 
same, and to detect and bring to punishment every violation of the 

‘same within my county, and will conduct myself at all times with 
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due consideration to all persons and will not impose upon the weak 
or ignorant. So help me, God.” That a copy of said Act and oath 
of office, in a convenient pocket pamphlet, shall be furnished by the 
Sheriff to each policeman in the county. 


§ 9. Bond.—That each of said Policemen shall, before entering 
upon the duties of his office, enter into a bond with good surety, to 
be approved by the County Board of Commissioners and the Clerk 
of Court, payable to the county, in the sum of Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of his 
duties and for such damages as may be sustained by reason of his 
malfeasance in his office or abusing his authority, and it shall be the 
duty of the County Police Commission of Charleston County and the 
Grand Jury of the County to investigate promptly any complaint 
made against such policemen for neglect of duty or for misuse of 
power ; and'said bond to be filed with and kept by the Clerk of Court. 


§ 10. Repealing Clause.—All Acts or parts of Acts, includ- 
ing Act No. 860 of the Laws of 1924, are hereby repealed. 


§ 11. Effective.—This Act shall take effect on July 1, 1925.

AN ACT to Authorize the Sanitary and Drainage Commis- 
sion of Charleston County, for and on Behalf of 
Charleston County, to Condemn Lands for the Purpose 
of Opening a New Public Road or Roads in Charleston 
County and in Order to Avoid or Lessen Railroad Cross- 
ings to Exchange with Railroad Companies Said Lands, 
or Parts Thereof so Condemned for Parts of Rights of 
Way or Lands of Said Railroad Companies, on Which 
Rights of Way and Lands Such New Public Road or 
Roads Are to be Located, and the Location of Said 
Railroad Companies to be Partly Transferred to the 
Lands so condemned. 


Section 1. Condemnation by Sanitary and Drainage 
Cemmission of Charleston County — Exchange of Lands 
Condemned — Actions for Damages. — Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Sanitary 
and Drainage Commission of Charleston County is hereby author- 
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ized and empowered for the purpose of opening up a new public road 
or roads in Charleston County to condemn for and on behalf of 
Charleston County, under the provisions of Section 2907 of Volume 
3, Civil Code of South Carolina, 1922, such lands as may be neces- 
sary therefor, and if it appears that the crossing of railroad tracks 
can be avoided or lessened by the exchange with any railroad com- 
pany or companies of the lands, or part thereof, so condemned for 
rights of way, or parts thereof, or lands of said railroad companies, 
all or any of them, so that the new public road or roads will be con- 
structed on such rights of way or part thereof, and land, or the right 
of way or part thereof of the railroad company or companies, all or 
any of them, transferred, all or in part, to the lands so condemned 
Charleston County is hereby authorized and empowered to make 
such exchange, and the conveyance by Charleston County of said 
lands or part thereof, so condemned, to said railroad companies, all 
or any of them, shall vest in said railroad company or companies 
the title thereto, and the said railroad company or companies shall 
have the right to at once enter upon and take possession of said 
lands so condemned, and any proceedings contesting the right to 
so enter upon and take possession of said lands shall be brought 
by the owners or parties aggrieved against Charleston County, and 
the damages assessed, if any, shall be against Charleston County and 
not the railroad companies, and such damages shall be limited solely 
to the value of the land so taken and any actual damages suffered 
as may be found by the Court or jury under the provisions of said 
Section 2907.

and Drainage Commission.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Item 2 of Section 1 
of an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for 
Charleston County for School, County and Other Purposes and Di- 
rect the Expenditure Thereof, and Relating to Other County Mat- 
ters of Charleston County,” be amended by striking out the last 
sentence thereof, as follows: “The Senator from Charleston County 
shall be ex officio a member of the Sanitary and Drainage Commis- 
sion without vote or recompense either by way of salary or per diem 
nor shall he be paid for any expenses and shall not hold any office in 
or under said Commission.”

Section 1. Lien of City Taxes in City of Charleston— 
Record.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the City Council of Charleston shall be, and 
they are hereby, vested with power and authority to make any tax 
hereafter imposed by them, a lien paramount to all other liens, ex- 
cept taxes imposed by the State and by the County of Charleston, 
which may exist or may thereafter attach to any real property in 
reference to which the tax is levied; and the said lien shall remain 
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in force as a paramount lien for the term of ten years: Provided; 
That no such lien shall exist unless the amount of taxes claimed 
against each piece of property be recorded in a book kept for that 
purpose, showing the name of the owner, an accurate description of 
the property, and the amount of taxes claimed, which book shall be 
kept in the office of the City Treasurer, and be open to the inspec- 
tion of the public; and the City Treasurer shall be required to give 
certificate of what taxes are due against any person, and on what 
piece of property, on the demand of.any person, for which he shail 
be allowed to charge a fee of twenty-five cents for each name. 


§ 2. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed.

Section 1. Issue of Road Bonds by Cherokee County— 
Terms—-Execution.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the Cherokee County Road 
Commission, consisting of W. E. Peeler, Chairman; A. W. Love, 
and J. D. Jeffries, and their successors in office, be, and the same is 
hereby, authorized to issue for top-soil road improvement and 
bridges in Cherokee County serial bonds not to exceed the sum of 
Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars, maturing Two Thousand 
($2,000.00) Dollars in 1935, and Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dol- 
lars each year thereafter for nine (9) years. Said bonds to bear 
interest payable semiannually not to exceed six (6) per cent, and to 
be sold in denominations of Five Hundred $500.00) Dollars, dated 
March 1, 1925. Said bonds to be issued without a vote of the peo- 
ple of the county, and the funds derived therefrom to be used in the 
improvement of such roads as the Cherokee County Road Commis- 
sion may designate. The said bonds shall be signed by the mem- 
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bers of the Commission under the seal of Cherokee County: Pro- 
vided, That the signature of the officials may be lithographed or 
printed on the interest coupons. 


§ 2. Tax for Payment.—Until the principal and interest of 
all bonds issued under this Act shall be fully paid, it shall be the 
duty of the County Auditor of Cherokee County to levy and assess 
annually on all taxable property of said county a tax sufficient to pay 
such principal and interest as they respectively become due; which 
tax shall be annually collected by the County Treasurer of Cherokee 
County and turned over to the Sinking Fund Commission of Chero- 
kee County to be applied by said Commission to the payment of 
such principal and interest as they respectively fall due. 


§ 3. Bonds Tax Exempt.—Said bonds shall be exempt from 
all State, county, school and municipal taxes.

an Election on the Question of Issue of Coupon Bonds 
of Said District Not to Exceed One Hundred Thousand 
Dollars and to Direct the Expenditure Thereof, and to 
Provide for the Election of a High School Board of 
Trustees for the Centralized District. 


Section 1. High School District in Cherokee County.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
’ fina: That School Districts No. 1, Antioch; No. 3, Hopewell; No. 
4, King’s Creek; No. 5, Broad River; No. 6, Buffalo; No. 8, Holly 
Grove; No. 9, Blacksburg, of Cherokee County, as now constituted, 
are hereby declared to be a high school district, that is to say, a 
body corporate, and the trustees, as hereinafter provided for, are 
hereby declared to be the High School Board of Trustees, and as 
such are hereby authorized and empowered to establish a central 
high school for the seven (7) school districts, in the Town of Blacks- 
burg, and the consolidated high school, when so established, shall be 
entitled to all the privileges and benefits of rural centralized high 
schools approved and accepted by the State Board of Education. 


§ 2. Trustees.—The High School Board of Trustees, as here- 
in provided for, shall consist of three (3) members. These three 
(3) trustees shall be elected by the present trustees of the districts 
herein enumerated at a meeting to be held not later than May 1, 1925, 
at the call of the County Superintendent of Education of Cherokee 
County, who shall preside over the said meeting. These three (3) 
trustees shall be elected from the territory of the districts herein 
centralized for high school purposes, irrespective of the district 
from which they shall come: Provided, however, That at least one 
of the trustees so elected is a resident of School District No. Nine 
(9), commonly known as Blacksburg School District. 


§ 3. Election on Bond Issue.—The Trustees of the central- 
ized high school district, when elected as herein provided, shall 
order and hold an election on the question of issuing One Hundred 
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Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars in coupon bonds of the centralized 
school districts. That this election shall be held at such place or 
places in said school districts as may be designated by the trustees, 
at which election only the qualified voters residing in said school 
districts shall be allowed to vote; the said trustees shall give notice 
of such election by at least two publications of such notice in a 
newspaper published in said county and by posting notices in three 
public places in said school districts, the first insertion being not less 
than ten days before the said election, and the said notice shall 
designate the time and place or places at which the election will be 
held; and the said trustees shall appoint the managers of such elec- 
tion, receive the returns and declare the result. 


§ 4. No Petition Nor Plat Required.—No petition for the 
holding of said election or the making and filing of the plat of said 
school district shall be required as a prerequisite to the holding of 
said election or the issuance of said bonds. 


§ 5. Ballots.—The said Trustees shall have printed and pro- 
vided for the use of the voters a sufficient number of ballots, which 
shall be placed at the voting place or places, on which shall be 
printed the words “For the Issue of Centralized High School Bonds” 
and the words “Against the Issue of Centralized High School Bonds” 
and the elector voting for the issue of school bonds shall strike out 
the words “Against the Issue of Centralized High School Bonds” 
and the elector voting against the issue of school bonds shall strike 
out the words “For the Issue of Centralized High School Bonds.” 


§ 6. Terms of Bonds.—I{ a majority of the votes cast at such 
election shall be in favor of the issue of the bonds said trustees shall 
issue the bonds or so much thereof, as they may deem advisable. 
The bonds so issued shall bear a rate of interest not exceeding six 
(6%) per cent per annum, payable semiannually and shall be pay- 
able, both principal and interest, at such place as the trustees may 
prescribe therein. The bonds shall also mature at such dates and in 
such proportion as the trustees may deem best: Provided, however, 
That not more than ten per cent of the said bonds shall mature in 
not less than ten years from the date of issue. The bonds may be 
sold by said trustees at private sale, either with or without advertise- 
ment for bids thereon, as in the discretion of the said trustees may 
be advisable,

Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIH, Stats. 1605), Amended— 
Bonds of Members of Colleton County Road Commission.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Section 2 of an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for 
the Issuance of Coupon Bonds for Sand and Clay Road Building and 
Permanent Bridges by Colleton County, and to Provide for a Com- 
mission to Expend the Proceeds Thereof,” passed at the regular 
Session of the General Assembly of 1924, and Approved by the 
Governor on the 24th day of March, A. D., 1924, be, and the same 
is hereby, amended by striking out the words and figures “Ten 
Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars” in line fifteen thereof, and sub- 
stituting in lieu thereof the words and figures “Twenty-five Hun- 
dred ($2,500.00) Dollars,” so that said Section when amended will 
read as follows: 


“Section 2. The persons hereinafter named shall constitute the 
Board of Commissioners, to be known as the “Colleton County Road 
Commission,” and shall have charge of the carrying out of the 
provisions of this Act. In case of a vacancy in said Commission, 
by death, resignation or otherwise, such vacancy shall be filled by 
appointment of the Governor upon the recommendation of a ma- 
jority of the members of the County Road Commission. ‘The Gov- 
ernor shall have power to remove any member of the Commission 
for cause, and to fill the vacancy as above provided for. The Com- 
mission shall serve for a term of three (3) years, and until the pro- 
visions of this Act are completely carried out and nothing further 
remains for them to do. Each member of the Commission shall 
give bond in some bonding company licensed to do business in this 
State, in the sum of Twenty-five Hundred ($2,500.00) Dollars, and 
the Commission may require bond of each of its employees, as, in its 
discretion, may seem advisable, in such amounts as said Commission 
may fix. The premiums on said bonds of this Commission and its 
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employees shall be paid from the funds derived from said bond 
issue.”

Section 1. High School District of Colleton County to 
Borrow—Notes—Security.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of the 
Cottageville High School District, composed of Cottageville School 
District No. 23 and Red Oak School District No. 48, in ‘Colleton 
County, be and are hereby authorized, directed and empowered to 
borrow a sum of money not exceeding Twelve Hundred ($1,200.00) 
Dollars, at a rate of interest not exceeding Seven (7%) per cent 
per annum, payable in four equal annual installments, with interest 
thereon from the date thereof, and to give the note or notes of the 
said High School District therefor. The said Trustees are au- 
thorized to pledge for the payment of said note or notes any general 
or special taxes belonging to or to belong to said School District 
until said note or notes, together with the interest, are paid in full. 


§ 2. Tax for Payment.—That the County Auditor of Colle- 
ton County, upon being notified by the said trustees that the said 
sum has been borrowed, shall levy annually until paid a tax against 
the property of the said school district, sufficient to pay the said 
notes, with interest thereon, when the same shall become due. 


§ 3. Time of Borrowing—Use.—That the said sum shall be 
borrowed on or before the First day of May, 1925, and shall be 
used by the said trustees in paying the back indebtedness of the said 
high school district, and for operating the high schools in the said 
district.

AN ACT to Authorize the Sale of the Society Hill Bridge 
and Approaches. 


Section 1. Sale of Society Hill Bridge, etc., Authorized— 
Provisos.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Society Hill Bridge Board is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to sell, convey and transfer to the State 
Highway Department of South Carolina the Society Hill bridge and 
the approaches thereto, constructed under and by authority of an 
Act to create the Society Hill Bridge Board, etc., approved March 
5th, 1924, being Act No. 883 of the Acts of 1924. The said sale, 
conveyance and transfer shall be upon such terms and conditions 
as may be agreed upon by the said Society Hill Bridge Board and 
the State Highway Department: Provided, That the total amount 
received by said Society Hill Bridge Board for such sale shall be 
sufficient to retire all bonds and pay all indebtedness incurred in the 
building of said bridge and approaches: Provided, further, That 
such sale shall not become effective until the sale and the conditions 
therecf shall be approved by a majority vote of the qualified elec- 
tors residing in Hartsville and Society Hill Townships in Darling- 
ton County, and by a majority of the qualified electors residing in 
the Society Hill Bridge District in Marlboro County. 


§ 2. Use of Purchase Price.—The funds received from the 
sale of said bridge and approaches shall be applied by the Society 
Hill Bridge Board to the payment of all outstanding bonds issued, 
or indebtedness incurred for the purpose of building or improving 
said bridge and approaches and appurtenances thereto. Any funds 
received in excess of said bonds and indebtedness shall be applied 
as now provided by law for tolls received in excess of paying said 
bonds and indebtedness and the maintenance of said bridge and ap- 
proaches. 


§ 3. Present Operation to Continue Until Sale.—Until 
such sale, conveyance and transfer shall become effective, the So- 
ciety Hill Bridge Board shall continue to charge tolls as now pro- 
vided by law, and to maintain and improve, as it may deem neces- 
sary or expedient, said bridge and approaches from the old river 
road at Dyer’s Hill to the Cheraw and Darlington road at Society 
Hill.

AN ACT to Validate the Proceedings Had in the Creation, 
Organization, Administration and Maintenance of 
Jeffries Creek Drainage District in Darlington, County; 
to Validate the Report of Appraisal Commissioners; 
to Validate the Assessments Against Property in Said 
District Made and Levied in Pursuance Upon Said Re- 
port; to Equalize the Lien of Drainage Taxes with the 
Lien of Taxes for State, County, School and Road Pur- 
poses; and to Validate Any Bonds Issued by the Board 
of Supervisors of Said District. 


Section 1. Organization of Jeffries Creek Drainage 
District in Darlington County.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all proceedings had 
in the formation, creation, organization, administration and main- 
tenance of Jeffries Creek Drainage District in Darlington County, 
including those in which the decree incorporating said district was 
amended by decree dated January 10th, 1925. The Plan of Recla- 
mation amended, the boundary lines extended and additional lands 
annexed, be, and the same hereby are, confirmed, validated and de- 
clared to be legal, regular and binding. 


§ 2. Report of Appraisal Commissioners, etc., Confirmed. 
—That the Report of Appraisal Commissioners of said district, of 
date December 17th, 1924, acting under the order of the Court of 
Common Pleas for Darlington County, of date September 29th, 
1924, and, as in said report stated, made in contemplation of certain 
amendments to the decree incorporating said district, and of amend- 
ments to The Plan of: Reclamation of said district, and of the ex- 
tension of the boundary line of said district, and of the annexation 
of additional lands to said district, be, and the same hereby is con- 
firmed, validated and declared to be legal, regular, binding and

§ 3. Assessments Confirmed.—That the assessments against 
property in said district made and levied in pursuance upon the 
Report of Appraisal Commissioners aforesaid, and entered, or to be 
entered, in Drainage Tax Record Book of said district, be, and the 
same hereby are, confirmed, validated and declared to be legal, regu- 
lar, binding and effective as to all lands and landowners included in 
said district as the same is constituted under and by virtue of the 
amendatory decree aforesaid. 


§ 4. Lien of Assessments Equal in Rank With State, etc., 
Tax Lien.—That the lien of drainage and maintenance taxes levied 
or to be levied, by the Board of Supervisors of said district be, and 
the same is, declared to be equal in rank with the lien of taxes for 
State, County, School and Road purposes. 


§ 5. Bonds Validated.—That any bonds now or hereafter 
issued by the Board of Supervisors of said district under the provi- 
sions of Section 3250, Vol. 3, Civil Code of South Carolina, 1922, 
be and the same hereby are, declared to be valid, and to be the legal 
and binding obligation of the said district, any irregularity, error,

AN ACT to Require the County Board of Education for 
Dillon County to Divide the County of Dillon Into 
Three High School Districts, and to Provide for the 
Appointment of Trustees for Said High Schools; to 
Authorize Each of Said High School Districts to Issue 
Bonds to Provide High School Buildings; and to Levy 
a Tax to Pay the Interest and Principal on Said Bonds, 
and to Levy a Tax in Each District to Pay the Expenses 
of Maintaining Such High Schools, Including Trans- 
portation of High School Pupils. 


Section 1. Division of Dillon County Into High School 
Districts—Schools.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of: South Carolina: That the County Board of Education: 
of Dillon County is hereby authorized and required as soon as practi- 
cable after the approval of this Act to divide the County of Dillon 
into three centralized high school districts by consolidating for high 
school purposes the existing common school districts, two or more 
common school districts to form one centralized high school dis- 
tricts ; such high school districts to be so laid off and formed as to 
best serve the educational interests of said County. Each high 
school district so formed and established by action of said County 
Board shall be a body corporate with a Board of High School Trus- 
tees as hereinafter provided for. And the said Board of High 
School Trustees for each centralized high school district to be estab- 
lished hereunder are hereby authorized, directed and empowered 
to establish a central high school in each of their respective high 
school districts at such point in each high school district as said high 
school trustees deem best; and each of said high schools, when so 
established, shall be entitled to all the privileges and benefits of 
centralized high schools approved and accepted by the State Board 
of Education. ; 


§ 2. Trustees.—Except in such high school districts as may 
contain an incorporated town having a population of more than one 
thousand inhabitants, the Board of High School Trustees of each 
high school district to be established under the terms of this Act 
shall be composed of five members to be appointed by the County 
Board of Education for the same term and with the same qualifica- 
tions as are now provided for by the law for trustees of the common 
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school districts of the County. In any high school district to be 
established hereunder containing a town having population of more 
then one thousand inhabitants, the High School Board of Trustees 
for such district shall be composed of the Board of Trustees of the 
common school district containing such town, and one member from 
each of the other common school districts forming such high school 
district, to be appointed by the County Board of Education: Pro- 
vided, however, That each common school district forming a part 
of any high school district to be established heretinder shall have at 
least one representative on the Board of High School Trustees of 
the high school district of which common school district forms a 
part. 


§ 3. Powers of Trustees—Bond Issues.—That the High 
School Board of Trustees of each and all of said high school dis- 
tricts, to be established hereunder shall be and hereby is vested with 
the power to do all acts necessary or adapted to the establishment 
and maintenance of a high school in each and all of their respective 
high school districts, and to that end may purchase lands and erect, 
or purchase high school buildings in each of said districts and equip 
the same, and for the purpose of providing the funds for such pur- 
chase of lands, or lands and buildings, and the erection and equip- 
ment of high school buildings, may notwithstanding any other or 
similar limits contained in any general or special Act or any Act 
making a special provision in or about the subject matter of any 
general Act, issue and sell the bonds of each of said high school 
districts in an amount not exceeding eight per centum of the assessed 
valuation of the taxable property in each of said high school dis- 
tricts: Provided, That this. Act shall not be deemed or held to in- 
‘tend or purport to authorize the issuance of bonds in excess of any 
limit imposed by the Constitution of this State. 


§ 4. Execution of Bonds—Pledge of Credit—Terms of 
’ Bonds—Sale.—Such bonds shall be signed by the Chairman and 
Clerk of the High School Board of Trustees of the respective high 
school districts issuing same, and if a corporate seal shall have been 
adopted it shall be affixed thereto, and such bonds may pledge the 
full faith and credit of the high school district issuing same. Any 
and all bonds which may be issued under the authority of this Act 
shall be serial coupon bonds and be payable in annual installments 
of one-twentieth part of the principal each year from the date or 
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dates of their issue, so that the entire issue of such bonds for each 
respective high school district issuing same shall mature at the end 
of twenty years from the date or dates of issue. Each and all of 
such bonds shall also have coupons for the payment of interest at- 
tached, which coupons may be executed by the facsimile signature 
of the Clerk; such bonds to bear interest at a rate, not exceeding 
six per centum per annum, payable semiannually, as the respective 
High School Boards of Trustees issuing same shall determine, and 
shall be sold at not less than par. 


§ 5. Tax for Payment.—Notwithstanding the limitations con- 
tained in a general or special Act or any Act making’a special pro- 
vision on or about the subject matter of any general Act, there shall 
be levied in each year after the issuance of such bonds in any and all 
high school districts issuing same and continuing so long as any of 
said bonds are outstanding and unpaid, a tax upon all the taxable 
property in such district issuing same sufficient to pay the interest 
upon all said bonds so issued and to pay the annual installments of 
the principal as and when the same shall mature, which tax shall be 
levied by the County Auditor or in such other manner as may be 
provided by law, in the same manner and at the same time as other 
taxes in the County are levied and collected. 


§ 6. Special Tax for Maintenance, etc., of Schools.—For 
the purpose of maintaining and supporting the high schools to be 
established under the authority of this Act, including the costs of 
transporting and conveying pupils to and from such. high schools, 
the County Board of Education is hereby authorized, empowered 
and directed to levy annually sufficient tax on all the taxable prop- 
erty in each of such high school districts; said tax to be levied and 
collected annually in the same manner and at the same time as other 
taxes, and to be used and expended on the warrant of the High 
School Board of Trustees in the high school district in which said 
tax is collected for the support and maintenance of such high school, 
including the expenses of transporting and conveying high school 
pupils to and from the high school. 


§ 7. Tax Rate Uniform.—That all lawful levies for mainte- 
nance and all lawful levies for bonds shall be at the same uniform 
rate on the assessed valuation of each and all of the common school 
districts federated or consolidated as high school districts. 
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§ 8. Lake View High School District.—In consolidating the 
existing common school districts of the County into three centralized 
high school districts as provided in Section One of this Act, the 
centralized high school district created by an Act of the General 
Assembly approved on the 19th day of March, 1924, and known as 
the Lake View High School District, shall be counted as and re- 
garded as one of said centralized high school districts, and two ad- 
ditional high school districts shall be created as provided for herein: 
Provided, however, That said existing high school district shall in 
no way be affected by this Act except that the County Board of 
Education may, if it deems best in the laying out of high school 
districts, add one or more common school districts to and incorporate 
same in said existing centralized high school district. 


§ 9. Bonds Tax Exempt.—That any and all bonds issued or 
to be issued under the authority of this Act shall be exempt from 
State, County and municipal taxation. 


§ 10. Corporate Existence of -School Districts Not Af- 
fected.—That the corporate existence and entity of any and all 
common school districts authorized by this Act to be consolidated 
into centralized high school districts for high school purposes shall 
in no way be deemed to be impaired or affected by this Act. 

§ 11. Portions of Act Independent.—That in case any por- 
tion or provision of this Act shall, by a Court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, be held to be unconstitutional, the validity of the remaining 
portions shall in no wise be construed or held to be impaired thereby, 
but such remaining portions shall be and remain in full force and 
effect and shall be deemed and held to be a valid and complete Act, 

§ 12. That any and all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
this Act shall be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 


§ 13. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for a Rural Policeman in Dillon County. 


Section 1. Rural Policeman for Dillon County — Ap- 
pointment—Term.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of

the State of South Carolina: That upon the recommendation of 
the Sheriff of Dillon County the Governor shall appoint one man of 
good moral character, known not to be addicted to the use of al- 
coholic liquors, and ablebodied, and commission him as Rural Police- 
man of said county during the will and pleasure of said Sheriff. . 


§ 2. Salary — Equipment. — The salary of said Policeman 
shall be one hundred and fifty. ($150.00) dollars per month, payable 
monthly by the County Treasurer upon the warrant of the Board of 
County Commissioners out of the ordinary county funds. Said 
Policeman shall provide himself with policemen’s billets and such 
firearms as may be prescribed by said Sheriff and with a horse or 
other conveyance for regular use in riding over the county and per- 
forming duty as a mounted Policeman, and he shall bear all expenses 
incident to his service. 


§ 3. Duties.—It shall be the duty of said Policeman, under the 
general control and direction of the Sheriff of the county, especially 
in the rural districts, to patrol and police the county, and to prevent 
or to detect and prosecute for the violations of the criminal law of 
every kind, making arrests upon his own initiative, as well as upon 
complaint or information, and to report all his acts and all knowrzi or 
suspected violations of the criminal law to the Sheriff of the county 
twice a week, or oftener if required by him, and he shall at all times 
obey and carry out the orders and directions of the Sheriff of said 
county when not inconsistent with the terms of this Act; and may 
be removed from office at any time by the Sheriff of said county. 


§ 4. Powers—Failure to Assist a Misdemeanor.—That 
said policeman shall have authority, for any suspected freshly com- 
mitted crime, whether upon view or upon prompt information or 
complaint, to arrest without warrant, and in pursuit of the criminals, 
to enter houses or break and enter the same, and ke shall have the 
right and authority to summon the posse comitatus to assist in en- 
forcing the laws and in arresting violators or suspected violators 
thereof, and any citizen who shall fail to respond and render as- 
sistance, when so summoned or called upon, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, shall be punished by imprison- 
ment for thirty days, or by a fine of not less than thirty ($30.00) 
dollars nor more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars. When an 
arrest is made without warrant the person so arrested shall be forth- 
with carried before a Magistrate and a warrant of arrest procured, 
and disposed of as the Magistrate shall direct. 
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§ 5. Bond.—That said Policeman shall, before entering upon 
the discharge of his duty and before being commissioned by the 
Governor, enter into bond in the sum of one thousand ($1,000.00) 
dollars with sufficient surety, to be approved by the Sheriff of said 
County, conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties and 
for the payment to the county and to any person or corporation all 
such damages as they or any of them may sustain by reason of his 
malfeasance in office or abuse of his discretion, and shall take the 
oath of office now prescribed by Section 26 of Article III of the 
Constitution and by Section 582, Volume I, Code of Laws, 1912. 


§ 6. Effective.—This Act shall take effect from and after its 
approval by the Governor, and immediately upon its approval said 
Sheriff shall make the recommendation provided for in Section 1 
of this Act.

AN ACT to Abolish the Offices of Certain Magistrates in 
Dorchester County, and to Extend the Jurisdiction of 
the Remaining Magistrates, and Fix Their Salaries and 
the Salaries of Their Deputies. 


Section 1. Offices of Certain Magistrates in Dorchester 
County Abolished.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the offices of the magistrates in 
Dorchester County at Ridgeville, at Givhans, at Delemars, and at 
Grover are hereby abolished. 


§ 2. Magistrates Retained — Salaries — Constables — 
Incumbents—Jurisdiction—Transfer of Causes Pending.— 
There shall remain only the following magistrates for Dorchester 
County, and their salaries and the salaries of their constables to be 
as herein set forth: Magistrate at St. George, salary $400.00, 
Magistrate at Summerville, salary $400.00, Magistrate at Reeves- 
ville, salary $250.00, Magistrate at Harleyville, salary $250.00. That 
the salary of the constables .for the said magistrates shall be the 
same as that fixed for the Magistrates. That the present Magis- 
trates at the said places shall continue to hold their respective of- 
fice until their successors shall have been appointed and qualified 
according to law.

In Civil cases he shall notify plaintiff and defendant, and 
in Criminal cases he shall notify the prosecutor and the defendant.

Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 1627) Amended— 
Maintenance of Roads in Edgefield County——-Pay of High- 
way Commission.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section One of an Act entitled “An 
Act to Provide for the Issue of not exceeding Two Hundred Thou- 
sand ($200,000.00) Dollars in Bonds for Permanent Road and 
Bridge Building by Edgefield County, and Provide for a Commis-

between Walter Miller’s and Barr place; thence around by rock 
quarry to intersect the Weaver road at T. C. Smith’s; thence to J. 
DeLoache’s; thence leaving the Weaver road, taking the road by 
Harmony Church; thence taking the public road by residence of 
Walter Smith to Bouknight’s ; thence along public road by residence 
of Cole Berry, across Tiger Creek to Lucius Dabney’s thence to 
B. T. Boatwright’s residence; thence by public road to Neal’s Gin; 
thence taking the Timmerman road to Aiken line. The Third Dis- 
trict shall embrace those portions of Johnston, Mobley, Ward town- 
ships remaining in Edgefield County. The Fourth District shall - 
embrace Gregg and Collier townships, and that portion of Meri- 
wether township not embraced in the Second District and that por- 
tion of Washington Township remaining in Edgefield County. The 
Fifth District shall embrace Collins township. The Sixth District 
shall embrace Talbert, Moss and that portion of Blocker townships 
west of Dixie Highway. The Seventh District shall embrace that 
portion of Blocker township east of the said Dixie Highway and 
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that portion of Grey township lying south of the line surveyed from 
Greenwood County, that portion of Pine Grove township remaining 
in Edgefield County and that part of Pickens township lying north 
of Little Turkey Creek, and west of a straight line running from a 
point on said creek five hundred yards above the bridge, on the road 
between Capt. J. C. Brooks’ and estate of John Harris, in a north- 
easterly direction to the Saluda County line, at a point of fifty yards 
north of Calvary Church. The office of the Magistrate of the First 
District shall be at Edgefield Courthouse, and his salary shall be one 
hundred and seventy-five ($175.00) dollars per annum: Provided, 
however, That. the civil and criminal jurisdiction of the Magistrate 
of the First District shall not’be confined to that district, but shall 
extend over the whole county of Edgéfield, except that the trial and 
examination of criminal cases shall be had before the Magistrate 
in whose district the offense occurred. The office of the Magistrate 
of the Second District shall be at Trenton, and his salary shall be 
one hundred and twenty-five ($125.00) dollars per annum. The 
office of the Magistrate of the Third District shall be at Johnston, 
and his salary shall be one hundred and seventy-five ($175.00) dol- 
lars per annum.

AN ACT to Empower the Chamber of Commerce of Ridge- 
way to Effect Land Settlements in Fairfield County. 


Whereas, Land ownership and prosperous rural conditions are of 
essential importance to the welfare of the State, and land settlements: 
should be encouraged as a means to effect a more satisfactory bal- 
ance between town and country growth than at present exists; and. 


Whereas, The Chamber of Commerce, of the Town of Ridgeway, 
in the County of Fairfield, is desirous of becoming instrumental in 
bringing practical farming people upon the lands now lying out 
contiguous to the said town in order to cultivate as owners and 
make the adjacent territory more productive of wealth than is now 
the case; and, in the performance of this quasi-public function, the 
said organization desires to act solely for the general good of the 
commonwealth as a whole, and not for personal gain, therefore, 


Section 1. Powers Conferred on Chamber of Commerce 
of Town of Ridgeway.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the Chamber of Commerce of 
the Town of Ridgeway, in the County of Fairfield, be and the same 
is hereby empowered under its present form of organization as a 
voluntary body, and as may hereafter be constituted and controlled, 
to act as a body corporate, with the right to hold property, to sue 
and ‘be sued, and specifically to acquire title to and rights in lands 
by gift, purchase, or in trust, within the county aforesaid, for the 
following purposes, to wit: To provide rural homes for qualified 
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farming folk who desire to live upon and own their land as homes 
of their own; to promote closer agricultural community settlements; 
to assist deserving and qualified farmers to obtain by purchase in 
fee their own homes of small improved farms; and to demonstrate 
the practicability of adequate capital under business methods, in 
cooperation with land bank and joint stock land bank systems, and 
in subdividing and preparing agricultural land suitable for settlement 
to make the same capable of remunerative returns. 


§ 2. May Borrow—Options on Lands.—There shall be no 
capital stock required for the Chamber to operate for the purpose as 
above set forth; but it may under the provisions of this Act borrow 
money, and obtain options on realty solely for the purpose of 
acquiring lands for settlement under the terms set forth herein, and 
for the purpose of effecting loans to settlers upon their lands in 
facilitating the ultimate ownership by the farmers themselves of 
their own homes. 


§ 3. Land Settlements — Mortgages. — In the placing of 
families upon these settlements, the Chamber is required suitably and 
conveniently as may be to subdivide the lands into individual tracts, 
none of which shall exceed in size 150 acres, and place a suitable 
dwelling and garden and barn lot buildings thereon and no individual 
family shall be allowed the purchase of but one farm. The Cham- 
ber shall not be authorized to contract with for purchase, nor sell 
to, any individual except upon a first mortgage; or make improve- 
ments thereon for him excepting upon a first mortgage lien; except 
in cases where the federal loan system requires the prior lien, and 
the aggregate of the two liens is within the real value of the pledge, 
in which case a second mortgage may be deemed sufficient. 


§ 4. Loans.—No loan shall be made to, or a purchase transac- 
tion effected with any individual applicant possessing a capital of 
$5,000.00 or more, who does not possess $1,500.00 or more, or its 
equivalent value in eugipment for farming. 


§ 5. Terms of Sales by.—The purchaser, paying upon de- 
ferred payment conditions, shall pay as a first payment on the farm 
to be purchased a sum equal to ten per cent of the purchase price, 
and fifteen per cent of the improvements thereon, and shall enter 
into agreement to apply for a loan from the federal farm bank or 
joint stock land bank for an amount to be fixed by the Chamber, 
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and shall pay the loan so obtained upon the purchase value of the 
farm. The applicant shall also comply with any rules imposed for 
the permanent improvements prescribed by the Chamber for the first 
five years of the tenure of the purchaser. 


§ 6. Conditions of Sales.—The buyer ‘under this plan of land 
settlement shall be required to agree as a condition of sale to him to 
enter upon the purchased farm within six months after contracting 
for the same, and maintain residence thereon at least eight months 

during each calendar year; which agreement shall become a con- 
' dition expressed in the deed or contract for purchase. 


§ 7. Lands Not to be Transferred, etc., Without Consent. 
—The purchaser shall agree not to transfer, mortgage, assign or 
sublet his holdings, or any part thereof, without consent of the 
Chamber in writing. 


§ 8. Selections of Settlers—Dedication of Lands for 
Public Uses.—The Chamber may classify, select, accept, or reject 
any applications for purchase of farm settlements within their dis- 
cretion, and shall have power to set aside for public uses any portion 
of such lands as the Chamber acquires under the terms of this Act 
for schools, community centers, and. experimental farming under 
state supervision. 


§ 9. Failure of Purchaser to Comply.—In the event of a 
failure of a purchaser to comply with any of the terms of his con- 
tract of purchase and agreement with the Chamber, the Chamber 
shall have the right upon its option to cancel the said contract of 
purchase and agreement, and thereupon shall be released from all 
obligations in law or equity to convey the property; and the pur- 
chaser shall forfeit all right thereto; and all payments theretofore 
made shall be deemed to be rental paid for occupancy: Provided, 
Said Chamber shall refund to the purchaser all such sums as shall 
have been paid by the purchaser in excess of a reasonable rental value 
of the premises and a reasonable amount of expenses which may 
have been incurred by the Chamber in connection with the making 
of such sale. The Chamber may require of the purchaser such 
mortgage or deed of trust or other instrument as may be necessary 
under the terms and conditions of the contract of purchase, in order 
to adequately protect and secure the Chamber. There may be in- 
cluded in each and every contract of purchase, mortgage, deed of 
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trust or other instrument, any conditions with reference to the sale 
of the property, or reconveyance back to the Chamber or notice of 
such sale of reconveyance as may in the discretion of the Chamber 
be required to be so included in such contract of purchase, mortgage, 
deed of trust or other instrument, in order to adequately protect 
the Chamber in the premises. The failure of the Chamber to ex- 
ercise any option to cancel, cr other privilege under the contract of 
purchase for any default shall not be deemed as a waiver of the 
right to exercise the option to cancel, or other privilege under the 
contract of purchase for any default thereafter on the purchaser’s 
part. But no forfeiture so occasioned by default on the part of 
the purchaser shall be deemed in any way, or to any extent, to 
impair the lien and security of the mortgage, or trust instrument, 
securing any loan that it may have made as in this Act: Provided, 
The Chamber shall have the right and power to enter into a contract 
of purchase for the sale and disposition of any land forfeiture as 
provided because of default on the part of a purchaser; and this 
right may be exercised indefinitely without the necessity of adver- 
tising upon thirty days notice of such intention to the party in de- 
fault. 


§ 10. Chamber to Make Regulations.—The Chamber is 
hereby authorized to make all rules and regulations necessary to the 
carrying out of the purposes and terms of this Act and at the end 
of each calendar year file a sworn statement of the business trans- 
acted, in detail, together with the capital invested, and the individual 
land sales effected, with the Clerk of Court of Fairfield County, for 
public inspection. 


§ 11. State Control.—In the exercise of functions herein au- 
thorized to facilitate. land settlements and ownerships of rural homes 
within the county of Fairfield it is deemed and declared that the 
said Chamber is acting under State control through the supervision, 
direction and paramount authority of the director of Extension 
Service of the State: Provided, That in the exercise of any such 
function by the Extension Department the State of South Carolina 
shall incur no responsibility or expense. 


§ 12. This Act shall become of effect from and after its ap- 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Establishment and Maintenance 
of a Rural Police System in Fairfield County. 


Section 1. Rural Police System for Fairfield County.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That a Rural Police System is hereby created in Fairfield 
County to be composed of two County Rural Policemen. 


§ 2. Police Commission.—tThere is also created a Police Com- 
mission to consist of five members to be appointed by the Fairfield 
County Legislative Delegation, or a majority thereof from the 
County at large. The said County Delegation shall elect and desig- 
nate one of the five members so appointed to be the Chairman of 
the said Commission. The said Commission shall recommend to 
the Governor the names of two Rural Policemen provided for in 
this Act and the Governor shall appoint and commission the same. 
The Commission shall have full and complete control and jurisdic- 
tion over the acts and doings of the Rural Policemen of the County 
of Fairfield, except they shall not have jurisdiction over the Special 
Deputy to be appointed by the Sheriff. 


§ 3. Qualifications of Policemen—Appointment.—That 
the said policemen shall be selected from the registered electors of 
said county and shall be able-bodied men of good habits, of known 
courage, coolness and discretion, and who are not addicted to the 
use of alcoholic liquors or drugs, and who shall hold office for the 
period of two years, unless sooner removed, from the date of their 
appointment, subject to remcval by the Governor, upon recommenda- 
tion of the members of the General Assembly from Fairfield County, 
or a majority of the County Delegation. 


§ 4. Jurisdiction of Policemen.—That the jurisdiction of all 
said officers to make arrest for the violation of the criminal laws of 
this State shall extend over the entire County. 


§ 5. Duties of Policemen.—That it shall be the duty of the 
said policemen, under the general direction and control of the said 
Commission, to patrol the entire County, especially the rural dis- 
tricts, and to prevent or detect and prcsecute for all violations of 
the criminal law, and report their acts and doings and all known or 
suspected violators of the law to the Chairman of said Commission 
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once a week, and they shall at each term of the Court of General 
Sessions, whenever so required by the Solicitor, presiding Judge or 
grand jury, appear before them, or either of them, to be by them 
advised, instructed and charged in respect to their duties and ques- 
tioned as to the condition of lawlessness in the County. 


§ 6. Patrol of County.—That said policemen shall patrol the 
entire County of Fairfield at least twice a week or oftener as they 
may be directed and instructed to do by the Commissioners of Fair- 
field County under whom they work. 


§ 7. Powers of Policemen — Failure to Assist a Misde- 
meanor.—The said Policemen shall have such authority to arrest 
or make searches and seizures as is given to peace officers under the 
laws of this State, and shall have authority to summon the posse 
comitatus to assist in enforcing the law, and any citizen who shall 
fail to respond or render assistance when so summoned shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, be punished by im- 
prisonment for not more than thirty (30) days or a fine of not more 
than one hundred ($100.00) dollars. 


§ 8. Pay of Policemen — Equipment. — That each of the 
said rural policemen shall be paid an annual salary of Eighteen Hun- 
. dred ($1,800.00) Dollars, payable monthly, said salaries to be paid 
out of the funds of the County upon warrants issued by the Chair- 
man of the rural police commission of said County, and the said 
warrant to be paid by the County Treasurer. Out of the salary 
herein provided for the rural policemen they shall provide them- 
selves with all equipment necessary for the proper performance of 
their duties . 


§ 9. Oath.—That each of said policemen, before receiving his 
commission, shall, in addition to the oath now prescribed by Section 
26 of Article III of the Constitution, and by Section 605, Volume I, 
Code of Laws, 1912, take and subscribe to the following oath or 
affirmation, to wit: “I do further solemnly swear, or affirm, that 
during my term of office as policeman I will study the Act creating 
my office and prescribing my duties, and will endeavor to inform 
myself of the criminal laws of this State, both statutory and com- . 
mon law, and will be alert and vigilant to enforce the same, and to 
detect and bring to punishment every violation of the same within 
my County, and will conduct myself at all times with due considera- 
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tion to all persons and will not impose upon the weak or ignorant. 
So help me, God.” 


§ 10. Bond — Complaints. — That each of said policemen 
shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, enter into a bond 
with good surety, to be approved by the County Board of Commis- 
sioners and the Clerk of Court, payable to the County, in the sum 
of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duties and for such damages as may be sustained 
by reason of his malfeasance in his office or abusing his authority, 
and it shall be the duty of the County Rural Commissioners and 
the grand jury of the County to investigate promptly any complaint 
made against such policemen for neglect of duty or for misuse of 
power ; said bond to be filed with and kept by the Clerk of Court.

Said Commission shall 
serve without pay. - 


§ 2. Policemen.—The Police Commission is hereby author- 
ized to select not more than three County Policemen at an annual 
salary of eighteen hundred dollars each.

The said 
County Policemen shall be commissioned by the Governor upon the 
written request of a majority of the Police Commission. 


§ 3. Powers of Commission.—The Police Commission shall 
make such rules and regulations for said County Policemen as it sees 
fit.

Section 1. Florence County to Borrow — Roads to be . 
Improved—Notes.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the Governing Commission of 
Florence County is hereby authorized, empowered and instructed 
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to borrow the sum of Two Hundred and Twenty-five Thousand 
($225,000.00) Dollars to be used in the construction and _ building 
of the following roads: 


First: Road leading from Johnsonville by way of Leo and Lake 
City and Olanta to the Sumter County line, $175,000.00. 


Second: Road leading from Timmonsville by the way of Sardis 
to the Sumter County line, $30,000.00. 


Third: Road leading from Lake City by the way of Bass’s 
Bridge and Hannah to join the Johnsonville and Pamlico Highway, 
$20,000.00. 


The said loan shall be secured by notes in denominations to be 
fixed at the discretion of the said Governing Commission; the said 
notes shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed six per cent per an- 
“num. One-third of said notes, to wit, Seventy-five Thousand ($75,- 
000.00) Dollars shall mature four years from the date thereof; 
Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars five years from the 
date thereof, and the remaining Seventy-five Thousand ($75,- 
000.00) Dollars six years from the date thereof. 


§.2. Security for Loan.—The Bridge Commission of the 
Godfrey’s Ferry Bridge and the Bridge Commission of Mars Bluff 
Bridge are authorized, empowered and instructed to pledge to the 
holders of any of the notes provided for in Section 1 of this Act 
as security for said notes all surplus tolls arising from the opera- 
tion of the Mars Bluff Bridge and all tolls that may be derived 
from the Godfrey’s Ferry Bridge, which shall accrue to Florence 
County. The Governing Commission shall also pledge all reim- 
bursements due from State Highway Commission as security for 
said notes. It is understood that the reimbursements above men-

Award of Loan.—The County Commissioners shall 
award this loan to the lowest bona fide bidder, after advertising for 
open bids in one or more newspapers, published in Florence County, 
at least fifteen days prior to awarding bids, and at the same time 
notify each bank in Florence County, in writing, the terms and con- 
ditions under which said bids will be received.

a Sum Not to Exceed Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) 
Dollars for Sewerage Purposes in Said City of George- 
town. 


Section 1. Bond Elections in City of Georgetown—Peti- 
tions Unnecessary—Purpose—Terms of Bonds.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Georgetown, in the 
State of South Carolina, be, and they are hereby, authorized, em- 
powered and directed to submit to the qualified voters of the City 
of Georgetown, without first obtaining petitions signed by a ma- 
jority of the freeholders of the said city at an election to be called 
by said City Council at such time during the year 1925, as may be 
determined by City Council, the question of issuing not exceeding 
Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars in serial coupon bonds 
of said city, which said bonds shall be known as Paving Bonds.

Section 1. Issue of Bridge Bonds by Georgetown County 
—Use of Proceeds.-——Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Georgetown County is hereby authorized and empowered 
to issue bonds of the County of Georgetown in the aggregate princi- 
pal sum of Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Authorize 


the Supervisor of Greenville County to Convey Certain 
Real Estate to the Greenville County Anti-Tuberculosis 
Society,”? by Changing the Name of the Society to 
Which Real Estate is to be Conveyed. 


Section 1. Act (1915, XXIX, Stats. 635), Amended— 
Conveyance by Greenville County.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an Act entitled 
“An Act to Authorize the Supervisor of Greenville County to Con- 
vey Certain Real Estate to the Greenville County Anti-Tuberculosis 
Society,” be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out the 
words “Greenville County Anti-Tuberculosis Society,” on lines three 
and four and twelve and thirteen thereof and inserting in lieu there- 
of the words “Hopewell Tuberculosis Association,” so that said sec- 
tion, when so amended, shall read as follows: 


Section 1. The Supervisor of the County of Greenville is hereby 
authorized and empowered to convey to the Hopewell Tuberculosis 
Association the title of Greenville County in a certain tract of land, 
not to exceed ten acres, from the body of land now owned by 
Greenville County upon which the county poorhouse is located, and 
on the east side of the old Chick Springs Road; the metes and 
bounds of said tract to be hereafter fixed and designated by the 
Greenville County Delegation in the General Assembly: Provided, 
That said deed or conveyance shall contain stipulations to the effect 
that said land shall remain the property of the Hopewell Tuberculosis 
Association so long as said, land is used by said society in its work 
of treating persons afflicted with tuberculosis, and should said work 
cease for any reason said land is to revert to Greenville County. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for 
the Establishment of a New School District in Green- 
ville County, and to Authorize the Levy and Collection 
of a Local Tax Therein,” Approved December 26, 
1885, by Providing for the Election of Trustees There- 
in, and Fixing Their Terms of Office. 


Section 1. Act (1885, XIX, Stats. 382), Amended— 
Trustees of School District of City of Greenville.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Amend Section 1, Act 1885, XIX Statutes, 382, by striking out all 
of Section 4 of said Act the following words “within the same year” 
and before the word “Second” and inserting in lieu thereof a sec- 
tion to be known as 4-A, so that said Act, when amended, shall read 
as follows: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of maintaining public schools 
in the City of Greenville, the County Board of Education of Green- 
ville County be, and they are hereby, authorized and required to lay 
off a separate school district, embracing the territory included in 
the corporate limits of said city. 


Section 1-A. That in addition to the territory included in the 
corporate limits of the City of Greenville, said school district 
shall also embrace the territory shown on a plat of Augusta Road 
School District recorded in the office of the Clerk of Court for 
Greenville County as Judgment Roll No. 9329, the line of said 
addition to said school district to be as shown on said plat. 


Section 1-B. That in addition to the territory included in the 
corporate limits of the City of Greenville, said school district 
shall also embrace the territory shown within the following lines: 
Beginning at a point at the intersection of the said line of Reedy 
River with Augusta Road School District; thence with the line of 
Reedy River in a southeasterly direction, 900 feet to a stake; thence 
N. 49-50 E. 4,700 feet to a stake; thence N. 2-40 E. 7,100 feet 
crossing in Laurens and Lowndes Hill Road to a post oak on the 
Spartanburg Road; thence N. 68-35 W. 4,770 feet to bridge on the 
Old Chick Springs Road at Richland Creek; thence with Richland 
Creek 4,300 feet to a bridge on Rutherford Road; thence with 
Rutherford Road in a southwesterly direction, approximately 4,400 
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feet, to the city limits; thence with the city limits to the point of 
beginning, as shown by a map of the East Side School District ad- 
joining Greenville, S. C., made by R. E. Dalton, Engineer, January, 
1923, the area as above given embracing 900 acres, more or less; 
and also embracing the following territory : Beginning on the Laurens 
Road at the intersection of Nickletown Road and extending to 
Walter Holcombe’s house; thence in a northerly direction to W. P. 
Vaughn’s house; thence in a westerly direction to a post oak on the 
Spartanburg Road. 


That in addition to the territory included in the corporate limits of 
the City of Greenville, which constitutes the Greenville School Dis- 
trict, said school district shall also embrace the following territory, 
to. wit: Commencing at the city limits on the Easley Bridge Road 
and following said road to Brushy Creek; thence down Brushy 
Creek to the Southern Railroad; thence north to the city limits on 
said street. 


Section 2. That the said district shall be known as the School 
District of the City of Greenville, and shall be a body politic and 
corporate, with such government, rights, privileges and liabilities 
as are provided for school districts by the School Law of South 
Carolina, approved March 22, 1878. 


Section 3. That in addition to the rights and privileges herein- 
before granted, the said school district shall have power to levy on 
all’ real and personal property returned in said district a tax not ex- 
ceeding two mills on the dollar, subject to the following provisions : 


The school trustees of said district shall at any time previous to 
the thirtieth (30th) day of June of each year, upon the written re- 
quest of twenty property holders, issue a call for a public meeting 
(after two weeks’ notice) of all those citizens who return real or 
personal property in said district, and such notice shall be published 
in at least one newspaper and posted in two public places in said 
district for at least two weeks before such meeting, and shall specify 
the time and place and object of said meeting. 


Section 4. That when the persons answering the above descrip- 
tion shall have assembled in public meeting, they shall have power: 
First, to select a Chairman and Secretary, adjourn from time to time, 
decide what additional tax, if any, shall be levied, and appropriate 
the same in such manner as they may think best for the educational 
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interests of said school district: Provided, That no tax thus levied 
shall be repealed at any subsequent meeting within the same year. 


Section 4-A. The Board of Trustees of said school district shall 
consist of seven members, one of whom shall be a resident in each 
of the wards in the City of Greenville, and one shall be a resident 
of the area described in Sections 1-A and 1-B of this Act. The 
terms of office of the present Board of Trustees shall expire as 
follows: Three in 1925, two in 1927, two in 1929, and their suc- 
cessors shall be chosen by ballot on the day, and during the hours, 
that the municipal primary election is held in said city. When so 
elected trustees shall hold office for six years and until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. ‘Thereafter upon the expiration of 
the terms of office of such trustees such terms shall be filled for the 
periods and in the manner herein prescribed. ‘The managers of the 
municipal primary elections shall be the managers for the elections 
herein provided, and shall conduct, direct and declare the result 
of such election, and make return to the Board of Trustees; the 
ballots and boxes for such election shall be furnished to the man- 
agers by the Board of Trustees. Any person may vote at said elec- 
tion who shall reside in said school district,.and shall possess the 
qualifications for voting in general elections in this State; and proper 
evidence of such qualifications shall be presented to the managers 
at the time of voting. Such persons as reside outside the City of 
Greenville shall vote at the municipal box nearest his residence, 
and such as reside within said city shall vote at his proper municipal 
voting place. Immediately after the approval of this Act a meeting 
of the present Board of Trustees shall be held at which the terms 
of office of the members thereof shall be determined by lot in con- 
formity with the provisions of this Act. The trustees elected under 
this Act, in addition to the duties and responsibilities now provided 
by law for trustees of school districts, shall have the following 
powers and duties: 


1. To purchase or erect suitable buildings for the use of the 
public schools of said school district. 2. To elect and dismiss super- 
intendents and teachers of the city schools, prescribe their duties, 
terms of office, and to fix their salaries, and to cause an examina- 
tion of said teachers to be made whenever necessary ; also, to deter- 
mine the classbooks and studies to be used in said schools and to 
make rules and regulations for the government of said schools. 3. 
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To determine the manner in which the tax heretofore authorized 
(and the two-mill Constitutional and poll tax provided by law) 
shall be expended in maintaining said public schools; and, 4. To fill 
all vacancies occurring in said Board of Trustees by death, resigna- 
tion, removal, or otherwise, during their term of office or service. 


Section 5. That it shall be the duty of the Chairman and Secre- 
tary of said public meeting, within one week after said meeting has 
been held, to notify the Chairman of the Board of Trustees for said 
school district, and the Auditor of said county, of the amount of tax 
thus levied and how it has been appropriated, and the County Au- 
ditor shall at once assess such tax on all real and personal property 
returned in said school district, and the County Treasurer shall 
collect the same with the State and county taxes, and such taxes 
shall be a lien upon all property until paid, and defaulting taxpayers 
shall be liable to like process and penalties as defaulters for State 
and county taxes. 


Section 6, That the money collected from said tax levy and the 
Constitutional poll and two-mill tax to which said district is entitled 
under the general provisions of the law shall be held by the County 
Treasurer and paid out on warrants drawn by the trustees of said 
school district, countersigned by the County School Commissioner, 
and said Treasurer shall be liable to said school district for the non- 
performance of his duty in respect to said money in the same man- 
ner and to the same extent and under like penalties for the non- 
performance of his duties in reference to State and county taxes: 
Provided, That the School Commissioner of said county and the 
trustees of said school district be, and they are hereby, authorized 
to apply for the fiscal year commencing November Ist, 1885, so 
much of said money as may be necessary for the purchase of suit- 
able buildings for said public schools. 


Section 7. That the school trustees now in charge of School 
District No. 17, Greenville County, shall immediately upon the pas- 
sage hereof cast lots among themselves to determine the three whose 
term shall expire in 1925, the two whose term shall expire in 1927, 
and the two whose terms shall expire in 1929; and each of such 
trustees shall remain in office till such time as shall be determined 
by such casting of lots. 


Section 8. That this Act shall take effect from the date of its 
passage. 
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Section 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Validate an Election Held in the City of Green- 
ville in the State of South Carolina on the Sixth Day 
of June, 1922, Authorizing the Issue of Three Hundred 
Thousand Dollars Water Works Bond and One Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars Sewer Bond, and to Approve 
the Issue and Sale of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Water Works and Sewer Bonds of City of 
Greenville Validated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That all acts and proceedings had 
and taken in the City of Greenville in calling and holding a special 
election in said city on the 6th day of June, 1922, on the question of 
issuing bonds of said city in the sum of Three Hundred Thousand 
Dollars for the purpose of enlarging, extending, establishing and 
maintaining the waterworks plant of said city, and in the sum of 
One Hundred Thousand Dollars for the purpose of enlarging, ex- 
tending, establishing and maintaining the sewerage system of said 
city, including the notice of such election given by said city, the 
designation of the time and place of voting and all proceedings in 
the conduct of said election and the declaration of the results 
thereof, be, and the same are hereby, validated, ratified and con- 
firmed notwithstanding any irregularity or omission which may have 
occurred in the giving of said notice or in the conduct and manage- 
ment of said election; and all bonds of said City of Greenville issued 
by virtue of said election are hereby declared to be valid bonds of 
the said City of Greenville.

to Approve the Issue and Sale of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Park Bonds of City of Greenville Validated.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That all acts and proceedings had and taken by the City of 
Greenville in calling and holding a special election in said city on the 
8th day of May, 1923, on the question of issuing bonds of said city 
in the sum of One Hundred and Ten Thousand Dollars for the 
purpose of enlarging, extending and establishing city parks, includ- 
ing the notice of such election given by the said city, the designation 
of the time and place of voting and all proceedings in the conduct 
of said election and the declaration of the result thereof, be, and the 
same are hereby, validated, ratified and confirmed notwithstanding 
any irregularity or omission which may have occurred in the giving 
of said notice or in the conduct and management of said election; 
and all bonds of said City of Greenville issued or to be issued by 
virtue of said election are hereby declared to be valid bonds of the 
said City of Greenville and when sold and paid for in the manner 
prescribed by law shall be incontestable. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Creation and Establishment of 


a Sewer District in Greenville County and to Provide 
for the Government Thereof. 


Section 1. “Greater Greenville Sewer District’? Estab- 
lished.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That there be, and there is hereby, created and es- 
tablished in Greenville County a district to be known as the “Greater 
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Greenville Sewer District,” with such duties, power and authority 
as herein provided and including such territory and boundary as 
hereafter designated. 


§ 2. Limits—That the aforesaid District shall include and be 
comprised of the entire territory now embraced within the Greenville 
School District and the Parker School District. 


§ 3. Body Corporate.—That the aforementicned “Greater 
Greenville Sewer District” shall be a body politic and shall exercise , 
and enjoy all the rights and privileges of such and be subject to 
the rules and regulations herein imposed. 


§ 4. Purpose — Condemnation — Powers. — That said 
district is created and established for the purpose of providing better 
sanitary conditions for its people, and it shall have the power of 
condemnation for such purpose subject to the laws now provided; 
and it shall have the right to buy, lease, own and hold property 
for said purposes. 


§ 5. Government.—That the aforesaid District be governed 
by a Commission to be known as the “Greater Greenville Sewer 
District Commission” which Commission shall be composed of five 
(5) citizens residing therein, all of whom shall be appointed by the 
Governor, two of whom upon the recommendation of the Greenville 
City Council, two upon the recommendation of the trustees of the 
Parker School District, and one upon the recommendation of the 
Greenville County Legislative Delegation ; and all of whom shall be 
appointed for a term of one year or until their several successors 
shall be appointed and qualified. 


§ 6. Chairman of Commission — No Compensation. — 
That the Commissioners herein provided for shall immediately upon 
their appointment select a Chairman from among their number; 
and said Commissioners shall serve without pay. 


§ 7. Contributions. —- That said Commissioners may accept 
such contributions as may be made to said district. 


§ 8. Surveys—Expenses.—That the Commissioners as afore- 
said shall have full power and authority to make surveys and to 
employ engineers and such other help as may be necessary for the 
making of such surveys, and to pay all expenses in connection 
therewith not to exceed such sums as may come into their hands 
from contributions or money borrowed as herein provided. 
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§ 9. Report.—That the Commissioners as aforesaid shall re- 
port their findings and recommendations to the Greenville County 
Legislative Delegation not later than February lst, 1926. 


§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Supervisor of 
Greenville County to Issue Coupon Bonds of Said 
County in the Sum of Three Hundred Thousand ($300,- 
000.00) Dollars, for the Purpose of Road Improvement 
in Said County. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by Greenville County—Purpose.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: The Supervisor of Greenville County is hereby authorized 
and empowered to issue bonds for said county in the sum of Three 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($300,000.00) Dollars for the purpose 
of securing funds to grade, scarify, top-soil and build such roads 
in Greenville County, not in the State Highway System, as may be 
designated and selected by the Greenville County Cross County 
Road Commission, 


§ 2. Terms of Bonds—Execution.—The said bonds shall be 
of the denomination of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or a multi- 
ple thereof; and shall bear interest at a rate of not exceeding five 
(5%) per cent per annum, payable semiannually. They shall ma- 
ture either all at one time, or in series or installments; but every 
- bond shall mature within twenty years after its date. Said bonds 
may be made payable within or without the State of South Carolina ; 
and shall be issued as coupon bonds, payable to bearer, but may be 
issued with the privilege to the holder of having them registered 
as to principal on the books of the County Treasurer, and the 
principal thus made payable to the registered holder (or to bearer if 
the last registered transfer be to bearer) ; such registration shall not 
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affect the negotiability of the coupons of the bonds, but all coupons 
shall pass by delivery. Said bonds shall be signed by the Supervisor 
of Greenville County and by the County Treasurer of Greenville 
County, and the official seal of the Supervisor shall be affixed to or 
impressed upon the bonds; but the coupons to such bonds need not 
be authenticated otherwise than by a facsimile signature of said 
officials, lithographed or engraved on the coupons; and the delivery 
of bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes 
in officers or seal occurring after the execution of said bonds. 


§ 3. Tax Exempt.—That the said bonds shall be exempt from 
all State, county, municipal and school taxes. 


§ 4. Tax for Payment.—That until the principal and interest 
of all bonds issued hereunder shall be fully paid, there shall be levied 
annually on all taxable property of Greenville County, a tax suffi- 
cient to pay such interest as, and when it may become due, and to 
provide a sinking fund sufficient to pay such principal at the date 
or dates of maturity thereof; and said annual tax shall be levied, 
and collected by the same officials and in the same manner as other 
taxes for county purposes. The money so collected shall be applied 
by or under the direction of the County Treasurer to the payment 
of said interest and principal as they respectively become due, and 
pending such application, such monies shall be deposited or invested 
by, or under the direction of the County Supervisor and County 
Treasurer. 


§ 5. Issue and Sale.—That the said bonds shall be issued by 
the Supervisor of Greenville County from time to time, upon the 
written request of a majority of the Greenville County Legislative 
Delegation and shall be sold by the Supervisor at a price of not less 
than par and accrued interest to date of delivery thereof: Provided, 
No greater amount than Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dol- 
lars of said bonds shall be issued and sold in any one calendar year. 


§ 6. Use of Proceeds.—That this issue of bonds shall be 
known and designated as “Cross Country Road Bonds,” and the 
proceeds derived from the sale thereof shall be used for no other 
purpose than that specified in Section 1 hereof, and such proceeds 
as may be derived therefrom, together with voluntary contributions 
in money, as provided for in the Act creating the “Greenville County 
Cross Country Road Commission,” shall be kept by the County 
Treasurer as a separate fund and paid out upon orders or warrants 
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of the said Supervisor as approved by the Supervising Auditor of 
Greenville County: Provided, That nothing herein contained shall 
in any manner affect the validity or legal effect of said bonds, which 
shall be valid and binding obligations of said county regardless of 
whether the officials herein mentioned perform their duties as in 
this section imposed. 


§ 7. Method of Road Improvement — Contracts. — That 
such road work as is herein provided for shall be performed by 
the Supervisor of Greenville County, with such of the machinery, 
equipment and convict labor belonging to the county as he may 
deem advisable, the county, however, to be reimbursed out of the 
“Cross Country Road Bond” issue, for the use thereof at such price 
as may be deemed fair and reasonable by the Greenville County 
purchasing agency; and in addition to the use of the machinery, 
equipment and convict labor belonging to the county, said Super- 
visor is given authority to contract with firms, individuals and cor- 
porations for the performance of such portions of said work as he 
may deem advisable, such contracts, however, to be approved by the 
Greenville County Cross Country Road Commission: Provided, 
however, That nothing herein contained shall in any manner affect 
the validity of said issue of bonds. 


§ 8. All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Create a Commission to be Known as the Green- 
ville County Cross Country Road Commission and to 
Define its Duties. 


Section 1. “Greenville County Cross Country Road Com- 
mission.”’—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That there be, and there is hereby, created and 
established in Greenville County, South Carolina, a commission to 
be known as the Greenville County Cross Country Road Commis- 
sion, 
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§ 2. Appointment—Term.—That the Commission as afore- 
said shall consist of five (5) members, two of whom shall reside out- 
side the City of Greenville and north of the Atlanta and Charlotte 
Railway, two outside of the City of Greenville and south of the 
Atlanta and Charlotte Railway, and one of whom shall reside within 
the City of Greenville, said Commissioners to be appointed by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of the Greenville County Legis- 
lative Delegation, for a term of four years, and till their successors 
shall be appointed. 


§ 3. Duties—Powers.—The duties of the aforesaid Commis- 
sioners shall be to select and designate roads to be improved out of 
the funds to be derived from a sale of the “Cross Country Road 
Bonds” of Greenville County, to secure rights of way for such roads, 
‘to approve or reject such contracts as the Supervisor may submit 
to them under the provisions of Section 7 of the Cross Country 
Bond Issue Act, to confer and advise with the Supervisor of Green- 
ville County with reference to the roads to be improved under the 
said road bond issue Act, and to do such other things as may be 
necessary to carry out the terms and conditions of said Cross 
Country Road Bond Issue. And in addition thereto said Commission 
is’ given authority to accept contributions in money or labor from 
citizens of Greenville County and to provide for the expenditure 
thereof through the Supervisor in the same manner as is provided 
for in the said Bond Issue Act. 


§ 4. Organization.—That the said Commissioners immediately 
upon their appointment shall meet and elect a Chairman and a 
Secretary, which Chairman shall be chosen from their-own number, 
but which Secretary may or may not be from their body. 


§ 5. Compensation—Salary of Secretary.—That the mem- 
bers of the aforesaid Commission shall be paid actual expenses and 
the further sum of Five ($5.00): Dollars per day for such time as 
may be actually consumed in carrying out the duties of their office, 
such compensation to be paid out of the Cross Country Road Bond 
funds upon vouchers properly itemized and verified: Provided, how- 
ever, That the Secretary herein provided for shall be paid for his 
services as such Secretary such salary or per diem as may be ap- 
proved by the Greenville County Delegation. 


§ 6. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for 
the Appointment of a Sinking Fund Commission for 
Ninety-six Township, Cooper Township, Greenwood 
Township and Cokesbury Township, in Greenwood 
County, and to Prescribe its Powers and Duties,’ 
known as Act No. 238, Acts of 1915, so as to Further 
Define the Commission, and Provide for a Change in 
the Time of Loans. 


Section 1. Act (1915, XXIX, Stats. 433), Amended— 
Sinking Fund Commission for Townships of Greenwood 
County — Loans by. — Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: Amend Section 1 of an Act en- | 
titled “An Act to Provide for the Appointment of a Sinking Fund 
Commission for Ninety Six Township, Cooper Township, in Green- 
wood County, and to Prescribe its Powers and Duties,’ known as 
Act No. 238, Acts of 1915, by striking out on line seven thereof 
the words “A. F,. McKissick” and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words “the County Supervisor.” Amend further by striking out of 
Section 3 of said Act, on line thirteen thereof the words “one year” 
and inserting in lieu thereof the words “six years”; by striking out 
on line nineteen of said section the word “note” and inserting in 
lieu thereof the word “notes”; and, by inserting on line twenty-one 
of said Section 3, between the word “county” and before the word 
“and” the words “during the time of the loan.” So that said sec- 
tions, as amended, shall read as follows: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of paying the present bonded 
indebtedness of Ninety Six Township, Cooper Township, Green- 
wood Township and Cokesbury Township, and the school districts 
located therein, in Greenwood County, County Treasurer and 
County Auditor of the County of Greenwood, together with the 
County Supervisor, are constituted Commissioners, to be known 
and designated as “The Commissioners of Sinking Fund, Ninety 
Six Township, Cooper Township and Cokesbury Township, of 
Greenwood County,” to receive and manage the income, taxes and 
revenues set apart and applied for the purpose of paying the interest 
and principal of the present bonded indebtedness of the said town- 
ships and the school districts located therein. 
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Section 3. It shall be the duty of the said Commissioners of the 
sinking fund to keep a separate account of the funds belonging to 
the said respective townships and to the school districts located 
therein, and to apply the funds belonging to the respective town- 
ships and to the school districts located therein, to the payment of 
the principal and interest of the present bonded indebtedness of 
that township of those school districts located therein; and they are 
hereby authorized, when} unable to purchase valid bonds of the 
present bonded indebtedness of the said townships or the school dis- 
tricts located therein, and when, in the judgment of the said Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund, the said bonds are not offered or 
obtainable at a reasonable price, to lend the money of the Sinking 
Fund Commission for a period of six years at a rate of interest of 
not less than five per centum per annum. The said loan or loans 
shall be made by the said Commissioners of the Sinking Fund on 
the security of the said bonds of the present bonded indebtedness of 
the said townships or of the said school districts located therein, 
or upon the valid securities of the State of South Carolina, or upon 
the notes of the County Treasurer and County Supervisor of Green- 
wood County: Provided, The said loan be not more than one-half of 
the tax levy of said county during the time of the loan, and the 
whole of the taxes of the said county shall be pledged for the re- 
payment of the money so borrowed of the said Sinking Fund Com- 
mission. The County Treasurer shall pay the notes so given out of 
the first taxes collected for the fiscal vear for which the said money 
is borrowed. All securities and collaterals for loans shall be de- 
posited with the County Treasurer. In case any funds in the hands 
of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund are not invested, as here- 
in allowed, the said funds shall be deposited in one or more of the 
banks of Greenwood County, at interest, said bank or banks to 
be designated by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. All 
revenues, taxes and incomes received by the said Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund shall be applied to the extinguishment of the 
present bonded indebtedness of the said township and of the school 
districts. located therein: Provided, That the funds belonging to any 
one township or to any one school district located therein, shall not 
be applied to the payment of the present bonded indebtedness of 
any other township or of any other school district, but the said 
funds shall be used solely and only for the extinguishment of the

AN ACT to Authorize the Counties of Horry and Marion to 
Build and Maintain a Toll Bridge and Approaches and 
Roads Thereto Across Little Pee Dee River in the 
Vicinity of Potato Bed Ferry, to Provide for the Ad- 
ministration Thereof and to Authorize and Empower 
Either of Said Counties to Condemn Lands for Location 
of Said Bridge, Roads and Approaches and for Ac- 
quiring Material to Construct and Maintain the Same 
and to Make it a Misdemeanor to Fail to‘Pay Toll or to 
Violate Rules of Traffic and to Provide Penalty There- 
for and to Provide and Authorize the Counties of 
Horry and Marion to Borrow the Sum Not Exceeding 
$50,000.00 for the Construction and Building of the 
Aforesaid Bridge and to Provide for the Expenditure 
Thereof. 


Section 1. Horry County and Marion County to Build 
Bridge—Location—Shares of Cost.—Be it enacted by the 
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General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Coun- 
ties of Horry and Marion in said State be, and they are hereby, au- 
thorized and empowered to construct, maintain and operate a toll 
bridge across Little Pee Dee River within the vicinity of Potato 
Bed Ferry, together with the necessary approaches thereto, such as 
roads, fills, viaducts and bridges, the joint undertaking to be em- 
braced within a section to be located and laid out by the Little Pee 
Dee Bridge Board hereinafter appointed, which section, when 
designated by said Board shall be known as Little Pee Dee Bridge 
Zone; to obtain by gift, purchase. or condemnation the necessary 
land for furnishing road material and the rights of way for the 
purpose of said construction, maintenance and operation the ex- 
penses and contructing said bridge and approaches thereto to be 
borne in the proportion of one-half for Horry County and one-half 
for Marion County. : 


§ 2. “Little Pee Dee Bridge Board.” — That the County 
Commissioners of County of Horry and the County Commissioners 
of the County of Marion and their respective successors in office 
be, and the same are hereby, constituted and designated jointly as 
Little Pee Dee Bridge Board, which said Little Pee Dee Bridge 
Board shall be charged with the duty of constructing said bridge 
and approaches and when construction shall have been completed, 
also with the maintenance and administration thereof as herein 
provided and all acts and things heretofore performed and done by 
the Board of County Commissioners of the Counties of Horry and 
Marion, if any, in arranging for building of such bridges and ap- 
proaches be, and the same are hereby, ratified and affirmed. 


§ 3. Powers of Board.—That the said Little Pee Dee Bridge 
Board shall have authority and power to contract and be contracted 
with in its name shall maintain the said bridge and approaches, shall 
employ help for the collection of tolls, shall fix rates of toll, shall 
formulate and promulgate rules for traffic using said bridge and 
approaches and shall do all other such acts and things as it may 
deem proper in the performance of the duties herein imposed on it 
within the bridge zone herein defined. 


§ 4. Compensation—Provisos.—That each member of the 
said Little Pee Dee Bridge Board shall receive as compensation for 
his services, the same to be paid out of toll money collected here- 
under, the sum of $5.00 per day for each day he may be engaged 
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in the performance of any duty herein imposed on him, together 
with the usual mileage fixed by law: Provided, That each member 
of said Board be, and he is hereby, authorized to collect at the rates 
herein fixed for services heretofore performed in arranging for the 
building of said bridge and approaches: Provided, That the Chair- 
man of the Board of County Commissioners for Marion County 
shall not receive any per diem or mileage for his services herein, 
except his salary as now provided by law. 


§ 5. Use of Tolls.—That the proceeds arising from the tolls 
herein prescribed, after payment of the costs of operation and main- 
tenance shall be divided monthly in the proportion of one-half to 
Horry County and one-half to Marion County, and as so divided, 
shall be turned over to the County Treasurer, respectively of each 
county, who shall keep the same as a special bridge toll fund to be 
applied by him, upon warrant of the Commissioners, so far as 
needed or as same will extend, to the payment of interest coupons 
on any bonds or notes issued for the purpose of providing funds for 
defraying its proportion of the expense of constructing said bridge 
and approaches, and the remainder to be invested by such Treasurer 
as a sinking fund for payment of the principal of said bonds or 
notes when due. 


§ 6. Condemnation.—That the County Commissioners of the 
County of Horry and the County of Marion each at the request of 
the Little Pee Dee River Bridge Board shall have the power to con- 
demn rights of way in its respective county for use in the construc- 
tion of the bridge and approaches herein provided for and also the 
power to condemn nearby lands for the purpose of obtaining the 
road material to be used in the construction and maintenance of 
said bridge and approaches, any condemnation had hereunder to be 
made as'now provided by law. 


§ 7. Police Powers of Bridge Keepers — Violation of 
Regulations.—That every keeper of the bridge and approaches 
herein provided shall be a police officer, clothed with the power in- 
cident to such office; that any person or persons entering upon the 
bridge zone without paying the toll required by said Little Pee Dee 
River Bridge Board, when requested so to do, or violating any rule 
of traffic promulgated by said Board, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, shall be fined or imprisoned 
within the discretion of the presiding Judge. 
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§ 8. Consent of Delegations Required. — That no action 
shall be taken in carrying out the provisions of this Bill by the said 
Little Pee Dee Bridge Board until it has received in writing consent 
from the Legislative Delegations of Horry and Marion Counties. 


§ 9. Counties to Borrow.—That the County Commissioners 
of the County of Horry are hereby authorized and directed to bor- 
row the sum of not exceeding $25,000.00 and the County Commis- 
sioners of Marion County are hereby authorized and directed to 
borrow not exceeding the sum of $25,000.00, the proceeds of which 
shall be applied jointly in the building of the bridge and approaches 
thereto as provided for in this Act. 


§ 10. Tax, if Necessary. — That the said County Commis- 
sioners of Horry County and Marion County shall each issue note 
or notes for the amount and there shall be levied annually upon all 
the taxable property in Horry County by the County Auditor and 
upon all the taxable property in Marion County by the County 
Auditor a sufficient sum to pay the interest on said note or notes 
as they shall fall due and also a sufficient sum annually to create a 
sinking fund to retire said note or notes at maturity; in the event 
in any year funds derived from other sources to be applied to the 
payment of said interest or to the creation of such sinking fund 
both or either are available only such levy for that year may be made 
as is necessary to raise a sufficient sum to supply the deficiency 
which may exist after the application to the above purpose of the 
funds so available. 


§ 11. When Tolls Discontinued.—As soon as the tolls herein 
provided for shall amount to a sufficient sum to retire all indebted- 
ness for the construction, maintenance and operation of said bridge 
it shall then become a free bridge.

AN ACT to Provide for a Levy of a Sufficient Tax to Pay 
the Salaries of School Teachers in Horry County for 
One Month, and to Provide for an Election in all 
School Districts of Said County to Determine the 
Amount of Levy, if Any, Desired to Extend the School 
Term, and to Repeal Any Tax Levy Now in Force in 
Excess of That Required. ; 


Section 1. Tax for Teachers’ Salaries in Horry County.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That there is hereby levied upon all the taxable property of 
Horry County a sufficient mill, or mills, to provide for the pay- 
ment of the school teachers in all public school of Horry County for 
a period of one month, in lieu of that provided for in the 6-0-1

§ 2. Elections in School Districts.—The County Board of

County to Borrow Not Exceeding Twenty-five Thou- 
sand ($25,000.00) Dollars for the Purpose of Paying 
Past Indebtedness and Road and Bridge Building in| 
Said County, and to Provide for the Payment of Same 
and for the Expenditure of the Proceeds Thereof. 


Section 1. Horry County to Borrow—Use of Proceeds.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the County Commissioners of Horry County are hereby 
authorized and directed and empowered to borrow not exceeding 
Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which 
shall be applied as follows: Thirteen Thousand ($13,000.00) Dol- 
lars to pay past indebtedness of said county; Two Thousand ($2,- 
000.00) Dollars to be used in the construction and repair of the 
bridge across Little Pee Dee River at Sandy Bluff: Provided, That 
Marion County shall pay a like amount on the construction of said 
bridge, otherwise the said Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars shall 
be used at the discretion of said Board on other roads and bridges

AN ACT Relating to the Bridge Tolls From Wateree River 
Bridge in Kershaw County, Constructed Under Act No. 
266 of 1917, and to Provide for the Freeing of Said 
Bridge, and to Exempt Certain Persons From the Pay- 
ment of Tolls. 


Section 1. Use of Tolls From Wateree River Bridge— 
Transfer of Bridge—Maintenance.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Board of Di- 
rectors of Kershaw County, upon whom was devolved the duties of 
the County Commissioners for said County, under the provisions of 
an Act entitled “An Act to Authorize and Empower the County 
Commissioners for Kershaw County to Construct a Bridge Across 
Wateree River, in Said County, with Viaducts and Approaches, and 
to Issue the Bonds of Said County for Such Purposes,” approved 
February 17th, 1917, are hereby authorized, empowered and directed © 
to put aside in the sinking fund so much of the toll fees arising 
from the said bridge as will be sufficient, together with the amount 
already credited to said fund, to retire the bonds sold under the 
provisions of said Act at their maturities in full, within three years 
from the approval of this Act, if the tolls therefrom amount to so 
much. If at the end of this time, to wit, three years from the date 
of the approval of this Act, the State Highway Commission has 
completed the construction of a hard-surfaced road from the Rich- 
land County line to said bridge, then the said Directors are author- 
ized and directed to turn the said bridge over to the State Highway 
Commission to be received and accepted by it as a part of the State 
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System of hard-surfaced roads, and to cease to collect any tolls for 
the use of same: Provided, That upon the acceptance of said bridge 
by the State Highway Commission the County of Kershaw is there- 
by discharged from any liability arising out of the use of the same, 
and is freed and discharged from any duty to keep the same in re- 
pair. If, however, at the end of the said three years the State 
Highway Commission has not completed the construction of the 
said hard-surfaced road from the Richland County line to the bridge, 
then the said County Board of Directors of Kershaw County are 
hereby authorized and directed to continue to collect toll fees for the 
use of said bridge, as now provided by law, and after paying the ex- 
pense of collecting the same, and keeping the said bridge in reason- 
able repair, to apply the remainder thereof to the construction of 
said road from the Richland County line to said bridge, under such 
contract and in such manner as they may deem most advantageous 
to the County of Kershaw. 


§ 2. Time for Transfer—Provisos.——That if the State High- 
way Commission shall complete the construction of the hard-surfaced 
road from the Richland County line to the said Wateree River 
Bridge at an earlier date than three years from the approval of 
this Act, then, and in that event, the Board of Directors of Kershaw 
County are authorized and directed to turn the said bridge over to 
the State Highway Commission, and the said bridge is thereby 
freed of any toll charges thereon: Provided, The said State Highway 
Commission shall pay over to the Treasurer of Kershaw County 
such sum as taken with the amount of the sinking fund heretofore 
collected and provided for herein, will at that time be sufficient to 
retire the principal of the bonds sold under the provisions of the 
Act referred to in Section 1 of this Act: Provided, That after the 
road from the Richland County line to the bridge is completed, and 
said toll bridge made free, the State Highway Department shall 
continue to give to Kershaw County its yearly apportionment of 
hard-surface road. 


§ 3. Exemptions From Tolls.—That all school children go- 
ing to and from school and all State officials and their subordinates 
holding commission under the law of this State, traveling on official 
business, are hereby exempt from the payment of tolls and fares 
required in Section 5 of the above Act referred to.

Dollars for the Building of Permanent Bridges and 
Culverts in Lancaster County, and to Provide for the 
Collection of Taxes to Pay the Interest Coupons on 
Said Bonds as They Shall Fall Due, and Also a Suf- 
ficient Sum Annually to Create a Sinking Fund for the 
Retirement of Said Bonds at Maturity. 


Section 1. Bonds of Lancaster County Validated.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina:

Section 1. Bond Issue by School District No. 40 of Lan- 
caster County—Terms—Election on Issue.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That for 
the purpose of erecting school buildings, equipping same and for 
general school purposes, the Board of Trustees of School District 
No. 40, of Lancaster County, is hereby authorized to issue serial 
bonds of said district in an amount not exceeding Six Thousand 
($6,000.00) Dollars, maturing not later than forty years after date, 
-and bearing interest at a rate not exceeding six per cent per annum, 
payable semiannually. Said bonds may run twenty or forty years 
in the discretion of the Board of Trustees: Provided, That the issu- 


ing of said bonds shall first be submitted to the qualified electors 
of said district. 


§ 2. Conduct of Election.—That said election shall be held 
at the usual voting place in said district on the first Tuesday in May, 
1925, and after advertisement for not less than two weeks in the 
Kershaw Era, a newspaper published in said school district.

Therefor; to Authorize the Issue of Bonds for the Pur- 
pose of Erecting Said Building and Provide for the 
Levy and Collection of Taxes to Pay the Interest on 
Said Bonds and the Principal Thereof. 


Section 1. “Buford High School District”? — Constituent 
‘School Districts—High School to be Established.—Be it en- 
.acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Tradesville, Buford, Tabernacle, Dixie, New Bethel, and Union 
School Districts in Lancaster County as now constituted are hereby 
declared to be a high school district, to be known as Buford High 
School District ; that is to say, a body corporate, and the trustees as 
hereinafter provided for are hereby declared to be the High School 
Board of Trustees, and as such are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to establish a consolidated high school for the six school dis- 
tricts on a public highway as near the center as practicable in the 
territory of said school districts, and the consolidated high school 
when so established shall be entitled to all the privileges and benefits 
of rural centralized high schools approved and accepted by the State 
Board of Education. 


§ 2. Trustees.—One Trustee as now constituted from each of 
the aforesaid six school districts shall be the High School Board of 
Trustees, such members from each school district to be selected by 
the trustees of the school district, and shall hold office for a term 
of two years, and until their successors are appointed and qualified. 


_ § 3. Powers of Trustees—Bond Issue—Elections—Con- 
dition of Consolidation.—That the High School Board of Trus- 
tees shall be, and hereby is, vested with the power to do all acts neces- 
sary or adapted to the establishment and maintenance of the high 
school, and to that end may purchase land and erect and equip a 
high school building, and for the purpose of providing funds for 
such purchase of land and the erection of the high school may, 
notwithstanding any other or similar limits contained in any general 
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or special Act, or any Act making a special provision in or about the 
subject matter of any general. Act, issue and sell the bonds of the 
high school district to an amount not exceeding eight per centum 
of the assessed valuation of the taxable property therein: Provided, 
That this Act shall not be deemed or held to intend or purport to 
authorize the issuance of bonds in excess of any limit imposed by the 
Constitution of this State: Provided, That the question of the consoli- 
dation of said school districts into a consolidated high school district 
and also the question of the issuance of bonds for the construction 
and equipment of buildings shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
residing in said districts and in the event a majority of those voting 
_ in each district shall vote in favor of said consolidated high school 
district and in favor of the issuance of bonds thereof, the said con- 
solidated high school shall be established by the County Board of 
Education of said county: Provided, further, That the said high 
school district shall not. be established unless at least four of said 
school districts separately vote for the said consolidation and for 
said bonds for the purposes hereinabove stated. 


§ 4. No Petition Nor Plat Necessary.—No petition for the 
holding of said election or the making and filing of the plat of said 
high school district shall be required as a prerequisite of the hold- 
ing of said election or the issuance of said bonds. 


§ 5. Conduct of Election—Notice—Managers.—That said 
election shall be held at such time and places within each of said dis- 
tricts as shall be determined by the High School Board of Trustees, 
at which election only the qualified voters residing in each of said 
school districts shall be entitled to vote; and said trustees shall give 
notice of such election by at least two publications of such notice in 
a newspaper published in said county, and by posting notices in 
three public places in each of said school districts ; said notices shall 
be posted and the first publication made not-less- than ten days be- 
fore the said election, and the said notice shall designate the time 
and place or places at which the election is to be held, and the said 
trustees shall appoint three managers of such election in each of said 
districts and receive the reports and declare the results. 


' § 6. Ballots.—The said Trustees shall have printed and pro- 
vided for the use of the voters a sufficient number of ballots which 
shall be placed at the voting places on which shall be printed or 
written the words “For the Consolidated High School District,” and 
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the words “Against the Consolidated High School District,” and the 
electors voting for the consolidation shall strike out the words 
“Against the Consolidated High School District,” and the electors 
voting against the consolidation shall strike out the words “For the 
Consolidated High School District” ; and said trustees shall also fur- 
nish a sufficient number of ballots which shall be placed at the voting 
places on which shall be printed or’ written the words “For the Issue ” 
of Consolidated High School Bonds,” and the words “Against the 
Issue of Consolidated High School Bonds,” and the electors voting 
for the issue of said bonds shall strike out the words “Against the 
Issue of Consolidated High School Bonds,” and the electors voting 
against the issue of said bonds shall strike out the words “For the 
Issue of Consolidated High School Bonds.” 


§ 7. Terms of Bonds—Sale.—If a majority of the votes cast 
at such election in each of at least four of said districts shall be in 
favor of the consolidation and of the issue of the bonds, said trustees 
shall issue the bonds, or so much thereof as they may deem advisable. 
The bonds so issued shall bear a rate of interest not exceeding six 
per centum per annum, payable semiannually and shall be payable 
both principal and interest at such place as the trustees may pre- 
scribe therein. The bonds shall also mature at such date and in 
such proportion as the trustees may determine, said maturities not 
to exceed twenty years, and said bonds shall be sold by the said 
trustees after due advertisement for bids on same and at not less 
than par. 


' § 8. Execution of Bonds.—The said bonds shall be signed by 
the Chairman and Clerk of said Board of Trustees and the en- 
graved or lithographed signatures of said Chairman and Clerk upon 
the interest coupons attached to said bonds shall be a sufficient sign- 
ing of the same. 


§ 9. Tax Levies Uniform.—That all lawful levies for the 
maintenance and lawful levies for bonds shall be at the same uniform 
rate on the assessed valuation of each of the cooperating districts. 


§ 10. Bonds Tax Exempt.—That said bonds shall be exempt 
from State, county and municipal taxation. 


§ 11. Provisions of Act Independent.—That in case any 
portion or provision of this Act shall by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction be held to be unconstitutional, the validity of the re- 
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maining portions shall in no wise be construed or held to be im- 
paired thereby, but such remaining portions shall be and remain in 
full force and effect and shall be deemed and held to be a valid and 
complete Act.

Section 1. “Flat Creek High School District”—Constit- 
uent School Districts—High School.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Pleasant 
Plain, White Bluff, Charlesboro, Midway and Flat Creek School 
Districts in Lancaster County, as now constituted are hereby 
declared to be a high school district to be known as Flat 
Creek High School District ; that is to say, a body corporate and the 
trustees as hereinafter provided for are hereby declared to be the 
High School Board of Trustees, and as such are hereby authorized 
and empowered to establish a consolidated high school for the five 
school districts on a public highway as near the center as practicable 
in the territory of said school districts, and the consolidated high 
school when so established shall be entitled to all the privileges and 
benefits of rural centralized high schools approved and accepted by 
the State Board of Education. a 
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§ 2. Trustees.—One Trustee as now constituted from each of 
the aforesaid five school districts shall be the High School Board of 
Trustees, such member from each school district to be chosen by the 
trustees of said school district, and shall hold office for a term of 
two years, and until his successor is appointed and qualified.

the results. 


§ 6. Ballots.—That said Trustees shall have printed and pro- 
vided for the use of the voters a sufficient number of ballots which 
shall be placed at the voting places on which shall be printed or 
written the words “For the Consolidated High School District,” 
and the words “Against the Consolidated High School District,” 
and the electors voting for the consolidation shall strike out the 
words “Against the Consolidated High School District,” and the 
electors voting against the consolidation shall strike out the words 
“For the Consolidated High School District” ; and said trustees shall 
also furnish a sufficient number of ballots which shall be placed at 
the voting places on which shall be printed or written the words 
“For the Issue of Consolidated High School Bonds,” and the words 
“Against the Issue of Consolidated High School Bonds,” and the 
electors voting for the issue of said bonds shall strike out the words 
“Against the Issue of Consolidated High School Bonds,” and the 
electors voting against the issue of said bonds shall strike out the 
words “For the Issue of Consolidated High School Bonds.” 


§ 7. Result of Election — Terms of Bonds. — If a ma- 
jority of the votes cast at such election in each of at least four of said 
districts shall be in favor of the consolidation and of the issue of the 
bonds, said trustees shall issue the bonds, or so much thereof as 
they may deem advisable. The bonds so issued shall bear a rate 
of interest not exceeding six per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually and shall be payable both principal and interest at such 
place as the trustees may prescribe therein. The bonds shall also 
mature at such date and in such proportion as the trustees may de- 
termine, said maturities not to exceed twenty years, and said bonds 
shall be sold by the said trustees after due advertisement for bids 
‘on same and at not less than par. 
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§ 8. Execution of Bonds.—The said bonds shall be signed by 
the Chairman and Clerk of said Board of Trustees and the engraved 
or lithographed signatures of said Chairman and Clerk upon the 
interest coupons attached to said bonds shall be a sufficient signing 
of the same. 


§ 9. Bonds Tax Exempt.—That said bonds shall be exempt 
from all State, county and municipal taxes. 


§ 10. Use of Bond Funds.—That the proceeds from the sale 
of said bonds shall be expended by the Board of Trustees of the said 
Consolidated High School District for the purpose of erecting and 
equipping a high school building located as hereinabove directed. 


§ 11. Tax for Payment.—Notwithstanding the limitations 
contained in any general or special Act or any Act making a special 
provision on or about the subject matter of any general Act, there 
shall be levied in each year after the issuance of such bonds by said 
district and continuing so long as any of said bonds shall be unpaid 
and outstanding, a tax upon all the taxable property in such dis- 
trict sufficient to pay the interest upon all said bonds and to create 
a sinking fund sufficient to provide for .the payment of the principal, 
as and when the same shall mature, which tax shall be levied by the 
County Auditor or in such other manner as may be provided by law, 
and collected by the County Treasurer, or such other officer as may 
be provided by law, in the same manner and at the same times as 
other taxes in the county are levied and collected. 


§ 12. Tax Levies Uniform.—That all lawful levies for the 
maintenance and lawful levies for bonds shall be at the same uni- 
form rate on the assessed valuation of each of the cooperating dis- 
tricts. \ 


§ 13. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are’ 
hereby repealed. ve 


§ 14. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of School District Num- 

ber 40, in Lancaster County to Borrow Six Thousand 

($6,000.00) Dollars for the Purpose of Erecting and 
Equipping a School Building. 


Section 1. School District No. 40 of Lancaster County to 
Borrow—Purpose—Deposit and Disbursement of Proceeds. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: The trustees of School District No. 40, in Lancaster 
County, be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to bor- 
row the sum of Six Thousand ($6,000.00) Dollars and use the same 
for the purpose of erecting and equipping a school building in said 
district, and to pledge as security therefor the taxes authorized to 
be levied by this Act. The proceeds of said loan shall be deposited 
with the Treasurer of Lancaster County and shall be paid out by 
them for the purpose herein stated, on warrants signed by the Board 
of Trustees if said school district, as other school funds are now 
paid out. 


§ 2. Tax for Payment.—The Trustees of school district Num- 
40, in Lancaster County, and the County Auditor in said county are 
hereby authorized and empowered to fix and determine a levy upon 
the property in the said school district which will, in a period of 
ten years, be ten approximate equal annual payments retiring the 
loan and interest herein authorized for the purpose of paying said 
indebtedness.

Notes or Bonds of Town of Lancaster Vali- 
dated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the election held on the 27th day of January, 
1925, in the Town of Lancaster, County of Lancaster, and State of 
South Carolina, authorizing the issuance of Twelve Thousand ($12,- 
000.00) Dollars, notes or bonds, of said town for the purpose of ex- 
tending the waterworks system, together with all proceedings, acts 
and doings had with reference thereto, be, and the same are hereby,

AN ACT to Authorize the County Treasurer and Supervisor 
of Laurens County to Borrow an Amount Not Exceed- 
ing Two Hundred Thousand ($200,000.00) Dollars 
for the Purpose of Hard Surfacing Certain Portions of - 
Highway No. 2 and Highway No. 10 in Laurens County, 
and to Provide for the Expenditure Thereof and for 
the Payment of Said Loan. 


Section 1. Laurens County to Borrow—vUse of Proceeds. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the County Treasurer and County Supervisor of 
Laurens County, be, and they are hereby authorized to borrow an 
amount not exceeding Two Hundred Thousand ($200,000.00) Dol- 
lars to be used for hard surfacing that portion of Highway No. 10 
between Watts Mill and the city of Laurens, for which shall be 
spent an amount not exceeding Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dol- 
lars; that portion of Highway No 2 between the towns of Laurens 
and Clinton, for which shall be spent an amount not exceeding One 
Hundred and Seventy Thousand ($170,000.00) Dollars. 


That the money herein authorized to be borrowed shall be turned 
over to the Laurens County Highway Commission by the Supervi- 
sor and Treasurer of Laurens County, and shall be used by the 
Laurens County Highway Commission exclusively for the purposes 
herein named. 


§ 2. Notes—Time of Borrowings—Awards—-Payment— 
Tax.—That the Supervisor and Treasurer of Laurens County are 
hereby authorized to issue their note or notes for the amount of 
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money herein authorized to be borrowed and the credit of Laurens 
County shall be pledged for the payment of same, but they shall not 
borrow the money in bulk, but shall borrow the money as is needed 
by the Laurens County Highway Commission, as the work herein 
authorized to be done progresses.

State Highway Commission, under the Act commonly known as the 
Pay-as-You-Go Act, shall be applied to the payment of the loan 
herein authorized to be made, and if the amount received by the 
Laurens County from this source is not sufficient to pay the notes 
and interest as they mature, the Auditor of Laurens County is 
hereby authorized to levy on all taxable property in Laurens County 
an amount sufficient to pay the amount due and interest on said loans 
as they mature: Provided, That all reimbursements received by 
‘Laurens County from the State Highway Commission, under the 
Act commonly known as the “‘Pay-as-You-Go-Act,” not used in the 
payment of the notes herein authorized to be executed shall be held 
by the County Treasurer to be expended subject only to the ap- 
‘proval of the majority of the Laurens County Delegation in the 
General Assembly.

AN ACT to Authorize the Sinking Fund Commission of 
Laurens County to ‘Loan to Said County a Sum Not Ex- 
ceeding Sixty Thousand ($60,000.00) Dollars and to 
Provide for the Payment of Same. 


Section 1. Loan to Laurens County From County Sinking 
Fund.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Sinking Fund Commission of Laurens County 
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is hereby authorized to loan to Laurens County a sum not exceed- 
ing Sixty Thousand ($60,000.00) Dollars and Laurens County is 
hereby authorized to borrow said sum. 


§ 2. Notes.—That the sum so borrowed shall be divided into 
five (5) equal annual installments and the Supervisor and County 
Commissioners of Laurens County are hereby authorized to sign 
five (5) notes for the amounts so borrowed, which said notes shall 
become due in one, two, three, four and five (1, 2, 3, 4 and 5) years 
respectively, and shall bear interest at a rate of five per cent per 
annum.

the Town of Clinton for the Payment Thereof, and to 
Guarantee the Payment of the Same for and in the 
Name of the Said Town of Clinton. 


Section 1. Act (1918, XXX, Stats. 704), Amended— 
Paving Assessments in Town of Clinton.—Be it enacted by the 
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General Assembly of the State of. South Carolina: That an Act 
entitled “An Act to authorize the Town of Clinton to levy an as- 
sessment upon abutting property for the purpose of paying for per- 
manent improvements on streets and sidewalks immediately abutting 
such property, approved February 11th, 1918, be and the same is 
hereby amended by adding to Section 1 thereof, after the words 
“such improvements,” on the last line of said Section, the following: 
“And shall have’ made provision for the payment thereof.” 


§ 2. Enforcement of Assessment Liens.—Amend further 
. by adding another Section to be known as Section 2, which shall be 
as follows: 


Section 2. That the assessments so laid shall constitute and be a 
lien upon the property so assessed and payment thereof may be 
enforced as the payment of Town taxes is enforced: Provided, 
Such assessments be entered in a book kept by the Town Clerk, to 
be entitled “Assessment Liens,” stating the names of the owners, 
the location of the property and the amount of the assessments and 
the time or times of payment. And, Provided, further, That such 
lien shall continue from the date of entry on such book until the 
expiration of five years from the date when final payment is due 
and payable, unless sooner paid. Upon default in payment of any 
installment or deferred portion of any assessment, at the time and

such taxes. The lien of said assessment shall be coordinate with 
the lien for State, County and City or Town taxes and the sale of 
the property so assessed for the enforcement of the lien for any one 
or more of the installments due upon said property shall not relieve 
said property from the lien of the remaining installments as and 
when the same shall become due, and the purchaser of said property 
at the sale for nonpayment of any installment or installments, which 
may be due and unpaid, shall take the property subject to the lien 
of the remaining unpaid installments. 


§ 3. Maturities of Assessments.—Amend further by adding 
another Section to be known as Section 3, which shall be as follows:

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Town Council: Provided, That the final payment or installment 
shall not be within five (5) years next ensuing from the date of

§ 5. Satisfaction of Lien.—Amend further by adding another 
Section to be known as Section 5, which shall be as follows: 


Section 5. That it shall by Ordinance be made the duty of the 
Town Clerk to make entry of satisfaction on such “Assessment 
Liens” book as soon as full payment is made, and the lien shall be 
thereby extinguished. 


§ 6. Paving Certificates—Amend further by adding another 
Section to be known as Section 6, which shall be as follows: 


Section 6. That the Town Council of the Town of Clinton is 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue certificates of indebted- 
ness showing the amounts of money due to said Town by property 
owners as deferred payments or installments upon such assessments, 
and to sell any of such certificates of indebtedness or to borrow 
money by pledging any of them as collateral security for the pay- 
ment of such debt or debts, and in either event of sale or collateral 
pledge of such certificates, or any of them, to pledge the faith and 
credit of said Town for the payment thereof, and to guarantee the 
payment of same for and in the name of said Town.

The said Town of Clinton may, by Ordinance, require 
the grantor and grantee, or grantors and grantees, of any property, 
or part of same, sold or transferred after such assessment has been 
laid thereon, and before such assessment lien has been extinguished, 
as provided herein, to file in writing with the Town Clerk, within 
ten (10) days after every such sale or transfer, the name of such 
grantor and grantee, or grantors and grantees, an accurate descrip- 
tion of the property sold or transferred and the date of such sale 
or transfer.”

Provided, That said improvements be ordered only upon the written 
consent of a majority of the owners of the property abutting upon 
the street, sidewalk or portion of either to be improved, and upon 
the further condition that the corporate authorities shall pay at least 
one-half of the costs of such improvements, and shall have made 
provision for the payment thereof. 


Section 2. That the assessments so laid shall constitute and be a 
lien upon the property so assessed and payment thereof may be en-. 
forced as the payment of Town taxes is enforced: Provided, Such 
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assessments be entered in a book kept by the Town Clerk, to be en- 
titled “Assessment Liens,” stating the name of the owners, the loca- 
tion of the property and the amount of the assessments and the time 
or times of payment: And, Provided, further, That such lien shall 
continue from the date of entry on such book until the expiration of, 
five years from the date when final payment is due and payable, 
unless sooner paid.

Section 6. That the Town Council of the Town of Clinton is 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue certificates of indebted- 
ness showing the amounts of money due to said Town by property 
owners as deferred payments or installments upon such assessments, 
and to sell any of such certificates of indebtedness or to borrow

Whereas, It is the desire of the citizens of Lee County to ap- 
propriately honor the patriotic services of the participants in the 
World War who came from Lee County; and 


Whereas, The concrete bridge over Lynches River, Lee County, 
is both useful and ornamental, and will be used by the citizens of 
Lee County and the traveling public generally; Now, Therefore, 


Section 1. Memorial Bridge in Lee County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
the County Board of Commissioners of Lee County are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to dedicate the concrete bridge over Lynches 
River on State Highway No. 34 leading from Bishopville to the 
Darlington County Line, to the memory of the participants of the 
World War who came from Lee County, South Carolina. They 
shall erect on the said bridge a tablet or tablets with proper designa- 
tions and inscriptions to carry out the purposes herein set forth. 
When the bridge shall have been completed and shall be ready for 
use, they shall dedicate it to the memory of all of the participants in 
the World War who came from Lee County, with proper ceremonies. 
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§ 2. Use of Appropriation.—For the purpose of this Act the 
County Board of Commissioners of Lee County are authorized and 
empowered to use the five hundred ($500.00) dollars appropriated 
for this purpose by the Lee County Supply Bill for the year 1925. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

— Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The trustees of the Lynch- 
burg High School District, 13-14, and the County Treasurer of Lee

AN ACT to Make Applicable the Provisions of Sections 
.4506 to'4513, Inclusive, Vol. III, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1922, to Town of Batesburg, South Carolina, 
to Validate and Confirm all Assessments Made, and to 
be Made Against Abutting Property for Permanent 
Street and Sidewalk Improvements Within Said Town; 
and to Validate and Confirm all Certificates of Indebt- 
edness Issued, or to be Issued by Said Town, Wherein 
and Whereby Such Assessments Have Been or May be 
Pledged as Collateral Security, Pursuant to Said Provi- 
. sions of the Code. 


Whereas, The Town Council of the Town of Batesburg, South 
Carolina, on the 23rd day of August, A. D. 1923, adopted an Ordi- 
nance calling a special election to submit to the qualified voters of 
said town the question of whether or not the provisions of sections 
4506 to 4513, inclusive, of Vol. III, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1922, providing for the assessment of abutting property for 
permanent street and sidewalk improvements, should be applicable 
and operative in the said town of Batesburg; 


And Whereas, said election so ordered was duly held on the 25th 
day of September, A. D. 1923, and at said election, of those voting, 
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thirty-nine voted in favor of the said proposal and only two against 
it, as is shown by. the result of said election as officially declared by 
the managers thereof. 


And Whereas, the said Town Council, after the declaration of the 
result of said election, on the 9th day of November, 1923, duly passed 
an ordinance formally adopting the said provisions of the Code as 
applicable and operative in said town; 


And Whereas, the property owners, having property abutting on 
certain streets and sidewalks in said town, thereafter filed with the 
Town Council of the said town numerous petitions asking that said 
streets and sidewalks be paved, under and agreeable to the aforesaid 
provisions of the Code and all ordinances then existing or thereafter 
to be enacted by said Town Council, and agreeing to pay in cash, or 
in ten annual installments, each his or her proportionate assessment 
for said permanent improvements as soon as the same should be 
ascertained, and agreeing that all deferred payments (annual install- 
ments) should bear interest at the rate of seven per cent, per annum, 
payable annually, etc; 


And Whereas, pursuant to said petitions, signed by at least two- 
thirds of the property owners having property abutting on the re- 
spective projects petitioned for, the said Town Council caused the 
same to be improved in the manner and way contemplated under the 
provisions of the Code aforesaid and the Ordinances above referred 
to; 


And Whereas, some question has arisen as to the manner and 
means adopted for levying and making effectual the assessments 
against the. property abutting the improvements that have been or 
that may be hereafter made; 


Section 1. Paving Assessments in Town of Batesburg 
Validated—Certificates—Collection.—Be it enacted by the 
- General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all assess- 
ments heretofore made or that may hereafter be made by the town 
Council of the Town of Batesburg, South Carolina, against or upon 
property abutting the street or sidewalks therein, for the permanent 
improvement of such streets or sidewalks as contemplated in the 
aforesaid sections of the Code, and after petitions therefor made by 
the owners of the abutting property, as required by said provisions 
of the Code, are hereby validated, ratified, and made of force as 
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fully and as effectually as if all details and formalities in respect 
thereto had been complied with and performed, if any such may have 
been omitted or overlooked ; and any and all certificates of indebted- 
ness that have been or may be issued based thereon, whereby such as- 
sessments have been or may be pledgd as collateral security thereto 
are hereby validated and made binding obligations of said town in 
every respect contemplated in the said provisions of the Code, with 
full power vested in the Town Council of said town to enforce the 
collection of said assessments, with interest on any-deferred, unpaid 
annual installments thereof, and to provide reasonable penalties for 
the nonpayment of any such installments when the same fall due; 
and all assessments laid or to be laid hereunder the provisions of 
the Code aforesaid shall constitute and be a lien upon the abutting 
property so assessed, and payment thereof may be: enforced in the 
manner provided or to be provided for enforcing the collection of 
town taxes in said town. 


§ 2. Record of Assessments—Notice—Objections.—That 
the said town shall cause to be kept a book entitled “Assessment 
Liens,” wherein shall be entered a record of such assessments as is 
required in Section 4508, Vol. III, Code of Laws, 1922, aforesaid, 
if the same have not already been entered; and the said town of 
Batesburg shall cause the owners of all property against which an 
assessment has been entered to be notified of the entry of such as- 
sessment, unless that has already been done, by either mailing such 
_ property owners a notice thereof, or by posting a list of such assess- 
ments in three conspicuous places in. said town, or by publishing 
such a list in a newspaper having general circulation in the town for 
two issues thereof; and said property owners against whose prop- 
erty such assessments have been entered shall have ten days from 
the date of the mailing of such notice, or the posting thereof, or from 
the publication of the first issue of said paper containing said notice, 
within which to inspect and examine the books wherein the assess- 
ment may be entered and to file in writing with the Clerk of said 
town exceptions or objections to any such assessments so made and 
entered ; and if no objections or exceptions be made within the time 
aforesaid, then the same shall stand confirmed as to the true and 
correct assessment against said property; and if any exceptions or 
objections to such assessment are filed with the town Clerk, within 
the time aforesaid, then the Town Council of the said Town shall 
fix the time for holding hearings thereon, and give notice of the 
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time and place of the hearing, in the same manner required for 
giving notice of the entry of the assessments, and at such hearing 
the said exceptions and objections shall be passed upon by the said 
Town Council with full authority to the said Town Council to strike 
off, change, alter or confirm the assessments as made; and any such 
assessments so changed, altered, or confirmed shall stand as the true 
and correct assessment to be charged against the abutting property 
. where improvements have. been made; and the assessments so laid 
shall constitute and be a lien upon the property against which it is 
assessed from the date of entry on the Assessment Lien Book until 
the expiration of five years from the date when final payment is 
due, unless sooner paid, which said lien shall have equal rank with 
the lien for town taxes. 


§ 3. Maturities—Interest—Cancelation.—That the assess- 
ment so laid shall be payable in ten equal annual installments, with 
the right to anticipaté any or all of them, the first of which shall be 
due and payable within ten days after the confirmation thereof, and 
the remaining installments, respectively, on the same annual recurr- 
ing date thereafter; all unpaid installments to bear interest at 
the rate of seven per cent. per arinum, payable annually, from the 
date the first installment is due, and the interest shall be enforcible 
and collectible in the same manner as that provided for in the collec- 
tion of the assessments; that upon default in the payment of any 
installment, or deferred portion of any assessment, or upon default 
in the payment of any interest due thereon, then the whole assess- , 
ment, together with accrued interest, shall immediately become due 
and collectible as town taxes, with such penalties and costs as are’ 
now, or as may be hereafter, provided for delinquent town taxes; 
that in case any property owner shall pay in full the unpaid install- 
ments or assessments on any date other than the date on which an 
installment is due, interest on all such unpaid installments shall be 
paid up to the date of the next maturing installment; and whenever 
any such assessments have been paid in full as herein provided, a 
record thereof shall be entered on the Assessment Lien Book. 


§ 4. Separate Funds.—That the amounts of money raised by 
such assessments, together with any amount added thereto by the 
town authorities from the Town Treasury, shall constitute and be 
kept as a separate fund to be used only for the purpose for which 
it was raised and appropriated.

Section 1. School District No. 29 of Lexington County 
to Borrow.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: ‘That the Board of School Trustees of School 
District number twenty-nine in the County of Lexington, be, and 
they are hereby, authorized and empowered to borrow the sum of 
not exceeding Seven Thousand ($7,000.00) Dollars for the pur- 
pose of building, improving or equipping the public schools of said 
district, and to issue therefor notes or bonds of said district for the 
sum so borrowed. 


§ 2. Notes—Bonds.—That the said notes or bonds so issued 
shall be in such denominations and form as the Trustees may adopt. 
They shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding six per cent, payable 
semiannually, and may be made payable within or without the State 
of South Carolina. The said notes or bonds shall mature at such 
times and in such amounts as the said Board of Trustees may de- 
termine, provided that none of said notes or bonds shall run for a 
period of more than twenty years. ‘They shall be signed by the said 
Trustees, but the interest coupons need not be authenticated other- 
wise than by the facsimile signature of said officials. Said notes or 
bonds shall be exempt for all State, County or Municipal taxation. 


§ 3. Tax for Payment.—That until the principal and interest 
of said notes or bonds shall be fully paid it shall be the duty of the 
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County officials charged with the levy of collection of taxes to an- 
nually levy and collect a tax sufficient to pay the principal and in- 
terest of said notes or bonds as the same shall become due. 


§ 4. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for and the Means of Constructing Cer- 
tain Highways in Lexington County. 


Section 1. Work to Begin on State Highway in Lexing- 
ton County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Board of Commissioners of 
Lexington County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to immediately proceed with the laying out, surveying and construct- 
ing, in cooperation with and under the supervision of the State High- 
way Commission, if so much of the State Highway in Lexington 
County as is designated in an Act, entitled “An Act to Provide for a 
State System of Hard Surfaced, Top Soil, and other Dependable 
Types of Highways in this State, to define and describe said Roads, 
etc.,” approved the 21st day of March, A. D., 1924, as a highway 
“from junction with route No. 2 near Cayce southeasterly on route 
No. 1 by way of Edmund, Pelion and Thor to the Aiken County Line 
near Salley,” as lies between Edmund aforesaid and the Aiken 
County line on North Edisto River, at a point or near Harsey’s 
Bridge, said road to pass through Pelion aforesaid, or so much 
thereof as the funds hereinafter provided for will complete, said 
road being known as State Highway No. 121. 


§ 2. Funds Provided — Notes for Loans — Tax. — That 
upon the State Highway Commission allotting and making available 
a sum not less than twenty-five thousand ($25,000.00) dollars for use 
in the laying out, surveying, and constructing of said part of said 
highway, then the said County Board of Commissioners of Lexing- 
ton County is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to borrow. 
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for and in the name of Lexington County, the sum of twenty-five 
thousand ($25,000.00) dollars, if so much be necessary, to be used as 
hereinafter directed; and the said County Board is hereby author- 
ized, empowered and directed to pledge the full credit of said 
County, by the execution of a note or notes for the said sum, for 
the payment of the money so borrowed and all interest installments 
to become due thereon, and the Auditor and Treasurer of said 
County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to levy and 
collect a tax sufficient to pay said obligation in full and all interest 
_ to become due thereon, as and when it is due. That the due date 
for said loan, so to be made for and in behalf of said County, shall 
be April 15, 1934, and the rate of interest to be paid thereon shall 
not exceed five and one-half per cent. per annum. 


§ 3. Use of Funds.—That the money herein authorized to be 
borrowed, together with any and all other funds heretofore borrowed 
by or for said County for road construction, which have not been 
heretofore expended or pledged, and so much of any reimbursement 
funds due or to become due by the State Highway Commission to 
said County, as may be necessary, shall be used by said County 
Board for the purpose of constructing the highway referred to in 
Section 1 hereof, under a reimbursement agreement with the State 
Highway Commission as is provided for in the Act referred to, by 
its title, in Section 1 hereof and any amendments thereto. 


§ 4. County Road to be Built by Chain Gang.—That the 
said County Board is further authorized, empowered and directed 
to forthwith build and construct with the County chain gang, under 
the supervision of the State Highway Commission, a road from a 
point on State Highway No. 391, near the home of McKendree Barr, 
north of Leesville to a point on the State Highway No. 24, near J. 
P. Copeland’s residence, south of Leesville, in said County, said 
road leading into Leesville aforesaid from both ends, and being one 
of the roads designated for construction in Act passed for that pur- 
pose by the 1924 General Assembly ; this road being one for which 
plans and specifications have already been made by the State High- 
way Department. 


§ 5. Act Mandatory — Violation a Misdemeanor. — The 
terms of this Act shall be taken, deemed and construed to be manda- 
tory, unless a plain intent to the contrary appears; and a wilful fail- 
ure to carry out the terms hereof shall constitute a misdemeanor and 
be punished as such.

Section 1. School District No. 66 of Lexington County to 
Borrow—Notes.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Board of Trustees of Chapin School 
District No. 66, in Lexington County, be, and they are hereby, au- 
thorized to borrow for school purposes of said district a sum not to 
exceed One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, at a rate of interest not 
to exceed six per cent (6%) per annum, upon the execution of their 
promissory note or notes, in such denominations as they shall deem 
best, said note or notes to be payable in five annual installments, and 
to secure the same they shall pledge the taxes of said school district 
as hereinafter provided. 


§ 2. Annual Tax.—That as soon as any of the amounts here- 
inabove provided for are borrowed the County Auditor of Lexing- 
ton County shall annually levy a tax on all the property in said school 
district sufficient to raise not less than the amount required to pay 
the principal and interest on notes due for that year. 


§ 3. Renewal of Notes.—The Board of School Trustees shall. 
have the authority to renew the notes when they become due, pro- 
vided, that no amount borrowed under this Act shall be for a longer 
period than five (5) years. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled an Act to Amend Sec- 
tion 5 of an Act Entitled “An Act to Authorize the 
Counties of Florence and Marion to Build and Main- — 
tain a Toll Bridge,” etc., known as Act 908 of the Acts 
of 1924, so as to Further Define the Duties of the 
Bridge Commission in Receipt of Tolls and the Distribu- 
tion of Same. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 1643), Amended— 
Pledge of Bridge Tolls in Marion and Florence Counties— 
Reports.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section 5 of an Act entitled “An Act to 
Amend an Act Entitled ‘An Act to Authorize the Counties of Flor- 
ence and Marion to Build and Maintain a Toll Bridge,” known as 
Act 908 of the Acts of 1924, be amended as follows: Add at the 
end of said section the following provisos: Provided, further, The 
Clerk of the Bridge Commission shall monthly render and file with 
the Auditor of Marion County an itemized statement of the receipts 
and disbursements from the tolls derived the previous month; and, 
Provided, further, That the proceeds arising from the toll herein 
prescribed are specifically pledged as set forth in this Act, and when 
amended, shall read as follows: 


Section 5. That the proceeds arising from the tolls herein pre- 
scribed, after payment of all costs of operation and maintenance, 
shall be divided monthly in the proportion of eight units to Florence 
County and five and one-half units to Marion County, and the eight 
units so apportioned to Florence County shall be turned over to the

payment of the principal of said bonds when due; and the five and 
one-half units so apportioned to Marion County shall be turned over 
to the County Commissioners of Marion County, who shall keep the 
same as a special bridge toll fund, to be applied by them, so far as 
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needed, to the payment of interest coupons on the bonds issued by 
Marion County pursuant to the terms of an Act entitled “An Act 
to Authorize and Provide for the Issue of One Hundred Thou- 
sand ($100,000.00) Dollars of Bonds for Marion County for High- 
‘ way and Bridge Construction and Improvements and for Funding 
Certain Outstanding Indebtedness, to Provide for the Payment of 
Such Bonds and for the Expenditure of the Proceeds Thereof,” ap- 
proved March Ist, 1922, and to create a sinking fund sufficient to 
retire such bonds at maturity; and the said County Commissioners 
are authorized and required to use any remainder of such funds, to 
create a sinking fund to pay and retire at maturity the bonds issued 
by Marion County pursuant to the terms of an Act entitled, “An 
Act to Authorize the County of Marion to Issue Bonds for Perma- 
nent Road and Highway Improvements, and to Provide for the | 
Expenditure of the Same,” approved February 26th, 1910: Provided, 
The said Commissioners may purchase, in the open ‘market, and 
retire at any time prior to maturity with funds from the last named 
sinking fund, any of the last named bonds, at a price not exceeding 
par and accrued interest: Provided, further, That the Treasurer of 
Marion County shall forthwith turn over to the County Commis- 
sioners any funds now in his hands derived from bridge tolls to be

AN ACT to Authorize and Direct Certain County Officers 
of Marion County to Levy and Collect an Annual Tax 
in School District Formerly No. 36, Now Known as No.

Section 1. Special Tax for Library in School District No. 
20, Marion County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: It shall be the duty of the county of- 
ficers of Marion County charged with the assessment and collection 
of taxes to annually levy and collect a tax of two mills upon all the 
property, real and personal, within the limits of School District 
formerly No. 36, now known as No. 20, as taxes for State, county 
and school purposes are now levied and collected; the funds arising 
from the aforesaid two-mill tax shall be applied by the trustees of 
said school district to the maintenance of the Marion Public Library.

Marion County to Borrow.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Commissioners of Marion County be, and they are hereby, author- 
ized and. directed to borrow upon the notes of the County of: Marion 
a sum of money not exceeding One Hundred and Twenty-five 
Thousand ($125,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of liquidating and 
paying the past indebtedness of Marion County. 


8 2. Notes.—That said notes shall be signed by the Chairman 
of the Board of County Commissioners, and by the County Treas- 
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urer, and the seal of the county thereunto affixed and attested by 
the Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners. Such notes shall 
be in series, maturing each year, the last of said notes to mature 
not exceeding five years, and shall bear interest from their date at 
the rate of not exceeding five per centum per annum, payable an- 
nually. They may be made payable within or without the State of 
South Carolina and shall be exempt from all State, county, school 
or municipal taxes: 


§ 3. Annual Tax.—For the purpose of paying the principal 
and interest of the aforesaid notes, it shall be the duty of the County 
Auditor of Marion County to assess and levy annually for five years 
on all taxable property of said county a tax sufficient to pay the 
principal and interest of said notes, as such principal and interest 
shall fall due, and the taxes collected annually from such assessment 
and levy shall be held by the County Treasurer in a segregated fund 
and shall be applied to no purpose whatsoever, except as herein set 
forth. : 


§ 4. Credit of County Pledged.—The full faith, credit and 
resources of the County of Marion, as well as the proceeds of the 
assessment and levy herein provided shall be deemed to be pledged 
for the prompt payment of the principal and interest of such notes.

Atlantic Coast Lumber Corporation to Con- 
struct, etc., Bridge—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Atlantic Coast Lum- 
ber Corporation be, and it is hereby, authorized and empowered to 
construct, maintain and use a logging railroad bridge or trestle . 
across Little Pee Dee River at or near Tindall’s Landing in Marion 
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County: Provided, The same shall be constructed, maintained and 
used in such manner as shall be approved by the proper officers of 
the War Department of the United States. 


§ 2. Term of Maintenance—Removal.—That said Bridge 
or trestle shall be maintained and used for a period not exceeding 
ten (10) years from the date of the approval of this Act, and the 
same shall be entirely removed within the period of six (6) months 
after it shall cease to be used.

Issued by the Board of Supervisors of Said District in 
Pursuance of Said Assessments. 


' Section 1. All Proceedings as to Crooked Creek Drain- 
age District Validated—Term of Incorporation.—Be it en- 
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acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
all proceedings had in the formation, creation, organization, adminis- 
tration, and maintenance of Crooked Creek Drainage District in 
Marlboro County, South Carolina, including the Plan of Reclama-

High School and the Erection of a School Building for 
School District No. 25, School District No. 26, and 
School District No. 27, of McCormick County, to Create 
Said District of a Body Corporate and Appoint Trus- 
tees Therefor, to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds for 
the Purpose of Erecting Said Building in a Sum Not in 
Excess of Thirty Thousand Dollars, and Provide for 
the Levy and Collection of Taxes to Pay the Interest. 
Upon Said Bonds and the Principal Thereof. 


Section 1. Consolidated High School District No. 1, of 
McCormick County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That School District No. 25, School 
District No. 26, and School District No. 27, of McCormick County, 
aS now constituted, are hereby declared to be High School District, 
that is to say, a body corporate, and the trustees, as hereinafter 
provided for, are hereby declared to be the High School Board of 
Trustees, and as such are hereby authorized and empowered to es- 
tablish a central high school for the three school districts, at such 
point in the territory of said school districts as said trustees deem 
best, and the consolidated high school, when so established, shall be 
entitled to all the privileges and benefits of rural centralized high 
schools approved and accepted by the State Board of Education. 
The said District shall be called Consolidated High School District 
No. 1 of McCormick County. 


§ 2. Trustees.—One trustee as now constituted from each of 
the aforesaid three school districts shall be the High School Board of 
Trustees, such member from each school district to be selected by 
the school trustees of each school district, and shall hold office for:a 
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term of two years, and until their successors are appointed and 
qualified. 


§ 3. Powers of Trustees—Issue of Bonds.—That the High 
School Board of Trustees shall be, and hereby is, vested with the 
power to do all acts necessary or adapted to the establishment and 
maintenance of a high school and to that end may purchase lands, 
and erect and equip high school building and for the purpose of 
providing funds for the purchase of such land and erection and 
equipment of a high school building may issue and sell the bonds 
of the high school district to an amount not exceeding any Thou- 
sand ($30,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 4. Execution of Bonds—Terms—Sale.—Such bonds shall 
be signed by the Chairman and Clerk of the High School Board of 
Trustees, and if a corporate seal shall have been adopted it shall be 
affixed thereto and such bonds may pledge the full faith and credit 
of the high school district; may have coupons for the payment of 
interest attached, which coupons may be executed by the facsimile 
signature of the Clerk; may contain provisions for registration of 
principal only or of principal and interest, and may otherwise be 
in such form; shall mature at such time or times, not exceeding 
twenty (20) years, from the date thereof and bear interest-at such 
rate, not exceeding six per centum per annum, payable semiannually, 
as the High School Board of Trustees shall determine and shall be 
sold at not less than par. 


§ 5. Annual Tax.—Notwithstanding the limitation contained 
in any general or special Act or any Act making a special provision 
on or about the subject matter of any general Act, there shall be 
levied in each year after the issuance of any such bonds by any dis- 
trict and continuing so long as any of said bonds shall be unpaid 
and’ outstanding, a tax upon all the taxable property in such dis- 
trict sufficient to pay the interest upon all said bonds and to create 
a sinking fund sufficient to provide for the payment of the principal 
as and when the same shall mature, which tax shall be levied by the 
County Auditor or in such manner as may be provided by law, and 
collected by the County Treasurer, or such other officer as may be 
provided by law, in the same manner and at the same time as other 
taxes in the county are levied and collected. 


§ 6. Tax-Levies Uniform.—That all lawful levies for the 
maintenance and lawful levies for bonds shall be at the same uni+ 
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form rate on the assessed valuation of each of the three cvoperating 
districts. 


§ 7. Bonds Tax Exempt.—That said bonds shall be exempt 
from State, county and municipal taxation. 


§ 8. Provisions of Act Independent.—That in case any por- 
tion or provision of this Act shall by a Court of competent jurisdic- 
tion be held to be unconstitutional, the validity of the remaining 
portions shall in no wise be construed or held to be impaired there- 
by, but such remaining portions shall be and remain in full force 
and effect and shall be deemed and held to be a valid and complete 
Act.

Section 1. Newberry County to Borrow for School Dis- 
tricts.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Chairman of the Highway Commission 
and the County Treasurer of Newberry County be, and they are here- 
by, authorized and required, upon the recommendation or request of 
the County Board of Education of said county, to borrow not exceed- 
ing Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of re- 
funding the amounts expended in the various school districts of 
Newberry County in the erection of school buildings therein, and to 
pledge the school fund for the payment thereof, 


§ 2. Award of Loans—lInterest.—That the said Chairman - 
of the Highway Commission and the Treasurer of Newberry County 
shall procure competitive bids for the rate of interest to be paid 
on the loan herein authorized; and the rate of interest to be paid 
thereon shall not exceed six per cent per annum. And that the 
interest on said loan shall be charged to the various school districts 
hereinabove named in proportion to the indebtedness of the re- 
spective districts.

AN ACT to Authorize the Chairman of the County High- 
way Commission and County Treasurer of Newberry 
County to Issue Long Time Bonds of Said County to be 
Used for Road Building Therein, and to Provide for 
the Repayment Thereof. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by Newberry County—Amount— 
Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Chairman of the County Highway Commis- 
sion and County Treasurer of Newberry County are hereby author- 
ized to issue bonds of said county in an aggregate principal amount 
not exceeding Sixty-two Thousand and Five Hundred ($62,500.00) 
Dollars, if so much be desirable and necessary, for the purpose of 
paying the cost of building and constructing public roads and bridges 
in said county. 


§ 2. Terms of Bonds—Execution—Sale—Tax Exempt.— 
The said bonds shall bear interest from their date not exceeding six 
per cent per annum, payable semiannually. They shall be serial or 
coupon bonds maturing in annual series or installments of one or 
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more bonds each, the first of which series or installments shall be 
due and payable in the discretion of the Chairman of the County 
Highway Commission and the County Treasurer within a period 
of not more than forty years after such date. Such annual series 
or installments may be equal or unequal in amount, but none shall 
be greater than twice the amount of any previously maturing series 
or installments. In case the bonds are issued at different times in 
blocks bearing different dates of issue, each block of bonds of the 
same date may be made to mature as aforesaid without regard to 
the maturities of any other block. The principal and interest of the 
bonds may be made payable within or without the State of South 
Carolina, and such medium of payment as may be indicated on the 
face of the bond. The bonds shall be issued as coupon-bonds pay- 
able to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to the holder 
of having them registered as to principal on the books of the County 
Treasurer and the principal thus made payable to the registered 
holder (unless the last registered transfer shall be to bearer) upon 
such condition as the said Chairman of the County Highway Com- 
mission and County Treasurer of Newberry County may prescribe. 
The bonds shall be signed by the Chairman of the County Highway 
Commission and countersigned by the County Treasurer of New= 
berry County, and the county seal may be affixed to or impressed 
on the bonds; but the coupons of said bonds need not be signed or 
authenticated otherwise than by a facsimile signature of the County 
Treasurer who is in office on the date of the bonds. The delivery 
of the bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes 
in officers occurring before delivery. The said bonds shall be sold 
at not less than par and accrued interest in such manner as the 
Chairman of the County Highway Commission and the Treasurer of 
Newberry County may determine, and said bonds shall be exempt 
from all State, county and municipal taxes. 


§ 3. Security.—In order to secure the payment of said bonds 
there is hereby pledged as security any of the refund contracts 
inuring to Newberry County from the State Highway Commis- 
sion upon sections of roads built from the funds derived from these 
bonds together with the full faith and credit of the county. 


§ 4. Temporary Borrowings.—In anticipation of the sale of 
said bonds and prior to such sale, the Chairman of the Highway 
Commission and the County Treasurer of Newberry County may, 
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in their discretion and if they deem it for the best interest of the 
County of Newberry, borrow any part of the aforesaid bond issue 
as may be necessary for the purpose of constructing said roads 
prior to and pending the sale of said bonds, and to secure the pay- 
ment of any amount herein borrowed, the said Chairman of the 
Highway Commission and Treasurer of Newberry County are au- 
thorized to give notes for the amount so borrowed and refund said 
notes out of the proceeds of the bond sale when such bonds are sold. 
In case money is borrowed under authority of this section, the rate 
of interest to be paid therefor shall not exceed six per cent per 
annum, and the said Chairman of the Highway Commission and 
County Treasurer shall request competitive bids for the interest rate 
on said loan or loans. 


§ 5. Tax for Payment.—That in order to provide for the 
payment of the principal and interest on the bonds provided for in 
this Act, the County Auditor and County Treasurer of New- 
berry County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to 
levy and collect a sufficient tax on all the real and personal property 
of the said county; the amount so levied from year to year to pro- 
vide for such payment, to be fixed by the said County Auditor and 
said County Treasurer, and it shall be the duty of the Chairman of 
the Highway Commission and of the said County Treasurer within 
ten days after money has been borrowed, or the bonds sold, to notify 
the said County Auditor of the amount so borrowed, or bonds sold 
by them. The tax levies provided for hereunder shall stand pledged 
for the payment of the money either borrowed or received from the 
sale of bonds, and said levy shall not be used for any other pur- 
pose whatsoever. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Exempt Citizens of Newberry 
County who Suffered Damage by Reason of Hailstorm 
From County Taxes for the Year 1924, and From Any 
Penalty From Nonpayment of Taxes. 


Section 1. Tax Exemption of Hail Sufferers in Newberry 
County—A ffidavits.—Be it resolved by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: That any citizen of Newberry 
County who suffered from hailstorm in said county during the year 
1924, who, upon affidavit of three disinterested witnesses from the 
section damaged filed with the County Treasurer of his county, that 
such citizen was in a storm-stricken district, and lost at least fifty 
(50) per cent of his crop by reason of said hailstorm shall be exempt 
from the payment of all county taxes on the land where the crops 
were destroyed for the year 1924, except Constitutional and special 
and commutation road taxes. 


§ 2. Receipts — Penalty — Refunds. — The said Treasurer . 
shall take a receipt therefor, and such receipt shall state only the 
purpose for which it is given, which shall constitute his proper 
voucher, and the Comptroller General is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to approve and allow same in his annual statement: Provided, 
also, ‘That all persons so exempt shall not be liable for any penalty 
for delay in paying taxes: Provided, further, That if any person 
entitled to exemption under this section as prior to the passage of 
this Act paid their taxes the same shall be refunded to them.

Section 1. Newberry County to Borrow—Amount.—Be 
it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the Chairman of the County Highway Commission 
and the County Treasurer of Newberry County be, and they 
are hereby, authorized and empowered to borrow on the credit and 
for the use and benefit of Newberry County, a sum of money not 
exceeding Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars, to be used for 
the purpose of paying the current expenses of the county for the 
year 1924, and said amounts shall be paid out of the taxes collected 
from said county for the year 1925.

AN ACT to Exempt Certain Citizens of Oconee County, as 
Hail Sufferers, From:the County Taxes of 1924. 


Section 1. Tax Exemption of Hail Sufferers in Oconee 
County—Refunds—Provisos.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County Treas- 
urer of Oconee County is hereby authorized and empowered to remit 
or refund to the taxpayers of School Districts Nos. 68, 63 and 4, 
Oconee County, all county taxes for the year 1924 except the Con- 
stitutional three mills and special taxes for school purposes, where 
such persons have suffered fifty per cent or more in damages from 
the destructive hailstorm of the summer of 1924: Provided, That no 
exemption from taxation can be granted to any such person within 
said school districts who shall make as much as thirty-three and 
one-third per cent of the crop made by him during the year 1923, 
or that was made on the same land in 1923: Provided, further, No 
taxes shall be refunded other than the taxes on the identical lands 
where the loss from hail occurred. 


§ 2. Affidavits — Proviso — Receipts. — Every taxpayer 
claiming exemption from said tax shall present to the County Treas- 
urer an affidavit in which he shall set forth that he was damaged to 
the extent above mentioned and described, which affidavit shall be 
duly attested by three disinterested neighbors and upon their pre- 
sentation of such affidavit duly attested, the County Treasurer is 
directed to remit all taxes, except said three mills Constitutional 
and special tax for school purposes: Provided, further, That this 
exemption shall not include any poll tax or any commutation or road 
tax. And the County Treasurer shall take a receipt therefor, and 
receipt shall state only the purpose for which it is given, which shall 
constitute his proper voucher, and the Comptroller General is hereby 
authorized and required to approve and allow same in his annual 
settlement. 


§ 3. False Statements Criminal.—That any person receiv- 
ing any money under the provisions of this Act by reason of any 
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false statement contained in any of such affidavits herein required, 
shall be tried as for obtaining money by false pretense, subject, 
upon conviction, to like penalty. 


§ 4. Affidavits to be Furnished Grand Jury.—The County 
Treasurer be, and he is hereby, required to furnish upon demand 
to the foreman of the Grand Jury all affidavits making claims un- 
der the provisions of this Act for the remittance or return of taxes 
with statements of the amount of such taxes for the purpose of 
investigation by the Grand Jury. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

137), Repealed, as 
to Rural Police in Oconee County.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an Act to pro- 
vide for Rural Policemen for Oconee County, to define their powers, 
duties, salaries, etc., known as Act No. 101, Acts of 1921, be, and the 
same is hereby, repealed. 


§ 2. Effective.—This Act shall take effect September 1, 1925.

AN ACT to Approve and to Declare Legal and Valid As- 
sessments Levied, or to be Levied, and Certificates of 
Indebtedness Issued, or to be Issued, and Sold by the 
Mayor and Alderman of the Town of Walhalla, South 
Carolina, Under and by Virtue of the Provisions of an 
Amendment to the Constitution Approved and Ratified 
on the 5th Day of February, 1915, and a Special Act 
of the General Assembly Relating Thereto, Approved 
February 16th, 1915; and to Declare Said Assessments 
and Certificates of Indebtedness for Permanent Street 
Improvement in Said Town of Walhalla Incontestable. 


Section 1. Paving Assessments and Certificates of Town 
of Walhalla Validated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That all assessments levied, or to 
be levied, against abutting property owners for permanent street 
improvement in the Town of Walhalla, and all certificates of in- 
debtedness issued, or to be issued, by the Mayor and Aldermen of 
the Town of Walhalla, for permanent street improvement in said 
town, under and in pursuance of an amendment to the Constitution, 
approved and ratified on the 5th day of February, 1915, also a special 
Act of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, ap- 
proved February 16th, 1915, and also in compliance with, and in 
pursuance of, the agreement contained in the petitions by the citizens 
of the Town of Walhalla asking for an election upon the question 
of issuing bonds in said town for permanent street improvement, and 
_ also in complinace with, and in pursuance of, the further agreement 
contained in petitions filed with the Mayor and Aldermen of the 
Town of Walhalla, on the 5th day of May, 1924, signed by a ma- 
jority in number of the abutting property owners upon the street, 
or sidewalk, proposed to be improved, and all proceedings, acts and 
doings had with reference thereto, be, and the same are hereby, de- 
€lared to be legal and valid in all respects, notwithstanding any ir- 
regularities that may have occurred with reference to the levying of 
said assessments or the issuing of said certificates of indebtedness, 
and the said assessments and liens on abutting property, and said 
certificates of indebtedness, are hereby declared to be incontestable. 


§ 2. That all Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 
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§ 3. That this Act shall go into effect immediately upon approval 
by. the Governor.

AN ACT Creating a Rural Police System in Oconee County, 
Declaring its Duties and Providing for Compensation 
of the Members Thereof. 


Section 1. Rural Police System for Oconee County.—Be 
it'enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
There is hereby created a rural police system for the County of 
Oconee. 


§ 2. Policemen—Salaries.—There shall be four (4) rural 
policemen, each of whom shall receive a salary of Fifteen Hundred 
($1,500.00) Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly install- 
ments. 


§ 3. Rural Police Commission—Terms—Appointment— 
Compensation.—There is hereby created a board to be known as 
the Rural Police Commission of Oconee County, which said Board 
shall consist of three (3) reputable citizens of the county selected 
as nearly as possible from different sections of the county, and the 
terms of office of said Commissioners shall be two (2), four (4) and 
six (6) years, to be determined by lot the first year; said Commis- 
sioners shall be appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation 
of a majority of the Oconee County Delegation in the General As- 
sembly. Each Commissioner shall receive as compensation a per 
diem of Ten ($10.00) Dollars, but in no event shall the amount paid 
any one Commissioner exceed One Hundred and Twenty ($120.00) 
Dollars in any one year. 


§ 4. Powers of Commission.—Said Commission shall ap- 
point, and remove for cause, any and all rural policemen and shall 
make all rules and regulations for their government, and the duties 
to be performed by such policemen, their location and their station 
in the county not inconsistent with any of the provisions of this Act. 


§ 5. Qualifications of Policemen.—No person shall be ap- 
pointed a rural policeman until he is reasonably conversant with the 
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criminal laws of the State, and particularly with reference to when 
and how to make arrests, the preparation of ordinary warrants in 
criminal matters, and the collection and intelligent presentation of 
evidence in any criminal prosecution. 


§ 6. Duties of Sheriff.—The Sheriff of Oconee County shall 
be directly responsible for the discipline and proper discharge of the 
duties of the rural policemen, subject to the orders of the said Com- 
mission, 


§ 7. Duties of Policemen—Authority.—The general duties 
of the said rural policemen shall be to patrol the roads, when not 
otherwise engaged, to quell all disorders, to enforce the prohibition 
laws, to attend all large picnics or public gatherings, and generally 
to apprehend any violator of the law, and to give assistance to the 
Sheriff and Magistrates’ Constables when called upon to do so. 
And they are hereby given all authority for making arrests, searches 
and seizures as is now possessed by constables and policemen. 


§ 8. Oath—Bond.—Each rural policemen shall take oath of 
office required by law and may be required to enter into bond in 
some suitable sum, if the said Commission so determines, said bond 
being conditioned for the faithful performance of their duties and 
the preservation of any county property entrusted to them. The 
premium of said bonds to be paid for by Oconee County. 

§ 9. Reports of Commission. — The said Commission shall 
make a report of the acts and doings of the rural policemen to the 
County Grand Jury of Oconee County, upon the convening of each 
term of Criminal Court of said county, which said report shall be 
public and spread upon the minutes of the Court. 


§ 10. Effective.—This Act shall take effect September 1, 1925. 
Approved the 14th day of March, A. D. 1925.

AN ACT to Place Elloree School District Number 70, of 
Orangeburg County, Under the Provisions of the Gen- 
eral Law of the State as to the Number and Method 
of Appointment of the Trustees for Said District. 


Section 1. School Trustees in School District No. 70, 
Orangeburg County—Incumbents—Powers of Trustees— 
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General Law Applicable.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: That from and after the pass- 
age of this Act, Elloree School District Number 70, of: Orangeburg 
County, shall be governed as to number and method of appointment 
of trustees by the General Law of the State. That the present 
Board of Trustees shall continue to discharge the duties of their 
office until the County Board of Education shall appoint three school 
trustees as provided under the General Law for said school district, 
who shall hold office until thir successors have been regularly ap- 
pointed and qualified on the first Tuesday of July, 1926. That the 
said Board of three shall have and exercise not only the powers vested 
in them under the General School Law of the State, but shall have 
and exercise all the powers imposed upon the Board of Trustees of 
said school district under all laws heretofore enacted, except that 
they shall not fill any vacancies. The terms of office, manner and 
method of appointment shall in these respects conform to the Gen- 
eral School Law of the State. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gover- 
nor.

AN ACT to Incorporate Edisto River Power Company. 


Whereas, A Concurrent Resolution was passed by a two-thirds 
vote of each House of the General Assembly allowing this Bill for a 
special charter to be introduced, noz: therefore, 


Section 1. Edisto River Power Co. Incorporated—Pur- 
pose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That Robert R. Livingston, of New York, N. Y.; Albert 
L. Register, of Philadelphia, Pa., and William L. Glover, of Orange- 
burg, S. C:, and their associates and successors be and they hereby 
are made and created a body politic and corporate under the 
name and style of “Edisto River Power Company,” with its principal 
place of business and principal office at Orangeburg, County of 
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Orangeburg, State of South Carolina, for the purpose of manufac- 
turing, producing, generating, buying, selling, supplying, leasing, 
letting, storing, accumulating, transmitting and distributing any and 
all types of electricity, electric current, power or energy for light heat 
or power and for any other uses and purposes for which the same 
may be adapted, and to acquire, buy, sell, lease, transfer, convey 
and dispose of water rights, flowage rights, easements, land and 
other property, real and personal, and to make, build, construct, 
erect, lay down, acquire, buy, lease, sell, transfer, convey, maintain 
and operate power plants, reservoirs, waterworks, systems, dams, 
canals, tunnels, culverts, flumes, conduits, main and other pipes and 
appliances for the purpose of manufacturing, producing, generating, 
transmitting and distributing electricity; also to build, erect, con- 
struct, maintain, lease, buy, sell and transfer poles, wires, transmis- 
sion lines, towers, cables, telephone wires, substations, transformers, 
mill buildings, power houses, machine shops, stores, buildings, rail- 
roads, tramways, and to execute and do all other works and things 
necessary or convenient for obtaining, storing, furnishing, selling, 
delivering and distributing water for the creation, maintenance and 
development of hydraulic, electric or mechanical power or for any 
other purposes of the company or any branch of said business, and 
to do and transact any and all things incidental to or connected with 
any of the purposes aforesaid. 


§ 2. Powers.—That said Edisto River Power Company shall 
have perpetual succession, may sue and be sued, may adopt a com- 
mon seal and alter the same at will, may prescribe the mode of 
transferring its shares, may make contracts, lend money, acquire and 
transfer property, both real and personal, including shares of stock 
in other corporations, possessing the same powers in such respects 
as individuals now enjoy, may make by-laws and all rules and 
regulations deemed expedient for the management of its affairs 
not inconsistent with the Constitution and laws of this State and 
of the United States, and may alter and amend the same from time to 
time, may borrow money for the purpose of carrying out the ob- 
jects of its charter, may make and issue notes, bonds and other 
evidences of debt, and may secure the payment of its obligations 
by mortgage or mortgages or deed of trust on all or any of its 
property or franchises, and shall be generally vested with all the 
rights, powers, privileges and franchises conferred by the laws of 
this State on corporations. 
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§ 3. Condemnation.—That said Company shall have the right 
and power to condemn any and all lands, property, water, riparian 
or other rights or easements or any other interest therein necessary 
to the construction, erection, operation and maintenance of its power 
plants, dam, reservoirs and lines and for generating, accumulating, 
storing and transmitting electricity and power: Provided, That the 
same shall be condemned and compensated for by the institution and 
prosecution of condemnation proceedings in the manner provided for 
and authorized in Article X of Chapter LII of the Civil Code of 
South Carolina providing for securing to railroads a right of way 
in this State ; and in addition, but without limitation of the foregoing, 
shall have all of the rights, powers and privileges conferred upon 
telegraph and telephone companies under Sections 1 to 9, both in- 
clusive, of Chapter LIII of the Civil Code of South Carolina. 


§ 4. Leases, etc. — Consolidations. — That said Company 
shall have power to lease and sublease, purchase or otherwise ac- 
quire, sell, transfer, and convey or otherwise dispose of, merge or 
consolidate its capital stock, franchises and. property with those of 
any other electric light or power company organized and operating 
under the laws of this State or any other State, and to use and 
operate the franchises, plants, electric current, power and property 
of any such company or companies; and any such company or com- 
panies are hereby authorized to lease, sell and convey to or merge 
and consolidate their capital stock, franchises, plants and property 
with the said Edisto River Power Company on such terms and con- 
ditions as may be agreed upon by the stockholders thereof, and. any 
such lease, purchase or sale, merger, consolidation or consolidations 
shall be effected in the manner, with the rights and subject to re- 
strictions provided in Article III of Chapter LII of the Civil Code 
of South Carolina, 


§ 5. Capital Stock.—That the capital stock of said Company 
shall be One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars, divided 
into one thousand (1,000) shares of the par value of One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars each, and said company shall have power to in- 
crease said capital stock in such amounts as it may from time to 
time by a vote of the majority of the members of its board of di- 
rectors determine as necessary or desirable to accomplish the purpose 
of its organization, and may at any time, and from time to time, 
issue capital stock with preferences, conditions and liabilities as 
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provided in Chapter XLIX of the Civil Code of South Carolina: 
Provided, That said capital stock shall at no time exceed the sum 
of Three Million ($3,000,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 6. Organization.—That the parties aforesaid shall have 
power to raise by subscription said capital stock of One Hundred 
Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars, and shall have the right to or- 
ganize said corporation whenever fifty (50%) per cent of said 
amount has been subscribed and twenty (20%) per cent thereof has 
been paid in. 


§ 7. Fees.—Whenever said Company has completed its organi- 
zation, it shall pay to the Secretary of State the same amount of 
charter fees it would have been required to pay if said charter had 
been obtained from the Secretary of State, and the fees for any 
increase in the capital stock of said company shall be the same as 
are required by existing laws in such case. . 


§ 8. Public Act—Effective—Provisos.—That this Act shal] 
be deemed and taken as a public Act and shall go into effect imme- 
diately upon its approval: Provided, That said company shall ac- 
quire or commence actual construction of its plant or works within 
three years after the approval of this Act by the Governor and shall 
substantially complete construction of its plant and works within 
ten years after the approval of this Act by the Governor: Provided, 
further, That the right of condemnation shall not be exercised until 
seven-elevenths (7/11) of the acreage required for the water rights 
and easements necessary for the development of any water power 
provided for in this Act shall have been acquired by purchase from 
the owners thereof.

AN ACT Extending the Jurisdiction of the Magisterial Dis- 
‘ trict Number 10, so as to Include a Certain Portion 
of Providence Township in Orangeburg County. 


Section 1. Area of Judicial District No. 10, Orangeburg 
County—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the following portion of Provi- 
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dence Township in Orangeburg County, to wit: Commencing at a 
point in Four Hole Swamp where the north: and west Providence 
School District line commences, and thence in a straight line to 
F. N. Dantzler’s store on Two Chop Road, to the Vance Township 
line, thence in a southeasterly direction along said Vance Township 
line to the Holly Hill Township line, is taken from the Magisterial 
Jurisdiction Number 3 of the said county and placed in the Magis- 
terial District Number 10, with Magistrate’s headquarters at 
Holly Hill as now provided by law: Provided, That the Magistrate 
of District Number 3, having office days in the towns of Elloree 
and Vance shall have jurisdiction in all cases, civil or criminal, 
arising in the portion of Providence Township hereby annexed to 
District Number 11, where the warrant or summons has been served 
prior to the approval of this Act, to hear and determine the said 
cases until final judgment is reached. In cases where the warrants 
of arrest have been issued or the process in a civil cause is issued 
from the Magistrate, and the warrants and summons or other pro- 
cesses havé not been served, these cases are hereby transferred to 
the Magistrate of District Number 11, whose duty it is to proceed 
with the disposition thereof as if the action had been orginally com- 
menced in his Court. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Validate Elections Held in the Town of Elloree, 
Orangeburg County, South Carolina, on the 29th Day 
of October, 1924, on the Question of the Construction 
or Purchase of an Electric Lighting Plant or System 
and Waterworks Plant or System in Said Town, and 
Authorizing the Issuance of Bonds of Said Town in the — 
Aggregate Sum of Sixty-five Thousand Dollars for an 
Electric Lighting Plant or System and Waterworks 
Plant or System for Said Town, and to Declare Bonds 
Issued Pursuant Thereto Legal and Valid; and to Ap- 
prove and Confirm the Elections, Acts and Transactions 
of the Commissioners of Public Works of Said Town. 


Section 1. Bonds of Town of Elloree Validated.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the election held in the Town of Elloree, Orangeburg County, 
South Carolina, on the 29th day of October, 1924, upon the ques- 
tion of the purchase or construction of an electric lighting plant or 
system in said town, and the issuing of Eighteen Thousand Dollars 
of bonds for the said purpose of the purchase, establishment or 
construction of an electric lighting plant or system, and also upon 
the question of the purchase or construction of a waterworks plant 
or system in said town, and the issuing of Forty-seven Thousand 
Dollars of bonds for the said purpose of establishing and construct- 
ing a waterworks plant or system, the aggregate sum of bonds for 
both purposes amounting to Sixty-five Thousand Dollars, be, and 
the same are hereby, validated and declared legal in all respects; and 
all acts, doings and proceedings had with reference thereto, prior to 
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and in connection with the calling of such election, and during and in 
connection therewith, and subsequent thereto, be, and the same are 
hereby, declared to be valid and legal in all respects; and that the 
forms of ballots used in said elections are declared to have been 
proper and sufficient to submit to the electors the question of con- 
struction or purchase of said waterworks system and electric light- 
ing plant or system, and the issuance of said bonds therefor ; and that 
any, each and every bond or bonds issued, or to be issued, in pur-

are hereby authorized and empowered from the proceeds of the sale 
of the aforesaid bonds, respectively, to purchase, establish and con- 
struct and operate an electric lighting plant or system, and also to 
construct, establish, operate and maintain a waterworks plant or 
system in the Town of Elloree, and for the use and benefit of the 
Town of Elloree and the inhabitants thereof, with full power and 
authority to manage, control and operate the same; and-that all acts, 
purchases, constructions, contracts and things already made, done 
or performed by such Commissioners of Public Works of the Town 
of Elloree in connection therewith are hereby ratified, validated, con- 
firmed and declared legal, in each, all and every respect.

AN ACT to Authorize Orangeburg County to Borrow 
Money for the Purpose of Retiring Certain Past Indebt- 
edness, and to Provide a Levy to Retire Said Loans. 


Section 1. Orangeburg County to Borrow—Purpose— 
Notes—Interest.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Orangeburg County Highway Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered to borrow One Hun- 
dred and Fourteen Thousand ($114,000.00) Dollars, if so much be 
necessary, to be used for the sole purpose of paying the past indebt- 
edness of said county now evidenced by notes of the county. The 
said loan to be evidenced by notes of the county executed by the 
Orangeburg County Highway Commission, attested by its Clerk, 
and countersigned by the Treasurer of Orangeburg County ; and to 
be payable in ten (10) equal, successive annual installments from 
date, the last to mature not later than May lst, 1935, and to bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding five (5%) per cent per annum, pay- 
able semiannually. The said county officers may also execute and 
deliver to the lender or lenders interest notes, these as well as the 
notes evidencing the principal of the loan, except as herein specially 
provided, to be in such form as the said county officers may de- 
termine. 


-§ 2. Tax for Payment.—In order to provide for the payment 
of the installments of principal and the interest thereon and to pro- 
vide for the retirement of the notes executed under the provisions 
of this Act, the county officers of Orangeburg County charged with 
the assessment and collection of taxes shall annually levy and col- 
lect a sufficient tax on all the real and personal property in said 
county to pay the principal and interest of the notes as the said sums 
respectively become due and payable. The full faith and credit of 
Orangeburg County and the taxes herein authorized to be levied and 
collected are pledged to secure the payment of the said loan and 
interest. 


§ 2-a. Obligations Tax Exempt.—The notes or other forms 
of obligations given in pursuance of this Act are hereby exempted 
from State, county and municipal taxes.

AN ACT Creating a Rural Police System in Orangeburg 
County, Declaring its Duties and Providing for Com- 
pensation of the Members Thereof. 


Section 1. Rural Police System for Orangeburg County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: ‘There is hereby created a rural police system for the 
County of Orangeburg. 


§ 2. Rural Police Commission—Terms—Appointment— 
Compensation.—There is hereby created a Board to be known as 
the Rural Police Commission of Orangeburg County, which said 
Board shall consist of three (3) reputable citizens of the county, 
selected as nearly as possible from the different sections of the 
county, and the terms of office of said Commissioners shall be one 
(1), two (2) and three (3) years, to be determined by lot the first 
year ; said Commissioners shall be appointed by the Governor upon 
the recommendation of a majority of the Orangeburg County Dele- 
gation in the General Assembly. Each Commissioner shall re- 
ceive as compensation a per diem of Ten ($10.00) Dollars, but in 
no event shall the amount paid any one Commissioner exceed One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars in any one year. 


§ 3. Powers of Commission.—Said Commission shall ap- 
point, and remove for cause, any and all rural policemen and shall 
make all rules and regulations for their government, and the duties 
to be performed by such policemen, their location and their station in 
the county not inconsistent with any of the provisions of this Act. 


§ 4. Policemen — Compensation — Vehicles. — There 
shall be six (6) rural policemen, each of whom shall receive a salary 
of Nineteen Hundred and Fifty ($1,950.00) Dollars per annum, 
payable in equal monthly installments upon vouchers duly approved 
by the Orangeburg County Highway Commission. Four of said 
rural policemen shall purchase at their own expense automobiles for 
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their use in the performance of their duties and the other two (2) 
said policemen shall purchase at their own expense motorcycles. 


§ 5. Badges—Qualifications.—All rural policemen shall be 
required to wear a distinct badge of authority to be prescribed by 
said Commission, and shall be able-bodied men of good habits, known 
courage, coolness, firmness and discretion and total abstainers from 
the use of alcoholic liquors and must be reasonably conversant with 
the criminal laws of the State, and particularly with reference to 
when and how to make arrests, the preparation of ordinary warrants 
in criminal matters, and the collection and intelligent presentation of 
evidence in any criminal prosecution. 


§ 6. Discipline—Cooperation With Sheriff.—The Rural 
Police Commission of Orangeburg County shall be directly re- 
sponsible for the discipline and the proper discharge of the rural 
policemen: Provided, That at all times said rural policemen shall 
cooperate with and assist the Sheriff of the county whenever such 
assistance is necessary in criminal matters. 


§ 7. Duties — Authority. — The general duties of the said 
rural policemen shall be to patrol the roads, when not otherwise en- 
gaged, to quell all disorders, to enforce the prohibition laws, to attend 
all large picnics and public gatherings, and generally to apprehend 
any violator of the law, and to give assistance to the Sheriff -and 
Magistrates’ Constables when called upon to do so. And they are 
hereby given all authority for making arrests, search and seizures 
as is now possessed by constables and policemen. 


§ 8. Oath—Bond.—Each rural policeman shall take the oath 
of office required by law and may be required to enter into bond in 
some suitable sum, if the said Commission so determines, said bond 
being conditioned for the faithful performance of their duties and 
the preservation of any county property entrusted to them. 


§ 9. Reports of Commission.—The said Commission shall 
make a report of the acts and doings of the rural policemen to the 
Grand Jury of Orangeburg County, upon the convening of each 
term of the Court of General Sessions for said county, which said 
report shall be public and spread upon the minutes of the Court. 


§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 
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§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Direct the Orangeburg County 
Highway Commission to Borrow Seventy Thousand 
Dollars, if so Much be Necessary, for Certain Purposes, 
and to Provide for the Payment of Same. 


Section 1. Orangeburg County to Borrow—-Notes—Tax 
Exempt.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Orangeburg County Highway Commis- 
sion of -Orangeburg County be, and it is hereby, authorized and di- 
rected to borrow the sum of Seventy Thousand ($70,000.00) Dol- 
lars, if so much be necessary, and the credit of the county is hereby 
pledged to secure the payment thereof upon negotiable notes of the 
said county maturing in ten equal annual installments, commencing 
with the year 1926 and ending with the year 1936, at a rate of 
interest not exceeding five per cent per annum. They shall be signed 
by the Orangeburg County Highway Commission, attested by the 
Clerk of said Board, and also signed by the County Treasurer of 
Orangeburg County. ‘The said officials are also ‘authorized to execute 
interest notes, in the event that the lender desires same, or to other- 
wise evidence such indebtedness in such manner or in such form as 
the parties to the loan agreement may determine upon. That the 
said notes shall be exempt from all State, county, school or muni- 
cipal taxes. 


§ 2. Annual Tax.—That until the principal and interest of 
said notes shall be fully paid, it shall be the duty of the County Au- 
ditor to levy annually upon the taxable property of Orangeburg 
County a tax sufficient to pay such principal and interest as the same 
shall become due, which taxes shall be collected annually at the 
same time, and in the same manner, as are taxes for ordinary county 
purposes, and applied by the Treasurer to the payment of the said 
principal and interest as they mature. 


§ 3. Use of Proceeds of Loan.—That it is made the duty of 
the Treasurer of Orangeburg County to carry all funds derived from 
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the said loan as a separate item, and under as many separate heads 
as the purposes for which the said loan is obtained, and he shall 
disburse the same only for the purpose for which it is obtained, as 
hereinafter indicated, to wit: ,

§ 4. Moneys to Be Used Only for Purposes Specified— 
Proviso.—The money authorized to be borrowed under the provi- 
sions hereof, is borrowed for the specific purposes mentioned in _

in the event the amount indicated for one of the foregoing purposes 
proves to be in excess of the amount needed for that purpose, then 
such amount may be diverted and expended for any of the other 
purposes therein mentioned, upon the written consent of a majority 
of the Legislative Delegation, and the Orangeburg County Highway 
Commission shall indicate on the face of its warrant drawn against 
this fund the specific item against which the said warrant is drawn.

Treasurer and the County Board of Commissioners, and as the 
same may be needed for the purpose of completing the construction 
of the Pickens Mountain Highway from the Pickens Court House 
to the North Carolina line, and designated as Federal Aid Projects, 
162-B and 164, in the County of Pickens.

Section 1. Bond Election in School District No. 4, Rich- 
land County.—Be it enactéd by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the school trustees for the School Dis- 
trict Number 4, in the County of Richland,,State of South Carolina, 
be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to issue and sell 
coupon bonds, of said school district, in the sum not exceeding 
Two Hundred Thousand ($200,000.00) Dollars, in such sum as 
they deem necessary for the purpose of acquiring additional prop- 
erty, erecting or enlarging building or buildings, and purchasing 
equipment for public schools in said school district, or for paying 
any indebtedness incurred for said purposes: Provided, That a ma- 
jority of the qualified electors of the said school district voting 
thereon at an election to be held as hereinafter provided shall vote 
in favor of issuing said school bonds. 


§ 2. Conduct of Election.—That for the purpose of determin- ° 
ing whether or not school bonds shall be issued, as provided in Sec- 
tion 1, the said school trustees of School District Number 4 shall 
order an election to be held at such place or places, in the school dis- 
trict, as may be designated by the said school trustees, in which 
election only qualified voters residing in the school district shall be 
allowed to vote, and such school trustees shall give notice of such 
election by posting in three conspicuous places, in the school district, 
notice thereof at least ten days prior to said election, which notice 
shall designate the time and place, or places, at which the election 
will be held, and the said trustees shall appoint the managers of said 
election, receive the returns and declare the result. 


§ 3. Ballots.—That the School Trustees shall have printed 
and provided for the use of the voters a sufficient number of ballots, 
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which shall be placed at the voting place, or places, on which shall 
be printed the words, “For the Issue of School Bonds,’ and the 
words, “Against the Issue of School Bonds,” and the elector voting 
for the issue of bonds shall strike out the words, “Against the Issue 
of School Bonds,” and the elector voting against the issue of bonds 
shall strike out the words, “For the Issue of School Bonds.” 


§ 4. Terms of Bonds—Sale—Interest.—That if a majority 
of the votes cast at said election shall be in. favor of issuing the 
bonds, said school trustees shall issue the bonds either as serial or 
bonds of straight maturity, which shall run for a period of not ex- 
ceeding forty (40) years from the date thereof, and the school 
trustees shall sell the bonds at not less than par and shall use the 
proceeds arising from said sale for the use and purpose mentioned in 
Section 1 hereof: Provided, That the bonds so issued shall not bear 
a rate of interest in excess of six per cent per annum, payable semi- 
annually or annually, at such times and places as the said ‘school 
trustees may prescribe; and, Provided, That said bonds may be sold 
in installments as deemed advisable by said school trustees. 


§ 5. Execution.—That said bonds shall be signed by the Trus- 
tees of said School Board for School District Number 4: Provided, 
That the signatures, of said officials, may be lithographed or en- 
graved upon the coupons attached to said bonds and such lithographed 
or engraved signatures shall be sufficient signing thereof. 


§ 6. Tax Exempt.—That said bonds so issued shall be exempt 
from taxation for State, county and municipal purposes. 


§ 7. Tax for Payment.—That it shall be the duty of the 
county officers of Richland County, charged with the assessment and 
collection of taxes, to levy and collect such a tax annually upon all 
property, real and personal, within School District Number 4, as 
will raise a sum sufficient to pay the interest on all bonds issued in 
pursuance of this Act, and also a sufficient sum to provide a sinking 
fund for the retirement of said bonds at maturity. 


§ 8. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.

River Power Company, a Corporation of the State of 
South Carolina, and to Authorize the Broad River 
Power Company or Any One or More of Them to 
Merge, Consolidate or Purchase the Same and to Vest 
in Said Broad River Power Company or Any Other of 
Said Companies the Property, Assets, Franchises and 
Charter or Other Rights so Sold, Transferred, Con- 
veyed, Merged, Consolidated, or Purchased, and to 
Validate the Same. 


Section 1. Merger of Certain Corporations Authorized. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That Columbia Railway; Gas and Electric Company, Parr 
Shoals Power Company, Columbia Gas Light Company, South 
Carolina Power Company, Saluda Manufacturing Company, Cen- 
tral Carolina Power Company, and Public Service Company of 
South Carolina, all which last named six companies are owned or con- 
trolled by Columbia Railway, Gas and Electric Company, or any 
one or more of them, be, and they hereby are, and each of them is 
authorized to merge or consolidate with or to sell, transfer and 
convey to any one or more of them or to the Broad River Power Com- 
pany all or any part of their respective properties, assets, franchises, 
and charter or other rights, and each and every of said companies 
and the Broad River Power Company are hereby authorized to 
merge or consolidate with or to purchase and to receive and hold 
all or any part of the properties, assets, franchises and charter or 
other rights of any other of said companies so sold, transferred and 
conveyed to it, any such merger, consolidation or purchase and sale 
to be authorized by seventy-five (75) per cent in interest of the stock- 
holders of the respective companies merging, consolidating, selling, 
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transferring and conveying any such property and rights and of the 
company rece'ving the same, and each and evry company so merging 
or consolidating with or becoming the purchaser of any of such prop- 
erty, assets, franchises and charter or other rights is hereby declared 
to be vested with the same and all such mergers, consolidations, 
sales, transfers and conveyances are hereby validated and confirmed: 
Provided, That all such mergers, consolidations, sales, transfers and 
conveyances shall be made without prejudice to any claim for taxes 
or any rights of any creditors of the companies so selling. 


§ 2. Franchises. — That in furtherance of the purposes of

of this Act, and that said franchises are hereby ratified, confirmed 
and continued in full force and effect in the company, to which the 
same shall be so transferred and assigned and that such company 
shall hold the same with all the rights, powers and privileges granted 
to the original holder thereof, subject only to the restrictions, re- 
quirements and conditions in said franchises contained. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. Fees.—This Act shall take effect upon payment to the 
proper officers of an amount of fees which shall be equal to the dis- 
solution fees of the merged corporations and charter fees of new 
corporations, if the merged corporations were dissolved by the Secre- 
tary of State and the new company chartered by the Secretary of 
State.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Create a Permanent Road Com- 
mission for Richland County Defining Their Duties and 
Powers and Provide Funds for Building a Bridge 
Across Congaree River at the Foot of Gervais Street 
in the City of Columbia. 


Whereas, There is urgent need for the construction of an adequate 
bridge across the Congaree River, at the foot of Gervais Street, in 
the City of Columbia; and, 
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Whereas, The State Highway Department, under what is com- 
monly known as the “Pay as you go” plan, contemplates the erection 
of such a bridge; and, 


Whereas, The sum which the State Highway Department is en- 
abled to set aside for the erection of a bridge at said site is not ade- 
quate for the construction of a bridge sufficient to meet the increas- 
ing demands of traffic; and, 


Whereas, The State Highway Department is willing to enter into 
an agreement with Richland County whereby a portion of the funds 
accruing to said county may be used to supplement the State High- 
way fund; now therefore, 


Section 1. Richland County Permanent Road Commis- 
sion—Appointment—Term.—Be it resolved by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That for the purpose of 
carrying into effect the provisions of this Joint Resolution, there is 
hereby created the Richland County Permanent Road Commission, 
to consist of three reputable citizens of said county, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the majority 
of the Legislative Delegation from said county. The members of 
said Commission shall serve without compensation, and shall con- 
tinue in office so long as it is necessary to fulfill the term of this 
Joint Resolution, 


§ 2. Contract for Bridge.—That the said Richland County 
Permanent Road Commission is hereby authorized and empowered 
to enter into an agreement with the State Highway Department for 
the construction of a reinforced concrete bridge across the Congaree 
River, at the foot of Gervais Street, with a driveway of not less than 
thirty-six feet in width and six-foot sidewalks on each side, and of 
adequate strength to carry all customary traffic. That the cost of 
said bridge, exclusive of approaches, shall be approximately Five 
Hundred Thousand ($500,000.00) Doliars and that any cost in ex- 
cess of such amount shall be borne entirely by the State Highway 
Department, and the said Commission shall not in any event obligate 
Richland County te advance more than Two Hundred Thousand 
($200,000.00) Dollars for the construction of such bridge. 


§ 3. Advancement of Reimbursement Funds. — That the 
said Richland County Permanent Road Commission is authorized 
and empowered to enter into a contract with the State Highway 
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Department, under the terms of which a sum not exceeding Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars shall be advanced to the State Highway 
Department to be used for the construction of such bridge, the 
said sum of money to be derived from Richland County’s share of 
the reimbursement due said county under the Act of the General 
Assembly of 1924, providing for the construction and maintenance 
of hard-surface and top-soil roads, being Act No. 731, at page 1193, 
Acts of 1924, 


§ 4. Time of Advance—Refund.—That the said Richland 
County Permanent Road Commission is hereby authorized, empow- 
ered and directed to include in said contract a provision whereby not 
more than Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars of Richland 
County’s proportion of cost shall be expended during the year 1925, 
and the further provision that the said sum of wo Hundred Thou- 
sand ($200,000.00) Dollars to be advanced by Richland County 
shall be later refunded to the county under the terms of the Act of 
1924 providing for a system of hard-surface and top-soil roads. 


§ 4 (A). Memorials.—That the said Richland County Per- 
- manent Road Commission be, and they are hereby, authorized and 
empowered, in cooperation with the State Highway Department, to 
erect a memorial tablet or tablets, arch or arches, at either end of 
said bridge, as in their judgment may seem best in keeping with the 
general architecture of the bridge, to commemorate the services in 
the late World War of soldiers, sailors and marines of Richland and 
Lexington Counties, and that the expense of the erection of said 
tablets or arches shall be borne by private subscription of the citi- 
zens of Richland and Lexington Counties, which subscriptions the 
Richland County Permanent Road Commission is hereby authorized 
to receive and expend for said purposes. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Joint Reso- 
lution be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 


§ 6. This Jcint Resolution shall take effect immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor. :

AN ACT to Provide for the Establishment and Maintenance 
of a Rural Police System for Richland County 


Section 1. Rural Police System for Richland County.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: There is hereby created a rural police system. for the County 
of Richland. 


§ 2. Policemen — Chief — Salaries — Expenses. — 
There shall be eight (8) Rural Policemen for the County of Rich- 
land, one of whom shall be appointed as Chief thereof as hereinafter 
provided ; seven of whom shall receive a salary of One Hundred and 
Fifty ($150.00) Dollars per month, and the Chief shall receive a 
salary of One Hundred and Seventy-five ($175.00) Dollars per 
month, payable on the last day of each calendar month by the County 
Treasurer of Richland County out of the ordinary county funds, 
upon the order of the Sheriff of the County of Richland. In addi- 
tion to the salary above provided each of said policemen shall receive 
a monthly allowance of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars for travel 
expenses. 


§ 3. Police Commission — Appointment — Term — 
Compensation.—There is hereby created a Board to be known 
as the Rural Police Commission of Richland County, which said 
Board shall consist of five (5) reputable citizens of the county 
selected as nearly as possible from different sections of the county, 
and the term of office of said Commissioners shall be two (2) 
for two years and three (3) for four years, to be determined by lot 
for the first year; said Commissioners shall be appointed by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Richland 
County Delegation in the General Assembly. Each Commissioner 
shall receive as compensation a per diem of Five ($5.00) Dollars, 
but in no event shall the amount paid any one Commissioner exceed 
Sixty ($60.00) Dollars in any one year, to be paid by the County 
Treasurer of Richland County out of county ordinary funds, 


§ 4. Powers of Commission.—Said Commission shall appoint, 
and remove for cause any and all rural policemen. The said Com- 
mission shall make all rules and regulations for their government 
and the said policemen shall make a weekly report to the Sheriff 
of the said county showing a detailed statement of all work done 
prior to the filing of said report. 
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§ 5. Uniforms—Qualifications of Policemen.—All rural 
policemen shall be required to wear a distinct uniform and badge, 
the same to be prescribed by said Commission, to be paid for by the 
County Treasurer, on proper warrants drawn on the ordinary fund 
of Richland Couny. No person shall be appointed a rural police- 
man until he is reasonably conversant with the criminal laws of the 
State, and particularly with reference to when and how to make 
arrests, the preparation of ordinary warrants in criminal matters, 
and the collection and intelligent presentation of evidence in any 
criminal prosecution, 


§ 6. Discipline—Chief—Powers of Sheriff.—The County 
police force shall be at all times subject to the orders of the Sheriff 
of Richland County and he shall be responsible for the discipline 
and .proper discharge of the duties of the rural policemen. The 
said Sheriff shall appoint one of the said policemen as Chief of the 
said force with power at any time for cause to remove said Chief 
and appoint another in his stead. The said Chief shall have com- 
mand of the said policemen under the Sheriff, with power, however, 
to the Sheriff to give orders directly to the policemen. The said 
Commission shall appoint the rural policemen, except as herein other- 
wise provided, and have power to suspend without pay or as a fine 
deduct and withhold a part of the pay of any such policeman. 


§ 7. Qualifications of Policemen—Automobiles—Tele- 
phones.—The said policemen shall have been bona fide residents 
of Richland County for at least one year before appointment and 
shall be able-bodied men of good habits, not addicted to the use of 
alcoholic liquors and drugs, and shall be appointed for a period of 
one year, unless sooner removed, from the date of their appoint- 
ment. Each of the said policemen shall be required to provide himself 
with and maintain at his own expense a suitable automobile. Wher- 
ever practical each rural policeman shall have a telephone installed 
in his home, the expense of installing and maintaining same to be 
borne by the county. 


§ 8. Arrests by Policemen.—The Jurisdiction of all said 
rural policemen to make arrests for the violation of the criminal laws 
of this State shall extend over the entire County of Richland. 


§ 9. Duties of Policemen—Authority.—The general duties 
of the said rural policemen shall be to patrol the roads when not 
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otherwise engaged, quell all disorders, enforce all laws’ with special 
attention to the traffic laws and generally to apprehend any violators 
of the law and give such assistance as in their power, to the Sheriff 
and Magistrates and their Constables, and they are hereby given all 
authority to make arrests, seaches and seizures as are now possessed 
by Constables and policemen. 


§ 10. Oaths.—Each of said policemen, before receiving his 
commission, shall, in addition to the oath of office required by law, . 
take and subscribe to the following oath or affirmation, to wit: “I 
do further solemnly swear or affirm, that during the term of office 
as policeman, I will study the Act creating my office and prescribing 
my duties, and will endeavor to inform myself of the criminal laws 
of this State, both statutory and common law, pertaining to my 
duties, and will be alert and vigilant to enforce the same, and to detect 
and bring to punishment every violation of the same within my 
county, and will conduct myself at all times with due consideration 
to all persons, and will not impose upon the weak or ignorant. So 
help me, God.” That a copy of said Act and oath of office, in a 
convenient pocket pamphlet, shall be furnished by the Sheriff to each 
policeman in the county. 


§ 11. Bond.—That each of said policemen shall, before enter- 
ing upon the duties of his office, enter into a bond with good 
surety, to be approved by the County Board of Commissioners and 
the Clerk of Court, payable to the county, in the sum of Five Hun- 
dred ($500.00) Dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance 
of his duties and for such damages as may be sustained by reason of 
his malfeasance in his office or abusing his authority, and it shall be 
the duty of the County Police Commission of Richland County and 
the Grand Jury of the county to investigate promptly any complaint 
made against such policemen for neglect of duty or for misuse of 
power; and said bond to be filed with and kept by the Clerk of 
Court. Premium on said bond shall be paid by the county. 


§ 12. Reports of Commission.—The said Commission shall 
make a report of the acts and doings of the rural policemen to the 
County Grand Jury of Richland County, upon the convening of each 
term of Criminal Court of said county, which said report shall be 
public and spread upon the minutes of the Court. 


§ 13. When Policemen May Accept Cash Bond.—That 
said policemen may, with the consent and approval of the Circuit 
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‘Solicitor, accept cash bond for certain offenses to be named by the 

Solicitor, giving receipt for the same, for appearance before a Mag- 
istrate on a day certain, and upon failure to appear said cash bond 
to be forfeited to the county and turned over to the credit of the 
ordinary county fund: Provided, That nothing herein contained 
shall prevent, in addition thereto, the imposition by the Magistrate 
of such sentence as the offense may merit. 


§ 14. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 15. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for 
the Maintenance, Operation, Management and Im- 
provement of the Columbia Hospital of Richland 
County,” known as No. 863 of the Statutes at Large of 
1922, and Acts Amendatory Thereto, so as to Further 
Regulate the Operation and Control of the Hospital. 


Section 1. Act (1922, XXXII, Stats. 1548), Amended.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the Maintenance, 
Operation, Management and Improvement of the Columbia Hospital, 
of Richland County,” known as No, 863, of the Statutes at Large 
of 1922, and Acts amendatory thereof be, and the same are hereby, 
amended as follows: By adding at the end of Section 4 additional 
sections to be known as Sections 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, and 
15, as follows: 


§ 5. Hospital Staff.—That any member of the Columbia Med- 
ical Society shall have the privilege of becoming a member of the 
Columbia Hospital Rotary Staff upon written application to the 
Board of Trustees, and shall remain a member so long as he may 
conform to the requirements of the American College of Surgeons. 

The staff shall be a scientific, rotary body, and not an administrative 
body: Provided, That the Board of Trustees shall have the power 
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to remove any member of the staff for incompetency, failure. to 
cooperate, or for any well founded causes. 


§ 6. Charity Cases—Assignments of Patients.—That the 
county pay a per diem rate of two dollars and fifty cents ($2.50) 
per day, including laboratory service and two dollars ($200) per 
plate for X-Ray service, when ordered by the physician in charge, 
for all charity cases: Provided, That the hospital shall not admit any 
patient, as a charity patient, except emergency cases, and upon the 
recommendation of the Associated Charities or township physicians, 
and then for a period of no longer than four (4) weeks: Provided, 
Additional time may be extended by further recommendation of the 
Associated Charities. The Treasurer of Richland County is hereby 
authorized to pay such bills: Provided, The recommendations of the 
Associated Charities are attached when the names and addresses 
of the patients, together with the number of days, are given. All 
charity patients shall have the privilege of calling any member of 
the Columbia Medical Society, that they may choose who shall work 
in cooperation with the members of the Rotary Staff on duty. . All 
patients coming into the hospital without preference as to a physician, 
whether they are pay or charity patients, shall be assigned by the 
Superintendent of Hospital or Superintendent of Nurses, upon the 
diagnosis of the Interne or House Physician. The staff being rotary, 
the assignments shall be made in rotation, according to the different 
divisions of the staff. 


§ 7. Laboratories.—That the Hospital shall own and operate 
a Bacteriological and a Pathological Laboratory. Its director and 
assistants shall be employees of the hospital. 


§ 8. Accounts — Audits. — That the books of said Hospital 
shall be checked monthly by a finance committee, composed of three 
members of the Board of Trustees, and that a complete audit of the 
books of said hospital shall be made annually, or oftener, by a certi- 
fied public accountant. Copies of such audits shall be furnished to 
the members of the County Delegation, and the members of the 
Board of Trustees. 


§ 9. Meetings of Trustees.—The members of the Board of 
Trustees shall meet once each month or oftener, at the call of the 
Chairman, for the purpose of transacting such business of the 
Columbia Hospital as may properly come before them. 
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§ 10. Semiannual Publication of Statements. — A com- 
plete financial statement, showing all losses and profits, shall be 
published in a daily newspaper of Richland County, at least twice a 
“year. 


§ 11. Bids for Supplies.—The Superintendent of the Hospital 
shall advertise when practical for competitive bids for supplies to 
be bought by the hospital, and all competitive bids shall be turned 
over to the Board of Trustees for proper attention. 


§ 12. Deposit of Bond Funds.—Provided, That all bond 
money shall be transferred at the bank to the savings account so that 
it shall draw interest. 


§ 13. Numbers of Sections.—That the numbers of the pre- 
ceding sections of the Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the Main- 
tenance, Operation, Management and Improvement of the Columbia 
Hospital, of Richland County,” known as No. 863 of the Statutes 
at Large of 1922, be changed to conform to the foregoing amendment. 


§ 14. Bond of Trustees.—The affairs of the said Columbia 
Hospital shall be conducted by a Board of five trustees to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the Richland 
Delegation in the General Assembly. The term of office of said 
five trustees shall be as follows: One for two years, two for four 
years, and two for six years, and thereafter shall be for a period of 
six years. 


§ 15. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed, and that this Act shall take effect immediately upon 
its approval by the Governor,

AN ACT to Require the State Agricultural and Mechanical 
Society of South Carolina to Pay for the Services of Of- 
ficers in Certain Cases. 


Section 1. Pay of Peace Officers at State Fairs—Disposal 
of Fines and Forfeitures.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
of the State of South Carolina: That the State Agricultural and 
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Mechanical Society of South Carolina is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to pay out of its funds for the services of all officers, includ- 
ing the local Magistrate who shall be employed for the purpose of 
preserving the public peace during the annual fairs of the State 
Agricultural and Mechanical Society of South Carolina, and all 
moneys derived on account of fines imposed, or bonds forfeited, for 
all offenses committed on the Fair Grounds during the session of the 
annual fairs shall be turned over to the said society. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Validate, Ratify and Confirm an Agreement 
Entered into Between the State of South Carolina and 
Columbia Railway, Gas and Electric Company, Relat- 
ing to the Columbia Canal. 


Whereas, The Canal Commission has recommended to the General 
Assembly of South Carolina a settlement of the rights of the State 
in and to the Columbia Canal (including the right of the State to five 
hundred (500) horsepower of waterpower), and of the pending 
litigation over said canal; and, 


Whereas, As a part and condition of the settlement of said canal 
controversy the Canal Commission has recommended the approval 
and authorization by the General Assembly of a contract between 
the State of South Carolina, by Hon. Thomas G. McLeod, Governor, 
and Columbia Railway, Gas and Electric Company, substantially in 
the following form, to wit: 


“THE STATE OF SOUTH CAROLINA, 


1. “This agreement made and entered into this.............. day 
Obes Kewsd Cadwiene oe seas , A. D. 1925, by and between the State 
of South Carolina (hereinafter referred to as ‘the State’), by Hon- 
orable Thos. G. McLeod, Governor, party of the first part, and 
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Columbia Railway, Gas and Electric Company, its successors and 
assigns (hereinafter referred to as ‘the Company’), party of the 
second part. 


“WITNESSETH 


2. “That in consideration of the mutual promises hereinafter con- 
tained, the parties hereto do hereby agree together as follows: 


“The State hereby agrees to relinquish, and does hereby relinquish, 
absolutely and forever, all of its rights in and to five hundred (500) 
horsepower of waterpower from the Columbia Canal, reserved, de- 
clared, and more fully set forth in an Act of the General Assembly 
of South Carolina, approved the 24th day of December, 1887, and all 
Acts amendatory and declaratory thereof, and supplemental thereto, 
and all such rights acquired, recognized or defined in or by the terms 
of any and all contracts with reference thereto heretofore entered 
into by the State, or by its authority, or for its benefit, except as 
hereinafter provided in paragraph nine. 


3. “The State hereby releases and discharges the Company, its 
successors and assigns, from any obligation arising under any 
statute or statutes, deed or deeds, contract or contracts, or otherwise 
to complete or extend the Columbia Canal in any manner or to extend 
the same beyond its present existing southern terminus, or to do any 
work or build any structures or bridges incidental to or in connection 
with any extension, maintenance or completion of said canal, or to 
enlarge or change the existing-structure or capacity of the said canal 
as to width, depth or volume of water carried, or power developed 
thereby, and from any claim or damages for any alleged failure or 
default in respect to such construction or completion, except as 
hereinafter provided in paragraph twelve. 


4. “The Company agrees to furnish in perpetuity to the State of 
South Carolina, for the use of the State in or on its property, build- 
ings or institutions located in Columbia and vicinity, electrical power 
up to an amount not to exceed, at any one time, the equivalent of 
six hundred (600) electrical horsepower, which is hereby agreed to 
be four hundred fifty (450) kilowatts of electrical power. Said 
electrical power up to six hundred (600) horsepower or four hun- 
dred fifty (450) kilowatts of electrical power is to be furnished free 
of cost to the State at the Company’s Terminal Station in the City 
of Columbia, and as hereinafter provided: Provided, That in furnish- 
ing the said six hundred (600) electrical horsepower the State shall 
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have a prior and primary right to all power generated up to the said 
six hundred (600) electrical horsepower to be furnished herein.

5: “In the event that the consumption of said electrical power 
by the State shall exceed the said six hundred (600) horsepower of 
electrical power or four hundred fifty (450) kilowatts of electrical 
power maximum demand, then the State agrees to pay monthly for, 
and the Company agrees to supply, such excess at the then legally 
established rate of the Company for six hundred (600) and above 
horsepower customers. Such excess shall be determined by the use 
of graphic recording watt meters and watt hour meters installed in 
the Company’s Terminal Station in Columbia. In order that trans- 
mission losses may be compensated for, the State shall not be con- 
sidered to have exceeded six hundred (600) electrical horsepower 
consumption unless and until the recorded demand as shown by said 
meters at the Terminal Station of the Company, less five per cent 
(5%), shall exceed six hundred (600) electrical horsepower: Pro- 
vided, That nothing herein contained shall be construed to prevent 
the State from contracting with any person, firm or corporation to 
furnish said excess of power, or to produce said excess itself. 


6. “The power furnished hereunder shall be in the form of three 
(3) phase alternating current, at a frequency of approximately forty 
(40) cycles per second, and at a voltage of approximately thirty- 
three hundred (3300) volts: Provided, That the Company shall have 
the right, upon reasonable notice, to furnish current at sixty (60) 
cycle frequency. 


7. “The Company agrees to replace, when necessary, maintain and 
keep in good and efficient condition, so long as this contract exists, 
as to hold any transmission loss to the minimum of five (5%) per 
cent, the lines, poles, wires, transformers and all appurtenances, ex- 
clusive of meters, now owned by the State and used for the distribu- 
tion of its power from the Terminal Station of the Company in 
Columbia up to the entrance of buildings or other places of use, and 
to deliver the power to be used by the State to the point of entrance 
to the buildings or other places of use, which shall be only State in- 
stitutions located within a radius of ten (10) miles from the State 
Capitol in Columbia. The Company further agrees to extend lines 
and supply current to the State for use in its institutions so located. 
free of charge to the State until the total demand of the State for 
power shall have exceeded six hundred (600) electrical horsepower 
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as hereinabove defined. Current so supplied by the Company for 
use in State institutions shall be available twenty-four (24) hours 
each day. After the total demand of the State shall have so exceeded 
six hundred (600) electrical horsepower, any extensions of lines for 
additional service to the State shall be made in accordance with the 
Company’s practice at that time covering similar extensions to other 
customers, both with respect to cost and with respect to maintenance 
thereof. The extension of lines, transformers, etc., for service to 
the State to be constructed at the cost of and maintained by the 
Company shall go no further than to the point of entrance to the 
buildings, in the case of overhead service; in case the State de- 
sires underground service, no further than up to the pot head 
entrance or outside terminal of the condulet at the beginning of 
such underground service ; and the Company shall be under no obli- 
gation to furnish, extend, or maintain any underground service: 
Provided, That the State shall have the right to use in or on its. 
property, buildings or institutions any part of its said six hundred. 
(600) electrical horsepower beyond the said ten (10) mile radius, 
but in that event the State shall build and maintain at its expense that 
part of the transmission line beyond said radius of ten (10) miles. 


8. “The Company agrees to pay to the State, and the State agrees 
to accept payment, for so much of said six hundred (600) electrical 
horsepower as the State shall not use, at the rate of Forty ($40.00) 
Dollars per horsepower per year, or three dollars thirty-three and 
one-third cents ($3.33 1/3) per horsepower per month, and the de- 
termination of the amount of the payment for such nonused power 
shall be as follows: 


“Graphic recording watt meters shall. be installed at the Company’s 
Terminal Station in Columbia for the registration of the demand 
used by the State, and the average demand occurring during the 
highest continuous sixty-minute period in any one month shall be the 
basis for determining the payment to the State for that month. 
Such maximum hourly demand in kilowatts .shall be multiplied by 
1.33 1/3 to convert the demand into horsepower, and for the purpose 
of adjusting transmission losses this amount shall be reduced by. five 
per cent (5%). The figure in horsepower resulting from this cal- 
culation shall be subtracted from six hundred (600) horsepower. 
The difference resulting from the subtraction shall be multiplied by 
three dollars thirty-three and one-third cents ($3.33 1/3) to deter- 
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mine the monthly payment by the Company to the State. As an 
example of the method of determining the quantities and amounts 
referred to in this paragraph, the following conditions are assumed 
and calculated: If such maximum hourly demand for any one 
month shall be one hundred eighty (180) kilowatts, as recorded by 
the Graphic watt meter, this multiplied by 1.33 1/3 gives two hun- 
dred forty (240) electrical horsepower. Subtracting five per cent 
(5%) from two hundred forty (240) horsepower gives two hundred 
twenty-eight (228) horsepower. Subtracting two hundred twenty- 
eight (228) horsepower from six hundred (600) horsepower gives 
gives three hundred seventy-two (372) horsepower, which at three 
dollars thirty-three and one-third cents ($3.33 1/3) per: horsepower 
per month gives twelve hundred forty ($1240.00) dollars, which 
on the basis of this assumption, would be the amount due the State 
by the Company for this assumed month. 


“The State may at its election install measuring instruments, at 
its own expense, for the purpose of checking the measurements 
made by the Company. In case of question as to the accuracy of 
the measurements either party may, on forty-eight (48) hours’ notice, 
have the measuring instrument tested, and, if necessary, recali- 
brated. If the measurements are found to be accurate within a range 
‘of two per cent (2%) the expense of the test will be borne by the 
party requesting it, otherwise by the other party. 


“The Company will not be liable for damages for failure to supply 
electricity in pursuance of this agreement: Provided, That such fail- 
are be due to strikes, fire, lock-outs, or other causes beyond the con- 
trol of the Company: Provided, That in such event the Company 
‘agrees to use its best endeavors to resume the supply at the earliest 
practicable time. 


“The rate of forty ($40.00) dollars per horsepower per year to be 
paid by the Company to the State for unused electricity shall be in 
effect for five (5) years from the signing of this agreement. At. 
the end of said five (5) year period and each succeeding five (5) 
year period thereafter the rate per horsepower per year shall be set 
at the then prevailing rate in the vicinity of Columbia for power serv- 
ice, but never at less than forty dollars ($40.00) per horsepower per 
year. 


9. “In the event that the Columbia Railway, Gas and Electric 
Company, its successors or assigns, shall fail, neglect or refuse for 
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fifteen (15) days, except for causes beyond its control, as herein- 
above stated, to furnish the six hundred (600) electrical horsepower 
hereinabove provided for, then, and in that event, the title to that 
certain acre of land on the western bank of Columbia Canal, at or 
near the point where the waterwheel of the South Carolina Peniten- 
tiary formerly stood and where there now exists an unused flume — 
and base for a powerhouse, which shall not in the meantime be dis- 
turbed or destroyed by the Company, shall revert to the State, and 
the State shall have the right:to take possession thereof and erect 
thereon a powerhouse and plant for the development of hydro- 
electric power, and the said State shall also have the right to take 
possession of and control all of the lines, poles, wires, transformers 
and all appurtenances now used by the State and used for the dis- 
tribution of its power from the Terminal Station in Columbia up 
to the entrance of buildings or other places of use hereinbefore re- 
ferred to, and to take from said canal an amount of water sufficient 
to develop nine hundred (900) water horsepower to be converted 
into electrical power in said power plant, or to sell or assign the 
same, or the use thereof: Provided, That nothing herein contained 
shall be construed ‘to prevent the said State, at its option, from in- 
stituting an appropriate action to compel the specific performance 
of such obligations on the part of the Company, or an action for dam- 
ages for failure to observe the same, or both. 


10. “And the Company further agrees that it will commence im- 
‘mediately, if not already commenced, the construction of a steam 
plant of not less than ten thousand (10,000) horsepower, designed 
for a total capacity of approximately twenty thousand (20,000) 
‘horsepower, the additional units thereof to be installed as rapidly as 
required by power demands, and the plant to be in operation not 
later than July 1, 1926. 


11. “And the Company further agrees that it will develop. or 
cause to be developed, certain waterpowers in the State of South 
‘Carolina now owned and controlled, or to be owned or controlled 
by it, or develop or cause to be developed additional steam power, as 
required by the demand for power. Such additional power develop- 
ments shall be made, or the power supplied from other sources, to 
a total of approximately twenty thousand (20,000) horsepower, if 
required by the demand for power, within five (5) years from the 
signing of this agreement. 
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12. “In the event that the Company, its successors or assigns, 
shall fail to perform the covenants of paragraphs ten and eleven 
hereof, relating to the commencement, completion and’ operation of 
the steam and hydro-electric plants herein referred to, then the 
Company, at the demand of the State, shall carry out and perform 
within three years, so much of the requirements of the Act of 1887, 
and the Acts amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto as pro- 
vides for the completion of the Columbia Canal in the manner and 
for the purposes therein contemplated, and in that event the said 
State shall have all the rights it may now have under existing con- 
tracts and legislative enactments, to enforce compliance therewith, 
and may, at its option, institute an appropriate action for specific 
performance thereof, or for damages for failure to perform said 
agreements, or both: Provided, That nothing herein contained: shall 
be construed to release or discharge the.said Company, or any of its 
successors or assigns, from any obligation imposed by existing legis- 
lative enactment to maintain and keep in such condition and repair 
as to render all of that part of the Canal north of Gervais Street 
available at all times for navigation, or from keeping the said canal 
free and open to the citizens of the State and the United States 
without tax, impost or toll imposed, for such purpose. 


“IN WITNESS WHEREOF, The parties hereto have caused 
these presents to be executed the day and year first above written im 
one or more concurrent copies, each of which shall constitute an 
original, by their respective officers thereunto, duly authorized.” 


Therefore, 


Section 1. Proposed Contract Between State and Colum-: 
bia Railway, Gas and Electric Co. Approved—Governor to 
Execute.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the contract above set forth be, and the same 
is hereby, approved, and the Governor of South Carolina be, and he 
is hereby, authorized and empowered forthwith, upon his approval 
of this Act, to execute and deliver said contract on behalf of the 
State of South Carolina. 


§ 2. Right to Complete Canal Reserved.—That the State of 
South Carolina shall forever have the right by itself or through as- 
signs or lessees (anything in the contract above set forth notwith-- 
standing), to complete at its own cost and expense, the Columbia 
Canal from its present terminus a few yards above Gervais Street: 
down to Congaree River. 
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'§ 3. Certain Claims Abandoned. — Upon the approval of 
this Act by the Governor and the execution and delivery of the con- 
tract hereinabove set forth, all the rights, claims, and interests of. 
the State of South Carolina in and to the Columbia Canal and the 
completion thereof and all claims for all damages of every sort con- 
cerning said canal and the failure to complete same shall forever 
cease, determine, and be extinguished except as in and by said con- 
tract and this Act provided.

§ 5. Future Contracts, etc., of Company Subject to 
Rights of State Hereunder.—That all sales, leases, transfers or 
assignments by the said Company of any of the rights and properties 
set out in the said contract to any person, firm or corporation, or any 
contract made with regard thereto by the said Company with any 
person, firm or corporation, are made subject to all the limitations, 
liabilities, duties and obligations imposed in and by this Act and the 
contract herein set out; and no Court proceeding, bankruptcy. or 
other transfer of the title shall ever divert the State of South Carolina 
of any right, interest or title it hereby acquires and reserves in the 
said property under this contract. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of, Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT Creating a Court House Commission for the County 
of Richland and to Authorize and Provide for the 
Alteration, Repair and Improvement of the Court 
House Building in the City of Columbia; and the Is- 
suance of Bonds for that Purpose. 


Whereas, The Grand Jury of Richland County has petitioned and 
memorialized the Richland Delegation as to the necessity of im- 
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proving the present Court House of the County of Richland; and, 

Whereas, The several Judges presiding over the Courts in said 
county have condemned the said building as being inadequate and 
unsuitable for the needs of the county; Now, therefore, 


Section 1. Richland County Court House Commission— 
Appointment — Vacancies —- Removal — No Compensa- 
tion—Term.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a Commission to be known as the Rich- 
land County Court House Commission, be, and the same is hereby, 
created, said Commission to consist of three members to be appointed 
by the Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the 

. Richland County Delegation. Any vacancy on said Commission by 
resignation or otherwise to be filled in the same manner as original 
appointment thereon. The Governor shall have the power to remove 
any member of said Commission for cause. The Commission shall 
serve without pay until the provisions of said Act shall have been 
completely carried out. 


§ 2. Powers.—-That said Commission is hereby given power to 
alter, repair, and improve the present Court House building, with 
necessary furnishings, and under such conditions and upon such 
terms as they may deem advisable. 


§ 3. Bond Issue.—That for the purpose of providing the means 
to alter, repair and improve the said Court House building, the 
County Commissioners of Richland County are hereby authorized 
and empowered to issue and sell bonds of Richland County in an 
amount not exceeding Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 4. Terms of Bonds—Execution—Sale.—That the said 
bonds shall be serial bonds and shall bear interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding five per cent per annum, said interest to be payable semi- 
annually, and at such place as the Commissioners may determine. 
Said bonds shall be signed by the County Supervisor and Clerk of 
the County Commissioners: Provided, That the signatures of said 
officials may be printed or lithographed upon the interest coupons, 
said bonds shall be sold by the said County Commissioners after 
such advertisement as they may deem advisable for not less than 
par and accrued interest. 


§ 5. Deposit of Bond Funds—Disbursement.—That the 
proceeds arising from the sale of said bonds shall be deposited with 
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the County Treasurer and held by him for the purpose mentioned in 
this Act and paid out only upon the warrant of the Richland County 
Court House Commissioners. 


§ 6. Tax for Payment.—That in the event said bonds shall be 
issued there shall be levied annually by the proper officials upon all 
taxable property in Richland County a tax sufficient to pay the inter- 
est and also to pay the principal upon said bonds as they may fall due. 


§ 7. Repair to Be Without Delay—Architects.—That the 
alterations, repairs and improvements of said Court House shall pro- 
ceed without delay, and the Court House Commission is authorized 
and directed to call to its aid such architects as they may desire for 
the preparation of plans and supervising the alterations, repairs 
and improvements. 


§ 8. Letting of Contract.—The contract for the alterations, 
repairs and improvements of said building shall be let by the Com- 
mission to the lowest responsible bidder after due advertisement for 
bids thereon, and shall require of the successful bidder suitable bond 
guaranteeing the faithful performance of the contract. 


§ 9. Furnishings.—That the Commission shall furnish the 
said building in a suitable manner as they may deem necessary and 
proper. 


§ 10. Clerk of Commission. — The Clerk of the County 
Board of Commissioners shall be the Clerk of the Court House 
Commission without extra compensation. 


§ 11. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval of the Governor. . 


§ 12. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

A JOINT RESOLUTION Appointing a Committee of Three 
to Investigate the State Penitentiary. 
Whereas, A casual examination of the State Penitentiary reveals 
conditions unadapted to the safe and humane keeping of the pris- 
oners ; and, 
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Whereas, His Excellency, the Honorable Thomas G. McLeod, in 
his inaugural address to this body under the head of “State Peniten- 
tiary,” said in part as follows: 


“At present this equipment is neither humane nor economical. In 
other words, the prisoners have not those conditions and surround- 
ings to which they are entitled and the State cannot receive the full 
return from their labor under present conditions. The cell building 
where all of the prisoners are kept is an antiquated dungeon and is 
incapable of being remodeled. Necessarily this building is crowded 
beyond capacity and is not in keeping with the accepted rules of 
sanitation and health. At the last session I requested the General 
Assembly to consider seriously and take some action in regard to 
the removal of the prison to a point where it could be rebuilt on 
modern lines and provide for that development which would make 
the labor of the prisoners far more remunerative. I also recom- 
mended the sale of the State farms,” Now, therefore, 


Section 1. Committee to Investigate Penitentiary Plant— 
Conference—Report.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That a committee of three persons, 
two from the members of the House, to be named by the Speaker of 
the House, and one from the Senate, to be named by the President 
of the Senate, be-appointed, authorized and directed to investigate 
the entire penitentiary plant, consisting of the buildings within the 
City of Columbia, and of thé State farms, and to confer with the 
Board of Directors of the Penitentiary and the Superintendent 
thereof, upon the matter, and to look into the feasibility of disposing 
of the present plant, and of the State farms with the view to locating 
same upon a tract of land conveniently located on a railroad, and to 
report to the General Assembly at the opening of its next session 
their findings and recommendations. 


§ 2. Organization—Compensation.—That the said Com- 
mittee shall meet for organization not later than July 1, 1925, and 
shall elect a Chairman from its membership. The members shali 
receive as compensation the sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars per day 
and actual traveling expenses while engaged in this investigation, 
not exceeding the sum of Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars in all. 


§ 3. Appropriation for Expenses.—That the sum of Three 
Hundred ($300.00) Dollars be, and the same is hereby, authorized 
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. from the Civil Contingent Fund to defray the expenses of such in- 
vestigation as is hereinabove outlined. 


§ 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION Permitting C. M. Robinson to Sue 
the State of South Carolina. 


Section 1. C. M. Robinson Permitted to Sue State — 
Liability for Damages—Proviso.—Be it resolved by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That permission is 
hereby granted C. M. Robinson to bring suit against the State of 
South Carolina in any Court of competent jurisdiction, whereby he 
may seek to recover for the damages sustained by reason of said 
collision, and he may proceed in the prosecution of said case in like 
manner as all cases arising against municipalities by reason of 
defects in streets or highways in this State are conducted, and that 
said State of South Carolina be liable for any damages which may 
have been sustained, if the facts would make a municipality so liable: 
Provided, Nothing in this Act shall be construed to be an admission 
by said State of South Carolina of any fact hereinabove stated, and 
it shall have all rights of defense that an individual or corporation 
now has under the laws of this State in such cases.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Governor, State 
Treasurer and Comptroller General to Borrow Funds 
for the Payment of Salaries of State Officers and Em- 
ployees. 


Section 1. Governor, Comptroller General and State 
Treasurer to Borrow—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General 
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Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Governor, 
Comptroller General and State Treasurer are hereby authorized and 
directed to borrow a sufficient sum of money to pay the salaries of 
State officers and employees which have accrued up to date. 


§ 2. Use of Proceeds.—Upon the borrowing of any sum or 
sums as herein provided the State Treasurer shall pay all salaries of 
State officers and employees upon the basis of the 1924 Appropria- 
tion Act, except Constitutional officers, who shall be paid at the rate 
specified in the statutes for the term for which they have been elected. 


§ 3. Notes—Security.—The Governor, Comptroller General 
and State Treasurer, are authorjzed and empowered to issue note or 
notes for such sums as may be borrowed under the provisions of this 
Act, and pledge as security therefor any income or revenues of this 
State now on hand or to be hereafter received.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower Saluda Highway Com- 
mission to Borrow Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dol- 
lars, to Pledge State Reimbursement Contracts Due to 
Saluda County to Secure the Repayment of Same, and 
to Require the Auditor of Saluda County to Levy and 
the Treasurer to Collect Annually Sufficient Taxes to 
Pay the Interest on Same. 


Section 1. Saluda County to Borrow — Security — Re- 
newals—New Loans—Limit.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The Saluda Highway Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered to borrow Fifty Thou- 
sand ($50,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of highway construction 
and for the furtherance of the highway program in Saluda County, 
and to pledge as security for the repayment of same State of South 
Carolina, Re-Imbursement Contracts due to Saluda County, and 
the Saluda Highway Commission, in its discretion, is hereby author- 
ized and empowered, from time to time, to renew the above loan,

— That the 
Treasurer of Saluda County, from time to time, shall pay over to the 
order of Saluda Highway Commission, whatever reimbursement 
funds that may come into his hands under the provisions of the re- 
imbursement contracts due to Saluda County by the State of South 
Carolina for retiring the notes made under and according to the au- 
thority conferred on Saluda Highway Commission by the terms of 
this Act.

District No. 17, of Saluda County to Issue and Sell

Section 1. Bond Issue by School District No. 17, Saluda 
County—Terms—Tax for Payment—Sale—Tax Exempt.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the Board of Trustees of Ward School District No. 17, 
of Saluda County, be, and it is hereby, authorized and empowered to 
issue and sell bonds of said district in an amount not exceeding Five 
Thousand ($5,000-00) Dollars for a term of twenty years, to bear 
a rate of interest not to exceed six per cent per annum, the interest 
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shall be paid and the said bonds retired in such an amount and man- 
ner as the said Board of Trustees may determine. That until the 
principal and interest of said bonds shall be fully paid it shall be the 
duty of the county official charged with the levy and collection of 
taxes to annually levy and collect a tax sufficient to pay the principal 
and interest of said bonds as the same shall become due. Said bonds . 
shall be sold for not less than par and shall be free from all taxes, 
State, county, municipal and otherwise. : 


§ 2. Use of Proceeds.—That the proceeds of the sale of such 
bonds shall be for building and equipment purposes. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize, Empower and Direct the Board. of 
School Trustees of Saluda School District Number 1 of 
Saluda County to Issue Coupon Bonds of Said District 
in a Sum Not Exceeding Twenty-five Thousand ($25,- 
000.00) Dollars, for the Purpose of Erecting School 
Buildings, and to Provide the Manner in Which Such 
Bonds May be Issued and for the Disposition of the Pro- 
ceeds Thereof. 


Section 1. Bond Election in School District No. 1, Saluda 
County—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of Saluda 
School District Number 1, of Saluda County, State of South Caro- 
lina, be, and they are hereby, authorized, empowered and directed to 
submit to the qualified electors of said school district, at an election 
to be called by the said Board of School Trustees, at such time as may 
be determined by the said Board, the question of issuing serial 
coupon bonds of said Saluda district, in an amount not to exceed 
Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, payable to bearer, in 
such denominations as said Board may deem necessary, bearing a _ 
rate of interest not exceeding six (6%) per cent per annum, pay- 
able annually or semiannually, and at such place as may be deemed 
best, for the purpose of erecting a school building or buildings in 
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said district, and for the equipment and maintaining of said building 
or buildings in said district : Provided, That before the election herein 
provided for shall be ordered or held, the special school levy of 
seventeen (17) mills for Saluda School District No. 1 shall be re- 
duced five mills by the proper authorities and said special levy so 
reduced shall be entered by the Auditor of Saluda County on his 
books accordingly. 


§ 2. Conduct of Election—Notice—Managers—Ballots. 
—For the purpose of determining the issue of bonds authorized in 
Section 1 of this Act, said trustees of Saluda School District No. 1 of 
Saluda County, shall order an election to be held in such place in said 
school district as may be designated by said school trustees, on the 
question of whether or not such bonds shall be issued, in which elec- 
tion only qualified voters, who shall be freeholders residing in said 
Saluda District shall be allowed to vote, and said trustees shall give 
notice of such election for at least ten (10) days in a newspaper pub- 
lished in said district, or County of Saluda, and by posting 
said notice in three public places in said school district, which said 
notice shall designate the time and place of such election, and the 
said Board shall appoint the managers of said election to receive 
the returns of same and declare the result of said election. The bal- 
lots cast at such election must have written or printed on them the 
words “For Bonds,” or “Against Bonds.” 


§ 3. Terms of Bonds—Sale—Use of Proceeds.—If a ma- 
jority of the votes cast at said election shall be in favor of issuing 
said bonds, the said trustees are hereby authorized, empowered and di- 
rected to issue such bonds, which shall run not longer than twenty 
(20) years from the date of issue thereof. The said bonds shall be 
‘sold by the trustees at not less than par, and the proceeds of same 
shall be used by said trustees for the purpose of erecting a school 
building or school buildings in said district, and for maintaining and 
furnishing said building or buildings in said district, and such bonds 
or coupons of same shall constitute a lien upon the property of said 
school district. 


§ 4. Annual Tax.—lIt shall be the duty of the county officers 
charged with the levy and collection of taxes in said county, to levy 
and collect annually from all of the property, real and personal, 
within the limits of said school district, a sum sufficient to pay the 
interest on such bonds, and also a sufficient sum to provide a sinking 
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fund for the payment of such bonds when due, and the coupons 
thereof shall be received for school taxes upon the property within 
said school district. 


§ 5. Execution of Bonds.—All bonds issued under and in pur- 
suance of this Act, shall be signed by the trustees of said school dis- 
trict: Provided, That the signatures of said trustees may be litho- 
graphed or engraved upon the coupons attached to such bonds, and 
said lithographed or engraved signatures shall be sufficient signing 
thereof. 


§ 6. Deposit of Bond Funds—Disbursement.—The pro- 
ceeds from the sale of said bonds, as are contemplated in this Act, 
shall be deposited by the Board of Trustees of said school district in 
one or more banks doing business in County of Saluda, and shall 
be paid out by said Board only for the purposes herein mentioned. 


§ 7. Sinking Fund.—The Treasurer of the County of Saluda 
is hereby directed to deposit all moneys hereafter to be collected and 
belonging to the sinking fund which may be accumulated under the 
provisions of this Act, in one or more banks doing business in the 
County of Saluda at the best rate of interest that can be obtained 
until said bonds mature.

Section 1. Act (1923, XXXIII, Stats. 847), Amended— 
Sale of Highway Bonds of Spartanburg County.—Be it en-

AN ACT to Authorize the School Trustees of Woodruff 
School District Number 33 in the County of Spartan- 
burg to Order and Hold and Election for the Purpose 
of Issuing Bonds for School Purpose. 


Section 1. Bond Election in School District No. 33, Spar- 
tanburg County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the School Trustees of Woodruff 
School District, Number 33, in the County of Spartanburg, South 
Carolina, be; and they are hereby authorized and empowered to issue 
and sell coupon bonds of said School District in the sum of not 
exceeding Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be legally issued by law, for the purpose of acquiring addi- 
tional property, erecting or enlarging school building, or buildings, 
and purchasing equipment for public schools in said District, or for 
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paying any indebtedness incurred for said purpose: Provided, That 
a majority of the qualified electors in said School District voting 
thereon at an election to be held as hereinafter provided for, shall 
vote in favor of the issuing of said bonds. 


§ 2. Conduct of Election.—That for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether or not the School bonds shall be issued, as provided in 
Section 1, the said Trustees of Woodruff School District No. 33 
shall order an election to be held at such time and place, in the 
school district, as may be designated by said Trustees, in which 
election only qualified electors residing in the school district shall 
be allowed to vote, and the said Trustees, shall give such notice of 
the election as they deem necessary. The said Trustees shall ap- 
point the managers of said election, receive the returns and declare 
- the result thereof. 


§ 3. Ballots.—That the said Trustees shall have printed for 
the use of the voters a sufficient number of ballots which shall be 
placed at the voting place or places, on which shall be printed the 
words, “For the issue of School Bonds,” and the words, “Against 
the issue of School Bonds,” and the elector voting in favor of -the 
bonds shall strike out the words “Against the issue of school bonds,” 
and the voter voting against the bonds shall strike out the words, 
“For the issue of bonds.” 


§ 4. Terms of Bonds.—That if a majority of the votes cast at 
said election shall be in favor of the issuance of bonds, the said 
Trustees shall issue and sell bonds either as serial, or bonds of 
straight maturities which shall run for a period of not exceeding 
thirty (30) years from the date thereof. The bonds shall bear in- 
terest at the rate of not exceeding six (6%) per centum per annum 
and shall be sold for not less than par, the interest to be payable 
annually or semiannually and at such time and place as the said 
Trustees may prescribe. 


§ 5. Execution of Bonds.—That the said bonds shall be 
signed by the Chairman of the Board of School Trustees of Wood- 
ruff School District No. 33 and countersigned by the Secretary:

‘An Act to Establish a Rural Police System for Spar- 
tanburg County so as to Provide for a Chief of the 
Rural Policemen and to Fix His Salaries,’’’ Approved 
March 21, 1924, so as to Further Regulate the Appoint- 
ment and Service of the Rural Police. 


Section 1. Act (1923, XXXIII, Stats. 852), Amended— 
Rural Police in Spartanburg County.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an Act en- 
titled “An Act to Establish a Rural Police System for Spartanburg 
County,” approved March 20th, 1923, as amended by an Act entitled 
“An Act to Amend Section 2 of an Act entitled ‘An Act to Estab- 
lish a Rural Police System for Spartanburg County, so as to Pro- 
vide for a Chief of the Rural Police and to Fix His Salary,’” ap- 
proved March 21, 1924, be amended by striking out Sections One, - 
Two, Three and Eight (1, 2, 3 and 8), and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following to be known as Sections One, Two, Three and Eight 
(1, 2, 3 and 8): 


- Section 1. Rural Police System — Commission. — There 
shall be maintained in Spartanburg County a Rural Police System 
for the County, of not more than eleven rural policemen, one of 
whom shall be chief, who shall be so designated by appointment, 
such rural policemen shall be appointed from time to time as the 
necessity may arise, by the Rural Police Commission of Spartan- 
burg County, or a two-thirds majority thereof. The Rural Police 
Commission shall consist of three members, two of whom shall be 
appointed by the Governor, upon recommendation of a majority of 
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the Spartanburg Legislative Delegation and the Sheriff of Spartan- 
burg County shall ex officio be the third member of the Commission. 
The names of such appointees shall be furnished to the County 
Supervisor and the County Treasurer by the Chairman of the Com- 
mission, and the services of any rural policeman may be discontinued 
at any time, by the grand jury or a two-thirds majority thereof. 
The names of such discontinued policemen shall be furnished to the 
County Sheriff, County Supervisor and County Treasurer by the 
Foreman of the grand jury. 


§ 2. Qualifications of Policemen.—The rural policemen shall 
be selected from the qualified electors of the county, and shall be 
able-bodied men of good habits and of known courage, coolness and 
discretion, and who are known not to be addicted to the use of 
alcoholic liquors or drugs. 


§ 3. Jurisdiction of Policemen.—Such rural policemen shall 
perform their duties throughout the county under the direction of 
the Sheriff and the Chief of Rural Police. 


§ 8. Compensation—Weapons—Vehicles.—Ejach of said 
policemen shall be paid One Hundred and Fifty ($150.00) Dollars 
a month and the Chief shall be paid One Hundred Sixty-six and 
65/100 ($166.65) Dollars a month to be paid upon the warrant of 
the Supervisor out of the ordinary county funds: Provided, That 
firearms as may be prescribed and approved by the Sheriff and an 
automobile for use in performing his duties shall be furnished by 
each rural policeman. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Supervisor of 
Spartanburg County to Issue and Sell Bonds of Spar- 
tanburg County in the Sum of Four Hundred Thousand 
($400,000.00) Dollars, for the Construction of Per- 
manent Roads and Provide a Tax to Pay Same and to 
Regulate Expenditures of Proceeds. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by Spartanburg County—Purpose 
—Times of Issue—Terms—Tax Exempt.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
Supervisor of Spartanburg County is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to issue and sell bonds of the County in the sum of Four 
Hundred Thousand ($400,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which 
shall be used by the Spartanburg County Highway Commission for 
permanent road improvement, such bonds to be sold when the money 
is needed and shall be issued in such denominations as the Supervisor 
and Highway Commission shall determine, and shall bear interest 
at Four and One-half (414) per centum per annum, payable annually 
or semiannually as may be determined by the Supervisor and High- 
way Commission, and shall be exempt from all State, County, and 
Municipal Taxes. 


§ 2. Maturities.—The Bonds authorized shall be serial, ma- 
turing from one to twenty years in such amounts as shall, to all 
practical purposes, require similar amounts to pay maturing bonds 
and interest occurring each year.

Conveyance by Spartanburg County to City 
of Spartanburg —Use—Conditions.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Supervisor 
of Spartanburg County be, and he is hereby, authorized and directed 
to execute in the name and on behalf of Spartanburg County, a 
' deed conveying to the City of Spartanburg an easement for street

all respects, and to be valid and binding obligations upon the County 
of Williamsburg. 
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§ 2. Tax for Payment.—The County Auditor of Williams- 
burg County shall levy annually a tax sufficient to retire the note or 
any renewals thereof, set out in Section 1, of this Act as will retire 
same within a period of ten (10) years.

System in York County, Declaring Its Duties and Providing for 
Compensation of the Members Thereof,” be and the same is hereby 
amended by adding at the end of the said Section 2 the following: 
“Provided, That after six months of meritorious service, the salary 
of each rural policeman may be in the discretion of the Commission, 
fixed at one hundred and sixty dollars per month. Provided, further, 
That said Commission may, in its descretion and when the occasion 
demands it, employ extra rural policemen to assist the regularly ap- 
pointed rural policemen, provided that the compensation for such 
extra policemen shall never exceed in one year the sum of One 
Thousand Dollars.” So that said Section, when so amended, shall 
read as follows: 


Section 2. There shall be three rural policemen, each of whom 
shall receive a salary of eighteen hundred ($1,800.00) dollars per 
annum, payable in equal monthly installments: Provided, That 
after six months of meritorious service, the salary of each Rural 
Policeman may be, and in the discretion of the Commission, fixed 
at one hundred and sixty dollars per month: Provided, further, 
That said Commission may, in its discretion and when the occasion 
demands it, employ extra rural policemen to assist the regularly ap- 
pointed rural policemen, provided that the compensation for such 
extra policemen shall never in one year exceed the sum of One 
Thousand Dollars. 


§ 2. Powers of Commission—Police to Assist Sheriff.— 
Strike out all of Section 6 of said Act and insert in lieu thereof the 
following to be known as Section 6: 


Section 6. The Rural Police Commission of York County shall be 
directly responsible for the discipline and proper discharge of the 
duties of the rural policemen, provided that at all times said rural 
‘policemen shall cooperate with and assist the Sheriff of the County 
whenever such assistance is necessary in criminal matters. 


§ 3. Police Vehicles.—That Section 8 of said Act be amended

Said Commission is hereby authorized and directed to 
purchase for the use of.such rural policemen three automobiles at a 
cost not to exceed five hundred ($500.00) dollars, each, the same to 
be paid for by warrants drawn upon the County Treasurer of York 
County, and to be paid for from any ordinary county funds not 
_ otherwise appropriated. All the actual expenses, not including board 
and lodging of such rural policemen, shall be paid by the county, but 
only upon receipts or vouchers duly approved by the said Rural 
Police Commission of York County, and upon order to the Treasurer 
from said Commission.

AN ACT to Amend the Charter of the Wateree Power Com- 
pany, so as to Authorize it to Acquire Property for 
Dams and Power Plants Outside of State of South Caro- 
lina, and to Remove the Restrictions From its Right of 
Condemnation and as to the Time Within Which its 
Rights and Powers May be Exercised. 


Whereas, a current resolution was passed by a two-thirds vote of 
each House of the General Assembly, allowing the introduction of 
this Bill; Therefore, 


Section 1. Act (1909, XXVI, Stats. 400), Amended— 
Powers of Wateree Power Co.—Condemnation.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That an Act entitled “An Act to Incorporate the Wateree Power 
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Company,” approved February 26, 1909, be, and the same hereby is 
amended as follows: By striking out of Section 1 all after the 
semicolon in line fourteen thereof, beginning with the -word “to- 
gether” down to the period in line twenty-three, ending with and 
including the word “power,” and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: “together with the right to build, erect, acquire, sell or lease 
any dam or dams, power plant or power plants, for the manufacture 
and generation of electricity by water on and across the Catawba or 
Wateree Rivers, above Camden, with the right to purchase, acquire, 
sell, lease or dispose of water, water rights, easements, land and 
other property in this State, or elsewhere, which may be necessary 
or useful in the construction, erection, operation or maintenance of 
its power plants and dams.” So that said Section when so amended 
shall read as follows: 


Section 1. That J. E. McDonald,.J. D. Harrison, John Boykin, 
L. C. Harrison, W. S. Lee, J. P. Jones and their associates and 
successors, be, and they are hereby made and created a body politic 
and corporate, under the name and style of the “Wateree Power 
Company,” with their principal place of business and principal office 
to be located at Camden, County of Kershaw, State of South Caro- 
lina, for the purpose of manufacturing, generating, buying, selling, 
leasing, letting, accumulating, transmitting or distributing any and 
all types of electric current, manufacturing, generating, buying, sell- 
ing, accumulating, storing, transmitting and distributing current for 
light, heat, power, and for any other uses and purposes to which the 
same may be adapted; together with the right to build, erect, ac- 
quire, buy, sell or lease any dam or dams, power plant or power 
plants for the manufacture and generation of electricity by water on 
and across the Catawba or Wateree Rivers, above Camden, with the 
right to purchase, acquire, sell, lease or dispose of water, water 
rights, easements, land and other property in this State, or elsewhere 
which may be necessary or useful in the construction, erection, 
operation, or maintenance of its power plants and dams. And the 
building, leasing, buying and selling of lines, wires, towers or cables 
for the purpose of transmitting electricity, and to erect and construct 
such canals, mill buildings, power houses, machine shops, stores, 

buildings, railroads, tramways and other works as may be required 
or necessary to carry out any and all such branches of said business, 
and also the transaction of any and all business connected with the 
purposes so recited.

Resolved, further, That the said Committee, as soon as appointed, 
shall select from their number, one to act as Chairman and the 
Secretary of the Budget Commission of this State shall perform 
the duties of Secretary for the said Committee during its meetings 
without any extra compensation. 

Resolved, further, That said Committee is hereby vested with full 
power and authority to investigate any and all offices, commissions
